The foregoing Lift confirms Mr. Ludlow*^ Ob- 
fcrvation, * That tho' about one hundred Englijh 
Members, defied by their Country, were kept out 
of the Houfe ; yet thofe for Scotland and Ireland, 
being chofen by the Sword, were admitted without 
Scruple.' * 

Having thus endeavoured to exhibit the bell Idea 
we could of the Characters of the Members which 
conftituted this Partial and Unconstitutional AlTem- 
bly, we fhall now give an Account of their Pro- 
ceedings.

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On the 17th of September, being the Day ap-The M««i 
pointed for the Meeting of the Parliament, the£ r ™£^ s t 
Journals inform us, That the Lord Protector, at- 
tended by his Council, with the Officers of State 
and of the Army, the Gentlemen of his Houfhold, 
and his Guards, came to the Abbey Church, about 
Ten in the Morning ; where the Members being 
ict, a Sermon was preached before them by Dr. 
Ubn Owen* Vice -Chancellor of the Univerhty of 
fxfordy on this Text, What jhall one then attfwer 
the Mejfengen of the Nation ? That the Lord hath 
founded Zion, and the Poor of his People Jhall. truft 
in it. Ifaiah xiv, v, 32. 

After Sermon, the Lord Proteflor and the Par- 
liament aflcmbled in the Pointed' Chamber t where 
his Htghnefs was pleafed to communicate to them 
the Occafion of their Meeting.

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Upon the ftrifleft Refearch, we have not 
able to meet with Cromwell's Speech at the Open- 
ing of this Parliament; nor is there the kail Sketch 
of it in the Journals of the Houfe, the Diaries, or 
the Contemporary Writers. From hence wc are in- 
clined to think that, for Reafons of State, it was 
never printed. 

However, a Letter to Cardinal Mazarin, from 
the French Ambaflador at London^ informs us s , 
* That the Lord Protector very much enlarged him- 
fclf againft Spain; exaggerating all the Enterprizes, 
which the Spaniards had formerly attempted againft 
England^ and the Motives which obliged him to 
break with that Nation : That he alfo fee me d to be 
perfuaded that his Catholic Majefty and the Duke 
of Newburgh had engaged to furnifh the King 
[Charles II.] with gooo Men, to be tranfported in- 
to England: But that, in regard there were very? 
few Advices conformable to this, many believed it 
an Invention of CromweWs, calculated to raife an 
Alarm, and to keep the Army united to his Inte- 

jefts at this prefent Conjuncture.' Thefc few 

Hints being all we have been able to collect of the 
Lord Protector's Speech at opening the Seffion, we 
proceed to obferve, that his Highnefs haiving finiiVd 
his Harangue in die Painted- Chamber^ the Members 
repaired to their Houfe ; where, to the Surprize of 
all thofe that were not in the Secret, fome Perfons, 
by the Lord Protector's Appointment, attended at 
denied 1 Admit"* thc Door, to receivc of each Member the following 
tance into the Certificate, before he was permitted to enter :

This appears to be a 
Mi flake, for no fuch Teft was offered j but they were 
obliged to produce a Certificate as above recited : 
Indeed the Members of the Parliament erected in 
September, 1654, were required to ilrbfcribe only 
fuch a Declaration as his Lordfhip mentions ; but, 
in this Parliament} die Matter was carried much 
higher. 

Such of the Members as produced their PafTport 
from the Council, having taken their Seats in the 
Houfe, the Lord CommhTioner Lijle put them in 
Mind, That their firft Work was to chafe a Speaker; 
and propofed Sir Thomas Widdringtan, Serjeant at 
Law, as a Perfon of great Integrity and Experience 
in relation to Parliamentary Bufinets, and every 
Way qualified for that Service : Which being ap- 
proved* of, he took the Chair accordingly; but with- 
out being prefented to the Lord Protestor for his 
Approbation: A Circumftance of Royalty, which 
Cromwell never thought fit to aflame. 

The next Day the Honfe appointed a Faft to be 
held cm the 24th of this Month, by the Members, 
thereof, in Afargerct's Church, IVepmrnJter \ and an 
extraordinary Number of Preachers were affigned for 
this Solemnity, The 29th Day r/f O&oBer enfuing 
was alfo appointed for a General Faff, throughout 
the three Nations, by a Declaration ordered" to be 
drawn up and tct forth for that Purport. 

The Houfe alfo appointed Committees on fcveral 
Occafions ; for Privileges and Elections ; for Reli- 
gion; Courts of Juftice, andfbrTrade, Sir Charles 
fPo/feiey prefented a Bill, For renouncing and dif an- 
nulling the pretended Title of Charles StUJtrt U the 
Crown of England, &c. which was read twice, and 
committed.

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The fame Day an Affair of great Confequence 
happened, which fo engaged the Attention of the* 
Houfe, as to prevent all other Proceedings for fome 
Time. Sir George Booth prefented a Letter, di- 
rected to the Speaker, which he was ordered to read 
privately firft; and, afterwards t it was read openly, 
in thefe Words :

On the Reading of this it was ordered, That the 
Clerk of the Commonwealth in Chancery be com- 
manded to attend the Houfe the next Morning, with 
all the Indentures of Returns of Knights, Citizens, 
and Burgeffes, chofen to ferve in this Parliament, 
when they would take this Bufinefs into farther Con- 
Aderation. 

Accordingly, September 19, the Deputy- Clerk of 
the Commonwealth attending at the Door, he was 
called in; and, by Order of the Houfe, the Speaker 
demanded of him, Where the Clerk of the Co7iimon~ 
wealth wast To which he anfwered, That he was 
at his Houfe out of Town when the Warrant came ;

Speaker informed the Houfe, That he had called 
over all the PLces for whom any Perfon was chofen, 
whofe Name was fubferibed to the foregoing Letter, 
and found them all to have been returned in the re- 
fpeclive Indentures. 

Soon after the Clerk of the Commonwealth, him- 
felf, attended the Houfe, when the Speaker ac- 
quainted him, * That, upon Peruf*! of the Inden- 
tures, it appeared that divers Perfons elected were 
not relumed to the Houfe: And demanding, By 
•what Order it was not done ? He anfwered, That he 
received an Order from his Higbnefi's Council, to 
deliver Tickets to ail fucb Per fens, and futb only, as, 
being returned ts fci-ve in Parliament, jheuld be cer- 
tified unto him, from the Council, as Perfons by them 
approved : And that he did receive fevtrat Orders of 
Approbation for feveral Perfons, and made out the 
Tickets accordingly. Being rtfle'd, If he had the Or- 
der iifelf? Alter fame Evafion he produced it, fub- 
feribed by Mr. Jeffap, Clerk of the Council; which 
was read. And then the Houfe adjourned till the 
next Morning; when, the Debate being relumed, 
it was refolved, That the Council be defucd to give, 
on the Monday next, their Reafons why thofe Mem- 
bers, returned from the feveral Counties and Bo- 
roughs, were not approved, and why they were not 
admitted to come into, the Houfe. In Anfwer to

80. And then it was refolved, by a Majority of 

125 againft 29 only, That the Perfons returned from 

the feveral Counties, Cities, and Boroughs, to ferve 

in this Parliament, who have not been approved, be 

referred to make their Application to the Council 

for Approbation ; and that the Houfe do proceed 

with the great Affairs of the Nation. 

This laft Queftion being carried by fo great a 
Majority, fufficiently fhews what Influence the Pro- 
tector had in this Affembly : However, the feduded 
Members did not reft fatisfied with, nor fubmitted 
tamely to, this arbitrary Vote ; for they published 
a noble and fpirited Remonftrance againft this out- 
rageous Acl of Injuftice, which will be beft under- 
flood by its own Words :

to Parliaments by Elections, to throw afide, by 
Force, as many of the chofen Members as they 
thought would not ferve their Ends ; they know- 
ing it to be the undoubted Right of the People to 
truft whom they think fit, and as much the Right 
of every Man, duly chofen and trufted, to meet 
and vote in Parliament without afking their Leave 
or begging their Tickets, 

* And although there hath been, frequently, fe- 
cret Defigns, for many Years, to fubvert Religion, 
Liberty, and Property in this Nation; and to that 
End the Defigns of Tyranny have attempted to 
deftroy fometimes the Being, and fometimes the 
Power, Privileges, and Freedom of Parliaments - f 
yet the Mercy of God hath almoft miraculoufly 
prefcrved the Being, Privileges, and Authority of 
Parliaments j and therein Religion, Liberty, and 
Property, until] the Time of the Lord Protestor : 
But now he hath affumed an abfolute arbitrary So- 
vereignty (as if he came down from the Throne 
of God) to create in himfelf and his Confederates, 
fuch Powers and Authorities as muft not be under 
the Cognizance of the People's Parliaments. His 
Proclamations he declares fhall be binding Laws 
to Parliaments themfclves - t he takes upon him to 
be above the whole Body of the People of Eng- 
land, and to judge and cenfure the whole Body and 
every Member of it, by no other Rule or Law 
than hts Pleafure, as if be were their abfolute 
Lord, and had bought all the People of England 

for his Slaves. 

* Douhtlefs, if he would pretend only to have 
conquered England at his own Expence, and were 
there as much Truth as there is Falfehood in that

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* their antient Powers and Privileges, would remain lotcr-ngnum,

Nothing occurs more in the Journal^ but regu- 
lating of double Returns, &c. till the 26th of this 
Month, when the Bill far rencunring and difanuul-

« What moves me to fpeak in it is, the Place I 
have the Honour to bear. 

* The Occafion was, the laft Infurrcction made 
by the old Delinquent Party. Who thefe old De- 
linquents are, I fuppofe Nobody needs any Infor- 
mation ; they are defcribed in the Bill, to be thofe 
who were in Arms for the late King againft the Par- 
liament, or for Charles Stuart the Son ; or haves 
adhered to, aflifted, or abetted the Forces raifed 
againft the Parliament ; or whofe Eftates have been 
ffequeftered for Delinquency. 

* You know, Sir, much better than I, and fo do 
moft Men here, what the Defign was before the 
Long Parliament. It was to alter our Religion, and 
to fubvert the Fundamental Laws. 

* The Bifhops, fo they might enflave our Con- 
ferences, and have us at their 'Will to impofe their 
Ceremonies, which were but Inlets to Popery, 
were content we fhould be at the King's Will for 
our Perfons and Eftates. J remember myfelf, and 
many here remember much better, how many 
were bammed into foreign Parts, that they mi^hc 
ferve God without Fear, which they could not do 
bere. Many good Minift'^rs were imprifoncd, others 
filenced : If two or three Chriftians met together to 
pray, this was a Conventicle, and they were haled 
before the then Powers. 

' I fear thefe Things are forgotten, and we value 
rot the Liberty we have in thefe Cafes. I know 
what Thoughts we had then; that that was the 
Defign. 

4 And fo in the State, the Prerogative was very 
high, but the People's Liberty was very low. W.e 
have not forgot the German Horfe tliat were to be 
brought over, and the Army in Ireland that w:i« 
to be raifed to enflave them firft, and thyn to do the

' Parliaments were fct afide : How many had ye 
between 3° and 16 Car, in thirteen Years toge- 
ther ? Not one j no, they had got a Way to govern 
without Parliaments ; and the Laws in Wejhmnfhr- 
Hail began to be of little Ufe. The Judges, that 
were honed and true to the People's Liberties, were 
either removed or difcountenaneed, that ad Plad~ 
turn Regis Jint Sententies Legis : Other Courts flou- 
rished ; the Marches of Wales, the Prefidenrfliip of 
Tork t the Star- Chamber, the Council -Board, the 
High-Commifllon, and, I am loth to name, the 
Chancery; but good Ufe was made of that too* 
for their Purpofes that were arbitrary ; and the De- 
sign was to rack all Things fo, that a Man could 
not be met with there that would hear Reafon, 

£ The Truth was, the Delign was to govern us 
by a Power that might be turned againft us ; and 
it was faid, quad placuit Prinripi Legis Vim habet. 

* Things were almoft become defperate ; and alt 
Men who loved their Country thought, all, either 
nf fuffering, or of flying. This, I fay, was the 
firft Defign. To do an arbitrary Aft, out of Ne- 
eeffity to fave the whole, that's another Thing ; but 
this was Matter of Choice, 

* In this Conjuncture of Affairs the Long Parlia- 
ment comes ; queftions the King's Counsellors ; 
undertakes the Caufe of the Nation, and ad v lies the 
King: Imtead of listening to them, he takes the 
Advantage of railing an Army in Profecution of his 
former Defign, and to defend thofe who were the 
Instruments thereof. A great Part of the Nation, 
whom he and his Counfellors had debauched, and 
who were feafoncd with the fame Principles, in Ha- 
tred to the Spiiit of Reformation and Liberty, which 
appeared in the Parliament, adhered to him; took up 
Arms with him, and in his Caufe; and I believe 
Nobody here hath forgot how much Blood and 
Treafure this Courfe hath coft this Ration in a Ten- 
years War i for near fo long hath this Party of 
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Men held up their Cauie aforefaid, againir. the good inter- r^num. 
People of this Land, by an open Wan and what 
Havock hath been made of the Lives and fc [laics of 
many a good Patriol during this Time, is yet to be 
lamented ; and the Lofs of your Relations, the 
Emptincfs of your Purfes exhausted in this War, 
the fignal Deliverances which God hath given you, 
will not fuffer you to forget what our Condition had 
been, if we had been given up into the Hands of 
thefe Men. 

* Thefe are the Men, Sir, this is the old Delin- 
quent, that we have to do with in this Bill. 

* In the Management of this War, we have had 
many Divifions and Subdivifions amongfl ourfelves : 

* la the Church, Prefbyterians, Independents, 
Anabaptifts \ in the State, bad Commonwealth "s- 
men i inch as mercenary Soldiers, Lawyers, Fifth 
Monarchy-men ; every one labouring for their own 
Intcrells ; but none of all thefe arc now in Que It ion. 
But 'tis the old Enemy; Men that would bring in 
the Hierarchy again, and with it Popery ; Perfecutioa 
for Conference Sake ; bring in Tyranny over our 
Perfons and Ellates ; who endeavoured to have made 
the Land defolate, rather than not have brought this 
to pais ; brought in all Manner of Profancnefs and 
Debauchery : I wifli we do not forget what Manner 
of Men they Were. We did all once agree againft 
them, and I hope we {hall do fo again, fo long as 
they retain their old Principles. 

1 I fay, the woril in this Bill is, to make thefe 
Men pay an extraordinary Tax for the Support of 
the public Charge, 

* Aye, but 'tis faid they have compounded \ many 
of them have, for their Delinquency; and they have 
had an Ad of Oblivion; and are now, injuftice, to 
be looked upon as the reft ol the Nation i 

* That bare is not hard to anfwer. Their Com- 
pofition was hut for what they had done : Sure it 
was not for all they (haul J <lu. The Pardon was 
but of Offences paft ; it was not like the Pope's 
Pardons, that are of all Sins committed, and to be 
committed 3 ib that if they be guilty of new Offen- 
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fnter-rMmjm, ces, it is juft to {abject them to new Penalties ; and 
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they to be dealt with, as if they had made no Com' 
pofition, nor had any fuch Pardon granted them. 
But then the greater Qticfrion is, What thefe Men: 
have done, which may juftly cancel their former 
Grants ; and haw this comes to be a common Cafe j 
if fome of them have offended, mud all fuffer i 

* In Anfwer to this, I would premifc two Things: 

i. * The QueftJon is not about Confifcation of 
Life and Eftate, which the former War fubje£tedt 
them to; and which, without their Compofition or 
Pardon, might have been inflicted ; that Offence was 
capital ; but it is only, whether they fball pay fome- 
what more to the public Charge, than thofe that 
have been of the other Party ? 

2. * Exception is propounded to thole, who 
cither have or fhall give Evidence of their having 
iorfalcen their former Intcreft. 

4 The Onus prshandi is put on their Side, and ma- 
ny have had the Fruit of this : His Highnefs and the 
Council, having had good Satisfaction concerning 
many of them, have discharged their Decimation i 
and 1 fuppofe this Bill is not, or ought to be, to reach 
to thefe ; fo that the Qucfiion will not be of every 
individual Man, but of fuch only as have not nor 
can give any Teftimony of their having changed 
their Intcrefts and Principles ; on the contrary, have 
given a juft Ground of Sufpicion that they do retain 
them. 

*■ For thofe who have actually had a Hand in 
designing, contriving, acting, or abetting in the 
late Infurre£rion, and can be convicted thereof by 
Teftimony, that is under another Consideration, 
and will not be pertinent to be fpoke of under this 
Head. 

' Then to anfwer that Queftion* What have they 
done i It's true, there was an Infurrection, and 
of feme of the Party, fFagftaffe, Wiimstt^ &c. but 
are ail therefore to be punifhed ? What hath the 
whole Party done? This I would fay, in general, 
that the old Delinquent Party have not only the 
fame Intentions that thpv had, when they were in

Open Arms, and nororioufly manifested it to the lnier-r*fnum. 
Conferences of all Men who will conlider it, but 
they do retain their old Principles, and ftill adhere 
to their former lntereft {what that is I have fpoke, 
before)-, and have been all along hatching new Di- 
fturbances, to -trouble the Peace of the State : And 
although the Teftimonies do not extend to fuch a 
Proof as is neceilary to a legal Conviction, yet fo 
much is known of the Aciions and Convention of 
the whole Party, as may fatisry any indifferent Man, 
(cfpecially a State, who ou^ht rather to be ton 
jealous than too fecitre) that they were generally in- 
volved in the late Defign ; and ought, in Real en, 
to have the Charge laid upon them, 

* To evince that, take a View of this Party ever 
fince the Battle of Werctjltr. There you know 
their Hopes were broken ; and ihe Lives and Elbtes 
of that whole Party, in the Three Nations, fubjetled 
to your Power. What, Doth the Parliament apply 
themfelves to heal and cement, and to take away 
the Seeds of Divifiora? Hence it is, that not nnly 
Juftice is done them aU, but an Adf of Grace is 
granted to them, and that by the Government. 
What do they meditate I The Overthrow of thole, 
whole Favour they were, by the Providence of God, 
compelled to feek j for, from th;:t very Day, untill 
the late Infurrcdtion broke forth, they have been in 
Agitation of ill DefignsV 

Notwi th ftan ding the Arguments alledgcd, by thewiiich Prope&l 
Secretary of State, in favour of this Bill for levying » rejefled Uy ill* 
a Tax upon the Royaliits; yet there bein^ a ft r one '." """■"" ot 
Sufpicion in the Houlc, that the real I endeney R d»uoi«. 
thereof Was to fupport and incrcafe the Authority of 
the Major- Generals, it met with great Oppdfitio*. 
Thcfc Officers had Bafhaw'd it to lb high a Degree, 
as to give Offence to the whole Nation : Crf.ni. 
(enfible of this, and having already ferved his own 
Ends by them, the principal of which was to influ- 
ence the fclcctions for this Parliament ; and begin- 
ning to be jealous of their growing Power, di:rer- 
ii.;ned to gratify thcDeftres of the People by laying 
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Inter- re^num, them afide j and accordingly, foon after t the Of- 
fice and Jurifdi<£tion of thefe Major- Generals were 
wholly abolifhed.— This accounts for the Oppoli- 
tion made to the Bill by CromwelFs own Family. 
We find that his Son- in- Law, Cityp®U t in the De- 
bate thereupon, told the Houfe, l That he, being 
young in Bufinefs, could only ftart the Game; and 
mud leave rhofe, who had more Experience, to fol- 
low the Chace : That therefore he fhould only fay, 
That he had, formerly, thought it neceflary, in re- 
fpecl to the Condition in which the .Nation had 
been, that the Major- Generals fhould be intrufted 
with the Authority which they had exercifed - s but, 
in the prefent State of Affairs, he conceived it in- 
confiftent with the Laws of England* and Liberties 
of the People, to continue their Power any longer.' 
Beteler* one of the Major-Generals, having fpoke 
in favour of himfelf and his Brethren, Col. Henry 
CrQmivtll) the Protector's Nephew, took him up 
very fmartly; faying, ' Heobfervcd that many Gen- 
tlemen, and particularly the laft, feem'd to think; it 
juft that, becaufe fome of the Cavaliers had done 

amifs, therefore all fhould be punifhed. By the 

fame Argument, fays the Colonel, becaufe fome of 
the Major-Generals have acted unjuftly and againft 
Law, which I will undertake to prove, all of them 
deferve to be punifhed,' — Hereupon Major- General 
Kelfey call'd Te Order-, and defired that thofe who 
had done wrong might be named. Col. CromweB+ 
with great Spirit and Refolution, feconded the Mo- 
tion j and begg'd Leave .of the Houfe, that lie 
might name the Offenders j and was fupported, 
herein, by Mr. James Ajhe. But this was over- 
ruled, as the Journals inform us, left it fhould in- 
terrupt the main Bufmefs of the Houfe ; However, 
on the 28th of this Month, the Debate was re- 
lumed ; and there appearing a general Refcntment 
againft the Bill, the Major- Generals Party woulJ 
have dropp'd the Debate for the prefent; but this 
was over-ruled, by a Majority of 128 againft 50. 
And, the next Day, a Motion for the fecond Read- 
ing of the Bill having palled in the Negative, by 
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againft 78, it was refolved, by 124 againft: 88, Inter -repiwin 
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that the fame be rejected. 

The Writer of the Letters ' from whence wc 
have extracted our Account of the foregoing De- 
bate* and who was hiinfctf a Member of this Par- 
liament, informs us, * That the rejecting of this 
Bill, which teems to have been effected principally 
by the Oppofuion made to it by fome of , the Pro- 
teetor's own Family, gave great Difguft to the Ma- 
jor- Generals, and the Behaviour of Col. Cromwell 

more particularly fc/ * Harry Cromwell, fays 

he, being threatened, by the Major-Genera Is Par- 
ty, that the Protestor would and did take ill what 
he had fpoke in the Houfe, went directly to his 
Highnefs, and flood to what he had fatd manfully 
and wifely : And, to make it appear that he fpoke 
not without Book, had his black Book and Papers 
ready to make good what he had afferted. His 
Highnefs anfwered him in Raillery, took a rich 
Scarlet Cloak from his Back, and Gloves from hit 
Hands, and gave them to Harry, who ftrutted with 
his new Cloak and Gloves in the Houfe, the next 
Day ; to the great Satisfaction and Delight of fome, 
and Trouble of others,' 

This public Affront thus put upon the Major- 
Generals, contributed, perhaps, not a little to their 
Oppofuion, foon after, to the Propofal for making 
of Cromwell King ; and probably was an equal In- 
ducement to fome of the Cavalier Party in the 
Houfe, to vote for his Advancement to the Crown. 

But not to anticipate Matters too much, we (hall 
return to the Journals.

fpeak again concerning this Vote, the Houfe divided, 
when it was carried in the Affirmative, by 82 again It 
53. The Serjeant at Arms was then fent to fum- 
mon all the Members in ffiiftmiajier- Hall, to at- 
tend the Service of the Houfe ; ami, after Debate, 
the Queftion being again put, That the Grand 
Committee appointed to prepare the Bill for the 
Aflcffinent of 6o,0OoA for three Months, and other 
Sujns, towards the railing of 400,000/. for carry- 
ing on the Spanijb War, do prepare and bring in 
the- fame without inferring the Ciaufe directed by 
the Vote of the 7th Intrant in that Bill, it palled in 
the Affirmative, by 132 againft 46, But, at the 
fame Time, it was agreed that that Claufe be put in 
a Bill for the Settlement of the ordinary Revenue: 
So that the Matter was not made much more plea- 
fing to the Protector and his Council by this Alte- 
ration.

to his Highnefs, in order to the Settlement of the 
Three Nations.' 

* In Return to this the Lord Protector, after an 
^ngrofled Copy of the Petition had been prelented to 
him, was pleafcd to deliver himfelf in a Speech, cx- 
preffing very much of Piety, Gravity, and good Af- 
fection to the Parliament and People of thefe Na- 
tions. 

*He oblcrved that the Welfare, Peace, and Settlc- 
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ment of Three Nations, and all the richTrcafure of 
the beft People of the World being involved therein, 
it ought to beget in him the greateft Reverence and 
Fear of God, that ever poiieflcd any Man upon 
Earth; with feveral other Expreifions intimating his 
Fear and Reverence before the Almighty, upon this 
lb great and folernn an Occalion. 

4 That among all the Burdens which God had. 
laid upon him, he, to his Comfort, had found the 
good Hand of God a (filling him, when he knew not 
which Way to Hand under their Weight, but by 
looking up to his good Pleafure contained therein. 

' That, before he came to any Refolution, his 
Intent was, firft, to feelc God, who had been his 
Guide hitherto, to have an Anfwer put into his 
Heart. 

* That if he fbould enter upon fuch 2 Work as 
this without due Confiderption, to pleafe Humours 
that are of this World ; without feeking fuch an An- 
fwer from God as might prove a Bieifing ro the 
Peribn ufed v and make up the noble, worthy, and 
honcft Intentions of thofe that had prepared and ef- 
fected the Work, it would fccm to proceed from 
Luft aTid Arguments of Self; and that, mould his 
Motives be fuch, the llFue might prove fad to them 
and the Three Nations, who, he believed, intended 
well in this Bufinefs ; and had none hut honelt an.i 
iincere Ends therein, as the Glory of God, the Good 
of the People, and the Rights of thefe Nations. 

* That therefore, fince they had made fuch a Pro- 
greft in the Work, he defircd feme fhort Time to 
afk Counfel of God and his own Heart: And he 
hoped that neither the Humours of any weak or un- 
wife People, nor the Defires of any who might have 
a Lufting arttr Things that were not good, fiiould 
fteer him to any other Anfwer but what might be 
ingenuous, and for the Good 0/ tnofe that he and 
they ferved, and were made to frrve. And con- 
cluded, That as the Thing well deferved the utmoft 
Deliberation, (a he {hould think himfetf bound to 
^n'c as (peedy an Aniwer as he could,' 
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* Thefe, fays our Jottr/tali/ty are only feme fliort Inter^rptwn. 
Heads of what was much mure copioufly and ele- 
gantly fpoken, by his Highnefs, to the Parliament, 
with that Majeity and Authority, which appeared 
moil eminent in all his public Actions ; in the Re- 
petition whereof he had only to crave Pardon, left 
he had been injurious to the Dignity of lb wife and 
foferene a Perion.' 

Obferving only, from the Style of the foregoing 
Extracts, 1 hat Tyrants never want Flatterers, we 
return to the Journals of the Houfe, which inform 
us, That 

April 3, The Piote&or fent a Letter to the 
Speaker, defiring the Houfe to appoint a Committee 
to attend him that Day at WbittbvU\ which being 
done accordingly, on the next the Lord- Cominii- 
iioner WbiHetkt reported from them, That they 
had waited on his Highnefs, according to the Older 
of the Houfe, and that he exprdTcd himfelf to the 
Committee to this EiFe£t * * * *. 

Here is another Hiatus in the < Journah' i lhe more 
to be regretted, fincc we have it not in our Power to 
Aipply the Deficiency trom any of the Contemporary 
Authorities : And we can only fuppoJe, that the Pro- 
tector gave the Committee feme Reafens <rg;unft 
their Offer of making htm King ; and deiired them 
to carry their Petition and Advice back to the Houfe 
for Amendment ; becaufe the next Day they fell into 

f Debate on this Matter ; and a Qycftion being pro- 
pofed, That this Houfe doth adhere to their humble 
Petition and Advice, piefented to his Highnefs the 
Lord Protector, it was refolved in the Affirmative, 
by a Majority of 78 agaitift 65 : But at the fame 
Time it was ordered, * That the prefent Debate 
fhoutd be adjourned to their next Meeting, to be 
entered un the firft Bufinek, and nothing elfe to 
intervene." Accordingly, 

On the 7th, the Debate was renewed in the 
[oufc ; when wc find that they ftiH adhered to their 
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kft Vote, and appointed another, and a more nu- 
merous, Committee to attend the Lord Protector 
with the following Refolutinn : ' That the Parlia- 
ment having lately prefented their humble Petition 
and Advice to his Highnefs, where unto they had not 
paint » Commit- as yet received Satisfaction ; and the Matters con- 
tained in that Petition and Advice being agreed up- 
on by the Great Council and Representative of the 
Three Nations; and which, in their Judgments, 
were moft conducing to the Good of the People 
thereof, both in their Spiritual and Civil Concern- 
ments; they therefore thought fit to adhere thereto, 
and to put his Highnefs in Mind of the great Obli- 
gation which refted upon him, in refpect of that 
Advice ; and again to defire him to give his Aflent 
thereunto.* 

The next Day the Parliament, in a Body, attend- 
ed the Lord Protestor in the Banquetting-Hsufe at 
Whitthaily when the Speaker presented to him the 
foregoing Refolmion. His Anfwer on that Occa- 
sion is not entered in the ^Journals ; but the lail 
raife many cited Authority * informs us, That his Highnefs was 
Objections, pleafed to make a Return by a Speech, with his 
wonted Piety, Wifdom, and Moderation, to the 
following Effeft : 

* That no Man could put a greater Value than 
he did, and always Should do, upon the Defires and 
Advice of the Parliament; readily acknowledging, 
that it was the Advice of the Parliament of thele 
Three Nations. 

* That he looked upon the Things advifed to, in 
the general Notion of them, as tending to the Set- 
tlement of the chiefeft Things that could fall into 
the Hearts of Men todefire or endeavour after; and 
this at fuch a Time, when the Nation was big with 
Expectation of any Thing that might add to their 
better Being ; and therefore that he muff needs put 
a verv higl\Efteem upon* and have a very reverend 
Opinion of, any Thing that came from them i and 

that 
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that fo he hath had of that Inftrument prefented to Inter- regson. 

him, as he had already cxpicued himfelf j and that 

what he cxprefled had been from a very honeft Heart 

toward the Parliament and Public, which (he faid) 

he fpakc not to compliment them, being paft all 

Confiderations of that Kind, feeing both himfelf and 

the Parliament mud be real now, if ever. 

* That in this Bufinefs they laid a Burden upon a 
Man confcious of his own Infirmities and Disabili- 
ties i and therefore he hoped that it would be no 
Evil in him to meafure their Advice and his own In- 
firmities, feeing thefe would have fume Influence 
upon Conference j Confcience in him that receives 

I Talents, to know how he might anfwer the Truft 
of them : That he hath had, and (till hath, fuch a 
Confcience t and therefore that when he thought he 
had had an Opportunity, lately, to make an Atifwcr, 
he made that Aufwer ; being a Perfon that had been 
before } and then, and fince, lifting up his Heart h» 
God, to know what might be his Duty at fuch a 
Time as this, and upon fuch an Occafion and Trial 
as this was to him. 
* That he knew great Place, great Authority, to 
be a great Burden; and that he knew a Man who 
was convinced, in his Confcience, that nothing lefs 

r would enable him to the Dtleharge of it, than Af- 
ilftance from above % and that it concerned fuch a 
Perfon, fo convinced and (o perfuaded, to be light 
with the Lord in fuch an Undertaking. And that 
if he undertook any Thing not in Faith, he might 
fcrve them in his own Unbelief, and fo be the un- 
profrtableir. Servant that ever a People or a Nation 
id. 

* That he defired Leave therefore to aJ(k Coun- 
fel, being ready to render a Reafcri of his own Ap- 
jrchenfions, which, haply, might be overfwayed by 
letter Apprehenfions. 

' That as to the Point of Liberty, he acknoir- 
;dged they had made Provision for it, both Spiri- 
jal and Civil ; the greatefi Proviiion that ever was 
ide. 

* That 
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* That himfelf defired Liberty to vent his own 
Doubts, and his own Fears and Scruples, though 
haply, in fiich Cafes as thefe were, the World had 
judged that a Man's Confidence ought to know no 
Scruple ; but that his did \ and that he durft not 
difleirible ; and therefore they who were knowing 
in the- Ground of their own Actions, would beft be 
able to meafure Ail vice to others. 

* That there were many Things in that Instru- 
ment, befides that one of the Name and Title of 
King, which required much information as to hi* 
Judgment ; and that it was they, and none but they, 
that could capacitate him to receive Satisfaction in 
them: That otherwifc he mud fay, He was not in- 
formed, and fo not acted, as he knew they intended 
he fliould be, and as every Man in the Nation 
fhould be. 

* That he could not tell what other Return to 
make to them than this, That lie was ready to give 
them a Realbn if they would capacitate him to give 
it, and their.felves 10 receive it, and to tto that in 
the other Things, if they would inform him a little 
more particularly thsn the Vote palled Yefterday, 
and now read to him : And that he hoped, when he 
understood the Grounds»of thofe Things, the whole 
being not fo much for their Good and his own, as 
for the Good of the Nation, there would be no 
Doubt but that they might, even in thofe Particu- 
lars, find out fuch Things as might anfwer their 
Duty, his own, and all their Dudes, to thofe whom 
tbey both ferved. 

' That this was what, with a great deal of 
Affection, Honour, and Refpect, he offered then 
unto them," 
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O11 the qth, the Speaker having reported the 
TranGiSion; of the foregoing Day, it was refolved, 
* That a Committee be appointed to wait on the 
Lord Protector, and to receive from his Highnefo 
hts Doubts and Scruples touching any of the Parti- 
culars contained in the humble Petition and Advice 
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formerly prefented j and, in Aniwer thereunto, to Jmer-reemaita 

offer 10 his Highnefs Reafons for his Satisfaction, 

and for the Maintenance of the Refolutions of the 

Houfe ; And fucb Particulars as they could not fa- 

tisfy his Highncfs in, to report to the Parliament." 

In purfuarsce of this Order the Committee waited 

on the .Lord Prote£ror^ but were put off, from Day 

to Day, as the Journals inform us, on account of 

an Indifpofition of Health in his Highnefs, and by 

rcalbn of a new PJot juft then difcovered againft 

}>im <! ; fo that it was not tilJ the 1 6th that they were 

admitted to an Audience.

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The Arguments offered by this Committee, whFi 
the Prote£lor's Anfwers, were printed at this Time; 
they were alio reprinted in April, 1660, upon the 
then approaching Restitution of Monarchy, and 
again in 1680 and 1742, but all extremely incorrect 
The Journals, of the 15th of this Month, help us to 
account for this unlucky Circumfiance, by informing 
lis, That the Committee's Notes not being perfectly 
tranferibed, they prayed further Time for that Pui- 
pofe. We {hall therefore endeavour to lupply this 
Deficiency in the beft Manner we are able ; and 
where any of Cromwell's Speeches, on this Occa- 
fion, are entered in the Journals, or the authentic 
Diaries of the Times, give them from thofc Autho- 
rities.

give me Leave, 1 do agree the Thing is general, as

the Parliament had given him their Advice in ; and 
that they thought they were rather to offer to his 
Highnefs the Reafons of trie Parliament, if his High- 
nefs's DiflatisfacYion w;^s to the Alteration of Go- 
vernment in general, or in particular;' the Lord 
L.ori PrMe&ar, Protestor told ihem, * He was very ready to fay, he 
had no Difiat is faction : That it had pleafed the Par- 
liament to find out a Way, though it were of Alte- 
ration, to bring thefe Nations into a good Settle- 
ment; and that, perhaps, they might have Judged 
the Settlement, we were in, was not fo much for 
the great End of Government, the Liberty and Good 
of the Nations, and the Prcfervation of all thafe 
honeftlntcrefts that had been engaged in that Caufe : 
He fa id, ' He had no Exception in the general, that 
the Parliament had thought fit to take into their Con- 
fide ration a new Settlement, or Government ; but 
$hat having done it as they had, and made him fo

Hereupon the Lord Commiffioner IVhitlockt began Mr. Wbhl«h % 
tiie Argument in this Manner : * 1 am very much 
allured, that all this Company is come with the fame 
Afle&ion, and faithful Refpeft to the publick Settle- 
ment, as your Highnefs hath been pleafed to exprefs. 
For my Part, I do, with a great deal of Clearnefs 
and Faithfulnefs, and, in my particular Apprehen- 
fion, conceive that the Method which your High- 
nefs mentioned to proceed in, we may anfwer for ; 
and if any Gentleman be of another Opinion, let 
him be pleafed to correct me in it. 
• ' The Parliament taking Confideration of the 
prefent Government, and the Inftrument that doth 
eftablifli it, feem to be of Opinion that it was very 
fit there fhould be fome Courle taken for a Settle- 
ment in the Government of the Nation, by the Su- 
preme Legislative Power: Your Highnefs and the 
Parliament concurring together, they found the In- 
ftrument of Government, in the Original and Foun-? 
daticn of it, to require a Settlement by the Supreme 
JLegiflative Power, in regard the Original of the 
other, as I apprehended by fome Gentlemen's De- 
bates upon it, might be an Occafion of fome Doubts, 
and of lefs Stability, if it were left to continue upon 
the fame Foundation as it now is. 

'"That it will not be fo clear a Settlement and 
Foundation for the Prefervation of the Rights and 
Liberties of the Nation, as if wc came to a Scttle-r 
ment by the Supreme Legiflative Power; unon tha< 
Ground, I fay, it was taken into Confideration - t and 
a Settlement brought to Effe&, upon very folemn, 
full, and candid Debates, among thcmfclvcs, in 
Parliament. 

* Their Intentions, I fuppofe, were only thefc : To 
provide for the Safety and Peace of the Nations here- 
after ', to provide for the Rights and Liberties, both 
Spiritual and Civil, of the People of thefe Nations :

the Grounds thereof to be thefc : 

* The Foundation of the Title of PrattJlor being 
not known by the Law, but being a new Title, it 
was thought that the Title which was known by the 
Law of England for many Ages, many Hundreds of 
Years together received, the Law fitted to it, and 
that to the Law, might be of more Certainty, clear- 
er EfrablLflunent, and more conformable to the Laws 
of the Nation j that this Title, I fay, fhould be that 
of King, rather than that other of Protettor. 

* There is very much as ro the EiTence of the Bu- 
iinefs, as fome Gentlemen did apprehend, that the 
Title fliould be a known Title \ that which hath 
been, in a]] thefe Times and Ages, received $ that 
■which every particular Perfbn hath Gccauon to know, 
and his Rights applied to it: The general Rights of 
the People, and their Liberties, have an Application 
likewife, to that Name; which Application cannot 
be fo clear and certain to fo new a Title, as that of 
Prsteftsr. 

*■ I have heard fome Gentlemen argue, that the 
Title of Proteifsr is grounded only upon the Ori- 
ginal and Foundation as it now ftands; but the Title 
of King, beiides the Constitutions to which it Jhall 
be made to relate, will likewife have a Foundation 
upon the old and known Laws of the Nation : So 
that there will be both the prefent Conftitution, and 
likewife the antient Foundation of the Laws of Eng- 
land, to be the Bafts of the Title of King-, 

* What Inconveniences Changes or this Nature 
may bring with them, can hardly, in every Particu.- 
kr, be forefcen j but it is imagined that there will be

hand to comprehend : Therefore there feenis to be 
more of Certainty and Stabiiity, and of the Supreme 
Authority and Civil Sanation* upon the Title of 
King* than upon the other of Prat eft or: This I 
humbly apprehend to be one Reafon concerning 
both the Eftabliihment of the whole Petition and Jd~ 
vice, and alio that Particular, which I think is the 
firft Part of it, to which your Highnefe feemed 
objeeV 

The Lord Commiflioner IVhithch was Jecondc 
herein by Mr. Ltntbali, Matter of the Rolls. * 

May it phafe your Highnefs, 

* I am very glad there is luch a Latitude that we 
may (hew ourfelvcs here : 1 know the Parliament 
intends to give your Htghnefs all the Satisfaction that 
may be: And truly, 1 fay, upon the firfl Head, 
which your Highnds is pleated to call a Title, as if 
it were a bare Title, I muff, humbly crave Pardon 
if I do not think it, neither did the Houte think it 
fo; but it carries more in it of Weight than a mecr 
Title: For, upon d tie Confederation, you fhall find, 
that the whole Body of the Law is carried upon this 
Wheel ; it is not a Thing that ftands on the Top 
meerly, but runs through the whole Life and Veins 
of :he Law: Look upon all our Laws ever fince we 
hail Laws; look upon all theConfritmion, ftill there 
is fuch an Imereft, nor of the Title, but of the 
Name of King. Befides, the Title, that*s not the 
Thing t for the Title you may rather tie to the Per- 
fon, than to the Thing ; but the Word King doth 
fignlfy the Perfon, 

* Now, Sir, we fee, in all the Ways of o»r Pro- 
ceedings, in the maintaining of the Rights, Proper- 
ties and Interefts of the People, and of the Preroga- 
tive of the Chief Magiftrate, that the very Office 

carries

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. carries on the Bufincfs, and not the Title; and yet 
it muff, be fuch a Title too, as implies the Office 
anil makes the Office fuitable to the Law : It's the 
Office that doth fignify the Perfon, not the Perfon 
the Office* 1 ftiall crave your Highnefs's Pardon, if 
I ipeak any thing amifs. We fee that the very Of- 
fice carries it on, and not the Perfon, yet that Of- 
fice irmft have a Suitablenefs, I have obferved all 
along, that wc have had many Debates that have 
arifen in this Nation about the Thing ; but the 
Ground and Rcafcn why they have adhered to this 
Title, was for the Maintenance of their Liberties, 
not for the Change of the Office. 

1 I mnft con f els, I do not fee that the other Title 
of Protestor will do the fame Thing, that having 
no further Latitude, nor Extent, but the very In- 
strument ; it goes no further, for the very Inftru- 
jnent is the Foundation of it, and it can find no other 
Original; we have had tbofe Names heretofore, yet 
never grounded upon the Thing itfelf, but grounded 
upon the Office of a King, The Prstefler had no 
Office or Duty to perform, but what was under the 
Office and Duty of a King; it's very true, it is not 
ib now, certainly, for you have now a Title upon, 
that Foundation which is the Instrument, and it 
can reach no further : It is a Title that I cannot 
ice, I nut ft confefs, but that we may have, under 
it, a good Magistrate and good Officers; but it 
may extend whither it will ; it hath no Limit at all ; 
and if the Chief Magistrate Ihould prove other wife 
than good, you have no Limits to it by any Rule 
of Law that 1 underitand : If you pleafe, give me 
Leave to tell you, that the very Inftrument docs 
give a Foundation to the Title of Protedier-, \ am 
Jure, to crofs, if he pleafe, the molt Fundamental 
Points of the Law. 

* There was a Time, when a Prince of this Na- 
tion b , a very late Time too, would change a Name; 
and it was a very flender Change, for it was but 
from that of King of England to King of Great- 
Britain i and this was prefented to the Parliament,

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ft was debated many Days, and it was rcfolved Inter-regmm». 
there, and fettled, That they could not change it ; l6 S7- 
there was fo much Hazard in that Change, they ^7\, — ' 
knew not but that all their Rights and Liberties 
might be thereby altered ; and when the King faw 
lie could not obtain it of the Houfe, he declared by 
Proclamation, That he never intended to take any 
Name upon him that fhould raife any Doubt as to 
the Liberties and Privileges of Parliament; and cau- 
fcd that Proclamation to be very cunningly printed, 
and put among the Statutes, though indeed it was 
none of them : But becaufe there was Danger, he 
laid it down willingly ; only, fays he, your Di- 
vines, in the Pulpit, lhall pray for me by the Title of 
King of Great-Britain^ and AmbafTadors (hall make 
their Addrefs by that Name ; but the Name, in 
your Laws* I will not alter. 

* In the Parliament of 1653, there was a Que- 
ftion, Whether they fhould not alter the Name of 
Parliament c , and call it, The Reprcfentutive of thg 
People ? But the whole Houfe went upon this 
Ground, That by changing the Name of Parlia- 
ment to a Reprefentative, they did not know how it 
might change the very Courfe, Ground, and Reafon 
of Parliaments, j there is a great deal of Impor- 
tance in the very Name : 1 remember a very honour- 
able Perfon . was then very earneil for it ; I mean, 
for having this Name changed, and he ihew'd ma- 
ny Reafons for it ; but hearing the Debates and 
Reafbns againlt it, he fat down, and was fatisfied ; 
I think I may name him, it was my Lord Ireton t 
who faid, He was fatisfied it was not fit to be done 
at that Time. 

* It was a famous Story in every Man's Mouth 
heretofore, when there was but little Intention to 
change the Law; I fay, it was a general Rcfolution 
given, by the Lords, Nolumus Leges Anglia matare : 
It's doubted, yea conceived impoflible, to annex the 
Laws and the Title of Protester together : This I 
imift fay, we come now with an Intention for a per- 
fect Settlement, fuch as may give Safety to the Na- 
tion,

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lm«.Kgoum. tion, to your Perfon, and to the People 1 for Ju- 
* 6 57- deed, Sir, they are very jealous of their Laws anc 
7'T"" Liberties, and have been fo in all Ages ; and 

there may be no Intention to do fuch a Thing, yet 
if you have a Doubt, it's better and more fofe for 
the Chief Magistrate to keep to that which hath no 
Doubt. 

* The Parliament putting their own Interests and 
Regard for you together, and giving you this Ad- 
vice, this is Vex Pepuli ; for it is the Voice of 
Three Nations in one Parliament. Upon Public 
Intereft, the chief Thing is the Safety of the 
People i to that Safety, your Will, your Judg- 
ment, nay, give me Leave to tell you, vour Con- 
science is bound ; for it is the principal £nd of Go- 
vernment and Governors : This is prefented to you 
by Three Nations, by the Parliament j altho* you 
may make your Hefitations, yet fuch a Thing is of 
great Weight and Confequence. By the Laws, I 
can fay, in all Generations, this is mine, and this 
is the Prince's ; and the Prince cannot do me 
Wrong, nor the Council cannot do mc Wrong, &c. 
Therefore I think you may fafely, and I hope you 
will, agree to this Particular, as we have prefented 
it: I dare not fay, that your Highnefs, as it come* 
in a way of Advice from the Parliament, ought to 
do fa.* 

Lord Prtirffcr. Mr. Lenthell having ended, the Lord Protector 
told the Committee, ' That he could not deny but 
the Things that had been fpoken, had been urged 
with great Weight ; and that it was not fit for 
him to afk any of them if they had a Mind to fpeak 
farther to it ; but if fuch had been their Pleafure, 
that truly then he thought it would have made him, 
according to the Method and Way he had concei- 
ved to himfelf, the more prepared to have returned 
fome Anfwer : He was fure the Bufmefs required it 
from any Man in the World, much more from him, 
to make ferious and true Anfwers j he meant fuch 
as were not feigned in his own Thoughts, but fuch 
wherein he exprtfled the Truth and Honefty of his 
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Heart: In fhort, That he hoped, when he had 
heard them fo far as it was their Pleafure to fpeak to 
that Head, he fhould have been in a Condition that 
Afternoon, If it had not been a Trouble to them, 
to have returned his Anfwer upon a little Confede- 
ration with himfelf; but that feeing they had not 
thought it convenient to proceed that Way, truly 
he thought he might very well fay, That he had 
need to have a little Time to refolvc what Anfwer 
to return, left their Debate fhould end, on his Part, 
with a very vain Difcourfe, and with Lightnefs : 
And therefore, if they thought to proceed farther, 
and to (peak to thefe Things, he fhould have made 
his own fhort Anirnadverfions on the whole that 
Afternoon, and return'd fome fhort Reply j and 
this would have uflier'd him into the Way, not on- 
ly to have given the bed Anfwer he could, but to 
have made his own Objections/ 

The Protector having. In this Manner, given In- 
timation of his Readinefs to hear any farther Ar- 
guments, the Chief Juftice Glynm began thus : 

* Since it is your Highnefs 's Pleafure that itj^ C f, ie f t u 
fhould be fpoken to now, altogether, by thofe thatiUccC.jw* 
have any Thing to fay, I think it the Intent of the 
Committee, and the Parliament, to give your 
Highnefs Satisfaction in all Particulars, both as to 
Subnance and Circum fiance, I confefs I watted for 
Objections from your Highnefs, that being the 
principal Scope of the Order. 

1 Truly, my Lord, 1 ftand up with no Confi- 
dence that I can add any Thing to what hath been 
faid j but becaufe it pleafes your Highnefs to do us 
the great Favour to put us to Particulars, I think the 
Queftion with you is but fingly thus : / am alreads 
Protector, and I am by that Office put at the Head 
ef the Government, whereby l meet the Parliament 
noiu i ysu dtjire me to take upon me the Office of 
King, Why da ys fa ? That which we are to fpeafc 
here, is no other hut that which we can under- 
ftand was the Senfe or" the Parliament, in J unifica- 
tion of what they have done : I fhail not ipeak any 
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ister-rcgoum. Thing of the Government itfelf, but to this Parti-*; 
1657. cular. 

*— - "V— ' ' I think the Office of a King is a lawful Office,. 
Apr "* and the Title too, approved of by the Word of 
God ■, that's plain. It is plain likewife, that it is 
an Office that hath been exercifed iu this Nation 
from the Time it hath been a Nation ; and I think 
it is as true, that there never was any Quarrel with 
the Office, but the Mai- Adminiftration, that lean 
remember; I mean, ill Government. Oftentimes 
Kings have been blamed, and very juftly, for their 
ill Government j but we do not read that there was. 
any Challenge by the Parliament, that this Govern-, 
ment we defire mould be difcharged : If that be 
true, it is to me a ftrange Ground, having pafled 
the Scrutiny of fo many Parliaments where they 
did debate de Re t that, in all thefe Debates, they 
did not charge it upon the Nation, that the, Office, 
of a King was a Burthen in its own Nature ; and 
this too, when Parliaments have had Opportunity 
to have changed the Government. 

• The Name of King is a Name known by the. 
Law, and the Parliament doth defire that your 
Highnefs would aflume that Title. Thefe are the 
Grounds why the Parliament make it their humble 
Advice and Requeft to your Highnefs, that you 
would be pleafedto aflume that Title; and I think- 
there is fomething more in it : You are now Lord 
Protiftor of the Three Nations by the Instrument j 
and there is a Claufe in this Conftitution, that you 
fhould govern according to Law ; and your High- 
nefs is fworn to that Government. The Parlia-- 
ment doth apprehend, that it is alrnoft impoffible 
for your Highnefs to anfwer the Expectation of the 
People to be governed- by the Laws ; becaufe you 
are fo tied up, that neither can they rationally call 
for it, nor you confeientioufly do it ; and fo nei- 
ther is the Lord ProteElor, nor the People, upon 
any fure Eftablifhment ; For here {lands the Cafe 2 
A King hath run through fo many Ages in this 
Nation, and hath governed the Nation by that 
Title and Style, that it is known to the Law 3 for

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<he Law of the Nation is no otherwife than what inter-rffnuin. 
hath been a Cuftom to be pra&ifed, and is ap- ,6 57. 
proved. by the People to be good ; that's the Law j ^'~'~ J 
and nothing elfe, excepting A£ts of Parliament : p 

Apd now they have been governed by that Title, 
and by that Minifter, and by that Office, if fo 
be your Highnefs fhould do any Ac"t, and one 
fhould come and fay, My Lord Proteclor, yon are 
Jwern to govern by the Law, and yet do thus and 
thus, as Lord Prote&or ; -why, the King could not 
have done fo ! Aye, (fay you) hut I am not King, 
lam not bound to do as the King, / am Lord Protec- 
tor ; fheW me, that the Law doth require me to do it 
as Proteclor ; if I have not ailed as Protector, Jhew 
me where that Lav/ is : Why, you pat every one to 
a Stumble in that Cafe : This is one Thing that, I 
humbly conceive, did {tick with the Parliament, as 
to that Particular. 

' Another Thing is this, you are ProfeHor; which 
is a new Office not known to the Law, and made 
out of Doors: You are called upon, that y»u would 
be pleafed to accept the Office of a King; this is, by 
the whole People : It's the firft Government that, 
fince thefe Troubles, hath been tendered by a gene- 
ral and univerfal Confent of the People. If any 
fliould «find Fault with them, and fay, Why, how 
tame you to make Governments in this Cafe? Why, 
the Anfwer is, JVe are a Parliament, and have yonr 
Suffrage ; you have ever tr'ufled us with all your Votts % 
and we willjuflify it: But be fides, we have not done it 
neither ; we have but fettled it upon the old Foundations. 

* Then as for Regal Government ; however, 
fome may pretend that a Kings Prerogative is lb 
large that we know it not, but is unbounded ; the 
Parliament are hot of that Opinion. The King\ 
Prerogative is known by Law ; if he fhould extend it 
beyond his Duty, that's the Evil of the Man : But 
in JVeftminJler- Hall, the King's Prerogative was un - 
<ter the Courts of Juftice; and was bounded as welt 
as any Acre of Land, or any Thing a Man hath ; as 
much as any Controversy between Party and Party : 
And therefore the Office being lawful in its Nature, 

knowa 
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known to (he Nation, certain initfelf, and confin'd 
and regulated by the Law, and the other Orfi.ce be- 
ing not fo, that was a iufficlent Reafon why the 
Parliament did fo much fnfift upon this Office and 
Title, not as Circumftantial, but as Effential; yea, 
it is the Head from whence all the Nerves and Si- 
news of the Government do proceed, as was well 
faid by the Matter of the Rolls: If we put a new 
Head, It's a Que (Hon whether thole Nerves and Si- 
news will grow, and! be nourished and ftrengthened 
with that Head. 

* I had fomething in my Thoughts which I had 
forgot ; fomething of an Objection. ' Why are we 

* fo pertinacious, or infill fo much upon this Title ? 

* May we not apply all the Powers and Authorities 

* unto the Office of PreteZlsr, and then we fliall 

* give Satisfaction? * 1 mull needs fay, He that makes 
this Objection, makes it merely to a Name. If 
any Matiihall fay, I am content the Protefisr fliall 
have the Office, but not the Name, I think this 
Man is ^ery {trait laced : Thut he puts it merely 
upon the Word ; and truly, if there be no more in 
it, if there be nothing but that Word, you have, in 
Balance againft it the Defires of the Parliament : I 
befeech you, do not break with the Parliament for 
a Word. 

* Another Objection is, We have been under the 
Preteilsr, and the Judges have taken their Office 
under that Government ; and the Judges have ta- 
ken their Meafures by the Authority of the King ; 
and have taken it to be the fame with that of King t 
and fo go on. I confers that the Judges have 
gone very far that Way, and I fliall not (peak my 
own Opinion of the Matter here ; but yet it is very 
well known, that there hath been Variety of Opi- 
nions and Judgments in this Cafe, even from thofe 
that have been Judges of the Nation ; and I do not 
take the People to be upon a very good Eftablifli- 
ment, when Doubts arife in thofe that ihould have 
mod Knowledge. I would never make a Doubt 
that tends to the ftiaking of Foundations, if I could 
avoid it. The taking ©f this Office will avoid a 
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Doubt ; the continuing of the other Office may be 
more uncertain. I would never make a Doubt 
where it may be clear j perhaps the taking of the 
other would reduce Men to Satisfaction ; there is but 
a Perhaps in the one, and a Certainty in the other. 

* The Chief- Juftice was feconded in this Argu- 
ment by Sir Charles IPol/eley, to this Effect. 

* Not only we that are here, but many h one ft Sir Cl»trltt 
Hearts in England, rejoice to fee this Day, wherein W^J'ty* 
your Highnefs and the Parliament are, with fo 

much Nearnefs and Affection, debating the Settle- 
ment of the Nation : One Reafon why your High- 
nefs fliould take this Title offered you by the Par- 
liament, is, becaule, as you ft and in relation to the 
old Government, you are obliged to the Law, yet 
have not the Advantage of the Law ; which the 
Chief Magiftrate ought to have. The Law knows 
not a Proie£ior y and requires no Obedience from 
the People to him. The Parliament defires to fet- 
tle one lb, that the People may know your Duty to 
them, and they their Duty to you. The Parliament 
find the Minds of the People of thefe Nations much 
Jet upon this Office and Title : God hath, by his 
Providence, put a general Defire of it into the Na- 
tion ; and they think, in Things not unlawful, they 
ought to hearken, and to be much inclined by the 
Defires of them that fent them ; and in fuch Things 
as are for their Good, as this is, to be much provo- 
ked thereby to the doing of them. 

' Truly, Sir, it bath been much in the Thought* 
of the Parliament, that the Reafon why Things of 
late have been fo unfettkd, throughout, in thefe Na- 
tions, hath been, becaufe that to the Body of this 
People there hath not been a Legal Head ; The 
Well-being of the Head is not more neceffary ta 
the wholefome Constitution of the Body Natural, 
than a right Head is neceffary to the Body Politic. 

* I mull humbly tell your Highnefs, This Nation 
hath ever been a Lover of Monarchy, and of Mo- 
narchy under the Title of a King : The Name and 
Office hath, for above aThoufand Ycar( ? tycen in 
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uT-rc&num, this Nation j though they have often changed their 





Princes, yet never the Name nor Office, 'Tis the 
great Common Law, that is, the Cuftom of the 
Nation, approved for good by many Ages, to have 
the Office and Name of a King : No new Law that 
makes any other, can have that Validity, which 
the Cuftom of fo many Ages hath. 

* Sir, the Parliament doth judge the Safety of 
your Perfon much concerned to take this Title j 
and *tis not yourfelf they look to, (though their 
Hearts are as full of Refpecl:, I may fay it, for your 
Highnefs as can be) but to you as Chief Magistrate-, 
reprcfenting the People; and bsingHead of the Law, 
and of al! Magistracy % the People have a Share 
and Concernment in you. We fee the great En- 
couragement of thole Attempts againft your Perfon, 
hath been this, that the Law did not take Notice of 
you as Chief Magiftratc ; and that Juries were ge- 
nerally backward to find any guilty of Treafon for 
ill Attempts againft you. The Parliament cannot 
think it fit to have their Chief Magiftrate in fuch 
a Condition. 

* Your Highnefs hath been pleafed to call your- 
fulf, when you fpeak to the Parliament, a Servant j 
you nre fo indeed to the People, and 'tis your great - 
eil Honour fo to be. I hope then, Sir, you will 
Hve the People Leave to name their own Servant : 
That is a Due you cannot, you will not, certainly 
deny them : Their Reprefentatives defire you will 
ferve the People under this Title ; and, were there 
no other Reafon, 'tis therefore the beft, 

' I befeech your Highnefs to confider, if you 
fhould refufe this Title the Parliament pre fen ts you. 
with, you do not only deny yourfelf the Honour 
they put upon you, but you deny the Nation, you 
deny the People, their Honour which by Right 
they ought to have. 'Tis this Honour and their 
juft Birth- right, to have a Supreme Magistrate un- 
der

their Due, when their Representatives challenge it 
from you. The Parliament have highly engaged 
all the good People of this Nation (o make you, 
who are nne of them, and have been in thefe 
Troubles their Head and Leader, to be their King. 
And certainly, Sir, whatever DitTatUfaotion may 
be in this Cafe, it ought not to weigh : If there be 
any Judge on Earth of the People's Good, 'tis the 
whole People reprefeuted together; anil what others 
fay is but by Individuals, Sir, tlie Parliament have 
Hundreds, nay Thousands, upon their Backs, the 
good People of the Nation, a (juiet peaceable People 
with you ; and what the Parliament (hull juJge fit, 
is their Duty, and no doubt they will fubmit to it : 
Sifj were there in this Matter no other Reafon **hy 
you mould accept this Tide, I know this alone, 
which indeed is the greateu Reafon I cati give, 
■would fwav with you above any Thine;, That what 
is before you, is the Advice of your great Council, 
the Parliament.' 

The Lord Commiffioner Fiennes fpoke next : 

* I {hall offer what I conceive, from the Pai*lix-Mr, N. Ftor»«, 
ment's Debates, to be the Reafons why they advife 
your Highnefs to this Title ; and feeing what is in 
the Fountain mult be conveyed by fuch Pipes, I 
iball clear the State of" the Queftion ; which, in thd 
firft Place, if I miftake not, is only upon the Name, 
nnt upon the Thing ; not upon the Office of a Kingi 
but upon the Title of a King : For, the Queftion is, 
Whether the fame Thing ihall be figntfied by the 
Office of a King under the Name of a King t or by 
the Office of a King under the Name of a Prsttfior* 
Undoubtedly the Office of a King may be more ri- 
goroufly exercifed under another Name, than tho* 
the Name of King be there : He that faid, He 
would not do his Matter's Will, and yet did it, did 
it more than he that faid he would, and yet did it 
not : He that hath all the Powers and Authorities 
of a Kingj is a Kmg t tho* he have not the Name :

wherein. Sir, you muft either enumerate all the 
Powers of a PrBteftor, or what is left to be enume- 
rated muft be the fame Thing as the Law fays is 
the Duty of a King ; and this 1 think the Judges 
have determined- 

1 This therefore being the clear State of the Que- 
ftion, the Difference will arife meerly upon the 
Name j and the Parliament did not think it agree- 
able to their Wifdom to infpect all the Laws, and 
all the Cafes, and make the Name of PrsteSlor to 
(hit them, or elfe leave it lawlefs and boundlefs 5 
but what was not confined to the Power of a King t 
was confined to the Decifion of the Law. That be- 
ing fo, the Parliament thinks it is fit for them to do 
as all wife Men do, to give Names according to the 
Nature of the Thing, and either they muft fit all 
the Laws to the Name, and that is impoffible; or 
leave the Name unbounded, and that's intolerable* 
All Creatures were brought to Adam to give them 
Names, which he did according to their Natures. 
And (a the Parliament, confidering what the Thing 
is that they were about to advjfe your Highnefs to, 
find this to be the fame Government as was before ; 
and if they would have that, why not their old Name t 
If the Thing, why not the Title? Truly, it Teems 
very reatbiiable that Names fhouid be proportioned 
to the Things ; They have found divers Reafons 
■why the Name fhouid be King, becaufe it is a Thing 
clear to all the World that the People are more wil- 
lingly obedient to old Things and Names, than to 
new ; and fo far as old Things can be retained with- 
out Danger or Inconvenience, it Is the Wifdom and 
Duty of all Governments to retain them. 

The Argument offered on this Occafion, by Mr. 
LiJIe, the other Commiflioner of the Great Seal, 
Was in thefe Terms. * I humbly conceive, That, 
in this Title propofed to your Highnefs by the Par- 
liament, they rake the fame Care for your Highnefs, 
aa Jetbro took for Alefis;, they find the Weight of 
the Government, as it is now upon you under the 
Title of Brete£br t . to be a Burthen that will weary 
* both 
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both yourfelf and the People Jikewife; and therefore 1 
they do dcfire your Highnefs will be pleafed to ac- i*S7« 
cept of that Title which may be ait Eafe to your v ""*~ v '7'' 
Highnefs and to the People. 

* The greateft Weight and Burthen of Govern- 
ment, is, when there is a Jealoufy between the 
Prince and the People for want of a right Under- 
Handing: Now, though, neither Parliament nor 
People have a Jealoufy of yourPerfon, yet of the 
Tide they have, for want of a right Underflanding : 
But if your Highnefs will be pleafed to accept of the 
Title that is now offered, all Jcalouftes will be done 
away; for they will then underftand what you are; 
and truly, Sir, I think the Jealoufy wilt be higher 
now, than at fir ft when the Remonftrancc was of- 
fered to you: For the Title of Protector is either 
the fame Thing in Power with the Title of King , 
or it is fomething elfe. If it be fomething elfe than 
what the Title of King is when it is confined, this 
will raife their Jeaioufy very much. If it be the 
fame Thing, then there is nothing of Difference but 
a Name; and they will think there is more than 4 
Name, if the Parliament do offer it to your High- 
nefs, and you fhould wave it. 

* Sir, the Parliament did think, that your High- 
nefs was never able to provide for doing Jufticc to 
the Nation for the prefent, nor that Peace flmulj 
be maintained in the Nation for the future, unlefs 
your Highnefs do accept of this Title. National 
Juliice does confift in two Things; that you do 
right to the People, with refpeft to their juft Privi- 
leges in relation to the Parliament; that you Jo right 
to the People in refpeel; to their juft Rights, accord- 
ing to the Law of the Land. Sir, the Nations 
Rights in Parliament can never be done to the Peo- 
ple, unlefs the Parliament hath it's antient Rights 
in relation to the Government: And they can never 
have their Right in relation to the Law, unlels the 
Laws have their antient Right in relation to the Go- 
vernors. 

* Sir, the Reafon why the Parliament doth now 
offer this Advice, as I conceive, is this: They 6W.

l<3i& Brogbili. E Sir, I can add fo little to what hath been al- 
ready fpoken, that were it not in Obedience to 
Command, 1 mould with much more Satisfaction 
be filcnt than now fpeafc; hut, being under an Obli- 
gation I mult not violate, I (hall, in Obedience 
thereto, prelume to lay my poor Thoughts before 
you : And firft I fhall take the Boldnefs to fay, I 
believe it is a Thing impollible for any to particula- 
rize every individual Reafon which invites a Parlia- 
ment to pafs any Vote ; for the Parliament is a Bo- 
dy confiding of many Members, and all of them 
relifh thofe Arguments and Reafon ings which are 
mod confonant to every Man's Apprehenfion ; in 
which there is fo great Variety, that though when 
a Vote is pafifed, we may conclude that Vote is the 
Senfe of the Houfe, yet we cannot fay, that chefs t 
and none but thefe, Reafons produced that Refult. 
I only mention this, Sir, that whatever 1 (hall fpeafc 
may be considered, by you, but as my poor Appre- 
henfion of what, in fome Degree, might have con- 
tributed to move the Parliament to petition and ad- 
vife your Highnrfs to a flume the Title and Office nf 
King : For it would be too high a Prelum prion in 
any Member, efpccially in me above any, to dare to

* Having thus humbly premifed what I held my- 
felf obliged unto in Duty, I (hall now proceed to 
acquaint you what, in my weak Judgment, did in 
fome Meafure move the Parliament to do what they 
have done.

5. c The former Authorities knew no Supreme 
Magiftrate, but by the Title of Kzng% and this prs- 
fent Authority dcTires to know him by no otl 
which if lefufed, might it not too much heighten 
our Enemies, who may boulfter up their faint Hopes 
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latfr-regnum, with faying to one another, and to thofe which af-

6. * By your Highnefs bearing the Title of King , 
all thofe that obey and ferve you, are fecured by 3 
Law made long before any of our Differences had a 
Being, in 11, Henry VII. whereby a full Provifion 
is made for the Safety of thofe that fhall ferve who- 
ever is King: *Tis by that Law that hitherto our 
Enemies have pleaded Indemnity ; and by your af- 
fuming what is now defired, that Law, which hi- 
therto they pretended for their Difobedience, ties 
them, even by their own Profeffion and Principles, 
to Obedience *. And I hope the taking off" all Pre- 
tences from fo numerous a Party, may not be 3 
Thing unworthy of Confideratton: That Law feems 
very rational ; for it doth not provide for any parti- 
cular Family or Perfon, but for the Peace and Safety 
of the People, by obeying whoever is in that Of- 
fice, and bears that Title. The End of all Go- 
vernment is to give the People Juftice and Safety ; 
and the befl Means to obtain that End, is to fettle 
a Supreme Magistrate. It would therefore feem ir- 
rational, that the People, having obtained the End, 
fhouJd decline that End only, to follow the Means 
which are but conducing to that End; fo that if the 
Title and Office of King be vefted in your High- 
nefs, and if thereby the People enjoy their Rights 
and Peace, it would be little lefs than Madnefs for 
any of them to eaft off thofe Bleffings, only in order 
to obtain the fame End under another Perfon.

tual Liberties, to which your Highnefs hath borne 
a jiift and fignal TefHrnony. It is alfo a Parlia- 
ment, who have given untjueftionable Proofs of their 
Affection to your Highneisj and who, if Jiftened to 
in this Particular, will be thereby encouraged to give 
you more.'

ceptance or Non-acceptance of the Title propofed 
to him ; though he Seemed, to the Committee, to 
decline it. 

Jn confequence of this Report, the Houfe ad- 
journed for three Days, to give Time for the Com- 
mittee to wait upon the Protestor again ; but his 
Highnefs happening to be ficlc the very Day they 
waited upon him, it was not till the 20th that they 
were admitted to an Audience, which was then put 
off to the next Day ; when, as the Jsumats inform 
us, he Spoke Something to them as to what had been Which octafioq* 
before offered, and gave them a Paper containing r"nce"ithiht 
Several Scruples as to the Matter of their Petition Committee, 

and Advice. This Paper it is not in our Power 

to Supply ; but the Want of it is the leSs to be re- 
gretted, as mod of the Protestor's Objections feem. 
to be cited, and anfwercd, in the following Argu- 
ments of the Committee.— We Hill find that the

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* Thefe Things being very clear, by the Fun da' 
mental Grounds of the Law, it* then we examine 
the Foundation of Things according to the Rules 
of the Law, it is manifell that the Name of King, 
Laws, Rights, Properties, and Liberties of the 
People, and alfo Parliaments themfeives, have but 
one Foundation; which is Original or Prefcription, 
being antient Cufloms, or Cuftoms Time out of 
Mind ; So that, in the Judgment of the Law, thefe 
three, viz. King, Law, and Parliaments, are the 
Parts of the Government of this Nation, which, 
having their Bafts and Foundation from Prefcrip- 
tion, conftitute the Form of it amongft us j not a 
Form, in the vulgar Acceptation of the Word Form ; 
but it is the Form of Government fettled in this 
Nation, and of the Effcnce of it. Then to me 
it feems impoflibic, that any Act of Parliament, 
without the Destruction of the Eflentlal Part of the 
Government, can place that Office in another 
Name, (be it what it will) which naturally wants 
the Foundation and Ground of that Power and Of- 
fice which that Name imports. 

1. e Becaufe the Alteration deftroys the Founda- 
tion, which is Prefcription ; and annexes to it a 
Name that the Law of the Land hath no Acquaint- 
ance with, 

2. ' It fets all Laws, Liberties, and what is dear 
to us, upon a new Foundation, as to the People \ 
for whatfoever is created by an Act, cannot have 
Life and Authority but from that Aft, and ihall ne- 
ver look back to its hVft original Conftimtion. It 
takes from the People the Rules and Grounds which 
they have known by Experience; and fends them 
to feek them in a Power of which no Wit of Man 
can fuddenly apprehend the Bounds and Limits, 
when fo many Doubts may arife, even in the old 
Foundation, which Experience and Time hath ia 
excellently refined. 

* From thefe Grounds I may fafely fay, That 
there never was but one King in England from the 
hrft Foundation of Rrgal Puwerj and can fafely 

conclude 
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conclude there will never be more j although there i n t w . return. 

have been many, and more I hope there will be, 

whofe Perfons exerdfe that Office : For the Law 

doth positively affirm, That the King never dies; 

Indeed, the Perfon, lite that of other Men, dies; but 

the Name and Thing hath a kind of Immortality, 

if we coniider the Connexion of the Word with the 

Perfon that is inverted with that Name; who is not 

fa id to die, but to demife, which is to depofite and 

to lay up the Name and Title of King . 

'The common Ground is taken from the Accef- 
fion of the Office and Dignity to the Perfon ; but 
the wue Ground is the Name; and the Office is be- 
come Part of the Law, which fhould punifh the Of- 
fences that are committed againft it ; which proves

* From whence you did inter that ibis Title is nut 
neceffary.' But, Sir* if the Intention of the Par- 

iament, in this their humble Addrcfs to you, be 
confidercd, vi%. That it is a Settlement, it would 
be likcwiie to be considered, whether a new Name 
will not he found, in this Cafe, to make a new Of- 
fice alfo; and whether then the NoveJcy thereof 
will not hazard, if not frufifate, that great End of 
Seitlementj the Antiquity, and Trial, of Laws, be- 
ing that which doth beget the ureateft Reverence 
and Satisfaction of them in the PV 

* Now that the Change of the Name makes it a 
new Office, will appear, both in refpecl of his Au- 
thority who bears the Office, and in rtTpedl of the 
People's Obligation in Matter of Obedience to that 
new Officer : For, by the amicnt Law, he cannot 
claim Subjection horn them, nor can the People 
thereby claim Proutliun from him ; the Strength 
then of the Settlement, and of their Rights and Li- 
berties, as far as they relate to this new Supreme 
Magiftracy, will reft upon a new and untried Con- 
futation ; and his Authority, upon the fame Foun- 
dation. The Wiiuorn or our Anceflors, even in lefler 
Matters, when they introduced a new Law, made

ving not the fame Satisfaction nor Acquiefcence in 
any new Thing, as they have in long-approv'd Laws 
and Cuftoms j fines a new Thing Is in itfelf uncer- 
tain, not only whether it will prove good or no, but 
alfo in this Cafe, in rel'pe£l that one main Property 
of the Settlement, being a co ordinate Power, de- 
pends upon it ; and it will be fubjeft to be contro- 
verted whether one Co- ordinate is well put by ano- 
ther, 
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ther, or may not, by the like Power that fets it 
up, be pulled down again ; which cannot but leave 
Men's Minds as dubious of a Settlement as ever, 
Things difputable naturally carrying Unfettlement 
wilh them, 

* Time and Experience hath grafted the Name 
and Office of King in the Minds of the People - t and 
that, as I faid already, begets Reverence and Satif- 
fa&ion in their Minds. Alfo, they were the Ex- 
orbitances of the Office, which, in a great Meafure, 
this Petition provides againft, that was complained 
of, and not the Office nor Name, which are found- 
ed upon the antient Laws : The altering of either 
alters the Confutation, and lays it upon a Founda- 
tion lefs certain, and eafier to be fhaken; and there- 
fore, to take up the Office without the TitJe, will 
be to take it up with all the Objections of Scandal 
or otherwife it is faid to be liable to j and at the fame 
Time to want the Support of the antient Laws it 
carries with it, and the Advantage of fatisfying and 
fettling the Minds of fuch of the People of thefe Na- 
tions, as, by the Cqnfideration of the Novelty, and 
what in this Cafe attends it, will otherwife reft 
doubtful and un fettled. 

* Thefe are fome of the Grounds I obferved in 
the Debate of the Parliament, to induce them to 
judge this Title not only expedient, but, in refpeci 
of a Settlement, neceilarj'.* 

£ Your Highnefs was pleafed to object alfo, * The 

* Diflatisfa&ion of good Men, which you judged, in 

* Things indifferent, were to be considered : J They 
are To; and it hath been judged by the Parliament, 
who ftiewed great Tendernefs in that Kind, and I 
hope ever will : But in this Matter they are found, 
by the Parliament, not to be indifferent, but necef- 
fary for the Settlement of thefe Nations , and they 
hoped that, in thofe Things wherein good People 
have not already been fatisfied, they will calmly en- 
deavour for Satisfaction i and that when the Matter 
of this Petition comes to be more public, they will 
find fuch Care and Provifion made for good Men, 

and 
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and good Things, that will certainly give them Sa- 
tisfaction. I think I may fa My fay, fuch a pofitivc 
Provision for their Liberties and Encouragement,

icfa now bears.' To which I humbly 

arifwer, That, if fo, Thanks are rather to be given 

Vol. XXL G to 
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to the Perfons into whofe Hands the Power fell, than 
to the Conftitutions. However, I crave Leave to 
fay this, That Changes imply not a Settlement ; 
and, fincc Providence has led us from our old Con- 
Hi tutlon, we have in a few Years had four or Eve 
Changes j and that thefe Changes have not been ac- 
companied with more Hazard, is a Matter of Praife 
to the Lord, and of Commendation to the Powers 
we have been under : But if one Providence hath 
laid afide Kingjhip r another leads it in, and calls 
upon you to take it up. And it is to me a remark- 
able Thing, that Providence hath caft it under fuch 
Conftitutions and Laws, as that, when we have 
thrown out the Tyrant that oppreffed us in our Spi- 
ritual and Civil Rights, wc can, by our antient 
Laws, graft another Perfon in, that may be a fit In- 
itrument to preferve both ; who (as the learned Per- 
fon that fpoke Jaft faid] may make up, as it were, 
but one King theft five hundred Years, the Law not 
admitting an Inter-regnum : From whence I infer, 
That as it was not the End or Defign of our War 
that led us, (as appears by fix or feven Declarations of 
the Parliament, one whereof was ordered to be read 
In all Churches) fo neither did Providence lead us to 
Jay afide either the Name or Office, but only that 
Family which opprefTcd us. And fince all Men's 
Lives and Liberties depend on this Settlement, it Is 
neceflary to lay it on the ftrongefr Foundation that 
may be. 

1 And l as for that of Safety,' It is not for me to 
fpeak much to it j but certainly it is to be hoped, 
that as a Parliament advlfes your Hrghnefs toThings 
honeft and lawful, and by them judged neceffary for 
a good Settlement, and therein takes Care and pro- 
vides for our Rights as Men and Chriftians, and for 
your Highnefs's Safety, all Dangers (by God's Blef- 
iing upon your Highnefs's Wifdom, back'd with 
fuch an Authority, and an Army under the Conduct 
of fo many religious and faithful Perfons, fo well 
principled to the Obedience of lawful Powers) may 

be 
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be prevented. And therefore I humbly hope tha' 
God will incline your Highnefs to grant the Petition, 
and Advice of the Parliament.* 



Colonel Jems having done. Sir Richard Onflow Sir Richard 
next canvafs'd the Argument with the Protector ;M 
chiefly by way of urging CromwelPz Objections, and 
making Replies to them: And as to the firft, l That 
1 the Title of King was the Name of an Office, and 
? any other Name, which might imply the Supreme 

* Magi Urate, had the fame Signification j and there- 

* fore no Neceffity of the Name ;' be anfwercd, 

* That every Office ought to have a Name adequate 
to the faid OiKcc ; and no other Name than King 
could be fui table, and comprehenfive enough to con- 
tain in it the Common Good to all Intents and Pur- 
pofes. 

8 That it was a Rule, that the Kings of England 
could not alter the Laws of England^ Ratisne fifo- 
m'tnis i but were bound to govern according to the 
Laws of England ; and for any other Name, there 
was no Obligation lay upon it. 

* That the very Title is neceffary, was declared 
in the gth Year of Edward the Fourth, in the great 
Contrd verfy betwixt him and Henry the Sixth, when 
fometimes one was in Pofleflion, and then the other: 
That it was neceflary the Realm fhould have a King, 
under whom the Laws might be maintained and 
holden ; for every A<£lion done by the King in Pof- 
ieflion was valid and good, becaufe it was his Juris- 
diction Royal ; fd likewife in the ift of Henry the 
Seventh, and alfo in the 3d, the fame Opinion was 
held and declared, That a King, de Facia, was ne- 
ceffaryj and, in all Alterations of Perfons and Fa- 
milies, yet our Anceftors always retained the Title 
and the Name, 

* That there was a Prius arid a Printum : Ano- 
ther Name might, in Order and Degree, be firft; 
that is, before other Men ; but a King was Primum, 
the firit Name, that had its Beginning with our 
Laws, 
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* That the Cuftoms of England were the Laws 
of England f as well as our Statute Laws : That the 
Title of King and Cujiom were TwiriE born toge- 
ther, and had had Continuance together ; and there- 
fore to join ProteElor ■, of Which they knew the Date, 
with Ctifhm* of which no Memory could fpeakj, was 
a Kind of Contradiction to the Original. 

* That then there muft be an introdu£tive Law, 
becaufe Pmtecior was a new Name which our Law 
did not yet know : That, now, to ingraft a young 
Scion upon an old Stock, it would never growj but 
there muft be an Eradication of the old Root, and 

new Plantation muft be made ; all the old Cuf- 
toms muft be put into pofitive Laws ; which 
would be a Work of much Time and great Diffi- 
culty, 

* That the Title of King was fo incorporated and 
conjoined with our Cujhms, that it did very much 
concern the People oi England to have them upheld ; 
and then there was a Rule, £$hi/gqtte Res in Gcn- 
janifhne t pre Bono Conjuntiianis ; that every Thing 
in Conjunction ought to be done for the Good and 
Benefit of the Conjunction \ and that, if it were fur 
the Advantage of the Single Perfon and the People, 
it brought him in Mind of another Rule his old Ma- 
iler Ttttiy taught him, CsmmunisUtilitatis DereliStia 
contra Naturam eft \ it was not natural to decline 
that which was for a common Benefit and Advan- 
tage : And therefore he ihould fay but this as to the 
Title, That as the Patriarch Jacob joined together, 
in his Bleffing upon Judith , the Law- giver and the 
Scepter, fo the Parliament of the Three Nations 
defired to prefei ve the Title of King in and upon the 
Law. 

* As to the fecund Objection his Highnefs was 
pleafed to draw from Providence, ( that had brought, 

* them to that Place through much Darknefs, and 

* had feemed to lay the Title 0/ King a fide :* 

* He replied, l That it became all Men to ac- 
knowledge the Actings of the Providence and Power 
of God, lot bringing to pafu whatfoever he had de- 
termined 
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termined in the World; and that it was tbe mighty !«(*•-»•*««■>■ 






and wife Hand of Providence which triumph'*] ovec 
Nations, an J triumph'd and trod down all Qppoli- 
tions : That yet his Highncfs had observed it was 
not a Rule to walk by without the Word ; the Rea- 
fon, the Caufes, were hidden in the fecret Councils 
of God's Will : That we might lee, in the Rtve- 
latiens, the Book was fealed with feven Seals, that 
we might read what was pall, becaufe written on 
the O u riide ot* a Book ; but what was to come we 
could not read ; and we ought not to limit Provi- 
dence, nor could we bound it with a Ne plus uhra. 
1 In Anfwer to the third Objection, * That this 

* State had, by Providence, receiv'd fevcra! Changes, 

* particularly two grtat ones, from the former Con- 
"■ tfitution j that of the Keepers of tbe Liberty ef 

land 7 and the prelent Government under the 

* Title of PrateSlor \ and that the firft feemed to be 

* the Refult of {even Years War againft the Title 

* and the Family -' 

* He argued, * That it muft be confeiTed it proved 
the Event of feven Years War, but the Reasons of 

'. ar did notjead to it, for the War was for the 
King and Parliament ; for the Office, but againft 
the Perfon, againft the Exorbitancy and Irregula- 
rities of frii^i Government; hut it was Providence 
that took away, at that Time, both the Office and 
the Family : 

* That it was alfo Providence that altered it from 
that of a Republic to this of a Protector ; that Act 
being as much againft a Protefler as a King, for it 
was aaainft a Single Perfon : 

* And might not this Parliament, by the fame 
Series of Providence, as well fet up Kingiy Govern- 
ment, as that Parliament took it away, having alio 
the fame Power they had ? 

* Then for a fourth Objection, * Why his High- 
e nefs would not accept of the Title, becaufe of the 

* Diflausfae"tion many Perfons, who had been infrru- 
:<tal in carrying on the Work, had againft trial 

* Title ;' 
G 1 * His 
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* His Anfwer was, * That in every Change o£ 
Government there was, and ftill would be, Perfons 
unfatisfied, becaufe Men were of mix'd Intereftsj 
and different Judgments. Upon the Change to A 
Republic, thofe that conceived the Monarchical 
Government heft, were unfatisfied: But all ought to 
fubmit, and be concluded by the Judgment of a 
Earliament.* 

* That his Highnefs was pie a fed to fay, * That 
1 neither himfelf, nor thofe that tendered to him the 

* Inftrument, were Authors of the firft Change, but 

* it was the Long Parliament; fo that he might 

* conclude they were not engaged for the Govern- 

* ment by a King ;* 

* He replied, ' That it had been indeed the Ho- 
nour of the Soldiery, that, in all thefc Changes, 
they had fiill followed Providence, and had acqui- 
efced j acting and living in practical Conformity ; 
but he wifhed they would now be fatisfied, for their 
Love- fake to them, and their Labours for them : 
That high fhould his Reward be in Heaven, and 
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ttam from Confufion,* which indeed was the worft 
of Evils ; and the fame Reafon might prevail with 
Judges, and other Magiftrates, to execute Jufticc, 
»nd give to Men their Rights, which was fo dcJl- 
JabJe to all Men, and of abfolme Neceflity. 

' That Juitice might be compared to the Water 
in the Spring; if kept from its Natural Channel, it 
would break its Way through the Bowels of the 
Earth ; That Nature famed mes might fufFer Vk>^ 
knee : That there was a Peace in a Ceflation of 
War ; and there was a Peace that, in regard of the 
Giftraftions, might be termed but an intermitting 
Peace ; for his Highnefs was pleafed to acknow- 
ledge, that the People called for a Settlement ; from 
which, under Favour, he might infer, that, as yet, 
there was no Settlement fo well made, as to be ac- 
counted perfeel and good. 

' That his Highnefs was pleafed to declare, * He 
1 had rather take a Title from this Parliament, 

* than any other Title from any other Place, or 
' without V' 

* Upon which he obferved, That the Parliament 
of England was the Womb of the Commonwealth ; 
and in that Womb there had been a Conception and 
Shape, Proportion and Form, and Life and Growth, 
as far as the Navel could nourish ; that there had 
been alfo a Delivery, and a Name given; that there 
had been Conceptu csneeptus, Partus et Opus ; and 
that it had been a great Work to bring us to this 
Delivery: That it was therefore the humble Advice 
of the Parliament, That his Highnefs would be 
pleafed to make it fpeak the Engltjb Tongue, 

The Lord Cotnmiifioner Fiennes t next, addrefs'd Mr. Fitmu, 
himfelf to the Protector to this Effeft: * Your 
Highnefs, the other Day, laid down, as a Ground 
pf your cnftiing Difcourfc, this Pofition, c That 

* there was no Neceflity of the Name and Title of 
' Kings upon which Foundation your Highnefs 
feemed to build your Arguments and Reafons of 
Diilktk- faction. 

'As . 
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' As to that Name and Title, and that in fuel* 
Sort as the Matter is now c'trcumltantiated and ftatcd 
by your Highnefs, there is a Neceflity cither in the 
Affirmative or Negutive; if it be not neceftary that 
the Name be afliimed, it is of Neceflity to be de- 
clined ; and if no Neceflity to decline it, then there 
is a Neceflity to aflumc it: For although the Nature 
of the Tiling itlelf ia fuch as, poflihly, may admit 
a Latitude of Argument upon the Point of Expedi- 
ency and Convcnicncy j and that we are not fhut 
up under an nbfolute Neceflity either the one Way 
or the other ; yet the Parliament having given rheir 
Judgment upon it, and their Advice to your High- 
nefs in it, your Highnefs feems to admit that there 
Jies a Kind of Neceflity upon you to aflumc it, if 
there be not a Neceflity to wave it : For you. will 
not, without Neceflity, decline the Advice of the 
Parliament, having faid, ' That you fhould rather 

* chufc any Name which they fhould fix, than any 

* Name whatfoever without them.' Then it im- 
ports thus much, That you v/ill not put Expediency 
and Conveniency, but only Neceflity, in Balance 
with their Judgment, who are the proper Judges 
of Things of that Nature, and what is mofb expe- 
dient and convenient therein for the Three Nations 
which they reprefent: And it is certain there is a 
Kind of Jmpoflibility, at once, to enumerate all 
particular Cafes and Circumstances, wherein the 
Chief Magiftrate fhall, or fhall not, have Power or 
Right ; which has been the Work of many Hun- 
dreds of Years, whereby the Laws arc fitted, in all 
Particulars, to the Name and Title of King; but to 
the Name of PrafeSior^ or any new Name, either 
all Cafes and Circumllances muft, by particular 
Enumeration, be applied; or it muft be left, at leaft 
in what is not enumerated, boundlefs and lawless 
which it fhould not be \ or eHe, to fuit a particular 
Enumeration, there muft be a genera! Claufc, That 
\r. all Things, not particularly fperified, they fhall 
be defined by the Laws and Rights belonging to the 
Name o&Ktxg. Then the Queltion. will be mecily 

nominal 
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njDiriinal, and confequently not to be put in Balance Uter-regmim. 



Vwith the Judgment of Parliament : Befides, the De- 
ignition being identically the very fame, and no Dif- 
ference but only that of a new Name j this, in the 
Judgment of divers wife Men, niay draw after it mch 
i* Confequenee as the putting of old Wine into a new 
JJottle, which may hazard the Lofs of the Thing, 
iand of the Laws and Liberties of the Nation, which 
s*re deftred to be prelerved thereby. 

* Magiftracy is, certainly, an Ordinance of God 
■primarily, yet particular Forms of Magiftracy and 

■ Cjovernment, and much more the Circumirauces of 
thofe Forms, as Names, Titles, and the like, are 
Jirft Ordinances of Men, before they are Ordinances 
of God : Firft, Man lets his Stamp upon them, and 

»tben God alfo fets his Imprefs upon them; and 
Therefore, though they be but Ordinances of Men, 
yet the Apoftle faith, We are to jubmit unto than 
jfor the Lord's Saie t whether to the King as Supreme^ 
&r unto Governors, eis thtife that are fent by him ; 
and what Peter c.ills Ordinances of Men-, Paul calls 
Ordinances of Godi and yet they ate to be obey'd, 
not only for Fear, but alio for Confcience Sake; 
fo that in thefe Forms of Government Men may do 
as they will, as in other Contracts, wherein it is 
free for them to contract or not to contract, or to 
make their Covenants this Way or another; but 
when they have made them they muft keep them, 

• for then God's Seal is upon them. 
1 Now, as to the Matter in Qyeftion, it is clear, 
that the unqueftionable Stamp ot human Authority, 
and the Ordinance of Man in thefe Nations, hath 
conjoined the Office and Name of King for many 
hundred Years together : And, if it was waved and 
laid aiide of late Years, it is now fet up again by as 
good an Authority, and a fuller Reprefentative of 
the Three Nations ; and though it be only by Peti- 
tion to your Hi^hnefs, yet it is in fome Sort a Peti- 
tion of Right : For the People of thefe Nations have 
an Intercft in their Government and Laws, where- 
of this was amongtt the Fundamentals, as well as 
in their Liberties and Lands; and though particu- 
lar 
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lar Perfons may have forfeited their Intereft In the 
Government, yet I do not know that the Nations 
have forfeited their Intereft therein. 

* If this Point fhall feem to be driven too far* yet 
it is clear that if this Office, under the Name and 
Title of King, be moft known, and moft fuitable 
to the Laws of thefe Nations, moft agreeable to the 
Defires and Dtfpofitjons of the People, and moft 
likely to maintain Quiet and Peace in the Nations 
with Juftice and Liberty, (which are the great Ends 
of Government, and of all Forms and Names there- 
in) as in the Judgment of the Parliament it is: 
Then, as it is the Duty of the Parliament to advife 
it, fo doth it thereby Jay an Obligation upon your 
Highnefs to accept it, as a neceffary Medium to at- 
tain thofe Ends. 

1 And whereas your Highnefs is pleafed to fay, 

* This Medium is not necctlary, becaufe the Ends 
c may be attained by another Medium, as appeareth 

* in thefe two Names and Titles, Cujfodes Libertatis 

* Anglite, and PmttSfor :* h may be affirm'd of the 
one, that the Experience of it was but of fhort Con- 
tinuance ; and of the other, that it hath and doth ftili 
inmd but in a fhaking and uncertain Condition; and 
of both, that they have attained the End but imper- 
fectly, and that through the Help of a great deal of 
Force. Beiides, if the ParJiamtnt, (and they fup- 
pofe the like Reafon extends alfo to your Highnefs) 
when perfuaded in their Judgments that your ta- 
king the Name and Title of King is the beft Me- 
dium to preferve the Liberties and the Peace of the 
Nations, ihould make Choice of a weaker Prop, no 
Neccffity appearing unto them fo to do ; and that 
thereupon mould enfue great Inconveniences 5 and 
the Band of Peace being broken, Blood and Confu- 
ijon Ihould return upon the Nation ; it muft needs 
alfo return upon their Thoughts that they had been 
wanting in their Duty, in not providing the beft Re- 
medy, which poflibly might have prevented all the 
Llifchief. 

' This leads to the Confideration of another 
Que (Hon in this Matter, Whether, admitting your 
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Highncfs's Pontoon, * That there is not a Neceflity later-*:- 

* of this Name of King,' the Reafon held forth by l6 5~" 
your Highnefs, makes out fuch a Neceflity as that L ~r~ . 
you cannot take upon you that Name, though ad- v " ' 
-vifed thereto by the Parliament, as the beft, and 
jnoft conducing to the Ends of Government. Your 
Highnefs was pleafed, in the firft Place, to mention 

* the Diflatis faction, as to this Particular, of many 

* pious Men, and fuch as have grown up all along 

* with you in the carrying on this great Caufe, as 

* Soldiers;* which indeed muft needs be a very 
^reat and tender Confederation to your Highnefs, as 
it is alfo to all of us, who reap the Fruit of their 
Prayers and of their Hazards, and great and excel- 
lent Service -, and it would be a great Happinrfs, if 
it might pleafe God that great and good Things 
■were carried on with Unanimity and Harmony 
amongit good Men : But this Felicity hath never 
yet been granted unto us ; fo that great Matters 
and Changes have been accompanied with great 
Difficulties, with great Difference of Judgments, 
even amongft the beft Men, as our late Changes 
fufEcicntly teilify. 

* Your Highnefs knows well when that Change 
was made, whereby the Name and Office of King 
was laid afide, how many pious Men, and your old 
!• i lends, were diftatisfied therewith ; and yet thofe 
that had then the Power, did not think that they 
ihould therefore forbear to do what then was judged 
to be for the Good of the Nation. 

* There was the like Diflatisfaiftion, on the other 
Side, of many pious Men, when your Highnefs took 
upon you the Government under the Name of Prs~ 
ttSdr ; and yet it was not held any juft Obftacle to 
what was then thought good for the Nation. 

c There is a certain Latitude, whereby RefpetSt 
may be had to Friends ; but when the Public Good 
of the whole Nation Is in Queftion, other Conn- 
derations than til at ought not to take Place : And 
as it is no Ktndneis to go about to famfy Men's lie- 
fires, to their own Prejudice and the Injury of the 
Rublic, fo it cannot be thought but that pious and 
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inter-regnum, faber Men, when they fee this Name ftamp'd firnV 
with the Ordinance of Men, and afterwards with 
God's Ordinance, (for fo it will then be} will fuhrr.it 
thereunto for the Lord's Sake ; and fatisfy their 
Minds that they ought fo to do, 

' For that other Reafon alkdged by your High- 
nefs, * That this Name hath been blafted, and ta- 
* ken away by the Parliament s' it is clear, that the 
Thing was as much blafted as the Name ; and the 
Government by a Single Perfon, under what Name 
focver, as much and more blafted than this Name j 
but, in Truth, neither Name nor Thing hath been 
at all blafted by God, otherwife than as he blafted 
al! Things and Names of this Nature. It may be 
as truly faid, That he hath blafted Parliaments, for 
they have alfo undergone and felt the like Blafb ; 
but God hath fo declared his Will concerning alt 
particular Forms of Government, that they are 
wholly at the Pleafure and Dilpofition of Men, to 
be continued, altered, and changed according to the 
Exigency of Affairs, and the Good of the People 
and Nations for which they are inftituted by Men ; 
for the Scripture calleth them Humantz Creathnis. 
Therefore as Men blafted them, fo God blafted 
them \ and when God fets them up again, God ho~ 
noureth them again, and commands they thould be 
honoured: One Parliament thought the prcfent 
State of Affairs requir'd the taking away of this 
Name and Office ; and this Parliament judges that 
the prefent State of Affairs requires the rcftoring if 
to the Nations again. 

* As to that Point of Safety which your Highncfs 
touched upon, we might beft aufwer it by draw- 
ing a Curtain before it, as your Highnefs hath given 
us an Example. There are Diflatisfaftions on the 
one Side, as well as on the other, neither is the Con- 
iidcration of Danger only on the one Side; and (ome 
Things may be more convenient for your High- 
nefs to conceive, than for us to fpeafc ; only I fhall 
remind your Kighnefs of what the wife Man faith, 
J fa ihat objirvith the TVtnd fiiall never fsw^ and he 
that rtgardttb the Clauds Jball never reap: The 
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Hufbandman, in the Way of his Calling, muft re- Inur ; 
gulate his Actions by the Ordinance and revealed l6 57- 
Will of God, without attending unto the uncertain 1to ^ v T" 
Events which may arife through the Inclemency of 
the Air, which is in God's Hands and Difpofition; 
Jo every Man, in the Way of his Calling, muft at- 
tend to what is the revealed Will of God, to guide 
his Resolutions and Actions by, and not by the va- 
rious Mtode of Men, which arc in the Hands of 
God : And the wife Man silo faith, He ib&twalk~ 
tth uprightly , walktth jureiy ; he walketh uprightly 
that walketh according to God's revealed Will. It 
is in like Manner a great Sign of Integrity, to fpeafc 
as a Man thinks, to do as he fpeaks, and to fuit 
Names to Things ; and as your Parliament hath 
thought fit to luit Kiugjbtp with this Thing, fo have 
they offered it to your Highnefs with much Integri- 
ty, and without any other Refpe£t than the Good 
and Liberty of the 3Nations.' 

The Lord Brsghiil fpoke next, to this Effect : 
* Your Bighncls, the laft Time this Committee Lord SngUS, 
had the Honour to wait upon you, feemed to be of 
Opinion, * That it was not neceiTary that you 

* fiiould afiume the Title of King, to exercife Je- 

* gaily the Office and Duty of Supreme Magiltrate 
' of thefe Three Nations ; becaufe that the Title of 

* Preteffar y if, by the Authority of Parliament, 

* made the Title of the Chief Magiftrate, would do 

* as well, and anfwer all Ends of Government as 

* fully, as that which now the Parliament does 

* defire and advifc your Highnefs to t.ike upon you.' 
But, to effect this, either all the Powers and Limi- 
tations of a/VctaSsr muff be more particularly enu- 
merated, or he muft, under that Name, have all the 
Authorities of a King, as a King has by the Law. 

Of the firfi of thefe then (as thole learned Gen- 
tlemen that have i'poken before, have fully proved) 
whatsoever is not particularly fpecined, the Protec- 
tor is left to act arbitrarily in, or a Parliament muft 
be called to fupply every new difcovered Defect ; 
bis Powers being derived only from that Authority 

that 
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Jate^regnum, that now does, or hereafter ftull, eonftitute them : 
This will prove dangerous and inconvenient both to 
himfelf and to the People j and to fet down all the 
Authorities and Regulations which are requifite; 
will be a Work of fo much Time and Difficulty, 
that if, in the Notion of it only, it feerns impracti- 
cable, it will, in the Acting, be found much more 
fo. 

' As to the Second, it will evidently appear, that 
the Difficulty is only about a Name ; and k would 
be a fad Thing indeed that any Difference fhould be 
between your Highnefs and the Parliament, efpecial- 
]y when the Thing differ'^ in refers to the fettling 
of our Foundation, and the Thing differed upon is 
only a Name, I hope that Unhappinefs will be fo' 
well forefeen, as never to be run into, 

* Your Highnefs was pleafed to take Notice," 

* That if the Title of Protester was fettled by Par-* 

* liament, hardly any Thing could be objected 

* againft it, but that it is a Title not fo long known 
' to thefe Nations as that of King :' And this is a 
grave and weighty Objection t fince, in conftituting 
ot Governments, the ableft and moft difcerning 
Judges are incapable to fee thofe Difadvantagcs and 
Inconveniences, which Time and Experience do 
render evident ; which may be a Reafbn, if noE 
the chief one, why our Ancestors would never altef 
Kingly Government, tho* they had often the Power 
to do it, and were provoked thereunto by the Exor- 
bitancy and Mai Administration of their Princes J 
they choofing rather to bound that Office in Pro- 
portion to the Evils they had fuffered under it, than 
to eftablifh a new Model of their own ; in ere&ing 
of which, they could not have, in fome Ages, the 
Experience they had of that : And to caft off an Of- 
fice that hai Wen fome hundreds of Years pruning 
and fitting for the Good of the People, to eftablifh 
One that has been but newly known, were to thinfc 
ourfelves wifer in one Day, than our Forefathers 
have been ever fince the jirft Erecting of Regal Go- _ 
tcrnment. 

It 
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' It is an unquestionable Principle, That the 
Magiftrate Is eflablifhed for the Laws, and not the 
Laws for the Magistrate ; If therefore the Title of 
Prottflsr fhould be the Title of the Supreme Magi- 
ftrate, wc ftiould fit the Laws to him, not him to 
the Laws ; which would be by our Practice to 
contradict our Profetfions, and poflibly wound the 
People's Rights : But in this Point there has been 
fo much faitf, and that fo learnedly, by thofe wor- 
thy Perfons who have fpoke before, that to prove 
the Neceffity of your Highnefs afluming the Title 
of King t would be but to recapitulate thofe many 
Reafons already given. That the Parliament of 
Three Nations think it neceflary you fliould do it, 
is evident by their infeiting it amongft thofe three 
Things which they cfteem Fundamentals as to the 
Settlement : Yea, they have placed it at the Head 
of all thofe Fundamentals, and laid fo great Strels 
on it, that, in their humble Petition and Advice, 
they declare, * That if it be not accepted of, the 

* whole mail be eftcemed null and void ;' fo that the 
higheft Neceffity, impofed by a Parliament, well 
delerves the be ft Acceptance. 

* Your Highnefs waspleafed to mention, * That 
1 we had recent Experiments, that the Supreme 

* Magiitracy of the Nation might be managed, to 

* all Intent3 and Purpofes, as well under another 

* Narne and Title as that of JT/Bg - , viz, under the 

* Name of The Keepers of the Liberty e/" England, 

* and under that of Pratt flor :' But I fhall humbly 
befecch your Highnefs to confider, That becaufe 
that was not grounded upon the old known Laws, 
it was of very ftioxt Duration ; And for the Second, 
for the fame Reafon, the Parliament is now peti- 
tioning and adviftng your Highnefs to alter it - y (a 
what are brought as Arguments to prove what your 
Highnefs mentions, poflibly may rather evince the 
contrary : Befides, Sir, it is confefled on all Hands, 
That thefe two Changes fprung from Neceffity; 
and therefore were not, neither ought to be, of 
longer Continuance than that Neceffity which cau- 
fed them; and this is the great and real Difference 

between 
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Inter- r^num. between Conftitutions that are eftablHhed meerly 
becaufe Neceflary, and thofe that are eftablifhed 
meerly becaufe Good : For what is only of Nccef- 
iuy, is but temporary, as no Effect lafts longer than 
its Caufe ; but what is good in its own Nature, is 
always good j and if, by intervening Accidents, it 
be a while clouded, yet at length it Chines and over- 
comes ; and all wife Men do defire to revert unto 
it. 

' To prove that the firft of thefe Changes, the 
Keepers vfthe Liberty of 'England ', was only an Act 
ofNeceffity, and not of Choice, I need but remind 
your Highnefs, That after the Determination of the 
Regal Authority, the Parliament were neceffitated 
to advifc with a Civilian of another Nation, what 
the Hollanders had done in their Cafe; fo much 
they were at a Lofs what to do : And, indeed, the 
Providence of God hath fo altered the Temper 
cif Officers between that Time and this, that the 
Change appeared heft, becaufe neceflary : But the 
Parliament efteems the Change now defired necef- 
fary, becaufe beft ; not can we poffibly better exprefs 
our Thankfulnefs for the Opportunity which now 
God hath put into bur Hands, than to employ it to 
make the beft and.moft lafting Settlement, 

* All Things are belt, which are found beft upon 
Trial ; but all the Changes we have been under of 
late were upon Belief, not Experiment ; and having 
had an Effay of all, the Parliament have found, 
That, above all, Regal Government is the beft.} 
fo that, by the bed Judges, and by the beft Way 
of judging, that Form of Government now prefent- 
ed to vour Highnefs, hath the Precedency in the 
People's Opinion ; and therefore it's hoped you will 
have it in yours. 

1 It may poffibly be fit for your Highnefs 's Obfer- 
iervation, That the firft Breach which happened 
amongft thofe worthy Perfons, who inftrumentally 
carried on ourCominon Caufe, arofefrom the taking 
away the Tiife and" Office of King, fo often declared 
for, and engaged to be maintained by the Parlia- 
ment j till then we went Hand in Hand, and took 
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fweet Council together: And if the A boli filing there - 
ofcaufed fo fad a Breach, probably the Reiteration 
of it may make it up again 

* Your Highnefs was pleafed to fay, * You af- 
' fumed the Office you now bear with no better Hope 

* than to prevent Mifchief i' queftionld's we may 
expect better Fruits from the Supreme Magiftracy : 
And if your Highnefs, who is every way lb worthy 
of that Office, had no better Hopes under the Title 
of Protciier^ we may juftly aftribe it not unto your- 
fcif, but unto the Conftitmion of Government you 
ndled under ; and therefore., if your Highnefs will 
aflunic the Supreme Magiftracy according to the 
Laws, we ftiaJl both hope and believe that you will 
not only prevent 111, but do much Good ; the beft. 
Governor being grafted upon the beft Government. 

* Your Highncfs expreffed fome Doubts, * That 

* the Providence of God hath Mailed the King's Ot- 

* fice in the Duft; and that, by an Act of Parlia- 

* ment, it was laid afide :' But I humbly hope your 
Highnefs will pardon me, if I cannot have the like 
Apprehenfion ; I cannot believe, if that Office were 
hlafted by the Hand of God, that the Parliament 
would advlfe and petition you to take it up. Be- 
sides, Sir, the very Act which fir ft call out the 
Kingly Office, did alio caft out the Supreme Ma- 
giftracy in any Single Perfon j yea, by way of Elec- 
tion or otherwife : Therefore I beg your Pardon, if 
J cannot think that that Act of Parliament can be 
interpreted as a providential Blading of thai Office, 
which your Highnefs thought neceffary to accept of; 
and by virtue of which we have, for fome Years 
paft, enjoyed Quiet and Protection ; But if Regal 
Government be blafted, then the Supreme Magift- 
racy in a Single Perfon is as much \b; they being 
both, equally, declared againft at the fame Time, 
and in the lame Acl of Parliament- Now, fmce 
your Highnefs, by your Actings, have evinced you 
did not believe the Supreme Magiftracy in a Single 
Perfon was blafted by Providence, you will permit 
us to believe that Regal Government is no more 
bhfted than thatj the fame Authority and the fame 
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Act having Wafted, as far as they could, both 
alike. 

* Your Highnefs is alio pleated to fay, ** Regal 

* Government h caft out de Fatto.' It the Weight 
of* the Argument durs r«ft theteun, ycur High- 
neft, by accepting the Petition and Advice of the 
Parliament, Will make your Argument as flxoqg 
for Regal Government as ever it was againft it j and 
J trs hoped your Highnefs will not doubt, that what 
one Supreme Authority did fupprcfs, another may 
trefr.. The letting up a Common wealth- Govern- 
ment feem'di needfory in their Judgment only, when 
they knew not what to do after they had ejected 
Kings ; and we fhah be in the like Perplexity, if 
noW you accept not of this Offer. The A<2t of Par- 
liament for abol ifliing of Monarchy mull be conji- 
dered under that Notion only; and yet I think there 
ate few that efteem it not as fit to prefer Regal Go- 
vernment again, under due Qualifications* as it 
then was efteemed fit not to allow of it under any. 
Again : If your Highnefs's Argument was carried 
on as far as it might be, I apprehend it might alfo 
brtng into Queftion, that the Parliament was blafted 
by Providence ; for whoever allows not the diilbl- 
vmg of the Ijong Parliament to be under that No- 
tion, will hardly find a good Reaibn for its Diflb- 
lution. 

* But it may be faid, s That the Long Parliament 

* was rejected ©n account of 1bme that acted in it, 

* who were fufpected to have a Oefign of pcrperu- 

* ating themfelves in that Authority, which would 

* have turned what mould have been our Phyfic in- 

* to our Poifou/ To which I humbly anfwtr, 
Had that been lb, the People might have hid new 
Writs fern unto them for the Election of their Re- 
prefentatives, who might have carried on the Public 
Affairs of the Nation by a new Parliament \ but it 
feems thofe Times would not bear it, and therefore 
a Convention of felecl PeiTons were called, uochofen 
by the People, to whom all Power was devolved ; 
and who had even a Right to have perpetuated 
themfclveg, by calling in to themfelves, from Time 

to 
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to Time, fuch as they thought fit ■ So that Parlia- 
ments were, not for that Turn only, laid afide, but 
even by that Constitution which did it, were perpe- 
tually excluded. Hence it is evident, That if 
Kings were it Fa£lo b Salted, Parliaments were the 
Jtke, vea much more fo; for in the A& for abolish- 
ing Regal Government, it was Treafbn in thofe 
only, who offered to reftore it without Consent 
of Parliament : But in that Aifembly there was no 
fuch Provifion for Parliaments at all ; for, by their 
Conftitution, Parliaments were excluded : And to 
evidence how much Strefs there lies barely upon a 
Legal Name, that Aflembly, to give a greater 
Sanction to their A clings, ftyled themfelves a Par- 
liiimttt, that being the only Name under which it 
was fit for them to be taken Notice of as the Su- 
preme Authority of the Nation j which po&blymay 
invite your High nefs to believe, that godly and wile 
Men think it cue mi a] to have Titles confonant to 
our Laws : And therefore that your Highnefs, in 
the Exercife of the Supreme Magistracy, will be 
the rather invited to a flume the Title of King; that, 
only, being confonant to the Law. 

* I think all fober Men agree upon the Neceffity 
of a Government, but for the particular Form there- 
of, it is left to the Wifdom of thofe which the 
People chufe to reprefent them, to fet up fuch a one 
as may be moft fitted to their Genius, and tikelieft 
to tend to their Good and Tranquility. If any can 
prove that Regal Government, by the Word of 
God, is unlawful, or thit the People have not 
Power to give the Supreme Magistrate what Name 
they think belt, I fhould be then fiient: But fince 
that Power is, unquestionably, in the Reprefenta- 
tives of the People ; fince they have defired your 
Hijjhnefs to govern them by the Title of JCimg j and 
(ince alfo nothing can be objected againft it, and 
both Reafon and Curtom plead for k, we earneftly 
hope you will not think fit to deny the People that 
which is their Right, and I believe was never yet 
denied, by any Supreme Magiltrate, to any People. 
To all this may be added. That if Kingfhif has 
H 2 been 
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been caft out by many Providences, your Highnefs* 
by accepting it, will fhew» That it is reftorcd 
leaft by as many more, that have happened in the 
Intervals between its Rejection and Reftitution. 

* Your Highnefs did further object, * That fome 

* good Men would be often ded at your Acceptance 

* of that Title.* 1 confeis that this is very confi- 
derable j and I think every judicious Perfon in the 
Houfe would be very cautious to give Men of that 
Character a juft Offence: I'ut your Highnefs will 
be pleafed to permit me to remind you of the Cha- 
racter you gave of good Men in your laft Speech : 

* They are fuch, you (aid, as give Obedience to 

* Gofpel-Ordinances; which require Obedience to 

* Authorities, not for Fear, .but for Confcience- 

* Sake : That you reckoned nothing of Piety with- 

* out that Circle; and that any Principle which op- 

* pofed this was diabolical, and fprung from the 

* Depth of Satan's Wickednefs.' 

* You were pleafed further tu fay, ' That though 

* fome good Men fcrupled at that Name the Par-: 

* 1 iament thought fit to reffore, yet their doing fo 

* was no Part of their Goodnefs ;' By all which it 
will be evident, that your Acceptance thereof can- 
not offend good Men, unlefs they efteem their Obe- 
dience to a Gofpc) -Ordinance an Offence, which I 
hope no good Men will or can do. 

4 I fliall alio humbly befeech your Highnefs fc 
confider, That if, on the one Side, the Acceptanc 
of the Title may offend fome good Men j fo, 01 
the other Side, the declining of it will give Offcnc 
to the Parliament, where all good Men are legally, 
and at once, represented. 

* The Cafe of David, when his Child was fick, 
may poffibly parallel the Cafe of fuch good Men a* 
are herein unfatisfied. While the Child was fick 
he was very earneft with the Lord for the reftorin_ 
of it to Health, but God was not pleafed fo to do, 
and the Child died : His Servants, being of another 
Principle than htmfeJf, thus reafoned : ' If his 

* Trouble and Grief were fo great while yet the 

* Child was not dead, what will it be now it is dead V

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But David reafoned thus: ' While there was Hope, inter-Titu

* dared, I chearfully fubmit to it,' I hope, as 
fcrupulous Confciences of good Men, in the parti- 
cular Point of Regal Government, is a Parable in 
the Hiftory, fo it wiii likewite prove in the Event* 

* Your High ne fs was further pleafed to mention 
' fome ConfiJerations In reference to Safety :' To 
which I humbly anfwer, The Things that are of- 
fered to you are juft m themfclvcs, in reference to 
Civil and Spiritual Things, and fo acknowledged by 
you : That Authority that tenders them, is the Su- 
preme Legal Authority of Three great Nations. 
You have a faithful and a good Army, and we have 
you at the Head of them : What fliail we then fear 1 
To which I fhall only add, That our Safety hath been 
often in Danger by the King and Parliament's dif- 
agreeing j but this is the firftTime, if it be in Dan- 

fer, that ever it was by their Agreement. To this 
may further add, That whatever- Evil may arife 
from your Agreement with your Parliament, it will 
befall us in the Way of our Duty, which is an in- 
ward Comfort to balance any outward Evil : But 
if any Evil happens by your not doling with your 
Parliament, wc {hall undergo the outward Harm, 
and be denied the inward Support. 

* Your Highnefs was alfo pleafed to fay, ' You. 

* had rather have any Name from this Parliament, 

* than the ^reatcft Name that is not given by them.* 
Permit me therefore now to fay, That, to all other 
Arguments, we have one that is irrefutable, and 
that is your own Engagement; for the Parliament 
*inth deftre and advife you to accept the Name of 
King : Hitherto wc have pleaded but upon the ac- 
count of your Engagement; and it is humbly hop'd 
that your Highnefs, who hath fo exa£lly obferved 
your Word to the worn; of your Enemies, will not 
break it to your beft Friends, the Parliament.' 

The Lord-Commiiu'oner tVhitloikt^ who was the 

firft, according to his Place as Chairman, that be-* 
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later-regnum, gun the Conference, concluded the whole Argu- 
l *^ i' ment with the following Difcourfe to the Protestor. 

A * lU - SIR, 

Lfjrd-Commir- * I have vei T little to trouble your Highnefs with. 

fientr fHfithdkf.So much hath been already fpoken, and fo well, 
that it will be hard for me, or any other, to add to 
it; only the Duty of my Employment, and fame- 
thing due to your Highnefs, occasions me to fpeak 
a few Words to acknowledge, with very humble 
Thanks, the Honour and Right which you have 
done this Committee, by the clear and free Dif- 
Courfes and Conferences which they have had with 
your Highnefs ; and for your frequent Expreflions 
and Teftimonies of Affection and Refpeft to the 
Parliament, whofe Senfe in this I may prefume to 
fpeak, That never any Perfons met their Supreme 
Magiftrate with more Love, Duty, and Honour, 
than the Parliament have met your Highnefs with, 
in their prefent Addreffes ; which Argument of 
Love deferves the Efteem and Force, which I doubt 
not but your Highnefs will put upon it. I am afraid 
to be too tedious at any Time, efpecially at fo late 
an Hour j and therefore I fhall fpeak but briefly to 
fome Things, which, as I remember, have not been 
mentioned. 

* Your Highnefs was plea fed, at the laft Meet- 
ing, to fay, * That the original Institution of the 
Title of King, was by common Confcnt; and that 
the fame common Content might inftitute any other 
Title, and make it as effectual as that of King;'' 
This muft be acknowledged; but, withall, you may 
be pleated to obferve, That the Title of King is not 
only by an original common Content, but that Con- 
tent alfo approved and confirmed, and the Law Jit- 
ted thereunto, and that fitted to the Laws, by the 
Experience and Induftry of many Ages, and many 
Hundreds of Years together ; whereas any other 
Title will be only by prefent common Confent, 
without that Experience and Approbation. 

* As for that Experience which your Highnefs 
* mentioned to have been of other Titles, and the 
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* due Adminiitration of Juftice under them,' that is 
far fhort of the other ; and tor the Courfe of Juftice, 
we have Cauii- to thank that Care which placed fa 
good Judges arid Officers over us j yet give me Leave 
to fay, That in private Caufes between Party and 
Party, and in public Matters in criminal Caufes, it 
was not eafy to find Juftice to be done by fame Ju- 
xorsj and many Quoilions have arifen upon the Oc- 
casion of thofe new Titles, Concerning that tender 
Point, good Men's Satisfaction, I think it requires 
a very great Regard from us ; and I doubt not but 
tbofe good People will be fully fatisfied, if they con- 
sider the Covenants, Promiies, and Precepts, which 
in the Scriptures are annex'd to the Name of King: 
And tho* fome have alledged, that they belong to 
any Chief Magiftrate as well as to a King ; yet no 
Miin did ever read the original Word tranfiatod 
otherwise than King ; neither do I find the prcfciK 
Title of Protect')*- once mentioned in Holy Writ. 

* If the preient Authority be a lawful Authority, 
which I hope none of us will deny, furely thofe good 
Men, who arc fo well principled inGodlinefs,, will 
nut forget that Precept of Submiflion to Authority; 
and fo be fatisfiud with that which lawful Authority 
(hall orduin. Their Rights and Liberties are the 
fame with ours ; and the Parliament cannot aJviic 
any thing for the Prefervation of the People's Rights 
but thofe good Men are included ; which I hope will 
be no Diuatisfaciion to them. In all the Changes 
which wc have fcen, there has been a Difliuisfac- 
tion in (bine, yet itill the Bleffingof God hath gone 
along, thro* all thefe Changes, with thofe who car-' 
ried an his Intereft; and the Caufe being the fame, 
the fame Mercies have been continued : And I doubt 
not (if the intended Change, qr rather Restitution, 
be made, as I hope it will) but the fame God will 
continue his BleiUngs to that good old Caufe where- 
in we are engaged ; and that al! good Men will re- 
ceive S at it= faction by it. 

* Your Highnefs hath been told, ' That the Title 
« of King is upon the Foundation of Law; and that 

* a new Title rouft have a new Conftitution to make 
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* the Laws relate unto it, and that unto the Laws ;* 
I (hall only add this, That a Title by Relation is not 
fo certain and fate as a Title upon the old Founda- 
tion of the Law ; and that a Title upon a prefent 
Jingle Confiuution, as any new one muft be, cannot 
be fo firm as a Title both upon the prefent Conftitu- 
tion and upon the old Foundation of the Law .ike- 
wire, which the Title of King will be. 

4 If any Inconvenience Ihould enfuc upon your 
Acceptance of this Title which the Parliament ad- 
viieth, your Highnefs's Satisfaction will be, that 
they did advife it : On the contrary, if any Incon- 
venience fhould an re upon your Highnefs's Rcfufal 
of that/Title which the Parliament hath advifed, 
your Burden will be the greater: And therefore, 
whatsoever may fall out, will be better anfwered by 
your Highnefs's complying with your Parliament 
than otherwife. 

* This Qyeftion h not altogether new; fame In- 
ftances have been given of the like, to which I flial! 
add two or three. The Title of the King of Eng- 
land, in the Realm of Ireland, was Lord of Ireland. 
And the Parliament, in the 33d or Henry the Eighth, 
reciting the Inconveniences which did arife there 
by reafon of that Title, did ena£l, That Henry the 
Eighth fhould affume the Style and Title of King of 
Ireland, which, in the Judgment of that Parlia- 
ment, was preferred before the other. 

* In the State of Rente, new Titles proved fetid 
to their Liberties ; their Cafe was not much unlike 
ours j they were wearied with a Civil War, ami 
coming to a Settlement, Cun£ta Difcordiit Civilibus 

f e Jf a * J u ^ *MMite Priftciph Imperium accept t ; fomc 
would not admit the Title of Rex to be ufed, but 
were contented to give the Titles of Cafar, perpe- 
tuus DiilaUr^ Princeps Senates, Imperatsr. JS/cn 
fum Rex, fed Cafar, And it came at lafl to this, 
Voluntas Cafar is pro Lege habebalur* 

* The Northern People were more happy amongfl 
themfelves: A private Gentleman, of a Noble Fa- 
mily, took up Arms with his Countrymen againil a 
Tyrant ; and, by the BlerTmg of God, refcued their 
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native Liberties, and Rights of tVicir Country, from Imer-repnoiti 
the Oppreflion of thai Tyrant. This Gentleman 
hid the Title of Marjbnl given to him, which con- 
tinued fome Years. Afterward their Parliament, 
judging it heft to refume the old Title, elected this 
Gentleman to be their King-^ and with him were 
brought in the Liberty of the Proteftant Religion, 
and the Eftnblifhment of the Civil Rights of that 
People, which have continued in a prosperous Con- 
dition ever fince unto this Day. 

* Sir, I fhall make no other Application ; but, in 
my Prayers to God, to direct your Htghnefs and the 
Parliament (as I hope he will) to do that which will 
be moft for his Honour, and the Good of his 
People/

This Petition 
was fubferibed by two Colonels, feven Lieutenant- 
Colonels, eight Majors, and fixteen Captains, who, 
with fuch Officers in the Houfe as were of the fame 
Opinion, made up the Majority of thofe which 
were then quartered about the Town,' 

* It was difficult (adds our Memorialift) to deter- 
mine whether the Houfe or Cremweil was moft An - 
Erired at this unexpected Addrcfs ; but, certainly, 
oth were infinitely difturbed at it. As foon as the 
Notice of it was brought to him, he fent for Lieu- 
tenant-General FUetwted, and toid him, * That he 
wondered he would I utter fuch a Petition to pro- 
ceed fo far, which might eafily have been prevent- 
ed, firtcc he knew it to be his Refolution not to ac- 
cept the Crown without the Confent of the Army \ 
and therefore defired him to haften to the Houfe, 
and put them off from doing any Thing furthei 
therein. The Lieutenant- General immediately 
went thither, and told .them, That the Petition 
jught not to be debated, much lefs to be anfwerec! 

at 
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inteif-regntun. at this Time, the Contents of it being to dcfire 
them not to prefs the Protector to be King, where- 
as the prefent Bufinefs was to receive his Anfwer 
to what had been formerly offered to him ; and 
therefore he infiired that the Debate of it might be 
put off, for the prefent. 

Mr. Ludlsw*s Account of the foregoing Affair 
ftands confirmed by the Journals ; in which it ap- 
pears, That, the Petitioners being withdrawn, the 
Houfe, without coming to any Refolution as to the 
Matter of the Petition, went to meet the Lord Pro- 
testor at the Bantjuefmg-Hsufs, according to his 
Appointment; where he delivered his Sentiments to 
them in tbefe Words :

Not withfta riding CrcmurrlFs refufmg the Title of 
Kir.p, with fuch fecming Earneftnefs, it appears, 
upon the Evidence f Mr. iVbitktkt and Secretary 
That-lot) ' That the Proteftor was not only fully 
fatisfied in his own private Judgment, that it was Bt 
for him to accept of the Parliament's PropofaJ, but 
aifo declared to feveral Members his Resolution to 
do fo ; and that Matters were prepared in order 
thereto *.* A modern Hiftorian b adds, That a

by fcveral original Letters iince published c , that 1S57. 
not only the Protestor's awn Family, but even the ^— v— -* 
fagacious Tbur{oe t was captivated with The Glare * 

of his Matter's expected Monarchy. — —And altho' 
all Hiftorians agree that Crsmweii's Fear of the Re- 
fentment of the principal Officers in his Army, (who 
might hope to fucceed him as Protestor in their 
Turn) the Solicitations of the Republicans, and the 
fufpecled Fury of the various Fmhufiafts of. the 
Times d , did, without Doubt, principally contri- 
bute to this Piece of Self- Denial » yet it is ob- 
fervable* from the whole Conduct of the Commit - 
lee in the foregoing Conference, that their Aim V*s 
rather to reftore the Conftitution» than to pay a Per- 
gonal Compliment to Cram xveil: And had he accept- 
ed the Title of Kiag t his own Depofal might pofiibly 
have made Way for the Reiteration of the Stuart 
Family; hnce, if the Government muft have been 
veiled in a King, the Nation would probably have 
ciiofen rather to fubmit to the Family of their an- 
tient Monarcbs, than to one who had been fo lately 
their Fellow- Subject; and the rather, fince fuch -a 
Revolution would have delivered the Kingdom from 
the terrible Confluences of a difputed Title be- 
tween a King de Jure and a King dt F*c;o> ■ ■ 
How far the Jealoufy of fuch a Turn might contri- 
bute to CramwtiFs. Determination, is Matter of 
Speculation ; but this Conjecture will, perhaps, be 
allowed to have fome Weighty when it is remem- 
bered that not one of the Orators of the Cororoiree, 
except Mr. LijU, h^d any Concern in the Trial of 
KingCharles theFirft, and even he did not fign the 
bloody Warrant ; and that moil of the others ha<4 
been tecluded by the Army in December, 1648, be- 
fore the Judicial Procefs was commenced againil 
«hat unhappy Prince. To this may be added, That 
J,ord Clarendjn % though he fays that mam of the 
Cavaliers were ft rude with Horror at the Propofu! 
for advancing Cromwell to the Croiv:i, as tearing un 
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latu- rcenum. all future Hopes of ihe Royal Family by the Roots-, 
1657. yet he admits that Nobody was forwarder in that 
Acclamation than very many of the King's Party, 
who really believed that the making Cromwell King, 
for the prefent, was the bed Expedient for the Re- 
iteration of his Majcily ; and that the Army and tlie 
whole Nation would then have been united rather 
to reftore the true, than to admit of a falfe, Sove~ 
reign, whofe Hypocrify and Tyranny being now de- 
tected and known, would be the more dttefted. 



But to return : 

In canvafling and debating the foregoing Speech 
of the Lord Protector, the Office of Kmgjhip* which 
they had put into their Humble Petition and Advice, 
and which he had, now, artfully refufed to accept, 
came in Queftton ; and on the 19th of this Month 
Ht*^e r S" the Hcufe refoived, on a Divinon of 77 againit 45, 
ftyk lum Lord that the Words Lord Protecisr ihou Id be inferted in- 
Pfoieaor, with fte ad of that of King, 

certain J.Lmi tui- 
tion s of his 
PoWW, 
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It is obfervable that, in the foregoing Conferen 
ces between Crmweli and the Committee, the prin- 
cipal Arguments urged for his being King, we 
grounded upon a jufl Apprehenfion ot the lnconve 
niences which might ante to the Public from th 
Government's being vefted in a Title unknown to 
the Conftitution. The Monarchical Party there- 
fore, being over-ruled in thL Queition, infilled, 
that, as the Houfe had thought fit to change the 
Name of King into that of Pratt flsr, a Committee 
might be appointed to whom it fhould be referred to 
confider bow that Title might be bounded, limited, 
and circumflamtated. This being too rcafonable a 
Propofal to fuffer a Negative, a Committee was 
appointed accordingly; nevcrthelefs when they mad 
their Report, on the 22d, the Queftion for agrcein 
thereto was carried By a Majority of only 53 Voice 
againft50; which confirmed the Sufpicion that thofc 
who oppofed Crormvcli's being King, fought to ren 
der him more abfolute as Prote8or. However, the 
Queftioil for agreeing with the Committee being

tarried, the Houfe then refolved, That imtead of the 
Paragraph in their Petition, running thus. That your 
Highnefs will be pieajed to ajfame the Name, Style, 
Title, Dignity , end Office of King of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland, and the refpeclhe Dominions and 
Territories thereto belonging ; and u exercife tht fame 
according to the Laws sf theft Nations ; this Claufe 
be infer ted : That your Highnefs iviil be plsafed % by and 
under the Name and Style of Lord Protector ef the 
Commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
and the Dominions and Territories thereunto belong- 
ings to hold and exercife the Office ef Chief Magi- 
fir ate ef thefe Nations j and to govern according to 
this Petition and Advice in all Things therein con- 
tained) and, in all other Things* according to the 
Laws of thefe Nations, and not etherwife. 

This knotty Point being thus fmoothed, put an 
End to all farther Debates on the Parliament's Pe- 
tition and Advice ; and it was ordered to be en- 
grofled fair as foon as poffible. On the 2 5th> the 
Day appointed by Cromwell to receive it, he came 
down to tVejinunfter ; and fending for the Houfe to 
attend him in the Painted Chamber, the Speaker 
prefented the fame to his Highnefs, acquainting him 
with the Alterations made therein 5 and then the 
whole was read in the following Terms : 

To his Highnefs the Lord Protector of

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Almighty God t in delivering us from that Tyranny 
and Bondage, both in our Spiritual and Civil Con- 
cernments, which the late King and his Party defigned 
to bring us under t and furfued the effecting thereof 
by a long and bloody IVar ; and aljo that it hath plea- 
fed the fame gracious God to preferve your Perjon in 
many Battles, to make you an injirument for pre-

Army, whofe Faitbfulnefs to the Common Caufe, we 
and all good Men Jhall ever acknowledge, and put a 
ju/l Value upon ; fo alfo that he will ufe you and 
them in the fettling and fecuring our Liberties , as we 
are Men and Chrifliam, to us and our Psflerity af- 
ter us$ which are thofe great and glorious Ends which 
the good People of theft Nations have fo freely, with 
the Hazard of their Lives and Bftates, fs long and 
earnejHy contended for : We eonftder liiewife the con- 
tinual Danger which your Life is in$ from the bloody 
Praclices, both of the malignant and difconttnted Par- 
ty, (one 'whereof, thro* the Goednefs of God, you have 
been lately delivered from) it being a received Prin- 
ciple amongji them, That no Order being fettled in 
your Lifetime for the Succeffion in the Government, 
nothing is wanting to bring us into Blood and Cenfu- 
fon, and them to their dejired Ends, but the De fit ac- 
tion of your Perjon ; and in cafe Things fljould thus 
7-emain at your Death, we are not able to exprefi

X. And whereas your HighneJ s , out sf your Zeal to 
the Glory of God, and the Propagation of the Gsfpel 
ef our Lord fefns Chrijl, hath been pleafed to encou- 
rage a Godly Minifry in theft Nations ; /P'e earneflly 
dejire that fuch as do openly revile them or their Af- 
femblies, or di/lurb them in the fforfhip or Service ef 
God, totheDifhonourofGod, Scandal of good Aden, 
or Breach of the Peace, may be punifhed according to 
Law : And where the Laws are defective, that your 
Highnrfs will give Confent to fuch Laws as fhall be 
made in that Behalf 

XI. That the true P rot eft* ant Chrijlian Religion, 
as it is contained in the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
IVew Tef lament, and no other, be held forth and af- 
ferted for the public Profeffion ofthefe Nations ; And 
a Confeffton of Faith to be agreed by your Highnefs 
and the Parliament, according to the Rule and War- 
rant of the Scriptures, be afferted, held forth, and re- 
commended to the People ofthefe Nations \ that tione 
may be fuffered or permitted, by opprobrious Words or 
Writing, malieioufy or contemptuoufly to revile or 
reproach the Confjfion of Faith to be agreed upon as 
of or ef aid : And fuch who prof cfs- Faith in God the 
Father, and in Jefus Chriji his eternal Son the True 
God, and in the Holy Spirit, God co-equal with the 
Father and the Son, One God blejfed for ever; and do 
acknswhdge the Holy Scriptures of (he Old and New 
T'efiament to be the revealed JVill and Ward of God, 
and fhall in other Tilings differ in Doclrine, Warfhip % 
er Difcipiine, from the public Profeffion held forth. 
Endeavours fliall be ufed to convince them, by found 
Doctrine, and the Example of a good Convtrfitha : 
But that they may net be compelled thereto by Penal- 
ties, nor refrained from their Profeffion ; but proteHed 

from all Injury and Molejlatian in the Profeffion of 
the Faith , and Exercife of their Religion, whdji 
they abufe not this Liberty to the civil Injur* of others, 
or the Dijlurbance of the public Peace ; fo that this 
Liberty be ?iot extended to Popery or Prelacy, or is 
Countenancing fuch who publifh horrible Biaf- 

plemttf 
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Interregnum, phemits^ er praflife or hold forth Licentioufnefs or 
Profantnefs under the Profeffwn of Ghrift : And that 
tbsfe Miniflers or public Preachers, who Jhall agree 
•with the public Profeffion afore/aid in Matters of 
Faith t although in their Judgment and PraUke they 
differ tn Matter* of IVorjhip and Difcipline, Jhall 
not only have Protection in the Way of their Charcots 
and IVorjhip refpeclively, but be ejieemed fit and ca- 
pable, {notwithftanding fuch Difference, being ether- 
wife duly qualified and duly approved) of any Truff t 
Promotion, or Employment wbatfoever in thefe Na- 
tions, that any Miniflers who agree in DocJrine, IVor- 
fiip, and Difcipline with the public Prof effion afore- 
fatd tire capable of; and all ethers who agree with the 
public Profeffion in Alatters of Faith,, although they 
differ in Matters of Worjhip and Difcipline as 
aforefaidy jhall not only have Proteclion as aforefaid, 
but be ejieemed fit and capable (notwithftanding fuch 
Difference, being otherwije duly qualified) of any 
Civil Trujl, Employment, or Promotion in thefe 
Nations : But for fuch Perfons who agree not in 
Matters of Faith with the public Profeffion afore- 
faid, they jhall not be capable of receiving the public 
Maintenance appointed for the Miniftry. Provided, 
That this Clauje pall not be con/irued to extend to 
enable fuch Miniflers or public Preachers, or Pafiors 
of Congregations, but that they he di fabled, and they 
are hereby dijabled, to hold any Civil Employment^ 
which tbsfe in Orders were or are difabled to hold, 
by an Ait, infilled, An A<S for difabfing all Perfons 
in Holy Orders, to exerctfe any Temporal Jurif- 
di£lion or Authority. And that your Highnefs will 
give y4ur Csnfent, That all Laws, Statutes, Ordi- 
nances, and Claufcs in any Laiv, Statute, and Or' 
dinanct, fo far as they are contrary to the aforefaid 
Liberty, be repealed. 

XII. That all ASls and Ordinances of Parlia- 
ment made for the abollfhing of Archhijhsps and Bi- 
fiwps, and for the abolijhing of Deans, Deans and 
Chapters, Canons, Prebends, end ether Offices and 
Titles sf, or belonging to, any Cathedral er Colli ^

unto any, or either of them* belonging ; or for the k ^S7» 
Sole or other Dijpofttion of the Lands, Rents* and * 
Hereditament) of the late King, l&ueett, or Prime ; 
er ef the Lands of Delinquents, tee -Farm or other 
Rents , Forejl- Lands, or any of them ; or any other 
Lands, Tenements, Rents, or Hereditaments, lately 
belonging to the Commonwealth, flmll no way he im- 
peached, but that they do remain good and firm ; and 
that the Security given by Ad and Ordinance of Par- 
liament, for any Sum or Sums ef Alonics, by any of 
the /aid Lands, the Excife, or by any other public 
Revenue ', and aifo the Securities given by the Public 
Faith ef the Nation, and the Engagement of thf 
Public Faith for Satisfaclion of Debts, may remain 
firm and good } and not be made void by any Pretence 
whatfoever. 

XIII. That all and every Perfon and Pt'rfoHS Y whs 
have aided 7 abetted, advijed, or ajfiftcd in any War 
ogeinjl the Parliament, jmce the fir ft Day of Janu- 
ary, 1641, (unlefs he or they have fnce borne Arm; 
for the Parliament, or your Highnefs, or otberivife 
given fignal Tellimony of his or their goad Affetlion 
to the Commonwealth, and continued faithful to the 
famt) and all fuch as have hen ailually engaged in 
any Plot t Confpiracy, or Defign, againfl the Perfon 
of your Higbncjs, or in any Infurretlhn or Rebellion, 
in England or Wales, ftnee the ibth of December, 
J653. And for Scotland, that all and every Per-- 
f&n and Perfons, who have been in Arms againjl the 
Parliament of England, or again fl the Parliament in 
Scot] and, before the firjl Day of April, 1648, (ex- 
cept fuch as have fsnee borne Arms in the Service of 
the Parliament of England, or your Highnefs t of 
given other fignal Tejlimony of their good AffeSlion ) 
and every Perfon or Perfons that, fnce the find prft 
Day of April, 1648, have been in Arms, er gtherwif* 
aided, abetted, advifed, or offifted in any War again jl 
the Parliament of England, or your Highnefs, (ex- 
cept fuch Perfons, who, having been in Arms, or other ~ 
wife abetted, advifed, or affifted in any War againjl 
the Parliament of England, er your Highnefs, jince

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Intcr-regnum. the firfl Day of April, j 648,) and were not in Arm. 
againjl the Parliament of England, or again]} the 
j} , Parliament of Scotland, before the firfl Day of April, 
j 6 4.8 t and haviifmce the firfl Day of March, 165 1 
Old Style, lived peaceably, and thereby given Tejiimon 
of their good AffeMion to the Parliament, and yo. 
Highnefs, be made incapable, for ever, of holding 
cr enjoying of any Office or Place of public Truji in 
thefe three Nations, or any of them. 

Provided, Thai nothing in this Article contained 
Jhall extend ts put any Incapacity in this Article men- 
tioned, upon any Englifh or Scots Proteflanti in Ire- 
land, who, before the firfl Day of March, 1649, 
have borne Arms for the Parliament or your High- 
nefs, or otherwife given fignal Teflifnony of their good 
JffeElion to this Commonwealth, and continued faith- 
ful to the fame. 

XIV. And that your Highnefs will be pleafed to 
confent, That nothing in this Petition and Advice con- 
tained, nor your Higfmefi's rfffent thereto, Jhall be 
conflrued to extend ts the difjolving of this prefent 
Parliament j but that the fame Jhall continue and 
remain, untill fuch Time as your Highnefs Jhall think 
fit to dijfolve the fame, 

XV. And that nothing contained in this Petition 
and Advice, nor your Highnefs's Confent thereunto y 
Jhall be con/hued to extend to the repealing or making 
void of any AM or Ordinance which is not contrary 
hereunto, or to the Matters herein contained; but 
that the faid ASIs and Ordinances, not contrary here- 
unto, Jhall continue and remain in Force, in fuch 
Manner as if this prefent Petition and Advice had 
not at all been had or made, or your Highnefs Con- 
fent thereunto given.

And thefe our Defires being granted by your High- 
nefs, we /ball hope, through the rich Mercy and Good 
nefs of God, that it will prove feme Remedy to thofe 
^Dangers, Diffractions, and Difhmpers which thtje 
J\ r ations are noiu in, and be an effectual Means U 
remove thofe fealoufes and Fears which remain in the 
Minds of many Men concerning the Government of

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and encouraged, with ail Chearfufnefs, to the fettling 
of juih 'Things ivh'icb jhall be further ntcejfary for tht 
Good of thefe Nat ism ; and be moft ready to join with 
you in promoting the Work of Reformation happily be- 
gun by your Highnefs, the regulating Courts of Ju- 
Jlite, and abridging both the Delays and Charges of 
Law Suiti ; and apply eurfelves to Jucb other Cottrfet 
and Counfels as mny be mofl like to heai our Breaches 
and Divijisns, and to re/leri thefe poor Nations to a 
Union and Confijhtuy with thtmfehes, and ts lay a 
Foundation of a further Confidence between yaur 
Highnefs and them, to tfye Rejoicing of tht Hearts of 
our Friends, and Terror of our Enemies. 

Thus being dene., the Speaker, in the Name of 
the Parliament, deftred his Highneft.'s Confent to 
the whole ; which was read, by the Clerk, in thefe 
Words, The Lord Protetlor doth eettjhtt. 

After all which his Highnefs made the following 
Speech :

* pf God : His Prefence, going along, will enable

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me to the Di (charge of fo great a Duty and Tmft iater-r*ftmi* # 
as this is, ami nothing elfe can. 

* Ho^ibeit, I have fome other Things to defire 
of you, I mean of the Parliament, That, feeing 
this is but, as it were, an Introduction to the car- 
rying on of the Government of thefc Nations; and 
forafmuch as there are many Things, which can- 
not be fupphed, for enabling me to the carrying 
on of this Work, without yemr Help and Ailift- 
ance ; I think it is my Duty to alk your Help ift 
them. Not that I doubted $ for I believe tlic 
fame Spirit that hath led you to this, will cafily 
fuggeft the reft to you, 

* The Truth is, and I can fay in the Prefence 
of God, that nothing would have induced me t* 
have undertaken this unfup portable Burden td 
Flefh and Blood, had it not been that I have 
feen, in this Parliament, all along, a Care of 
doing all thofe Things that might truly and really 
anfwer the Ends that we have been engaged for. 
You have fatisfied me of your Forward tiefs and 
Readincfs therein fully already. 

* I thought it my Duty, when your Committee, 
which you were pleafod to fend to me, to give the 
Grounds and Reafons of your Procedings to help 
to inform my Confcience and Judgment ; I was 
then hold to offer to them feveral Confiderations, 
which were received by them, and have been pre- 
fented to you : In Anfwer to which the Committee 
did bring me feveral Refolves of yours, which I 
have by me. I think thofe are not yet made fo 
authentic and authoritative as was defired : And 
therefore, though 1 cannot doubt it, yet I thought 
it my Duty to afk it of you, that there may be a 
Perfecting of thofe Things. 

' Indeed, as I faid before, I have my Witnefs it\ 
the Sight of God, that nothing would have ben

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Particulars thereof being read *, the Houfe appoint- In*n ngiiBiii 
ed ihe enfuing Wednefday to be fet apart for a Day JD - r " 
0/ public Thanksgiving to Almighty God, through- ~T V 
out London and IVeftminfier, on this glorious Oc- 
cafion. They alfo voted the Sum of 500A tobe_, „ ,. 
laid out m the rurchafe of a Jewel, to be prefented vate him» lewd 
to the Admiral as a Mark of Honour, and a Teili-of 500/. v*luc 
mony of the Lord Protestor and the Parliament's &c * 
Refentment of his eminent and faithful Services for 
this Commonwealth. They likewifc ordered a 
Letter of Thanks to the Admiral and Officers of 
the Fleet, and a Prefent of 100/. to Capt, Story, 
who brought the News of this important Action." 
But the gallant Blah lived not long enough to re- 
ceive thefe Marks of the Parliament's Refpeil; dy- 
ing on board his own Ship, on his Return to Eng- 
land^ at the very Entrance of the Fleet into the 
Sound of Plymouth j and leaving behind him the 
Character of one of the greateft Admirals this Na- 
tion ever bred.

It is remarkable, that as this magnanimous Admiral 
lived at a Time when the Government was conti- 
nually fluffing from Form to Form, he conftantly 
inculcated to the Sailors, That it was no Concern of 
theirs to intermeddle in the Dtjputes at hstne, but to 
make ;: their folt Bu/mefi (0 jupport the Honour and 
intereft of Great-Britain againjl Foreigners. And 
to the Influence of this Maxim feems to be greatly 
owiing the amazing Succefles of the Brit'ifo Fleet 
abroad, while the Nation was torn with inteftine 
Divisions at home.

The Rifing of the Parliament being now near at 
Hand, and many Bills got ready for the Lord Pro- 
tector's Affent, the 9th of this Month was appointed

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for that Purpofe. About Eleven ©'Clock that Day, (nter-regnam, 
the Houfe received a MeJlage from his Highnefs, , 1 _ i7 ' 
fignifying that he was then in the Paint ed- Chamber, j une> 
and defired to fpeak with them there. Accordingly 
the Speaker, attended by the whole Houfe, went up 
thither ; and after a pithy and fhort Speech, (as the 
fournah exprefs it) touching the deliberate and 
grave Proceedings of this Parliament, did, in their 
Name, preient his Highnefs with three Bills for an 
Afleflment towards defraying the Charges of the 
Span'tjb War, and other Occaiions of the Common- 
wealth 11 ; together with divers other Bills, Come of a 
public, and others of a private. Concernment; be- 
ing but, as he ftyled them, Grapes preceding the 
full Vintage. 

In the Afternoon, the Houfe being met again, 
the Speaker reported the Lord Protector's Speech, 
made that Morning, upon prefenting the Bills, 
which was to this Effect :

Under/landing it hath been the Praelice of thofe 
vjho have been Chief Governors, to acknowledge, with 
Thanks to the Commons , their Care and Regard of 
the Public, I do very heartily and thankfully acknow- 
ledge their Kindnefs herein. 

The Houfe was ftill bufied, in feveral Commit- 
tees, about framing divers Bills, both public and 
private ; and fo continued every Day, Morning 
and Afternoon, without any thing intervening

State anu Magnificence. 

There is but a very lame Account of this new Piece 
of State Pageantry in the Journals^ or Contemporary 
JVr iters : We therefore think proper, ilflce this 
Affair was tranfafted in Parliament, the Speaker 
and the whole Houfe attending, to exhibit the Nar- 
rative thereof at large, as publiflied by the Protec- 
tor's Authority.

This appear;, by the jfaurrralt, to be a great Miftakc ; ("or the Par- 
liament actually appointed a Committee on purpofe to provide for and 
marshal the Ceremonial of the Inauguration) The Contemporary 
Hiirotiiiiis have fallen into many Errors, which have been implicitly 
fallowed uy liter Writers, for want of confulttitg tliofe Fountains of 
Authority, the Journals of Parliament.

1 About Two of the Clock in the Afternoon his 
Highnefs came from Whitehall by Water, and land- 
ing at the Parliament Stairs, went up into the 
Chamber called the Lords Houfe ; where having 
retired himfelf a-while, Mr. Speaker and the Mem- 
bers of Parliament being come to the Painted- 
Chamber, his Highnefs attended by his" Council, the 
Officers of State, and the Judges, met them; and 

fave hisCotifeiit to the Additional and Explanatory 
etition and Advice of the Parliament, to a Bill for 
an Adjournment thereof to the 20th of January next, 
and to all fuch other Bills as were then prefentcd 
to him, 

' From thence the Speaker, with the Members 
of Parliament, departed to the great Hall at IVefl- 
minjler, where they fcated themfelves in the Places 
provided for than. 

' His Highnefs, after a fhort Retirement in a 
Room near the Painted Chamber, returned into the 
Houfe of Lords ; the Lords Commiffioners of the 
Great Sea!, the two Lords Chief Juftices* the Ma- 
imer of the Rolls, and the Judges, in the Interim, 
placing themfelves on one Side of the faid Houfe ; 
and the Lord Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen of 
the City of Landon, on the other. From the faid 
Houfe his Highnefs palled towards the Hall in the 
TVIajiner following : 

* In the firft Place went his Highnefs's Gentle- 
man and other Perfons of Quality ; next, an Officer 

of 
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of Arms going before the Recorder and Aldermett 
of London in their Scarlets; next, another Officer 
of Arms went before Mr. Attorney-General and 
the Lords the Judges in their Robes and Order » 
next them* Norroy^ King of Arms ; then four Ser- 
jeants at Arms, with their Maces, going before the 
Lords Cornmiffioners of the Treafury and of th& 
Great Seal, (the Lord-Commiffioner Fiennes bear- 
ing the Seal) and the Lord-Prefident of his High- 
fiefs's Council ; then came Garter, principal King 
of Arms, before the Earl of Warwick^ who bore 
the Sword before his Highnefs; on whofe Left 
Hand went the Lord Mayor of Lmdon r by his 
Highnefs's fpecial Favour, bearing the City Sword ; 
after whom came his Highnefs, being attended by 
his Council, the Principal Secretary of State, and 
divers of the Nobility and other Perfons of great 
Quality. 

* His Highnefs being entered on the Place, and 
Handing under the Cloth of State, Mr. Speaker did, 
in the Name of the Parliament, prefent feveral 
Things, ready laid upon the Table, to his High- 
nefs, viz. A Robe of Purple Velvet, lined with 
Ermine, being the Habit antiently ufed at the fo- 
Jemn Inveftiture of Princes j next, a large Bible, 
richly gilt and bofs'd ; next, a Sword; and, laftly, 
a. Sceptre, being of many Gold ; which being fb 
prefented, Mr. Speaker came from his Chair, took 
the Robe, and therewith veiled his Highnefs, being 
aflifted therein by the Earl of Warwick^ the Lord 
TVbithtke, and others : Which being done, the 
Bible Was delivered unto his Highnefs ; after that, 
Mr. Speaker girt about htm the Sword ; and, laltly, 
delivered his Highnefs the Sceptre. 

Thefe Things being performed, Mr. Speaker re- 
turned unto his Chair, and adminiftered to the 
Lord Protestor the Oath, prepared by the Parlia- 
ment, for that Purpofe r ; which he having taken, 
the Speaker addrefTcd himfelf to his Highnefs in the 
following Speech :

men, and Sheriffs of Lnndan y the moll noble and 
populous City of England, The Parliament, with 
the Interpoution of your Suffrage, makes Laws;

' The Occauon of this great Convention and la- 
tercourfe, is to give an Inveftiture to your High* 
nefe in that eminent Place of Lord Protestor ; A 
Name you had before ; but it is now fettled by the 
full and unanimous Content of the People of thefc 
Three Nations aflembled in Parliament.

* The firft is a Robe of Purple; an Emblem of 
Magiftracy, and imports Righteoufnefs and Juftice: 
When you have put on this Veftjnent, I may fay 
(and I hope without Offence) that you are a Gown- 
Man, This Robe b of a mix'd Colour, to fhew 
the Mixture of Juftice and Mercy, which are then 
jTtoft excellent when they are well tempered toge- 
ther. Juftice without Mercy is Wormwood and 
Bitternefs ; and Mercy without Juftice is of too foft 
a Temper for Government: For a Magistrate muft 
have two Hands, fkSttntem tt amplettentem* 

* The next Thing is a Bible ; a Book that con- 
tains the Holy Scriptures, in which you have the 
Honour and Happinefs to be well vcrfed. This is 
the Book of Life, confiding of two Teftaments, 
the Old and New. In the firft we have Chrijium 
vefatum, Chrift in Types, Shadows, and Figures; 
in the latter we have Chrijium rcvelatum^ Chrift re- 
vealed. 
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Inter. regno m, vealed. This Book carries in it the Grounds of the 
1657. true Chriftian Proteftant Religion -, it is a Book of 
Books ; it contains in it both Precepts and Examples 
for good Government. 

* Alexander fo highly valued the Books of hts Ma- 
fter Arijhtle, and other great Princes other Books, 
that they have laid them every Night under their 
Pillows, i Thefe are all but Legends and Romances 
to this one Book ; a Book to be had always in Re- 
membrance ; I find it is faid in a Part of this Book, 
which I (hall defire to read, and it is this: 

Deut. xv ii. And it Jhall be when be fittetb upon 
the Throne of bis Kingdom, that he Jhall write u 
Copy of this Law in a Bosk t out of that which is be- 
fore the Priefh and Levttes. And it Jhall be with 
him, and he Jhall read therein all the Days of bis 
Lifcy that he may learn to fear the Lord God, and 
to keep all the f fords of bis Law, and ibofe Statutes, 
to do them. 

Thai his Heart be not lifted up above his Brethren \ 
and that be turn not afide from the Commandment, 
to the Right Hand or to the Lefty to the end he may 
prolong his Days in his Kingdom, be and his Children 
in the midfl o/"Ifrael. 

* The next Thing that I am to offer to your 
Highnefs is a Sceptre, not unlike a Staff; for you 
are to be a Staff to the Weak sind Poor. *Tis of 
anticnt Ufe in this Kind \ 'tis faid in Scripture, in 
reference to fudah f the Royal Tribe, That the 
Sceptre Jhall not depart from Judah. It was of like 
Ufe in other Kingdoms and Governments : Homer, 
the Prince of the Greek Poets, calls Kings and 
Princes Sceptre- Bearers. 

* The laft Thing is a Sword, not a Military, hut 
a Civil Sword; a Sword rather for Defence than 
Offence; not to defend yourfelf only, but others 
alfo. This Sword is an Emblem of Juftice. The 
Noble Lord Talbot, m Henry the Sixth's Time, 
wrote upon his Sword, Ego fum Talboti propter 
cccidendum himicos mcos , this pallant Lord was 2 
better Soldier than a Critic, If I might prefume to 

fix 
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fix a Motto upon this Sword, it {hould be this, inter-regnuni. 
Ego jam Domini Pr6te8sris r ad prottgendum Pe- 
fulum me urn. 

* I fay, this Sword is an Emblem of Juftice, and 
is to be ufcd as King Sehmon ufed his, for the Dif- 
covery of the Truth in Points of Juftice. I may 
fay of this Sword as King David faid of Gal'tab'* 
Sword, There is none Hie this, Juftice is the proper 
Virtue of the Imperial Throne, and by Juftice the 
Thrones of Kings and Princes are eftabliftied* 
Juftice is a Royal Virtue; which, as one faith of it, 
doth employ the other three cardinal Virtues in her 
Service. 

i. ' Wifdoni, to difcern the Nocent from the In- 
nocent. 

a. * Fortitude, to profecute and execute. 

3. * Temperance, fo to carry Juftice that Faf- 
fion be no Ingredient, and that it be without Con- 
fufion or Precipitation. 

* You have given ample Teftimony in all thefe 
Particulars ; fo that this Sword, in your Hand, will 
be a right Sword of Juftice, attended with Wifdom, 
Fortitude, and Temperance. 

< When you have all thefe together, what a 
comely and glorious Sight it is to behold a Lord 
Protestor in a Purple Robe, with a Scepter in his 
Hand, a Sword of Juftice gitt about him, and hi.-. 
Eyes fixed upon the Bible ! Long may you profper- 
oufly enjoy them all, to your own Comfort, and 
the Comfort of the People of thefe Three Nations.' 



* His Highnefs ftanding thus adorned in Princely 
State, according to his Merit and Dignity, looking 
up unto the Throne of the Molt High, who is 
Prince of Princes, and in whom is all his Confi- 
dence, Mr. Mantan t by Prayer, recommended his 
Highnefs, the Parliament, the Council, his High- 
nefs's Forces by Sea and Land, the whole Govern- 
ment, and People of thefe Three Nations, to the 
Biefting and Protection of God Almighty. 

* After this the People giving feveral great Shouts, 
and the Trumpets founding, his Highnefs fat down

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Hand. 

* At the Right Elbow, by his Highnefs's Chair t 
fat his Excellency the Lord Ambaflador Extraordi- 
nary of France 1 ; at the Left, his Excellency the 
Lord Ambaflador Extraordinary of the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces* : On the Right Side 
of the Chair flood the Earl of JParxvick* bearing the 
Sword ; and on the Left Side the Lord Mayor of 
London, with the City Sword: Near to his High- 
nefs ftood the moft Noble Lord, the Lord Richard 
Cromwell - t his Excellency the Lord Fleetwood, Lord- 
Deputy of Ireland; the Rt. Hon. the Lord Cleypolc* 
Mailer of the Horfej his Highnefs's Council, and 
all the Officers of State attending. There ftood 
alfo upon the lower Defcent, near the Earl of War- 
wicky the Lord Vifcount L'tftt and General Mon- 
tagu } and on the other Side the Lord JVkitbckt, 
each of them bearing a drawn Sword. 

* While his Highnefs thus fate., a Herald ftood 
up aloft, giving Signal co a Trumpet to found three 
Times ; after which he did, by Authority and DU 
re&ion of Parliament, there publifh and proclaim 
his Highnefs Lord Protector of the Commonwealth 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland* and the Domi- 
nion* thereunto belonging, requiring all Perfons t» 
yield him due Obedience. 

* Hereupon the Trumpets founded, and the 
People made feveral great Acclamations with loud 
Shouts, Godfave the Lord Preteclor. Then an Of- 
ficer of Arms, ftanding upon the Top of the Stairs, 
made Proclamation again after the fame Manner ; 
which was followed with Shouts and loud Acclama- 
tions as before. 

* After a little Paufe, the whole Ceremony be- 
ing ended t his. Highnefi faluting the Ambahadors 
and public Ministers, proceeded thence in hb 
Princely Habit, the Tram whereof was borne up by 

feveral 

* M, Dt Bordeaux, k M. De Nhtip&rt. Though the Pirtmmere 

Iwt invited all the foreign Minifttrs, yet only ihctc two attended at 

the Ceremonial. It appears, from ThurfoS s Suttfffen, Lfett Uuir 

Pretence was highly acceptable Co CremwtU. 
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feverat Noble Perfons ; among whom was the Earl inter-repiuM, 
of Warwick's Grandfon % the Lord Sberrard, and i^s* 
the eldeft Son of the Lord Roberts of Truro. The U«*V*' » 
Aldermen, Recorder, the Judges, with the Officers ^ unc ' 
of State, and the reft, proceeded in the fame Order 
as they came from the Houie of Lords, and paflTcd 
through the Hail to the great Gate leading into the 
New Palace^Terd, where his Highnefs entered into 
his Coach of State, being in his Itobes. The Earl 
of Warwick fat in the other End of the Coach, and 
the Lord Richard Cromwell and the Lord JVbithcke 
on one Side, the Lord Whiihche having one of the 
drawn Swords in his Hand. On the other Side fat 
the Lord Vilcount Lijlt and General Msntagut, 
bearing the other two drawn Swords in their Hands. 
The Lord C!eypole t Maftcr of the Horfe, led the 
Horfe of Honour in rich Caparifons j the Coach was 
attended by his Highnefs's Life-Guards, and other 
Guards, with the Officers of Arms on Horfeback j 
the Officers of State, Judges, Lord Mayor, and 
Aldermen, all waiting on his Highnefs in their 
Coaches to Whitehall ; the whole being managed 
with State and Magnificence, fuitable to fo high 
and happy a Solemnity.' 

The Ceremonial being over, the Members re* 
turned to their Houfe, and made an Order for re- 
commending it to the Lord Protector, as the .Defire 
of Parliament, that his Highnefs would be pleafed 
to encourage all Chriftian Endeavours for uniting 
the Proteftant Churches abroad j alfo to take lome 
effectual Courfe, upon Advice with the Judges, for 
reforming the Government of the Inns of Court, 
providing 3 fufficient Maintenance for the Encou- 
ragement of godly and able Minifters there, and 
for reviving the Readings, and keeping up Exercife, 
by the Students in thofc Seminaries of the Law. 
They alfo made an Order for printing all the public 
Ads and Ordinances then in Force, from the 3d of 
November, 1640, under the Care of Mr. Scobcll,

The Seafon of the Year now demanded a Recefs ; 
and there being a great Number of ufeful Bilk de- 
pending at this Time, which would have been loft 
by a Prorogation, the Houfe took this Method to 
continue them over to their next Meeting. 

The moft remarkable Afts to which the Protec- 
tor gave his Confent, befidea thole already men- 
tioned in the Courfe of the Proceedings of this Par- 
liament, were the ft : 
The Parliament For puniflmig of wanderings idle, and diffhlutt 
adjourned, Perfons : By this Aft, all fuch as were found wan- 
dering from their ufual Place of Abode, without 
fuch fumcient Caufe aa the Juilicc of Peace before 
whom they were brought fhould approve, although 
not taken in the Aft of Begging, were declared to 
be Rogues and Vagabonds within the Statute of 
39. Elizabeth, Cap. 4. and to be profecuted as fuch. 
This Aft was alfo to extend to all FidJers and Min- 
flrels, playing in any Inn, Alehoufe, or Tavern, or 
offering them lei ves to play in any fuch Places. 

Another, Fer punijhing fuch Perfani as lived at 
high Rates, having no vijible Eft ate, Profeffisn, or 
Calling anfwerable thereto ; The Preamble to this 
Aft fets forth, That feveral iJle and diffclutc Per- 
fons maintained rhemfelves by cheating, debauch- 
ing, and deceiving the young Gentry and others of 
the Commonwealth; and then impowers Juftices of 
Peace to fend for the Offenders, and require Sure- 
ties for their Appearance at the next Quarter Sef- 
fion, to be there indifted for living at a high Rate, 
without any vifible filiate or Calling anfwerable 
thereto i and, if convifted, to be fent to the Houfe 
of Correction for three Months. Perfons winning 
Money at Cards, Dice, Tennis, Cock-fighting, 
Horfe -racing, or any other Game, were to forfeit 
double the Valu* of Money or Goods lb won; and 
all Securities whatsoever, given for Money loft at 
Play, to be absolutely void.

That, upon the third Reading of this Bill, a Pro- 
vifo being offered for freeing Members of Parlia- 
ment, and other Officers of State, from Payment 
of any Money for Letters ; the fame, as the Jour- 
nals inform us, was rejected without a Queftion ! 

There were alfo Acts patted for taking away of 
Purveyance and Com politic) n for Purveyance: For 
limiting and fettling the Prices of Wines: For con- 
tinuing and eftabJifhing the Subfidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage ; For better Obfervation of the Lord's 
Day : For conviifHns;, difcovering, and repreffing 
PopifH Recufants : For indemnifying fuch Perfons 
who had afled for the Service of the Public : For 
improving and advancing the Revenues of the Excilc 
and Cuftoms : For giving Licence to export Fiih 
in foreign Bottoms : And for preventing the Mul- 
tiplicity of Buildings in and about the Suburbs of 
London, and within ten Miles thereof. 

The laft Acl we mail here mention, was, For 
confirming certain AEti and Ordinances , as alfo Or~ 
dsrs of the Lord Prstefisr and his Council, and for 
repealing of others which had been made between the 
2^th p/"April, 1 6 53, and the Meeting of this Parlia- 
ment the iftb of September, 1656. The Preamble 
to this A£> is very remarkable, and runs thus: — 
* Whereas, fince the 20th of April, 1653, in the 
great Exigencies and Neceflities of thefe Nations, 
divers Acts and Ordinances have been made, with- 
out the Conient of the People aflembled in Parlia- 
ment, which is not according to the Fundamental 
Laws of thefe Nations and the Rights of the 
People, and is not for the future to be drawn into 
Example, yet the Actings thereupon tended to the 
Settlement of the Eftates of feveral Perfons and Fa- 
milies, and the Peace and Quiet of the Natiuns, tfcJ 
And then the Aft recites the Titles of all fuch Or- 
dinances and Ordcis of Cromwell as were to be 
deenvd valid for the future, and declares all others 
to be abfoluiely void.

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The Perufal of this long Catalogue of public- fpi- 
rited Acls, is a fufficient Evidence that many of the 
Members had employed their Time in Projects 
much better calculated to advance the Honor and 
Interefi of the Nation, thjm the EftablifhmL-nt of 
CrsmweU's Protectorate. 

Before we refume the Proceedings of this Parlia- 
ment, it will be proper to take Notice of the moll 
remarkable Transactions that happened between the 
Riling of the Houfe and their next Meeting. 

On the fnft of July, Cysmwell was proclaimed 
Lord Protector, in London^ at the ufual Places, and 
with as much Magnificence as if he had actually 
accepted the Crown : The fame was, afterwards, 
done at Edinburgh and Dullin, and throughout the 
Three Nations. ' 

Being thus pofTefs'd of the Sovereign Power, 
and having infured his own Greatnefs, he thought 
it nectflary to difihiguifb his Family by Titles 
of Honour and Preferment. Accordingly, in pur- 
suance of this Plan, his el deft Son, Richard^ was, 
upon his own Refignation of the Office of Chancel- 
lor of the Univerfity of Oxford ', inftalled therein, 
on the 29th of this Month, with great Solemnity: 
In tiie next, he was fworn a Privy Counfellor, made 
a Colonel in the Army ; and, not long after, the fit ft 
Lord of the Other Houfe. 

On the 1 ith of November , the Protector's young- 
eft Daughter, Frances, was married to the Hon, Ro- 
bert Rich, Son of Lord Rich, and Grandfon of the

Treaty, between the two Nations, againft Spain. 

Fzw Princes ever bore their Character higher* 
than Oliver Cromwell in his Treaties with Crowned 
Heads ; A very remarkable Inftance of which we 
have in the League before us ; wherein he would 
not allow the French King to call himfelf King of 
Frame, but of the French ; whereas he took to 
himfelf not only the Title of Protector of England* 
but Hkewife of France. And, which is yet more 
furprifing, in the Jnitrumcnt of this Treaty, the 
Protector's Name was put before that of the French 
King's. e 

In the Beginning of December , Cr&mwell* in pur- 
fuance of an Addrefs from his Parliament, on the 
Day of their Adjournment, fent an Agent to the 
Duke of Savoy, to negotiate in favour of that Prince's 
Proteitant Subjects in Piedmont. And, 

On the 10th of this Month, the Protector, ac- 
cording to the Powers veiled in him by the Humble 
Petition and Advice, nominated Another Houfe of 
Parliament, to fit and do Bufincfs in Imitation of 
the Houfe of Lords. The Commiflioners of the 
Great Seal, with the Advice of the Judges, had 
been ordered to prepare a Writ for fummoning the 
Members of this Other Houfe, directed to fucll 
Perfons as the Lord Protector, under his Sign Ma- 
nual, fhould appoint.

and all the Members, went up, the Serjeant bearing 
his Mace upon his Shoulder, when his Highnefs 
was plcafcd to make the following rnyflerious Speech 
to the Affembly, as entered in the Journals :

* Moil of the& were re-appoinltd Ju^m *ftertbe R=floration. 
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My Lords ^ and Gentlemen of the Heufe ef Com* 
monsy 

I Meet you here, in this Capacity, by the Ad- 
vice and Petition of this prefent Parliament, af- 
ter fo much Expertce of Blood and Treafure, to 
fearch and try what Blcffings God hath in Store for 
Th Lord Pta- 'hefe Nations- 
tcftot'a Speech * I cannot but with Gladnefs of Heart remember 
to both Houfe. and acknowledge the Labour and Induiby that is 
paft, which hath been fpent upon a Bufinefs worthy 
of the beft Men, and the beft Chriftians, It is very 
well known unto you all what Difficulties we have 
palTed through, and what we are now arrived at : 
We hope we may fay we are arrived at what 
aimed at, if not at that which is much beyond our 
Expe£tarions. 

* The State of this Caufe, and the Quarrel, whs 
that was at the firft, you all very well know : I ar 
perfuaded raoft of you have been Actors in it, 

' It was the maintaining the Liberty of thefe Na- 
tions ; our Civil Liberties as Men, our Spiritual Li- 
berties as Chriftians. I fhall not much look bacl 
but rather fay one Word concerning the State ant 
Condition we are all now in. 

1 You know very well, the firft Declaration afte 
the Beginning of this War, that fpake to the Life 
was a Senfe held forth by the Parliament, That, 
feme Succeflion of Time, Defigns were laid to inno- 
vate upon the Civil Rights of the Nations j and to ii 
novate in Matters of Religion : And thofe very Per- 
fons, that, a Man would have thought, fliould have 
had theleaftHand in the meddling with Civil Things, 
did juftify them all i all Tranfaclions that were in 
Pulpits, inPrefles, and otherwifej, which was verily 
thought would have been a very good Shelter to them, 
to innovate upon us in Matters of Religion alfo ; 
and fo to innovate as to eat out the Core, and Power, 
and Heart, and Life of all Religion, by bringing oo 
us a Company of poifonous, Popifh Ceremonies, 
and impofing them upon thofe that were accounted 
the Puritans of the Nation, and Profeflbrs of Reli- 
gion

gion amongft us; driving them to fcelc their Bread 
tn an howling Wildernefs, as was inftanced to our 
friends, who were forced to fly for H&Uand y New- 
Bnglandy almoli any whither, to find Liberty for 
their Conferences. 

* Now, if this Thing hath been the State and 
Sum of our Quarrel, and of thofe ten Years Wars 
wherein we have been exercifed } and that the good 
Hand of God (for we are to attribute it to no other) 
hath brought the Bufmefs thus home unto us, as it 
is ftated in the Petition and Advice, 1 think we 
have all Caufc to bleu God* and the Nations have 
Caufe to blefs him, 

1 I well remember I did a little touch upon the 
85th Pfalm, when I fpake unto you in the Begin- 
ning of this Parliament, which expreflkh well that 
that we may fay as truly and as well, as it was faid 
of old by the Penman of that Pfalm, The firft 
Verfe is an Acknowledgement to God, that he had 
been favourable to his Land, and had brought back 
the Captivity of hisPeople; and that he had pardoned 
all their Iniquities, and covered alt their Sin, and 
taken away all his Wrath : And indeed of thefe un- 
speakable Mercies, Bleflings, and Deliverances out 
of Captivity, pardoning National Sins and National 
Iniquities, pardoning as God pardons theMan whom 
hejuftifieth, he breaks through, and overlooks Ini- 
quity; and pardoneth becaufe he- will pardon: And 
fometimes God pardoneth Nations fo ; and if the 
Enjoyment of our prefent Peace and other Mercies, 
may be Witnefles for God, we feel and we fee them 
every Day. 

* The greateft Demo titration of his Favour and 
Love appears to us in this, That he hath given us 
Peace and the Bleflings of Peace ; to wit, the En- 
joyments of our Liberties, Civil and Spiritual; and I 
remember well the Church falls into Prayer, and 
into Praifes, great Expectations of future Mercies, 
and much Thankful nets for the Enjoyment of pre- 
fent Mercies; and breaks into this Expreflion, Surely 
Salvation is nigh unto thtm that fmr him, that Gla- 
ry may dvbellin cur Land. In the Beginning, he calts 
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it his Land ; Thou haji been favauwhle to our Land: 
Truly I hope this is his Land ; and, in fome Senfe, 
it may be given out that it is God's Land. And he 
that hath the weakeft Knowledge, and the worft 
Memory, can eafily tell we are a redeemed People, 
(when firftGod was pleafed to look, favourably upon 
us) out of the Hands of Popery, in that never-to- 
be-forgotten Reformation, that moft fignificant and 
greateft the Nation hath felt or tailed. 

* I would but touch upon that, and but a Touch : 
How hath God redeemed us, as it is this Day, not 
from Trouble, and Sorrow, and Anger ; but unto a 
blefled and happy Eftate and Condition, com pre- 
henfive of all the Intereft of every Member, of 
every Individual of thofe Mercies, as you very well 
fee ! 

* And then in what Senfe it is our Land, through 
this Grace and Favour of God, that he hath vouch- 
fafed unto us, and bellowed upon us, with the Go- 
fpel, with Peace, and Reft, out of ten Years War, 
and given us what we would defire ! Nay, who 
could have forethought, when we were plunged into 
the Midft of our Troubles, that ever the People of 
God mould have had Liberty to worfhip God with- 
out Fear of Enemies f Which is the very Acknow- 
ledgement of the Promife of Chrifl^ That he would 
deliver his from Fear of Enemies, that they might 
v/orfhip him in Holincis and in Righteoufnefs all the 
Days of their Life, 

* This is the Portion that God hath given us 
and I truft we fhall for ever heartily acknowledge ic. 
The Church goes on there, and makes her Boaft yet 
further j His Salvation is nigh them that par him, 
tbgt Glory may dwell in our Land : His Glory not 
carnal, nor any thing elfe that accompanies this 
Glory of a free Pcffeffion of the Gofpel •> this is that 
we may glory in. And he fays further, Mercy ant 
Truth are met together, Righteoufnefs and Ptau 
have kijfed each other, 

* And it mail be fuch Righteoufnefs as comes down 
from Heaven y Truth poll grew out of the Earth* 

and 
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and Righteoufntfs jkall come dawn from Heaven, 
Here is the Truth of all j here is the Righteoufnd's 
of God, under the Notion of Righteouinefs,, con- 
firming our Abilities, anfwerable to the Truth that 
he hath in the Gofpel revealed towards us : And he 
dofeth with this ; Righteoufnefi jhall go before him* 
and Jhall fet us in the IVay of his Steps : That Righ- 
teoufnefs, that Mercy, that Love, and that Kindnefs 
which we have feen, and have been made Partakers 
of from the Lord ; it (hall be our Guide to teach u* 
to know the right and the good Way ; which is to 
tread in Steps of Mercy, Righteoufnefs, and Good- 
nete, that our God hath walked before us m. 

* We have a Peace this Day : I believe, in my ve- 
ry Heart, you all think the Things that I ipeak 
to you this Day ; I am fure you have Caufe. And 
yet we are not without the Murmurings of ma- 
ny People, who turn all this Grace and Goodnefs 
into Wormwood, who indeed are difappointcd by 
the Works of God : And thofe Men are of feveral 
Ranks and Conditions ; great ones, leiTer ones, of all 
Sorts ; Men that are of the Epifcopal Spirit, with 
all the Branches, the Root and the,Branches; who 
gave themfelves a fatal Blow in this Place, when 
they would needs make a Protefhtion, That no 
Laws were good which were made by this Houfe, 
and the Houfe of Commons, in their Abfcnce ; and 
fo, without Injury to themfelves, cutoff themfelves. 

* Indeed Men that know not God ; that know 
not how to account upon the Works of God ; how 
to meafure them out ; but wiil trouble Nations for 
an Interefl, which is but mixt at the bell ; made up 
of Iron and Clay, like the Feet of Nebut hadmz^rh 
Image; whether they were more Civil or Spiritual, 
was hard to fay, but their Continuance was like tu 
be known before-hand ; Iron and Clay make no 
good Mixtures, they are not durable at all. 

* You have now a Godly Miniftry j you have a 
knowing Miniftry ; iuch a one as, without Vanity 
be it fpoken, the World has not; Men knowing 
the Things of God, and able to fearch into the 
Things of God ; by that oniy that cm fathom tbofc 
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Things in fbme Meafurr. The Spirit of a Beaft 

knows not the Spirit of a Man ; nor doth the Spirit 
of Man know the Things of God : The Things of 
God are known by the Spirit, Truly, I will re- 
member but this one Thing of thnfe; their greateft 
Perfecution hath been of the People of God ; Men 
of the Spirit of God, ;is, I think, very Experiences 
Will fufficiently demonftratt. 

1 Befides, what is the Reafon, think you, that 
Men' flip in this Age wherein we live? As I told 
you before, they underfill nd not the Works of God | 
they confider not the Operation of hb Laws ; they 
confider not that God refilled and broke rn Pieces 
the Powers that were, that Men might fear him ; 
might have Liberty to do, and to enjoy, all that we 
have been fpeaking of: Which certainly God hath 
manifefted, that this was the End, and that he hath 
brought the Things to pafs. Therefore it is that 
Men yet flip, and engage themfelves againft God ; 
and for that very Caufe, in the 28th Pfalm, faith 
David, He Jball break them dsivn t and net build tbem 
up. If therefore you would know upon what Foun- 
dation you {land, own your Foundation from God. 
He hath fet you where you are ; he bath fet you in 
the Enjoyment of your Civil and of your Spiritual 
Liberties. 

* I deal cfcarly with you : I have been under fome 
Infirmity; therefore dare not fpeak further unto you, 
but to let you know thus much, that I have, with 
Truth and Simplicity, declared the State of out 
Caufe, and Attainments in it, to you, by the Indu- 
ftrjtand Labour of this Parliament, when they Jail 

ef upon this Foundation, (you (hall find I mean 
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the Foundation of a Caufe and Quarrel thus attained 
lOj) wherein we are thus eftated ; I fhould be very glad 
to lay my Bones with yours ; and would have done 
it with all Heartinefs and Chearfulnefs, in the mean- 
eft Capacity that I was ever yet in, to ferve the 
Parliament. 

* If God give you,, as I truft he will, he hath, gi- 
ven it you i for, what have I been fpeaking of but 
what you have done I He hath given you Strength 
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to do what hath been done : And, if God fhould blefs iflttx.i*gijam. 

you in this Work, and make this Meeting happy !?&' 

upon this Account, you frail all be called the Blef- j^ 

fed of the Lord ; the Generations to come will blefs 

us ; you fhall be the Repairers of Breaches, and 

the Restorers of Paths to dwell in : And if there be 

any Work that Mortals can attain to in the World 

beyond this, I acknowledge my Ignorance. As I 

told you, I have fome Infirmities upon me : I have 

not Liberty to (peak more unto you ; but 1 have 

defired an Honourable Perfon here by me, to dif- 

courfe a little more particularly, what may be more 

proper for this Occafion, and this Meeting.*

to bavefeen thyFace^ and, la, God bath jhewed me thy 
Seed alfo-y meaning his two Sons Ephraim and Ma- 
ttajfeh ,- And may not many amongft us well &} , 
Some Years ilnce we had not thought to have fcen 
a Chief Magi ftrate again among us; and, lo, God 
hath (hewn us a Chief Magiftrate in his two Houfes 
of Parliament ? Now may the good God make them 
like Ephraim and Manejeh, that the Three Na- 
tions 
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tions maybe blefied in them, faying, God make thee 
like thofe two Houfes of Parliament, which two, 
like Leab and Rachel, did build the Houfe of I frail t 
' May you do worthily in Ephrata, and be famous 
in Betbtem I May it be your great Buimefs to pro- 
cure the Peace, the Safety, the pTtfperity of thefe 
Three Nations! And thefeThings,itio. notforthem- 
felves only » but in order yet to greater and higher 
Ends, the Advancement of the Kingdom of Cbrifi 
amongft us, and the Glory of God in the Good of 
aJJ Men, but cfpeciallf of the Churches of God 
amongft Men j which as they are God's moft pre- 
cious Jewels, and his ehielett Care, fo muft they 
alfo hold the choiceft Place in the Eyes, and in 
the Hearts, of all them that a£t under him, and are 
doathed with his Power and Authority. 

* In order to this great and glorious End, you may 
pleafe, in the firft Place, to reflect upon the Pofture 
that the Three Nations at the prefent are in ; a Po- 
fture {God be praifed \) of Peace, as within them- 
felves 5. a quiet Pofture ; a Pofture looking towards 
a Settlement; a perfect Settlement; and the Hefted 
Fruits thereof Juftice and Piety, Plenty and Profpe- 
rity j if we take Care not to nbufe the latter to the 
Deftruction of the former : SuFely wc ought, with 
all Thankfulnefs, to own and acknowledge the Out- 
goings of God for Good unto us, hitherto : Wc 
ought to confider how far, through the good Hand 
of God upon the Endeavours of his Highnefs and 
the Parliament before its Adjournment, wc were al- 
ready advanced in this Way and Work. 

* After, you may pleafe to forefee and avoid the 
dangerous Rocks, which we may fall upon in our 
Courfe; which may not only flop it, but cut it fliort, 
and totally difappoint us of ever arriving at the de- 
fired Port. 

' In the next Place* you may confider the Op- 
portunities and Advantages you have at this Time 
in your Hands, by what the Parliament hath already 
done, that you may improve them.

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which lie in our Way, that you may endeavour to Inttr-rtsaum.

* Thcfe Things I can only foeak to curforily and 
generally ; The lull and thorough Confide rat ion of 
them will be the Work of your ruawy and ferrous 
Debates anil Confutations ; and wilj ejtercifc not 
only your WiTdom and Jndunry, hut alio your Faith 
and Patience : And may it plcafe the Lord to ac- 
company you with his Prefence and Af&ftance, and, 
in the End, to frown you with hi* Bkiftng, and 
"with Succeis ! 

* Into what Condition the hue War* and Diftrac- 
lions had brought thefe Nations, and what a Cloud 
of Parfcnefs had owerfpread the whole face of the 
Government, being void, and a in a Miiacr, with- 
out Form, we all know, and the Three Rations fad- 
3y felt, and were very tfenfihie of fhofe future Conf u ■ 
fious ttut might have eofucd thereupon : Hut « 
pleaibd (Jod, that Light (prang up among us, and 
Things began to move towards fometfaiog of Ordei" 
and ConJiibency ; but &s yet she Earth and the 
Water were in one Mafe together : Then were the 
Water* beneath the Firmament divided /row tnofe 
above the Fiwnwnent j there was co^ituted a 
Chief Magi Urate and a Parliament,, the one diflinel 
from the other ; that each one, from its own proper 
Place, mi gin the better put .forth its Influence and 
IJjefulnejfc /or (be £?ood of the whole. 

* Aftex B it ffeafed tJiis Parliament, by their Bum- 
ble Petition and Advice, to diftinguifh alfo the Par- 
liament into two Houfes ; and that great and noble 
fJody of the Waters retiring into their own Recep- 
tacle* ti« -dry Land appeareth : And wbat now re- 
mains, Uu* that., by thefweet Influence of that pow- 
erful Spirit thai moved upon the Waters, every 
Herb ftjouM bring forth Seed according to its Kind ; 
aaid every Tree bring forth Fruit according to its 
Kind ; and that the Sun, Moon, and Scars, the 
<Prdi|fUflce«. of Magiftracy and Miuiftry, mould 
fhine forth brightly in the Firmament of Heaven, 
in their greater and lefler Lights, according to the 
Proportion that God hath difpenfed to each one; 
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lobr-Kgim. 2nd that Filh and Fowl fho-dd multiply in the Wa-

and fct up amongft us, and placed in a Garden of 
Bden\ where, with all Freedom, without Fear or 
Disturbance, they may enjoy all fpiritual Delight?, 
and have Communion with one another and with 
God : Which, though laft in Execution, I hope al- 
ways was, and always will be, the tuft and chiefrft 
in our Intentions. 

* The Holy Angels of God, when the Foundations 
of the Earth were laid, did not fay, Here is a rude 
Mafs of Earth and Water; here is indeed a little 
Light; but where is Heaven^ Sun, Moon, and Stars? 
Nay, where is Man, made after the [mage of God ? 
But, on the contrary, as 'tis witnets'd from the Mouth 
of God himfelf, when the Foundations of the World 
were fattened, and only the Comer- Stone thereof 
laid, the Morning Stars fang all tr>gether, and all the 
Sons of God 0io u ted for Joy. From hence we may 
difeover one, and that a moft dangerous, Rock ; 
which, if not heeded, we may fplit upon : h is a 
Spirit of Difcontentj and Diflike of theprefent Dif- 
penfarions of God, becaule all Things are not per- 
fe& in an Inftant, and fuch as is to he wifhd they 
were, and fuch as poffibly, in God's due Time, 
they may be. 

* If the prefent Parliament, at their ftrft Meeting, 
had given Way to fuch a Spirit as that ; and had 
not, God affifting them fo to do, on the contrary, 
put on a Spirit of Patience and Relblution to recli fy, 
as far as in them lay, what was amifs; to improve 
what was good, and to make the beft of what God 
laid before them ; prefling on to Settlement and 
Perfection, as God mould open them a Way, with- 
out attending either to Rumours or Humours of any 
Sort, as there were enough of all Kinds to have dif- 
couraged them and diverted them in their Work : 
1 fay, if they had given Way to fuch a Spirit ls 

that, 
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that, I know not where we might have been by thU int 
Time : But now, blefled be God ! wc know where 
tve are in fome Meafure; and that we are in an 
hopeful Way of Settlement, Safety, and Profpcrity. 
You did run well, let no Man hinder you : I do 
not know that it would be an uncharitable Wifli, 
to wifh them for ever cut oft' that fhould trouble you, 
and trouble rhc Peace or the Nation : But I am fure 
it is a Chriftian Wifti and Prayer, to bid you God 
fpeed tn your Way and in your Work, for the fur- 
ther Settlement of thefe Nations ; being confident, 
that the Child unborn will have Caufc to blefs you 
for what you have already done, and what, by God's 
Grace, you may yet further do, for their Good, 
Thofe that create new Troubles in a Nation, fcl- 
dom attain either the Ends held forth in their goodly 
Pretentions, or indeed aimed at in their g6od Inten- 
tions, if any fuch they have ; but ufually fornething 
falleth out, in the End of the Tragedy, much con- 
trary to their Jfxpe&ation, and ordinarily fornething 
of greater Mifchief and Coflfufion, than ever they 
felt before. Thofe that throw Fire upon an Houfe 
cannot fay, when the Flame is once broken out, 
that it fliall go fo far, or fo far, and no farther: 
The Fire, when once broken forth, will after take 
its own Courts, or fuch a Way as fome boifterous 
or tempeftuous Wind fhall carry it. Thofe that 
lhall pluck up the Flood-Gates of the great Deep, 
and Jet in the furging and raging Waves of War 
into a Nation, cannot Hop them and bound them 
when and where they pleafe; He only can do that 
who firft fet Bounds and Doors unto them, and 
faid, Hitherto Jhglt thou come y and ns farther ; and 
here jhait thy fraud Waves be flayed. Let us 
therefore beware of the crafty Devices of that fubtle 
and malicious Serpent, that he beguile us not ; and 
that there arifc not in any of us an evil Heart of Un- 
belief, to depart from our Stedfaftnefs, and from our 
fixed Refolution to feck Peace and enfue it. 

4 There is an evil Root, and it is one and the 
fame Rootj though two different and contrary Fruiis 
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-repnum, fpring from it, but both tending to one and the fame 
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End ; which is to overthrow our great End, the 
Peace and Quiet of thefe Nations, and the blefled. 
Fruits that grow upon them, more precious than 
the Peace itfelf, though that be a great Bleffing of, 
and in, itfelf. This Root is a Root of Bittemefs 
and Difcontent, at the prefent Difpenfations of God : 
The different Fruits thereof are a reftive and a rel- 
iefs Spirit: The former eaufelh Men, becaufe they 
cannot have all that they will, and when ihey will, 
to throw up all in a Difcontent 5 and refufe to go 
God's Way and God's Pace, becaufe they cannot 
go their own. The other Spirit caufeth Men to be 
always refllefs, to be always digging up Founda- 
tions, to be turning and overturning, and di Hiking 
all Things. As to the Aril Sort; if they would but 
confider the Example of the great Workman and 
Creator of this beautiful Univerfe, in the Order and 
Manner of his Creation thereof, they might therein 
behold, as in a Mirror, the perfect Idea of the Me- 
thod and Manner of his Working, alio in the con- 
tinual Courfe of his Providence, in the Pre lei vat ion 
and Government of the World ; and might be 
taught how to order their Thoughts and themfelves, 
in relation to the gradual Difpcnfations of God ; 
and learn their own Duty, as they are called to ait 
under the fame, and in Subfcrviency thereunto. 
Not only God's Reft, but aJfc his Working, wai 
exemplary 5 as God refted the feventh Day, fo muft 
Men: As God wrought the fix Days, fo muft 
Men; as well thole that are to work with the Head 
as with the Hand ; as well Rich as Poor ; as well 
High as Low : None are too high to imitate the 
M oft High ; None muft he idle ; but every one 
muft ferve God and his Country, according to hU 
Calling j and that Call cannot but be warrantable, 
which is neceflary; and that i* neceflary which God, 
by his Providence, fo orders, that a Man muft a£fc 
by it, or not at all : And that he fhould not a& at 
all, is neither agreeable to God's Commandment, 
nor his Example. 
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* Thus, as to the Subftance of God's Workings tntw-rtgnum. 
but the very Order and Manner of it hath ullo a l6 57- 
Teaching in it. 

* No doubt, if it had fecmed good to the Divine 
Wifdum, that powerful Breath, which called fame- 
thing out of nothing, could, in the fame Breath, 
and in the fame Intrant, have given it its whole and 
entire Beamy and Perfection : But he was pleafed 
to create it by Degrees, and to proceed from one 
Meafure of Perfection to another. When he had 
drawn the firlt Line thereof, he did not diflike his 
own Work, and throw it up, though the Ea:th 
was void mid without Form, and Darknefs waa 
upon the Face of the Deep, but went on to 
create Light; and though it was (till mixed with 
Darknefo, even before he had divided the Darknefs 
from the Light, he faw it was good : And fo* at 
every Period of his Work, he owned the Good 
that was already in being, and theo went on fill he 
had perfected the whole; and, when he had viewed 
all his Works together, he then faw they were alt 
very good. What (hould this teach us, but that we 
fhould thankfully own and receive every Degree of 
Good which God reachcth forth unto us; and with 
Faith and Patience wait upon his Footfteps, follow- 
ing him from one Step of Perfection to another, till 
we arrive at the End of his Works ; and then, as 
we found the Parts thereof good, we ftiall find them. 
altogether very good : And if God, who could have 
made his Works perfect in an Inftant, yet was 
pleafed to perfect them by Degrees, furely he would 
have us learn not to quarrel at the Works of Men, 
if they are not all perfect in a Day : Nay, if wc 
will take God for our Pattern, (as all the Excel- 
lency that is in the Creature is fo far forth, as there 
is found in it fume Shadow and Refemblance of its 
Creator) tho' there be not only Defects, but alfo real 
Evils in Things, yet Men ought not to fit ftill, and 
let them take their Courfe, but to endeavour to 
amend them if they can ; or otherwife to draw 
Good out of them if they may : For although to 
do Evil, that Good may come out of it, is a Doc- 
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trine of Devils; yet, to draw Good out of Evil, is 
an high Imitation of God. 

* As to that other Sort of Spirit, that is over bufy 
and always turning up Foundations, I might have 
forborne to fay any thing of it to you, unto whom I 
addrefs my Speech, as in relation to yourfelves ; for 
that either you yourfelves have advifed the fettling 
that Foundation we now ftand upon, or elte are 
laid upon it, or at lead are, or fliould be, all 
fworn to it ; And as to others, who would build 
upon contrary Foundations, or upon no certain 
Foundation, departing from, and not perfecting, 
that which is already fo well laid, (which may 
be equally deftruftive to our great and good End 
of Settlement) 1 need not fay much to them 
neither : For thofe which conceit either Utopia's 
of I know not what Kind of imaginary Common* 
wealths, or Day-Dreams of the Return of I know 
not what Golden Age with the old Line j their No- 
tions are rather bottomed in Conceit than in Reg- 
ion, and mull rather he worn out by Experience 
than argued down by Reafon ; for, when they come 
to be put in Practice, they prefently difcover their 
Weaknefs and Inconfiftency, and that they are al- 
together unpradicabte and mfeaiible, or of very 
lhort Durance and Continuance, as hath appeared 
fo often as they have been affayed or attempted : 
Nay, as to the latter, there feemeth to be ti Bhw, 
aliquid Dfainiy to the contrary j there having been 
fo conftant and ftrong a Current of Providences 
againft it, that whofoever have attempted to ftem 
that Tide* have not only been carried violently back 
again, but alfo driven upon Rocks, whereupon they 
have fhipwreck'd themfetves in the Attempt ; not 
unlike to thofe "Jews whom yuiisn the Apoftate, in 
Defpight of Chrijl, fet to rebuild the Temple at 
"Jerujalem upon its old Foundations, out of which 
Balls of Wild-fire ifiinng forth, affrighted and de- 
ftroyed the Workmen, and made them defift from 
their Work. Indeed our Author and the Party 
amongft us doth the like ; becaufe an Heathen, and 
a great Friend of Julia?!) would not acknowledge 
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the Hand of God in it, but imputed it to a frrong Totet-rpgnum. 






Accident, to the Fertinacy of the Element ; Perti- 
nada Elemtnti y crehrit lnfukihw y ttrruit Oprrari9S\ 
yet it made them defifr from their Work : But fa 
will not that Party amongft us; No Demoiifrracions 
of God's Hand againft them will prevail with them; 
but, fuipaifmg in Obilinacy the very "Jews them- 
felvcs, they will not leave off their Work, but are 
as hard at it, even at this Day, as ever. What 
fhall we do with thole Men who will never be quiet ? 
/Eg tr. intemperans crudtlem facit Medkum j tt im- 
mtdiLabiU Vulnus Enfe rtaeUndum. 

* There is another Rock, and it is alfo a danger- 
ous one j it is a Rock upon which many have I pi it 
themfelves in our View ; and it hath, lying right 
over againft it, a Quickfand, no lefs dangerous, 
which hath fwallowed many alfo in our Sight ; The 
Rock is a Spirit of impoling upon Men's Con- 
fciences, where God leaves them a Latitude, and 
would have them free : The Quickfand is an abo- 
minable Licentioufnefs, to profefs and pra£tife any 
Sort of detcflable Opinions and Principles ; For the 
former, the Prelates and all their Aclheients, nay, 
and their Mailer and Supporter too, with all his 
Pofterjty, have fplit themfelves upon it. The bloody 
Rebels in Ireland^ that would endure no Religion 
but their own amongft them, have fplit themfelves 
upon it : And we doubt not but that the Prince of 
thofe Satauical Spirits, under whofe Banner, being 
cafi out from hence, they are now retired as unto 
their Beetetbuby will, in God's good Time, fplit 
himfclf alfo upon this Rock ; an4 be brought down 
to the Ground, together with his bloody Inquifition, 
which therefore hath acquired the Surname of the 
Spaaijh Inquifition. 

* But as God is no Refpecler of Perfons, fo nei- 
ther is he any Refpectcr of Forms ; but in what 
Form foever this Spirit appeareth, he hath, he will, 
teftify his Difpleafure againft it, though it be not of 
Jb deep a Dye as that I have fpoken of before ; If 
Men, though otherwife good Men, will turn Cere- 
mony into Subftance, and make the Kingdom of 
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regawft, Cbriji to confift in Circumftances, in Difciplinea^ 
in Forms {though thefe Things alfo may have theijr 
Ufc, as to Order and Decency, fo they be ftrained 
no farther, and not carried beyond their Line and 
Meafure) : But, I fay, if Uniformity in thefe 
Things {ball diffolve Unity among Brethren ; and 
especially if it grow to fuch a Height of Animofity, 
and fo high a Degree of Afperity, that if one fay 
but Sibokth inftead of Sh'tbsieth^ it fhall be accounted- 
Ground enough to cut his Throat, though one of 
his Brethren ; if any Men fhaH account aft as Hea- 
thens, and no Chfiftrans-, that are not under fuch 
or fuch an Ordinance ; aH Men Devils, that arc 
out of fuch a CkcJe, and fuch a Form ; and all Men; 
the Seed of the Serpent, that vriiJ riot father fuch 
or fuch an Opinion, (it may be but Fancies- too, 
when all b done) fuch Principles, fuch Practices, 
Men cannot bear, God will not endure: And in 
vain do they proteft againft the Perfection of 
God*s People, when, sts eageTly persecuting all 
others, they make the Definition of God's People, 
fo narrow, that their Perfection becometh as broad 
ae any others; and ufually more fierce, becaufe or- 
dinarily edged with a {harper Temper of Spirit. It 
may be that many amongft thefe fhall, by God's 
Mercy, meet together in Heaven; but certainly, 
had they Power at Will, they wooM not fuffer one 
another to live upon the Earth ; Therefore, blefled 
be God, who, in Mercy to us- and them, hath 
placed the Power in fuch Hands, as make it their 
Buftnefs to keep Peace amongft them, and to hinder 
them from biting and devouring one another: N.n*, 
lie is pleafed tacitly to influence fome amongft them- 
felves, of fctor* moderate Spirits, to balance the reft. 
and to keep them in Peace at prefent ; and not 
without Hopes, by God's Bkfling upon their Per- 
ftiafions and Examples, to bring them at length to 
a near Conjunction of Hearts and of Minds : Ar 
if thofc that are more earncft amongft them , would 
be but a little jealous over their own Spirits, and 
would but obfcrve the Rebukes of God upon all 
that have been tranfported unto thofe Extremes, 
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and trace the Footfteps of his Imitation againft hiWr-r^fnirt*. 
(hem, (thereof he hath Mt feveral Prints in aJHh* lS 5 
Three Kaltnns) it might be a good Help to reduce 
them to that Golden Mean, which certainly is (he 
r'*ght Wdy, which undoubtedly is God's Way : 
Gorf was not hi the Whirlwind., rtat In the Earth- 
quake, nor in the Fire, when he came to Elijah^ ©A 
the Mount of' God ; bur he was jo the frill and fmall 
Voice; y« it muft be a final! and ftiil Voice, ertougrV 
to held forth a certain and dittinc't Sound, but not t* 
make fa great a Noife as to drown all other Voic** 
beftdes: Jt is good, it is (jfeful, fO hold ffirth a cer~ 
tain ConfeiTroii of the Truth ; bat not fo a* thereby 
to exclude al) thofe thac ean/>ot come up to if, in illt 
Points, from the Prifileges which betortg to them ft 
Cfcfiftians i much left which belong to therft aft Men, 

* For that other Extreme, that Gutph and 
QuickT.ind whereupon (o many wretched Souls frsve- 
made Shipwreck of Faith and a good Confidence, 
abandoning themfclves to all Loofenefs of Opinions, 
Principles, and Practices} denying and blafphefWirig; 
the Lord that bought us, and the Holy Spirit that 
fanclified Us ; making a Mock of the Scripture*, of 
Heaven and Hell, and of dll the Fundamentals df 
our moft Holy Faith, I need not fpeSk more to it; 
there is ftftimon'mm Rii in the Cafe ; the Thirrgs 
themfelresfpeafc loud enough, to fober Cofifcfcrtces, 
that they arc intolerable. 

* Between thefe two, that Rock and this Quick - 
fand, the Parliament, in their Humble Petition arid 
Advice, have moft wifely and rtloft chriitianfy 
fteffred theif Coorfc ; wherein, h* they fhall hm 
conftantly perfeverc, all good Men in City, iff 
Country, m Army, and every where ; nay, God 
him (elf will ftartd by them, and own them in it : 
And not only rn Matters of Religion, but alfo in oof 
Civil Concerns and Liberties, we have a very fair 
Way traced out to us by the Parliament, to 1 fettle" 
and fecure them both, and make the Three Nations 
happy thereby j if tome therein would but rectify 
their Opinions 1 , and bring them to Things as God 
would have them, and not ftrivc to bring Things 
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iatier-itgnum, with fo much Hazard and Difficulty to their Opi- 
nions y like one that, being fcorched with ftanding 
too near the Fire, rather than ftir an Inch from the 
Place where he hath fet down his Foot, carts about 
for Mafons and Workmen to pull the Houfe down, 
that lb he may fet the Chimney further off frc 
him. 

* Give me Leave to fpeak one Word more In thi 
familiar Way of Expreffion, in the Dialect, and tc 
the Senfe and Experience, of every plain Country- 
man, 

* The late Wars and Confufions had fo trad 
and trampled down the Qyickwood, whereby the 
Hedge was made to fence in our Laws and Liber- 
ties, that there is a Neceflity of fetting it over again : 
Now fome will admit of no other Way hut to fet the 
very fame old Plants in the very felf-fame old Bank : 
Others run fo far to the Extreme on the other Side, 
that they will have none of the old Sets, none of 
the old Bank, no Bank at all ; but will have their 
Fence fet upon a Levei, and upon the plain Ground. 
A third Sort like a middle Way; as on the one Side 
not to meddle with the old, dry, and dead Bank ; 
for that, upon often Ehays and Treaties, it hat! 
been found the Sets will not take in it ; fo, on the 
other Side, not to fet them upon the plain Ground, 
left the Beads, and the Herds, and Flocks fhoulc 
tread them down at every Turn, as they pafs to 
and fro, according as their Food and Fancy leads 
them; but to place the Sets in two Tables, upon a 
Bank, railed up as before, but of frefti and live 
Mould ; and to make Ufe of all Plants, both old 
and new, that will take to the frefh Ground, and 
thrive in it. The Country Man finds this no ill 
Husbandry in his Way; and we may find the like 
no ill Policy in our Way ; And, truly, tf it pleafe 
the Lord to water our new- fet Plants with the Dews 
of Heaven ; and rhat, by our own DUcord amongft 
ourfelves, falling one from another, and from the 
Banks we if and upon, we do not open Gaps (o 
them who would make a Breach in our Mound ; we 
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have great Opportunities and Advantages, by what lnt«-r»;mu». 



the Parliament hath already done, to fettle a firm 
and lading Fence about our Liberties, both Civil 
and Spiritual ; and Inch a one as no Beafts of the 
fields neither great nor fmall, no Perfons whatfo- 
ever, neither high nor low, {hall be able to pals 
through it, or get over it, or tread it down: But 
then we mufl beware and take Heed of the fubtle 
Devices of fuch, who, designing to deftroy it, judge, 
and not without Reafon, they have no fuch Time 
to compals their Purpofe, as to difturb and diftrac^ 
our Settlement in the Infancy thereof, before the two 
Rows of Sets have taken deep Root in the Bank, and 
before they be grown up together, and are inter- 
weaved and plalhed one into the other. For then, 
they fear it will be too late to do it; the Fence will 
be grown flrong, like a treble Cord, which cannot 
eaiuy be broken, unlefs they can untwift it and un- 
ravel it again : Which, after fome Time and Con- 
tinuance, and the mutual Irvtercourfes of Love and 
Experience of each other's Ufefulncfs to one another, 
and to the Commonwealth, it will not be eafy for 
them to do. 

* Therefore we muff, have an Eye not only to the 
wild Boars of the Foreft, that they root not up our 
Fence, but alio to the Foxes. Oh., take us thefe, 
thoje little Foxes which /pott the Fines % for our 
Vine hath tender Grapes f Let the Chief Magiftrate 
and the two Houfes of Parliament efteem each other 
as Bone of their Bone, and Flefh of their Flefli : 
Let them be of one Heart, arid like the Form and 
Figure of an Heart, which, tho' triangular, is but 
one Heart : Let there be one Mind, one Soul, and 
one Spirit, that may aft and animate the whole, and 
every Part; and be whole in the Whole, and whole 
in every Part : Let one and the fame good Blood 
tun in and thiough them all, and, by a perpetual 
Circulation, prefcrve the whole, and every Part, ra 
per feci Unity, Strength, and Vigour. 

* This Conftftution of a Chief Magiftrate and 
Two Houfes of Parliament, is not a Pageantry, but 
a real and well-meafured Advantage to ttfelf* and to 
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the Commonwealth ; and (o confonant to Reafon, 
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that it is the very Emblem and Idea of Reafon itfelf, 
which reafoneth and difcourfeth by a Medium be- 
tween two Extremes, If there be two Extremes, 
and the one vary from the other, how fliall they be 
reconciled, if there be no Medium to bring them to- 
gether I Where one cannot prevail with one, two 
may with a third : Where one Foot flippeth, in- 
deed the other may keep the Body from falling j but 
if both be tripped up, and it fall, what Ihall relieve 
it, if there be not a third to put forth a Hand to 
help it up again I If one be aflaulted, will not the 
other be concerned in it, and run to its Defence ? 
But if both be attempted and expofed to Violence, 
will they not ftand in Heed of a Protestor ? If fome 
Hazard mutt be run in popular Elections, to pre- 
serve the People's Freedoms, may there not be fomc 
Help therein by the Eleflion of a Chief Magistrate, 
that it turn not at any Time to its own Prejudice ? 
If any Thing inconvenient fliould chance to flip out 
at one Door, mud it not pafs two more, before it 
come abroad to the Detriment of the People; 
How exatvfc, and of how great Refpeit and Authori- 
ty, will be all your A£b, Laws, and Refolutions ; 
■When as, after that they have parTed the Examina- 
tion of that great Body, which fees with the Eyes of 
the Three Nations, and is acquainted with the Con- 
dition, and ferrfible of the Neceflhies, of every in- 
dividual Part thereof, they {hall then pafs a fecond 
Scrutiny, and be ptiblifbed and refined by fuch as, 
during Life, fhatl make it their Bufinefs either to fit 
themfelves for, or to beexercifed in, Things of (hat 
Nature j being alfo afiifted by all the Reverend 
Judges of the Land, and other learned Perfons 
that Robe, fo oft as there fttafl be Occafion to re- 
quire their Advice j and when, as after all this, they 
fnuft pafs alfo the Judgment and Afl'cnt of the Chief 
Magistrate, who is placed on high as upon a Watch- 
Tower, from whence he may behold at one View, 
and drfcover the State of the whole Body Politic 
and every Part thereof; and fee not only near at hand, 
but alfo afar off, how it flandeth in relation to Fo- 
reign 
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reign States, as well as to its own Parts within it- 

m 

* I might enlarge much more on this Subject : And 
it b not to be forgotten that each Houfe taking a 
more Special Care of what is moll proper for it, and 
it moft proper for, whilft the Reprefentative of the 
Commons provideth and ftrengtheneth the Sinews 
of War to preferve the Commonwealth from De- 
ftrudtion in Grafs, by public Force and Violence* 
the other Houfe will preferve it from Defrru&ion by 
Retale, through the due Admin iftration of Juftice, 
fupprefling private Wrongs and Oppreflions, which 
would foon break out into open Flames and public 
Rapines, if they were not prevented by the Courts 
of Judicature; whereof the higbeft and laft Retort 
is there : But I fhall leave what is omitted in this 
Point to Time and Experience ; which I am con- 
fident will fpeak more fully, and more effectually, 
and convincingly, than the Tongue of any Man can 
fet forth, 

* And fo I pais on to the laft Point, and fliall 
briefly touch on ibmc Difficulties and Impediments 
which we may meet with in our Way. And the 
firft, that lome may be in Danger to {tumble at, is, 
the Apprchenfion of Novelty in this Conftitutinu, 
becaufe it is not in every Point agreeable to whit 
was before, For Removal hereof, let us coiiGder, 
that neither is the Condition of the Nation at prefent, 
as it was before j and, it may be, it is not good it 
ftiould be fo, or, at leaft, that it is not God's WilJ 
it fhould be fo. It is rather little lefs than a Miracle, 
chat, after fo great Shakings and Confuiions, itftculd 
fo Toon come to that State that it is already in : An « 
if we well and wifely conlidex how great Variety of 
Humours and Judgments, and what different Inte- 
rests and Powers thefe Wars have railed amongil us,, 
and how differently placed and lodged from that 
which was before, it is no Wonder if every one 
cannot have what he thinks befl la bis Judgment t* 
be done, but ought rather to content himfelf wkh 
what he may think next beft to that which is tirJl ia 
kis Judgment, which probably aiay be bdt of all 
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, f te ^2S BBa * And every Bkw that we fiiaJI level at that Head, in 
way of Defence or Offence, will, in fome Pjopor^ 
tion, redound to the Advantage of all good Chrl- 
fiians throughout the World, 

* And now it would be very ftrange, J/ all gcio4 
Men mould not lee, and be convinced, what Thread 
it was that run aJJ along through our Quarxel in the 
Jate Wars : And though, at firil, it was wore finely 
lpun, and more cjolely wrought, that it could not 
fo eahly he dilccnjed ; yet, now that k is unra vcll'd 
tA its Bottom, it more clearly diLoveretb its {Life 
fcy its Refort : And if the JntpreA of that Party ihall 
be again iiuhroncd arnongft us, and brought in upo/i 
the Wings of fcbat double-headed JJlack Eagk, or 
rather Vulture, what will become of the poo/ 
Lambs of Chrijlf What can we expect, but, ac- 
cording tp the Agreement between them* a Tolera- 
tion of Popery in England and $cstJand, and a Pro<- 
fefuon and Prote&ion of it in Ireland., with an Inun- 
dation of Loofenefs and Profaneneis on the one &de, 
and of Tyranny aud Qpprcffion on the other / W* 
ought then to believe ; and we have good Ground to 
reft our Faith upon : But, Cam Do rmmnfa ajf 
Hdattus, we pught fo to believe, as though we had 
made no Proviuon at all ; and yet we ought fo to 
make Provifion, in SuUcrvU'nvy to God's Provi- 
dence, as if we did not belicvx at all. And bis 
Highncl's doth acknowledge the great Care and Pro- 
vifion of the Parliament, tar the car-ryiisg qm pf this 
War, in purfuance of their moil Cbr.i Irian and truly 
Englljh Spirit and Refolntion, in owning that Quar- 
rel againil that old Enemy of their Religion, wod pf 
their Nation : Yet I muff acquaint y*>u s Thai; the 
Supplies granted have fallen fhott of the Common- 
wealth 's Necej3ities ; becaufe, indeed, they have 
fallen {hort of the Parliament's own jkxp«£Urioas # 
according to the lowed Ultimate that {hey were 
reckoned at j efpecially that of the New J&u tidings J : 

* By an /k(k p»(Ted this Patliuceutj (the Pf«vaitJe <o w$*ch rfir 
sXLta that the escf Hire Njujjiberoj Huufcs newly b,nik, in the City ngi 
Suburbs of Lotd-nt and Parj:s ajyoiiiiog, were rjjunrj to tie very mlf»

tions, and what may be the pioper Remedies, as 

alfo the full and perfect State of the Revenue, you

as his Highnefs will appoint to inform you therein j 

which cannot be expected at this Time from me, 

who have already held you too long, and fpent too 

much of your Time, and tired out your Patience,, 

which you will have Occafion enough to make uie 

of to better Purpofes. 

* This only I fhall add before I conclude, That 
though T fhall not, I mult not, I dare not, flatter 
Man in the Prefence of God, (and his Prefence is 
more than ordinary in fuch Auemhlics as this) yet 
you all know, and the Three Nations know, and 
alt the Nations round about us know, that the 
Quiet, the Peace, and Welfare of thefe Nations 
doth at pre fen U in great Meafure, under God, de- 
pend upon his Highnefs's Life : And therefore, with 
Hearts and Hands lifted up to Heaven, let us pray 
for the Continuance of it, arid of the Influences of 
God's gracious Spirit upon his Mind and Heart, for 
the Weal and good Government of thefe Nations. 

Then addrejftiig bimfelf particularly to the Lord 
Proteflgr-j he jattly 

* Sir, whatever you are or fhall bej whatever you 
have done or fhall doj and whatever Abilities you

Men : To which End that you may lay forth your- 
ftlf and them, and improve al! the Opportunities, 
and employ all the Power, which God hath put into 
your Hands, is the Hope, is the Prayer of all good 
Men ; and in fo doing you {ball have Comfort, you 
ihall have Honour, and we fh^ll have Safety, and we 
Ihall have Happincfs } that Happincfs to lee Truth 
and Peace, JufHce and Mercy kits each other, 
and Cbriji fit upon his Throne in thefe Lands j 
not in that literal and carnal Way, which hath fo 
much intoxicated the Brains and Minds of many 
in thefe out Days, but in Spirit and in Truth ; 
and more comformable to that which Chrijl him- 
felf hath pronounced, That his Kingdom is not of 
this World ; and yet rouft all the Kingdoms of the 
World be fubfervient to that World which is to 
come, to that Kingdom which, is above, 

' Whereupon, having our Eyes fixed, let us bend 
our Couife that Way, with our Faces thitherward, 
difcharging every one his Duty in his Place, diligently 
and faithfully ; and nnifhing the Work which God 
hath appointed us to do in this Life ; that, in the 
life to come, we may hear that fweet and blefied 
Voice directed unto us, Come, good and faithful

Thefe tedious Harangues being ended, the Com- 
mons returned to their own Houfc, and ordered 
that all the Committees concerning public Affairs, 
which had been appointed before their Recefe, 
jhauld be revived ; Bat, before we advance any 
farther in the Tranfacttans of this Parliament, it 
will be neceffary to remember, That, by the third 
Article of the Humble Petition and Advice, no Per- 
fons legally chofen by a free Election of the People 
to ferve in Parliament, were to be excluded there- 
from, but by the judgment and Content of that- 
Houfc whereof they were Members. In Confe- 
rence of this, all thole Gentlemen who had been 

denied 
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denied their Seats iri the Hour* of Commons, at 
the firft Meeting of this Parliament, on Pretence of 
their not being approved of by the Proteftor's Coun- 
cil, were freely admitted. This opened the Door to 
about one hundred of Cremiveffs moil inveterate 
Enemies, who had obtained great Credit and In- 
terest in the Houfe, by having been excluded for 
their Fidelity to the Commonwealth. 

It is alfo to be obferved, That the Profe&or, 
when he fele£ed out of the Houfe of Commons 
thofe who were his ablefl Managers there, in order 
to inftitute his New Houfe of Lords, had not taken 
Care to fupply their Places with Men equally at- 
tached to his Interclr. 

Thefe two Circumftances quite chang'd the Com- 
plexion of the Houfe of Commons, and account for 
their endeavouring to overturn all that had been done 
for CrsmweU's Service, In the former Stffion, 

Hiftorians charge Cromwell with the Want of his 
ufual Sagacity in this Particular \ not confidering, 
trrat, by the feventeenth Article of the Humble Pe- 
tition and Advice, he was obliged to give his Af- 
fent to that whole Inftru, merit without Relerve, 
And, confequently, his Submitting to fuch Articles 
therein as were Reftrictions of his Power, wa-- the 
Price of a Legiflative Confirmation of his Protector- 
ship. Eeiidea, there was no Way of Recruiting 
the Vacancies oi the Houfe of Commons but by 
the Speaker's i {Tiling new Writs for that Purpofe, 
Which could not be done without the Order of that 
Houfe.

After debating this MeJTage, it was refolved, by 
a Majority of 75 againft 51, that the Houfe would 
fend an Anlwcr thereto, by Meflengers of their 
own. This Rcfulution gave fo great Difguir, to the 
Protector, that, 

Who beginnins On t h e 25th, his HJ^hnefs fent a Letter, di rafted 
thrlutZritycf* the Speaker of theliouk of Commons, which 
iheOthetHoufrj was this Day read, defiling them to give him a 
Meeting at the Banquetting-Hsufe^ Whitehall^ at 
Three that Afternoon : Accordingly they went up 
thither, at the Time appointed, where the Protec 
tor made another Speech to rhern. This is not e. 
tered in the Journals, nor have we met with it, 
large, any where elfe \ and indeed it feems, fro: 
what followed thereupon, not to have been printed 
at all. But Air, Whitioch informs us, That the 
Purport of it was, an Exhortation to Unity, and to 
the Obfervance of their own Rules laid down in the 
Humble Petition and Advice ; becaufi; Sir Arthur 
Hafelrigge and fome others, not allowing of the New 
Houfe of Lords, had fpoken reproachfully of them, 
endeavouring to raife Difcoiitents between the Houfe 
of Commons and their Lordfbips; the latter of 
whom our Memorial ill, being now one of them 
himfelf, mentions with great Refpe£h 

On the 28th, the Speaker having made a Repot 
of the foregoing Speech, he further told them, b) 
the Lord Protector's Defire, * That his Highnefs in- 
tended to have imparted to them a Paper, concern- 
ing the State of the public Monies, which he hac 
not then ready with htm ; but that the Houfe fhould 
have it, whenever they did defire the fame.' Here- 
upon it was refolved, That a Committee be ap- 
pointed to wait upon the Lord Protector, and defire 
him to caufe the Speech he had Jaft made, in the 
Banquetting'Houfii to be printed ; alfo to commu- 
nicate, to them the Paper concerning the State of

Houfe would take the Matters, imparted to them 
in the fsiJ Speech, into their ferious and fpeedy 
Conjlderatron. 

After which it was refotved, by 3 Majority of 92 
Voices agamft 84, That no private Buiinels be ta- 
ken into Confutation for one Month. 

'January 29. Mr. Nathaniel Bacon f , one of the 
Matters of the Rcquctb to the Lord Protector, re- 
ported, That the Committee, having waited upon 
his Highncfs, in a full Appearance, at the with' 
drawing Chamber at Whitehall* and prcfeiUed him 
with the foregoing Refactions of the Houfe, he 
gave this Aniwcr : 

That his Highnefs faid, * He could not have 
looked upon the Committee as a Committee of 
the Houfe of Commons, had he not feen the Paper, 
and the Perfons of the Committee. 

4 That what he fpake in the Banqtutting- Houfe, 
was delivered to both the Houfes, the Houfe of 
Lords and the Houfe of Commons j and that he 
■was exceeding tender of the Breach of Privilege of 
either Houfe, whereunto he had fworn; and which, 
by the Bleffing of God, would maintain ; and that 
he did not know, nor was fatisfied, that it was not 
again ft the Privilege of either Houfe, for him to give 
an Anfwer to either of the Houfes apart. 

6 That he fpoke to the Houfes thofe Things, 
that did lie upon his own Heart; and that he did 
acquaint them, honeftly and plainly, how Things 
itood in Matters of Fact ; but that of the Particu- 
lars he did not remember four Lines : That he had 
confidered with fame Perfons about the Papers re- 
lating to Money, and found fame Particulars fliort, 
and fame over ; but he would take them into Con- 
fide ration, and fee them right, and would give a 
timely Account thereof.

But it appears by other Contemporary a Authorities, 
that notwithstanding the Advice and Intreaties nf 
ff'kitfscie and others of the Protector's Council, 
againft the DiUoIution of this Parliament, yet the 
Alarms from abroad daily increasing, and the frcih 
Informations brought him concerning the Diligence 
of his Advcrfaries at home, quickened him to that 
Degree in his Refolution to difmifs them, that he 
would not ftay for his Coach of State ; but taking 
the firft that was at hand, went from Whitehall^ 
attended only by Lieutenant -Colonel Cromwell his 
Nephew, and fix of his Guards, to Wtftminjier »

tition of you, I did look that you, that had offered 
it unto me, (hould make it good. 

* I did tell you, at a Conference concerning it, 
that I would riot undertake it, unlefs there might be 
fome other Perfons that might interpofe between me 
and the Houfe of Commons, who then had the 
Power, to prevent tumultuary and popular Spirits ; 
and it was granted I fhould name Another Houfe. 
I named it of Men that fhall meet you wherefoever 
you go, and make Hands with you, and tell you it 
is not Titles, nor Lords, nor Party, that they value, 
but a Chrifiian and an Englijh Intereft : Men of 
your own Rank and Quality, who will not only be 
a. Balance unto you, but to themfeJves, while you 
love England and Religion. 

* Having proceeded upon thefe Terms, and find- 
ing fuch a Spirit as is too much predominant, every

* Again : I would not have accepted of the Go- 
vernment, uniefs 1 knew there would be a juft Ac- 
cord between the Governor and the Governed ; un- 
lefs they would take an Oath to make good what 
the Parliament's Petition and Advice advifed me un- 
to ■, upon that I took an Oath, and they took ano- 
ther Oath upon their Part anfwerable to mine; and 
did not every one know upon what Condition they 
fworc ? God knows* I took it upon the Conditions 
exprefl'ed in the Government: And I did think we 
had been upon a Foundation, and upon a Bottom ; 
and thereupon I thought myfclf bound to take it, 
and to be advifed by the Two Houfes of Parliament; 
and we ftanding unfettled till we were arrived at 
that, the Con feque rices would necefiarily have been 
Confufion, if that had not been fettled : Yet there;

I do not 
ipeak to thefe Gentlemen, or Lords, [pointing t9 
his Right Hand] whatfoever you will call them. 1 
lpeak not this to them, but to you. You advifed 
me to run Into this Place, to be in a Capacity by 
your Advice ; yet, inftead of owning a Thing taken 
for granted, feme muft have I know not what, and

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ljit«-«gnum. you have not only disjointed yourfelves, but the 
whole Nation, which is in Likelihood of running 
into more Confufion, in thefe fifteen or fixteen Days 
that you have fat, than it hath been from the Rifing 
of the laft Seflion to this Day, through the Intention 
of deviling a Common wealth again, that fotrte of 
the People might be the Men that might rule all j 
and they are endeavouring to engage the Army to 
carry that Thing. And hath that Man been true to 
this Nation, whofoever he be, efpeoially that hath 
taken an Oath, thus to prevaricate : Thefe Defigns 
have been among the Army, to break and divide us. 
I fpeak this in the Prefence of fome of the Army, 
that thefe Things have not been according to God, 
nor according to Truth, pretend what you will. 
Thefe Things tend to nothing elfe, but the playing 
the King of Serf r* Game, if 1 may fo call him t and 
I think myfelf bound, before God, to do what I 
can to prevent it. 

' That which I told you, in the Banquttiing-Houfe^ 
was true, that there were Preparations of Force to* 
invade us \ God is my Witnefs, it hath been con- 
firmed to me fince, within a Day, that the King of 
Scots hath an Army at the Water Side, ready to be 
fhipp'd for England* I have it from tbofc who have 
been Eye-Witnefles of it: And, while it is doing, 
there are Endeavours from fome, who are not far 
from this Place, to ftir up the People of this Town 
into aTumuhlng: What if I faid into a Rebellion? 
And I hope I fliall make it appear to be no better, 
if God affift me : It hath been not only your En- 
deavour to pervert the Army, while you have been 
fitting, and to draw them to ftate the Queftion 
about a Commonwealth, but fome of you have been 
lifting of Perfons, by Com million of Charles Stuart* 
to join with any Infurreftion that may be made : 
And what is like to come upon this, the Enemy be- 
ing ready to invade us, but even prefent Blood and 
Confufion ? And if this be fo, I do aflign to this

By the hidden Diffolutlon of this Parliament, aflufeful Bills de. 
the Bills then depending in the Houfe of Commons, P^fJH at iius 
were renJereJ abortive. We have extracted, from 
their ysumals^ the following Catalogue of them, to 
ftlew how many Projects were then on Foot for the 
Public Service j and that the Quefiioning the Pro- 
testor's Title,, and Affronting his Other HoufCj was 
not the fole Employment of the Commons : The 
Bills, at this Time under their Consideration, were, 
For uniting Scotland and Inland into one Common- 
wealth with England: For eftabliihina' County Res 
giirers : For regulating Ale-Houfes : For afcertain- 
log of Fines upon Defcent and Alienation* of Copy- 
holds of Inheritance: For providing for Orphans, 
and Preservation of their Eflates and Defeents : For 
Probate of Wills, and granting Adminiftrations : 
For compelling Prifoners, who have filiates, to pay 
their Debts, and for Relief of fuch as are not able: 
For fettling of Marriages, and for the regrftering of 
them, as alfo Births and Burials: To prevent Abufes 
in granting CcrtiorSries : For the Incrcafe and Pre- 
fervatioti of Timber: To redrefs the Abufes in wear- 
ing of Gold and Silver Lace, Silks, fine Linen, and 
Exccfs in Apparel, and alfo to reform indecent Fa- 
shions: To regulate the great Inconveniences arifing 
from the Diverfity of Weights and Meafures : To 
amend the feveral Statutes concerning Baftardy, For- 
nication, and Adultery, and reduce them into one 
Law : For fu ppreffing Cuftomary Oaths : For re- 
(training the exceffivfi Wages of Artificers and La- 
bourers, and to prevent Exorbitancy in the Apparel 
of Servants : For the better Diftribution of the Re- 
venues of Hofpirals : To reform the Abufes com- 
mitted by Attornies, Sollicitors, Stewards and Ban 
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*»**£*">«». liffs of Liberties, and Under- Sheriffs : To reftraui 
unnecefiary Suits upon Bonds or Bills : For Reco- 
very of fmall Debts; and relieving Perfons, in cafe 
of (mall Trcfpafies, within their refpe£live Counties : 
For im powering, and requiring, Parifh.es to raife a 
Stock for fetting the Poor at Work: For preventing 
the Inhabitants of the Sea-Coafts from plundering 
fuch as have the Misfortune to be wreck' d there : 
For prohibiting the Making of Malt in the Heat of 
Summer : For Regulation of the Woollen Manufac- 
tory : For the farther Encouragement of Trade and 
Navigation ; For erecting a Court of Law, and an- 
other of Equity, at Terk y for the Relief of the Inha- 
bitants of Yorkshire , Nartbumberl&nd, Cumbtrlandy 
and ffleftnwretand : To prevent the Non-refidenee 
of Mailers, Provofts, Prefidents, Wardens, and 
Heads of Colleges and Halls in the two Univerfi- 
ties : For enabling Truftees to purchafc in Impro- 
priations : And for repairing pf the Highways, and 
improving the Public Roads. 

It is obvious, from the foregoing Speech, that the 
Commons refit firjg to own the Protector's Other 
Houfe as a Houfe of Lords, and confequently a 
Court of Judicature, was one principal Reafon of 
his refcntful Manner of diftolving this Parliament. 
But Cromwell's other Motives for this hafty Diffo- 
lution, are more particularly pointed out in the 
following Letter from Mr. Hart lib p , Mil/en's in- 
timate Friend, to Dr. /VM, the learned Mathe- 
matician ; who was, at this Time, Cramwell's Resi- 
dent with the Swifs Cantons.

All the Officers of the Army attended his Highnefs,

y$u have his Highnefs's two laft Speeches to both 
Houfes, as they were taken at his Elbow. There, is 
much Nonjenfe, efpecially in the la/l ; but there are 
pery few Men yet that have any Copy at. all of them.

• Mr. MereJand was one of Thtrlatt Under-Secretaries; and, at 
tliis Time, Cromwell's Reildent at Geneva : But in the Beginning of 
May, 1660, having waited upon King Charles at Breda, and made 
feveral important Difcoveries, he received there the. Honour of 
Knighthood from Ms Majefty. 
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Immediately after the Parliament was diffblved* 
Orders were iilutd by the Council, for preventing 
all private Affemblies under the Pretence of Prayers 
or Preaching : And fo jealous was Gromweil of fuch 
Part of the Army as was, at this Time, quartered 
about St. James' $ % that he took the Infpetflion of 
the Watch at Whitehall^ for feteral Nights fuccef- 
fivety, in his owd Perfon. And having now got rid 
of his Parliament, and thereby become once more 
an AbtbJute Sovereign, he made Ufc of his Power 
to new- model the Army, by it-moving fuch Offi- 
cers as he fufpected would obftiudt nis Defign. lii 
order thereunto he had difmifled Major- General 
Lambert from his Service, for refufing to take the 
Oath of Fidelity to him, as required by the Humble 
Petition and Advice ; but, at the fame Time, not 
thinking it fafe intirely to difguft a Man of fo vat. 
Intereft among the Soldiery, he allowed him a Pcn- 
fion of 2000 /. per Annum t to keep him from any 
defperate Undertaking. 

The Proteclcir alfo made it his Bufmefs fo to ba- 
lance the Intereft of all Parties, that they (hould 
riot dare to oppofe his arbitrary Meafures, for fear 
of reducing themfelves to a worfe Condition than 
they were in. Yet, notwithstanding all thefc Arti- 
fices and Precautions, he was not without continual 
Apprehenuoiis. Some Machinations were form'd 
againft him by the Fifth- Monarchy Men, of whom 
Major-General Harrijsn was the Chief: Of this 
Plot the Protector had early Intelligence, and quickly 
fupprefs'd it, by imprifoning the principal Confpi- 
rators. But the repeated Information he daily re-

Abtout Midfummer the Town of Dunkirk, which Duniir i f urr en- 
at this Time belonged to the Spaniards, having fuf- dered toC«»- 
tained a Siege of fome Weeks againft the united «*//. 
Forces of England and France, furrendered upon 
Articles ; and Lockhart, Cromwell's Ambaflador, 
was put into the PofTeflion of it, (by the French King 
in Perfon,- and in the Prefence of Cardinal Ma%a- 
rin) in the Name of his Matter; to whom the Inha- 
bitants were obliged to take an Oath of Allegiance 
as Lord Protector of England, Scotland, and Ireland.* 
The Dukes of York and Gloucejler were prefent in 
the Spanijh Army under the Command of Dongas,

the Englijb on Horfeback feveral Times fo gallantly, 
that it was with great Difficulty they efcaped being 
cither killed or taken.

We fhall therefore content ourfelves with oblerving, 
That though Cromwell fupported the Honour and 
Dignity of the Nation abroad, with a Spirit and Re- 
folutton equal to many, and fuperior to moft, of 
our Kings : Tho', during his Adminiftration, many 
excellent Laws, worthy of better Times, were en- 
acted for the Benefit of the Subject at home ; and 
the Benches of Juftice filled, by him, with Men of 
the greateft Abilities at the Bar : Yet not one 'of 
our Monarchs, nor even all of them together, fince 
the Norman Conqueft, ever trampled upon the Li- 
berty and Privileges of Parliament with fuch Inlb- 
lence and Outrage: For he abfolutely nominated* 
by his own Warrant, all thofe that conftituted the 
firft Afiembly in his Protectorate : He excluded, by 
an arm'd Force, every Man from his fecond, tho" 
elected by the People, that would not fubferibe an 
Engagement *° fupport his lawlefs Authority : And 
as to his third, after ufing all the bafeft and moft 
unjuftifiable Means poffible to influence Elections, 
he denied Entrance into the Houfe to near ioo 
Members, on Pretence of their not being approved 
by his Council, before he could obtain even the 
Appearance of a Parliamentary Sanction of his 
Power.

' Great Part of the Lawyers, fays this Hiftor'un, 
in the Inns of Court, bein^ infected with Puritanifra, 
in their Zeal for the Caufe, lahoured to advance the 
Intereil of their Party in the Houfe of Commons; 
and, in their Searches of old Records, finding feveral 
Towrt9 of the King's Demefne had been fummoned, 
once or twice, by Edward I. to fend their Deputies to 
Parliament, (tho 5 this wife Prince did not live above 
twelve Years after his Inftitution of the third Eftate, 
and varied the little Places which fent Members 
from Time to Time, only to lighten a Charge, 
that, when their Representatives received Wages, 
was too heavy for them conit.anr.1y to bear) yet on 
this bare Pretence of their having had one or two 
Summons, they took it into their Heads to main- 
tain, that thefe Demefne Towns, many of them 
inconfiderable Villages, were Boroughs by Pre- 
fcription ; and had a Right, contrary to the Inten- 
tion of the King who firft fummoned them, to fend 
Deputies to Parliament in all future Ages. 

( Thus the Earl of Leicefler's Town of Atido-uer, 
and near thirty others, in which the Great Men 
about Court had an Influence, re-aflumed the Pri- 
vilege j and increafed the Houfe of Commons, in 
Queen Elizabeth's Time, by about fixty Members, 
This feems to have been done, during her Reign, 
only by the Sheriffs of Counties fending Precepts to- 
fuch Places ; probably by the Direction of powerful 
Courtiers, who had Interest enough in the Houfe 
of Commons, (when a Debate arofe» in the 13th 
Year of that Reign, on the Introduction of eighteen 
Members for Towns never known to fend any be- 
fore) to protect them, and keep the Practice from 
being cenfured ; hut, in the fucceeding Reigns, the 
Commons themfdves made ufe of the fame Pre- 
tence to increafe their Members. Thus the Puri- 
tans got the Afcendant in that Houfe ; And thus

* When Edwardl. in the 23d Year of his Reign, 
firft fummoned the Cities and Towns, which either 
held of him in Fee-farm, or were Part of his Royal 

.Demefnes, to Parliament, in order to agree for 
themfelves, and others of the like Tenure, upon 
.the Rate of the Talliages due from them, which 
had before been fixed either by the Privy Council, 
or the itinerant Judges," there were not above ic6 
Places admitted to this Privilege. Of thefe, fifty- 
live were either Cities or the principal Towns of 
Counties, fummoned conftantly ever fince ; the 
-other fifty-one were fmall inconfiderable Towns, 
Parcels of his Demefne, without any continued Suc- 
ceffion ; the Places varying, whilft the Number was 
.generally preferved. There was no ill Proportion 
in this Reprefentation, efpecially at a Time when 
the Representatives of thefe Cities and Towns were 
folely concerned in rating their own Talliages, and 
had no Suffrage in the Taxation of the Gentlemen 
and Freeholders of Counties, which was fettled by 
the Knights of Shires alone, aflbmbled a-part by 
themfelves. But the Cafe is now vaftly altered j 
there is no longer any juft or reafonable Proportion 
,in the Reprefentation ; for, whilft all the Landed 
.Intereft is reprcfented by ninety-two Members, and 
the Trading or Monied Intereft by about an hun- 
dred Deputies of Cities and great Towns, there are 
.above 300 Reprefentatives of fmall, inconfiderable, 
and many of thefe, beggarly Boroughs ; who, by a 
Majority of three to two, are able to difpofe of the 
Property of all the landed and opulent Men in the 
Kingdom, in Defpite of their unanimous DifTent. 
Thefe have been long confidered as the rotten Part 
of our Conftitution ; and, being venal as well as 
poor, they have been the chief Source of the Cor- 
ruption complained of in modern Parliaments. 

* Foreigners, that know and reflect on this Ine- 
quality in the Reprefentation, which they cannot 
jTeconcile to common Senfe, ftaiid amazed at hearr 
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Inter-rfgnum, j n g us brag of the Excellency of our Conftitutution, 
— 5 _ f when it labours under fo Fundamental aDefeftj and 
Sep*t.iibec are a P t ta doubt, whether the Senie of Parlia- 
ment be really the Senfe of the Nation, The Evils 
of this Inequality are great and notorious ; frequent 
Complaints have been made on the Subject;, and va- 
rious Expedients fuggeffod for Redrefs ; but, whe- 
ther thefe gave Diftafte by a too ludden and remark- 
able Alteration of the Forms and Cuftoms to which 
the Nation had been long inured, none of them 
have .been yet adopted, and Room is left to offer, 
another to the Confederation of the Public. 

* Mach'tavet, obferving that all Conftitutions alter 
in a Courfe of Time, and, in conlequence thereof, 
become fubjecT: to Corruptions which threaten their 
utter Subversion, thinks no Method fo likely to 
prevent the impendent Ruin, as by refylving them 
into their firft Principles $ and bringing them back, 
as near as poflible, to their original Condition. 
Were this Method thought proper to be followed, 
and Parliaments reduced nearer to their original 
Confutation, which, neither in this, nor in any 
other European Country, admitted any other Re- 
prefentarives than of the Gentry and Freeholders, 
it may be done by giving the Landed Intereft 3, 
greater Power and Influence inParhament, than they 
have at piefcnt j by conferring on all Freeholders, 
poflefled of Eftates of 40 or 50/. a Year, (who 
ought certainly to have a better Share in the Repre- 
sentation, than a Man of forty Shillings) within 
the Hundreds in which fuch fmall poor Boroughs 
are fituared, a Right of Voting, equally with the 
Freemen and Inhabitants, for the Election of Mem- 
bers to reprefent the Boroughs 3 and by making the 
Steward, or Judge of the Hundred-Court, a joint 
returning Officer, with the Reeve, Conftable, or 
other Chief fylagiftrate oflthe Borough. As Free- 
holders of that Subilance retain more of the old 
Englijh Spirit than any other Set of Men in the 
Nation, and arc the leaft corruptible, this would 
cut ofFat once al! the fcandalous Bargains now made 
by firokeis for Boroughs : Nor will it be ah eafy

ing or glaring Breach of Forms, rectify the unhap- 
py DIfproportion which reigns at prefent. When 
the infamous Bribery of the Inhabitants of Stock- 
bridge and Hindon provoked an Houfe of Commons 
to bring in Bills for disfranchifing them % had this 
Expedient of letting in the neighbouring fubftantial 
Freeholders to vote with them in Elections been 
thought of, the Remedy would have appeared lefs 
extreme, and it might have effe&ually flopped a 
Corruption, which hath not been leffened by the 
panger thofe Boroughs ran of being disfranchifed. 
This likewife may be done gradually, and almoft 
imperceptibly, by a general Relblution of punifhing 
the Bribery of Boroughs, in fuch a Manner, when- 
ever Occafions mould offer: And it would, in Time, 
reform an Evil, which, if continued, muff prove 
the utter Ruin of the Conftitution.' 

That ingenious Antiquary and Naturalift, Mr, 
Borlafe, accounts, very judicioufly, for the great 
Difproportion of Burgefles elected in Cornwall*. 
* As this County, fays he, has a fo much greater 
Number of Boroughs than any in Great-Britain^ 
and fends as many almoft as the Kingdom of 
Scotland itfelf E , it will not be foreign to our Pur- 
pofe, to inquire into the Original of this fo much- 
envied Privilege, offending To great a Number of 
Reprefentatives to the Houfe of Commons, from fo 
fmall a Counry, and from Boroughs moftly fo in-

Increafe of the Prerogative lefs invidious. Queen 
Alary * in her fhort Reign, (probably from the fame 
Motives} admitted two more ; and Queen Elizabeth, 
who never rejected any PoJitical Precedent which 
might confirm her Power, (though always, it muft 
be owned, exerting that Power for the Prosperity of 
her People, as well as her own Glory) admitted fix 
other Boroughs. 

* The only Inftances which could give the leafi 
Colour of Juftice to thefe Proceedings, were few 
and weak. The Borough of Tregeny fent Burgefles, 
indeed, twice, viz- in the 23d and 35th of Edward I.

Boroughs had little Trade, few Inhabitants, and 
thofe poor and of no Eminence : Thefe Circum- 
ftanccs, in all Likelihood, did rather promote than 
prevent their being privileged, as rendering them 
more tradable and dependent, than if they had been 
large and opulent Towns, inhabited by Perfons of 
Trade, Rank, and Difcernment. 

' It is true, indeed, thefe Places, fo fummoned, 
were old Boroughs, in the legal Acceptation of the 
Word ; that is, had Immunities granted them by 
their Princes or Lords, Exemptions from Services 
|n other, Courts, Privileges of exercifing Trades, of 
flecking Officers within their own Diftridt, and in- 
verted with the Property of Lands, Mills, Fairs, &c. 
paying annually a certain Chief or Fee-Farm Rent; 
Inoft of them alfo were Parts of the antient Demefnes 
of the Crown, and had been either in the Crown, or 
in the Royal Blood, from the Norman Conqueft k , 
and by paffing to and from the Crown often, and 
their Privileges conftantly referved and confirmed at 
every Transfer, thefe Towns had acquired a Kind 
of nominal Dignity ; but were, in every other Light, 
inconfiderable, and no ways intitled to the Power of 
fending Members to Parliament ; much lefs in Pre- 
ference to fo many more populous Communities in 
the other Parts of England.

For the above Letter, and feveral others of Oliver and Richard 
Cromwtll, we are obliged to the Hon. Horace Walpole, Efq; Member 
of Parliament for Lynn, who tranferibed them from the Originals 
found at Peufey, the Seat of the Duncbe's Family, in Bcrkjbire. 

Sir Philip Warwick and Mr. Ludlow inform us, That during 
Cromwelfs Illnefs, Goodwyn, his Chaplain, ufed thisExpreflion in his 
Prayer, Lord, ivc beg not for bis Recovery, for that tboa baft already 
granted and ajfured us of; but for bis fpcedy Recovery, becaufe there 
are divers Things of great Moment to be difpatcbed by biitt. 

Another Contemporary, (m a Pamphlet, .in titled', A Second Nar- 
rative of the late Parliament, printed in the fifth Year of England's 
Slavery, under its new Monarchy, 1658,) writes, That when the News 
of Cromwell's Death was brought to the Miniftera and others who were 
praying for him, in the Chapel at Whitehall, Peter Sterry, one of his 
Chaplain:, flood up and defired the Company not to be troubled : 
For, faid he, This is good News : Then holding forth his Bible, he 
fpoke to this Purpofe : That if that were the Word of God, that at 
certainly that bleffedboly Spirit (meaning the late Protestor) ■was 
with Cbrifi at the Right Hand of the Father ; And if he were there, 
what might not his Family, and the People of God, now expc&fro* 
bimf For if he were fo tifeful and helpful, and ft> much Goad was in- 
fluenced, from him to them, when be was here in a mortal State, bote 
much more Influence would come from him now he was in Heaven f The 
Father, Son, and Spirit, tbro him, be/lowing Gifts and Graces upon 
tbem.~- With a great deal more to the fame blafphemous Purpofe. 

But thefe Enthufiaftic Rhapfodies were not confined to CrowweW* 
Chaplains ; for Fleetwood, Henry Cromwell, I.ord Fauconberg, Tbur-

Mr. MorriUy in his Life of toid Brt*b:fl t confirmi the Account 
of Crsmru/tir s Intentions in Favour cf k Uctiuetd - t adding, That when 
Crem^tU was alked, Who Jhould fuccced him ? he anfwered, That 
in fuch a Drawer in a Cabinet of his Cjofet, they (houJd find his Will ; 
bat tiu F . one cf his Daughter! had taken it awjy, and burnt it. 
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Government, by God's Providence, now laid up- 
on his Shoulders *, and which he could not hope td 
fuftain any other Way, than by being borne up by 
their Prayers, and by the Prayers of the reft of 
God's People, whofe Peace and Profperity he 
Would, to the utmoft of his Power, endeavour to 
promote in the Government of thefe Nations, &c.

As they parted along the Court, they did 
Obeifance, three Times, to their Lordfhips of the 
Council, who flicwed themfelves, out at the Coun- 
cil-Chamber' Window, Witnefles of this high ant 
happy Solemnity before a numerous Concourfe 
People. Then the Officers drawing near under the 
Window, a Trumpet founded ; after which one of 
the Clerks, attending the Council, produced the Pro- 
clamation, which was read aloud by Nerroy King ;

and placed on a Herfe, richly adorned and fet forth 
with Efcutcheons and other Ornaments, the Effi- 
gies itfelf being verted with Royal Robes, a Scepter 
in one Hand, a GJobe in the other, and it Crown 
on the Head. After it had been a while thua 
placed in the Middle of the Room; when the Time 
tame that it was to be removed into the Carriage, 
it was carried on the Herfe by ten of his Highnefsfs 
Gentlemen into the Court, where a Canopy oir

The Narrative concludes with the following Com- 
pliment to Oliver Cromwell : « This was the laft 
Ceremony of Honour* and lefs could not be per- 
formed to the Memory of him, to whom Pofterity 
will pay (when Knvy is laid afleep by Time) more 
Honour than we axe able to exprefs.' 

Having thus conducted Oliver Cromwell to his 
Grave, return we now to Richard his Succeflbr. 

Hitherto was nothing heard of in England^ but the \Rietmrd Cum- 
Voice of joy and large Encomiums on their New So- ™ c// calis a Paj> " 
veteign, Richard -, and this promising Profpecl might 
probably have continued much longer than it did, had 
not the NeceiTities of the State required the Calling 
of a Parliament : For it is to be remembred. That 
the late Alliance made by Oliver with the Crown 
of Sweden, and of which he was fonder than of all 
the reft of his Engagements, obliged him, in the 
Spring, to fend a ftrong Fleet into the Sound, to 
afllft that King againft Denmark ; or at leaf!, by 
way of Mediator, to induce the latter to accept of 
fuch Conditions as the other fhould be willing to 
propofe. And this could hardly be done without 
the Affiftancc of Parliament; the New Prote&or, 
therefore, by the Advice of his Council, ifTued out 
Writs, about the Middle of December) to call a Par- 
liament to meet on the twenty- feventh of January j 
till which Day, for near five Months, Richard re- 
mained as great a Prince as ever his Father had 
been before him. 

We have already obferv'd, to the Honour of Oli- 
ver Cromwell^ that, in his two laft Parliaments, no

Boroughs, but only to Capital Towns ; and that, 
in heu thereof, he had increafed the Number of 
Knights of Shires, in Proportion to the AfletTments 
paid by each County to the public Service. This 
popular and equitable Scheme had filled the Houfe 
of Commons with fo great a Number of indepen- 
dent Gentlemen of the beft Families and Eftates in 
the Kingdom, that he had no way to manage 
them but by excluding, either by Fraud or Force, 
thofe who were the true Friends of the Conftitution. 
His Son, Rkbiirdy therefore, to avoid fplitting upon 
the fame Rock, and not having Courage or Capa- 
city fufficient to rule without a Parliament, deter- 
mined to call his upon the Old Model. Accord- 
ingly, only two Knights of Shtres were elected for 
each County, and all the petty Boroughs were re- 
ftored to their antient Ufages and Returns, under 
Pretence of ingratiating himfelf with the People \ 
but really to make Way for his own Creatures and 
Dependents. This will appear by the following 
Catalogue of the Members which compofed the 
Lower Houfe, the Upper being all fuffictemly at- 
tached to the Protector's Intereft by his Father's or 
or his own Choice and Election.

But, before the Parliament met, a Day of folemn Fafting and 
Humiliation was appointed by the Lord Protector, to be obferved 
throughout theThree Nations, to fcek the Lord for his Biefling 
upon the Proceedings of both Houfes, and the other Affairs at 
State.

rity, which had been one principal Means of their 
own hafty Diflolution. 

During the late Recefs, the Earls of Warwich^^^ Roa& of 
and Mulgrave^ who had been fummoned to the Iaft Lo ^ dlfc « a - 
Farliament, died ; the other Peers, who had recei- 
ved Writs of fcummons from Oliver, (the Lords 
Eure and Fauconberg only excepted) had paid no 
Regard to his Call, and now treated that of his Son 
with equal Neglect, as did aJfo the Lord Chief 
Juftice Si, John, Sir Gilbert GerrarA* Mr. John 
Crew, Mr. Alexander Pspham, and Mr. William 
Picrcpo'mt-y Sir Arthur Hafilrigge % being elected for 
the Town of Leicefler* continued to fit in the 
Houfe of Commons, as he had done in the laft Par- 
liament. Some of the New Peers were at their re- 
fpe£tive Commands at home and abroad, fo that not 
above 44 of the whole Houfe ever made their Ap- 
pearance at all, and molt of thole that attended 
were either the Protector's; near Relations, or his 
immediate Dependents ; And there are no Records 
left us of their Proceedings, except what the Jour- 
nals of the Commons fupply. 

The firft Thing we find entered in thofe Autho- 
rities, is a Commiffion from his Highnefs the Lord 
Protestor of the Commonwealth of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland, &c, under the Broad Seal, and 
dated at Wtjiminfler^ January 26, directed to the 
Rt. Hon. J$hn Tburioe, Efqj Principal Secretary of 
State, and many other Perfons, authorizing them 
to adminifler the Oath appointed by the Humble 
Additional Explanatory Petition and Advice to every 
Member, before they took their Seats. After 
all the Members that appeared were fworn, and 
fcatcd in the Houfe, Sir Walter Erie rofe up, and

* You are come up from your feveral Countries, 
as the Head.;; of your Tribes, and with Hearts (I 
pcrfuade myfelf ) to confult together for their Good:

nothing in myDefign, but the Maintenance of the 
Peace, Laws, Liberties, both Civil and Chriftian, 
of thefe Nations ; which I fhall always make the 
Meiuure and Rule of my Government, and be rea- 
dy to fpend my Life for. 

1 We have fummoned you up at this Time to let 
you know the State of our Affairs, and to have your 
Advice in them : And I believe a Parliament was 
never fummoned upon a more important Occafiou. 

' It is true, as I have told you, we are, thro' the 
Goodnefs of God, at this Time in Peace ; but it is 
not thus with us becaufe we have no Enemies : No, 
there are enough both within us and without us, 
who would foon put an End to our Peace, were it 
in their Power, or Ihould it at any Time come in- 
to their Power. 

* It will be becoming your Wifdom to conltder 
of the fecunng of our Peace againft thofe, who, we 
all know, are, and ever will be, our implacable 
Enemies ; what the Means of doing this are, I 
lhall refer unto you. 

* This I can aflltre you, That the Armies of 
England ^ Scotland j and Ireland, are true and faith- 
ful 10 the Peace and good Intcreft of thefe Nations - t 
and it will be found fo t and that they arc a confid- 
ent Body, and ufeful for any good Ends ; and if 
they were not the belt Army in the World, you 
would have heard of many Inconveniences, by rea-

Jnter-regminn to them, whereby fome of them are reduced fo 
great Neceflities : But you fhall have a particular 
Account of their Arrears, and I doubt not but Con- 
iideration will be had thereupon, in fame fpaedy 
and effectual V\ r ay. And this being Matter of Mo- 
ney, I recommend it particularly to the Houfe of 
Commons. 

* You have, you know, a War with Spain, car- 
ried on by the Advice of Parliament \ he is an old 
Enemy, and a potent one, and therefore it will he 
necefla.ry, both for the Honour and Safety of thefe 
Nations, that that War be vigoroufly profecuted. 

* Furthermore, the Connotation of Affairs in alt 
our neighbour Countries, and round about us, (as 
well Friends as Enemies) is very confiderabje j 
and calls upon us to be upon our Guard both at Land 
and Sea, and to be in a Pofture able to maintain 
and conferve our own State and Intereft. 

* Great and powerful Fleets are preparing to be 
fct forth into thefe Seas, and confiderable Armies of 
fevera! Nations and Kings are now difputing for the 
Maftery of the Seuftd^ with the adjacent Iflands and. 
Countries ; among which is the Emperor of Ger- 
many, with other Popifh Stares, I need not tell you 
of what Confequence thefe Things are to this State, 

* We have already interpofed in thefe Affairs, in 
fuch Manner as we found It necefTary for the Intereft 
of England; and Matters are yet in fuch a Condi- 
lion in thofe Farts, that the State may, with the 
Affiftance of God, provide that their Differences 
may not prejudice us. 

* The other Things that are to be faid I fliall re- 
fer to my .Lord- Keeper Fiennes ; and clofe up what 
I have to fay, with only adding two or three Parti- 
culars to what I have already laid. 

* And,_/Tr/i?, 1 recommend to your Care the People 
of God in thefe Nations, with their Concernments : 
The more they are divided among thcmfelves, the 
greater Prudence fbould be ufed to cement them. 

* Secondly, The j^ood and necefTary Work of Re- 
formation, both in Manners and in the Adminiftra~ 
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tion of Julticc, that Profanenefs may be difcounte- later. n^Mim, 
nanced and fupprefTed, and that Righteouihels and l6 S s ' 
Juftice may be executed in the Land. 

* Thirdly., I recommend unto you the Proteftant 
Caufe abroad, which feems at this Time to be in 
Ibme Danger, having great and powerful Enemies, 
and very few Friends j and I hope and believe that 
the old Englijh Zeal to that Caui'c is Hill amongft 
us. 

£ La/lly, My Lords, and you Gentlemen of the 
Houfe of Commons, That you will, in all your De- 
bates, maintain and conferveLove and Unity among 
YaurfeJves, that therein you may be the Pattern or 
the Nation, who have fertt you up in Peace, and 
with their Prayers, that the Spirit of Wifdora and 
Peace may be among yuo : And this fhall alfa be mv 
Prayer for you j and to this let us all add our utmolfc 
Endeavours for the making this an happy Parlia- 
ment,'

are brought to your Hands ; wherein his Highnefs 
and the Nations have placed great Confidence, and 
have great Hopes and Expectations that they fhall 
be fafe, and preferred in Peace : A Thing To weU 
pleafing to God, who is the God of Peace, and fa 
acceptable to thefe Nations, who have fuflkiently 
teftined their Love to Peace, and their Longing af- 
ter Settlement. But that is not all ; his Jate High- 
Kefs not only left thefe Three Nations in Peace, 
wtth, in, and betwixt themfelves, but alfo in Uni- 
ty: And as it was his and the late Parliament's wor- 
thy Work and Care to unite thefe Three Nations 
into one Commonwealth, that they might be no 
longer Thorns in the Eyes, and Goads in the Sides 
of each other, as fometimes they have been (and

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* In the next Place, that -which I fhall offer to 
your Thoughts, upon this Subject, is, That his 
late Highnets had it much in hie.

By tjie Houfe ol God, I 
mean the Church cf God $ by the Courts thereof, 
the true and pure Worfhip of God, and Juflice and 
Judgment amotigft Men : This inakes the outward, 
that the inward, Court or God's Houfe ; and to all 
thefe his late riighnels had ruadc very confiderable 
Preparatiuns.

' All thefe Preparations, and many more, did his 
Highnefs make for this Houfe j and all the Mate- 
rials thereof are fo fitted and fquared before-hand, by 
the Humble Petition and Advice, and other good 
Laws made by the late Parliament, that, by the 
Help of God, there will be no Need of any new 
Hammering, nor that there fhail be heatd the Noife 
of any Hammer, or Axe, much lefs of Spear or 
Sword, or any Tool of Iron, for what is to be fur- 
ther done in the building of this Houfe. 

' Such, indeed, that look upon the Petition and 
Advice with a partial and prejudicate Eye; or, as 
it may he diftorted on the one Side or the other in 
the Execution thereof, may think there hath not 
been a right Meal'ure taken of many Things, and 
that there is great Need of running them over 
again ; But whofoever Avail well weigh the fame, and

* The Application of Things to Perfons, and of 
Perfons to Things ; and the right jointing and ce- 
menting of one Part to the other, by a Spirit of 
Love within, and Eftablifhment of due and nccef- 
fary Order without, will make this Houfc to rife 
up into a ftrong, a perfect, and a beautiful Structure 
and Fabric amongft us j to which much of Care, 
and many Provilions, will be neceflary. What 
then remains, but that his Highnefs, and both 
Houfes of Parliament, fhould fet about this noble 
Work, till they have brought it to Perfection, 
That as it is frefli in your Memories, and as you 
even now heard from that Reverend Perfon *, who 
was the Mouth of God unto you, Mercy and Truth 
may meet together, and Peace and Rigbtewjktfs kifs 
each ether; that Chriftian Liberty may be pre- 
ferred, without Unchriftian Licentioufnefs 5 that 
Miniftry and Magiftracy may be maintained and 
refined j and Learning and the Schools thereof fo 
ordered, that they may continually fupply the 
fame, and not be, as Abbies and Monafterics fome- 
times were, either Nurferles of V ice and Idlenefs, 
or of Faction and Contention ; that Godlinefs may 
be fet on the Throne, and Profanenefs thrown 
out on the Dunghill ; that Law and Juftice may 
be executed with Equity and Mercy ; that neither 
Craft nor Cruelry may take Advantage of the 
Rigour of the Law, or of the Hands of God, to 
turn Judgment into Wormwood, and Juftice into 
Gall : That Judgment and Juftice may run down 
with a clear and fwift Stream ; and if any Rubbifh, 
Mud, or Weeds, through Length of Time, be got 
into the Channel, it may be cleared by fuch careful 
Hands, as, in fcouring the Channel, wi!l take Heed 
not to dig down the Banks, left thereby an Inunda- 
tion of Arbitrary Power and Jurifdi£tion f fliall be 
let in upon the Nations.

■ In the laft Place ; that which I fliall offer to inter-rtgJium. 
your Confederation, is, That, if this Government, 165^ 
when it firft fprang up in the Hands of his late *-*" v— «* 
Highnefs, out of thofe dreadful Confufions which J" 111 "!- 
had covered the Face of thele Three Nations, was 
readily embraced by them as a choice and hopeful 
Plant, tho' as yet but a tender one, and" fuch as 
had but newly taken to the Soil, with how much 
more Reafon may we now expect, that it fhould 
be enabled to encounter the foreft Storms and Tern- 
pefts that may arife ? Being fupported partly by its 
own proper Firmnefs, through the Good -will and 
Liking of the People, out of the Experience they 
have had of the Benefit they have received from it, 
and the Peace and Tranquility they have enjoyed 
under the Shadow thereof i and partly by the Ac- 
ceffion of Parliamentary Authority, both paft and 
to come, which it cannot but much expect and 
rely upon, from Time to Time, and at all Times, 
conlidering the great Obligations that their Wif- 
dom and good Affection to the Welfare of thefe 
Nations, and the Law, by their Oaths, and other- 
wife, hath laid upon them in this Behalf: So that 
it being fo well rooted downwards, and fo well 
grown upwards, though poilibly the Boughs and 
Branches (hereof may be a little fhaken fometUi 
and moved one while this Way, and another while 
that Way 5 yet there will be no Danger of the Tree's 
falling, by God's Grace, unlets we have Co far pro- 
voked his Juftice by our Ingratitude in general, and 
in particular for the Mercy we have and may ftill 
further enjoy, if it be not our own Faults, under this 
Government, that he fhall furTer a Spirit of Divifion 
to run through the principal Parts thereof, that they 
fall one from pnother ; and fo, at length, fall one 
upon another j and fo, at laft, fall down all together, 
and then be trodden Under-foot, and that on all 
Hands, and on every Side j and with them the Peace 
of thefe Nations which they enjoy at home, and the 
Honour and Renown which they have gain'd abroad, 
than which they had never more than at this Day, 
both far and near. But why fpeak I of the Honour 
S 2 cf 
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of Men; when as the Honour of God, and the Safety 
and Profperity of his Churches and People, both here 
and throughout all Chriftendom, doth fo much de- 
pend upon the Peace and Confiftency of the fe Nations 
at this Time, as in Truth they do, as much, if not 
more, than 011 all the Nations in the World befkdra, 
' This is a great Word which I have faid, but it 
is a true one; and if the prcfent State and Pofture of 
Affairs throughout the whole Chriftian World be 
well weighed and confidered, it will be found that 
this is no fwelling Vaunt, but a well-meafured 
Truth : And, becaufe it is (o, no o*oubt the grand 
Enemy of our Peace, becaufe he is the grand Enemy 
of God and his Church, will be very bufy at this 
Time with all his Inftrumems, and will caft many 
Miffs before our Eyes, He is a Spirit of Darknefs, 
of Error, and Miftakes, that he may become a Spirit 
of Mifunderftanding and Divifkra; and he is a Spirit 
of Divifion, becaufe he delights in War and Blood- 
shed, the natural Cunlcquences thereof, for he was 
a Murderer from the Beginning: But we are not ig- 
norant of his Arts and Wiles ; and whatever fair 
and beautiful Shapes he appears in at the firft, yet, if 
we examine him to the Bottom, from Top to Toe, 
we fhall at length di (cover him by his divided and 
dividing Foot ; and thence take Warning to avoid 
him. 

* We have alfo a wholefome and divine Council 
to preferve us from falling into his Snares, that is, to 
hold the Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace. 
What is that Bond of Peace ? In a moral Senfc, it 
is that treble Knot of true Love and good Under- 
•Handing between his Highnefs and the two Houfes 
of Parliament. Jn a politic Con fideration, it is the 
Constitution of our Government, whereby we have 
another treble Cord, befides that of the Three Nati- 
ons united into one Commonwealth, viz. The Con- 
ftitution of their Supreme Legiilative Power, con- 
fifting of a Single Per(bn and Two Houfes of Parlia- 
ment ; which Cord, while it is kept well twifted to- 
gether, will be a great Strength to itfelf, to the Na- 
tions, and to the People of God, in thefe and all our 
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neighbouring Nations round about us : But if once it Inter-regnu: 
begin to unravel, and the two Ends fall one from '5 s * 

another, and from the Middle, all will tun to Ruin ; 
Therefore be very careful to hold fall the Bond, and 
beware of all fuch as {hall be picking at the Knot, 
under what Colour or Pretence foever ; yea, though 
they promife never fo much, and undertake to bind 
it up as fad, and in a belter Fafhion than it was 
before. This tying and untying of the Bond, and 
continual feeking after new-fafhioned Knots, hath 
put thcfe Nations to much Trouble, and into more 
Danger. 

* Jt is good to hold what we have, till we are fure 
to meet with that which is better ; and, of all fa- 
fhioned Knots, the Nations will be worft fatisficd 
with a Bow-Knot, a Hiding, a Slip Knot, which 
will be always faft and lcofe ; which every Touch, 
at either End, will diflblve, and leave the Nations 
always at Uncertainty, always in Unfettlement; But 
the Knot which takes in both Ends, the Top and 
the Bottom, and joins them faft together, and to the 
Middle, with a treble Knot; and wherein each Part 
helps to fallen the other, and the drawing of either 
End draws all nearer and dofer together ; this will 
make a faft Knot ; a Knot, by God's Blefling, like 
to hold, and to continue. And, furely, were there 
no other Confideration but this, (give me Leave to 
repeat it, though I have faid it once before) this alone 
were fumcient to make us keep clofe together, at 
this Time, becaufe we cannot fall in Pieces as Things 
now ftand abroad, but the whole Proteftant Inte- 
reft, throughout the whole World, is like to fall 
ai'undcr alfo with us. 

* For if we well confider how the Princes and 
States in Germany, both the Upper and the Lower, 
and in the Northern Parts of Europe, begin to ftate 
their Intereft otherwife, and to take a different Mea- 
fure of their Confederacies and Alliances than for- 
merly they have done, we {hall find, upon the Mat- 
ter, but one ungle Bar, that is confiderable, to check 
the growing Power of the Aufirian Family in thofe 
Farts j whereunto it cannot long make Head, with- 
S 3 out 
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Jfltet-wgnum. ou t Support and Help from others j and from whence 
only any that is considerable can be expected* is not 
hard to judge. 

* I fhall not need to mind you of that which more 
nearly concerneth you, for it fo nearly concerns you 
that you cannot but be fenfible of it: 1 mean the 
prefent Condition of Affairs, in relation to the Sound 
and Baltic Sea, and the great Forces, both by Sea 
and Land, that look that Way : And how far, and 
how foon, this may bring to the Stake all the Ma- 
terials wherewith your Walls muft be upheld, (I fay, 
your belt Walls, and the beft in the World, though 
Wooden ones) I leave to your Confideration j and 
how critical this very Spring may prove to the faving 
or loftng of your Stake. Only this I mail fay, mould 
your Wings be once ctipp'd in that Kind, when you 
lb. all get up again to the Pitch where now you are, 
none but he only, who only (and that too in an ex- 
traordinary Way) can help you up again, he only 
can telf. 

' On the other Side ; for the other Branch of the 
Houfe of Aujlria, which fometimes hath been, and 
may foon be again, the Terror and Jealoufy of the 
whole World, you know what Balance it only hath, 
and upon what ticklifli Terms it now ftands ; and 
what Friends he hath made, and what he further 
hopes to make, of old Enemies; and what Advan- 
tages he hath, and ft ill further hopes to make of 
them j not only to your Prejudice, and the endan- 
gering of your Ruin, but of thofe themfelves alfo, in 
the end, whole helping Hands, by Inticements of 
prefent Advantages, he endeavours to draw to his 
Afliftance, in the pulling down of their own Out- 
works and beft Supports. It is true he hath fuf- 
fered fome Breaches, and received fome Wounds of 
late ; but how fosn, by the help of that vaft Trea- 
sure which he draws continually from the Indies % 
if he may bring it ftill quietly home, he may repair 
thofe Breaches, and heal up thofe Wounds again, 
who doth not fee I 

* Some Things are fitter for your Thoughts than 
your Ears } therefore this f fliall only fay in general, 

That 
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That the Opportunities which you have had, and Liter rtpnura. 
yet, en Parr, have, to put your Intereft, and that of ,6 s 8 ' 
your beft Friends, in ibme Meafure, in Safety, may 1t - ■ ~v"*— i 
loon be loft, if they be not already upon the Wing, J-mu«y. 
and then it may never be in your Power to recover 
them again: Therefore his Highnefs mrtketh no 
Queftion, but that you will take theft Things into 
your fpeedy and fertous Confideration j and that you 
will think timely of the Means of Defence and Of- 
fence in order thereunto. 

* The late Parliament, having engaged in this 
War, very honourably made Jbme coniiderablePro- 
vifions to carry on the fame; I lay, confide rable, 
with refpect to our little World, out of which they 
were to be raifed ; though not proportionable to that 
great World, and thofe vaft Territories and Domi- 
nions, whereof our Enemy is poflcffcd, and where- 
upon they vaunt themielves that the Sun doth never 
fet. But our Comfort aJfo, on the other Side, is, 
That hi that is cur Sun doth never fet t and be that 
is our Shield will mver fait us, 

* You will receive a particular Account, from 
thofe under whofc Survey and Care thofe Things 
are, of the State of the Public Revenue, and of the 
Forces both by Sea and Land; your inward and 
outward Walls, under God, and as good as any in 
the World : But as all Things which are good are 
alfo coftJy, fo can it not* be expected but that the 
Charge of them fhould be great, 

* His Highnefs hath allured you, That the Army 
(I fpeak of the Forces both by Sea and Land in the 
Three Nations) is a good and faithful Army, and 
will be ready to engage in every good Thing and 
Action, whereof no Man either ought, or need, to 
make Qyeftion. His Highnefs hath further told you, 
That they are a patient Army ; and, when you fee 
the Account of their Arrears, that will be out of 
Queftion; and, without all Qucftion, God hathufed 
them as fingular Inftruments of his Honour, and of 
the Honour of thefe Nations : And aa England, by 
God's Mercy, is now enlightned in the Knowledge 
of Truth, it would well near venture a Starving 
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(though, God be praifed, that ts not its Cafe) than 
it would ftarve fuch an Army in fuch a Caul'e ; 
wherein the Honour of God, and of the Nation* IhaU 
be concerned . This, I think, I may adventure to 
fay, in general, That our Preparations are not greater 
than our Neighbours, tho' our Concern is every way 
as much, or more, than theirs ; neither are our Debts 
greater than theirs, though we have had more Oc- 
casion of Expencc, or full as much every way: And 
if our Income had an f we red the Foot of Account, 
which the laft Parliament went upon in their in- 
tended Supplies, we had not incrcafed much, if at 
all, the Debt of the Commonwealth j neither had 
we exceeded ouf Bounds, or not fo much, by God's 
Bleffing on our Deiigns, as we have enlarged its 
Bounds and Territories ; and that alfo fo advan- 
tageoufly, as not only the Danger of hoftile Inva- 
sion and Trade-deftroying Piracy is fet at a further 
Diftance from us, but alio much Honour abroad t 
together with Safety and Advantage at home, has 
thereby accrued unto thefe Nations. 

* Before I conclude, I muft again reiterate that 
which runs fo much in my Mind, bee-suit; it lies fo 
much upon my Heart; that upon the IiTue of your 
Councils, and the Peace and Conftftency of thefe 
Nations at this Time, doth very much, if not 
wholly, depend the Life and Breath of all the 
Hopes, of all the Expectations, of the Churches of 
Cbriji throughout the World. Since then there is 
fo great a Truft repofed in you, fo great a Price put 
into your Hands, lay your Hands upon your Hearts, 
and lift your Hearts up to Heaven, where your 
Help, where our Hope lies. 

* His Htghnefs hath fully expreffed his high 
Efteem of Parliaments, and his Judgment of them, 
that they are the moft adequate and commenfutate 
Councils to Matters of fo great and fo high Import- 
ance j and he doth as firmly refolve, that they (hall 
enjoy all thofe great Freedoms and Privileges which 
have been granted unto them, in order to thofe great 
Ends \ and his Hope and Prayer to Almighty God, 
is, That they may be made ufe of by you lo thofe 
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great and blefled Ends, that at] the Three Nations* Imet-repitiin, 
yea, that all the People of God, every where, may 165!. 
rife up, all together, and blefs you ; and that yon '"' ~/*~ 
may be blefTed, and your N ames be a Bleiling to 
this and all lucceeding Generations, 

* This is all tfiat I have in Charge from his High- 
fiefs to fay unco you ; laving what particularly re- 
lates to the Members of the Houfe of Commons, 
That they fhould repair to their Houfe to ehufe 
their Speaker. 1 

The next Day, fa/wary 28, began with appoint- Another Seek- 
ing a Day Air a folemn Humiliation and Seeking of in f f Godap- 
God, for his fpeciai A Ma nee and Bleffing upon the? 011 "* 1. 
Endeavours of that Houfe. Dr. Reynolds* Mr. 
Alanton, Dr. Owen y and Mr, CaJatny, wete ordered 
to aflift in carrying on the Work of Prayer and 
Preaching. 

A large Committee for Privileges and Elections 
was appointed, with the ufua! Refolutions of the 
Houfe for their Conduct. Except that, in all Cafes 
where there are double Returns for one Place, no 
Perfon or Perfons fo returned fhall fit in the Houfe, 
until! it be firft determined concerning the faid Re- 
turn, or Election, 

fan* 31. On this Day there was a very ftrictA Call of tie 
Call of the Houfe, and all Defaulters marked in a Houfc ' 
Book for that Purpofe. Some Members, chofe for 
two or more Places, made their Election for which 
they would fervq j which is all that is entered for 
this Day, 

February 1. A Bill, intituled, An Ail of Recogni- 
tion of his H'tghnefss Right and Title U be Protiiior 
and Chief Magijlrate of the Commonwealth of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland, and the Dominions and 
Territories (hereunto belonging, was this Day read 
the Brit Time, and ordered to be read a fecond 
Time on the 7th, 

This Bill, being thought of the utrnoft Cotife- 
quence, met with great Oppofition at this Time ; 
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it will be neceflary t therefore, before we proceed 
with the Journals, to inquire into the Hiftorians of 
thefe Times, to find what they have left us about 
it; for upon palTing, or rejecting, this Sill, turne' 
all the Hinges of Richard's Government, 

The laft quoted Author, who was a moft note' 
Republican, is extremely circumftantial and exa&, 
as appears by Comparifon with the Commons four' 
nek, about the Debates on this Bill ; and tells us, 
* That on the I ft of Februry a Bill was brought in by 
Mr. Secretary Tburlge, under Pretence only of ac- 
knowledging the pretended Proteclor, but under fuch 
Terms as had no lefs in them than the Admittance 
of the Chief Magiftrate, and the Perfons then fitting 
in the Other Houfe, unco the full Power, Privileges, 
and Prerogative of the antient Kings and antient 
Houfe of Lords, which the Court Party defigned 
to have carried undil covered, and fo have left the 
Nation either to have fought the late Quarrel over 
again, or elfe to be content with a bad Change of 



Perfons, where there was none of Things. 

* The Bill was that Day, without much Diffi- 
culty, read the firft Time ; which encouraged 
thofe of the Long Robe, related to the Single Per- 
fon, to prefs for the reading of it again the fame 
Day; to the end that, it being the next Day read 
the third Time, as they defigned it, it might have 
paffed into an Adt; but, in Oppofition to that, fome 
who were more careful of the Liberties of the 
People than thofe of the Long Robe ordinarily are, 
moved, that, according to Rule in Cafes of fuch 
Weight, it might be referred to a Grand Committee 
of the whole Houfe ; and when that would not be 
granted, that the fecond Reading of it might at leaft 
be put off" for fomeDays, and Liberty given to the 
Members to take Copies, that, eonfidering of the 
Bufinefs, they might be the more fitting for the De- 
bate; which was at length yielded unto, and the 
7th of February appointed for the fecond Reading.' 

Feb. 4. This being the Day of Humiliation, it 
was kept by both Houfes. The Pre ache its had the 
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Thanks of the Home of Commons ordered them for Inter-regmun. 
their great Pains-taking in carrying on the Work of l6 S 8 « 
the Day, and were delired to print their Sermons. V T7 V "*'^ 
The Money collected for Charity, at this Faft, was FebnU, T* 
ordered to be dittributed among the Poor of the two , 

Parifhes of Margaret's IVejlminJter, and Martin's 
in the Fields. 

Some Elections being next adjufted, the Houfe, 
according to Order, proceeded on the A& of Re- TheRecognitio» k 
cogniiion; and, firft, refolved, That the Serjeant BiU deb * tcd * 
at Arms do go with his Mace into iVeJlminjler-Hall, 
and fummon all the Members to give their Attend- 
ance, forthwith, in the Houfe : When the Bill, in- 
tituled, An Aft of Recognition of his Higbnefs's Titlt 
to be Proteftor and Chief Magistrate of the Common- 
wealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the 
Dominions and Territories thereunto belonging, be this 
Day read the fecond Time. Then it was ordered, 
That the Debate upon this Bill be adjourned till 
To-morrow Morning at Nine of the Clock j to be 
then proceeded in, and nothing elfe to intervene. 

The five fucceeding Days were wholly taken up 
in debating this grand Point of Government, with- 
out coming to any Conclufion about it : And on 
Monday the 14th the Bill was not yet fo far carried 
through, as to come to a Commitment. We mall, 
therefore, give the whole of this Day's Proceedings 
in the very Words of the "Journal; and then confult 
the Hiftorians and Memorialifts of thefe Times, for 
a further and clearer Explanation of it. 

Monday, February 14, 1658. 

Prayers. 

' The Houfe, according to the Order made on 
Saturday, took into Confideration a previous Vote, 
upon the Matter of the Debate of the Houfe, before 
the Commitment of the Bill, intituled, An A£i of 
Recognition. 

1 The Queftion being propounded, That it be 
Part of this Bill, to recognize and declare his High- 
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nefs RICHARD Lord Protector, to be the un- 
doubted Lord Protestor and Chief Magiftrate of the 
Commonwealth of England^ Scotland* and Ireland* 
and the Dominions and Territories thereunto be- 
longing : The Queftion was put, That the Word 
recognize mould ftand in the Queftion, which was 
carried in the Affirmative by 191 againft 168. Then 
a Motion being made, That the Word undoubted 
fhould ftand in the Qyeftion, it parted in the Negative 
without a Divifion. The Queftion then being pro- 
pounded, That it be Part of this Bill to recognize and 
declare his Highnefs Richard Lord Protector, to be 
Lord Protestor and Chief Magiftrate of the Com- 
monwealth of England* Scotland* and Ireland* and 
the Dominions and Territories thereunto belonging; 
it was agreed to without Oppofition ; and then it waa 
farther refolved,That, before this Bill be committed', 
this Houfe do declare fuch additional Claufes to be 
Part of the Bill, as may bound the Power of the Chief 
Magiftrate, and fully fecure the Rights and Privi- 
leges of Parliament, and the Liberties and Rights 
of the People ; and that neither this, nor any other 
previous Vote, that is or fhaH be pafs'd, in order to 
this Bill, fhaJI be of Force, or binding to the 
People, untill the whole Bill be pafs'd.' 

This great Conteft about Government lay be- 
tween the Republican Party and the Court Party, as 
they were now called j who, like Men of the fame 
Appellation of a later Date, were always ready to 
lupport fuch Meafures as contributed to their own pri- 
vate Ends; and jRir^cr^s known Weaknefs gave them 
great Hopes of much Emolument under his Reign. 

Mr. Lndhw f one of the mnft zealous Republi- 
cans that was now alive of the old Stamp, tells us, 
' That he was elected a Member of this A (Terribly, 
or Parliament j but was very cautious of fitting in 
it, becaule he would not take the Oath prefcribed at 
the Beginning of the Seflion. However, that he 
and fame others, having got that Matter over-ruled 
in the. Houfe, they did fit, and were the principal 
Opponents to the Court Party in this Affair/ 

The. 
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The fame Alemcrhiift goes on and acquaints us, 
* That it was Mr. Thurfoe^ Secretary to the late and 
prefent Protestor, and a Member of that AfTembly, 
who prefented the Bill, or Declaration, ready drawn; 
wherein was contained an Acknowledgment of the 
faid Richard Cremwell to be Protestor, and the Pe- 
tition and Advice to be the Rule of Government for 
thefe Nations : That this Action was efteemed to 
be a great Injury to this AfTembly by all impartial 
Men; but he had fufficient Strength in theHoufe to 
carry him thro' whatfoever he thought fit to under- 
take, and therefore he was not only defended in what 
he had done, but was refo! ved that the Bill fliould be 
received and debated.* But hear what our Author 
further fpeaks in his own Words : * 

€ Hereupon it was moved that the Inftrumcnt 
might be produced ; wherein, according to the Pe- 
tition and Advice, the SuccefTor ought to be nomi- 
nated, and the Great Seal affix'd ; but they, having 
no fuch Thing to {hew, over- ruled that Motion. 
Not being able to obtain this, and being extremely 
defirous to place the Militia in the Parliament, and 
to make void any Pretence to a Negative Voice in 
a Single Perfon, as well as to do fome other Things 
for the People's Safety and Welfare, the Court 
Party refufed to content to any thing of that Nature 
for the prefent, craftily infinuattng and making huge 
Promifes, that fuch Things as were neceflary mould 
be done hereafter at a more convenient Seaion. In 
the next Place it was deiired, that fmce it appeared 
the prefent Power had no legal Foundation, and 
that it would be moft fafe for the Protector to derive 
his Authority from a right Source, tha Words in 
the Declaration of recognizing him might bealter'd 
for agnizing him ; that fo his Right might appear 
to be founded upon the Confent of the People Tepre- 
fented in this AfTembly : But this Proportion, tho' 
inforced with many weighty Reafons, was rejected, 
as the former had been, tho' it was thought conve- 
nient to divide the Houfe upon it, 
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Jntw-regnwn. ( Upon this Succefs the Court, pn. fuming to carry 
all before them, grew unmeafuubly inlblent, and 
.ill that could be done was only to lengthen out their 
Debates, and to hang on the Wheels of the Cha- 
riot, that they might not be able to drive fc furi- 
oufly. By this Means Time was gained to infufe 
good Principles into divers young Gentlemen, who 
before had never been in any public AiTembly, in 
hopes that though, lor Xh'~ prefent, their previous 
Engagements fhould carry them again ft us, yet, 
upon mature Deliberation, they might difcover 
where their true Intereii: lay. Neither were our 
Endeavours without Succefs ; for having frequently 
held the Houfe nine 01 ten Days in Debate before 
they could come to a Queftion, many Gentlemen 
who came to Weftminfler, prepaiTeiled in Favour of 
the Court, confeil'ed that the Reafons of the C.'m- 
mon wealth Party were lb cogent, that they were 
not able to refill thtni. And becaufe ail Parties had 
confederated againft us, we, in order to lenen their 
Numbers, impeached divers of them for having 
heeu of the King's Party ; bv which Means we pro- 
cured fome of them to be excelled, and frighted 
away fome others, who knew themfdves to be irj 
the fame Condition. The Court, to requite us, 
brought Mr, Marvin Tauthet, a Papift, and Brother 
to the Lord of Cafiithavtn^ to accufe Mr. h'ilhrs t 
Who had voted with us, of ferving in the King's 
Army j and though it appeared that he was forced 
fo to do by thofe who had the Government ot him, 
he being then but iixteen Years of Age, and that 
he came into the Parliament's Quarters as foon as 
he had an Opportunity - t yet all that could be faid 
proving not fufficient to excufe him, he was Jikc- 
wil'e voted out from the Houie.' d 

Mr, Wh'ithcke is very fhort, now, in his Account 
of every Matter that occurs to the End of his Me- 
mortals. He had been complimented by Richard^ 
in giving him the Cuirody of the Great Sell, along 

with 
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St, Ccrtr.nr.i, Cvm, Jvurttt 
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with Li fie and Fitnnes j and the greateft Part of the Inter-regnum, 












Bufinefs lying upon him, as he tells us, allowed him 
fmall Leiiure to attend to other Matters, His Re- 
mark on thefe Affairs being only this, * February 8, 
The Houfe of Commons debated the Bill of Recog- 
nition of his Highnefs to be Lord Protector, and. 
fame were very crofs in that Bufinefs, which caufed 
Doubts of the good Ifliie of this Parliament :' But 
as the Narrative of this Parliament, hefore quoted, 
is more open and clear than can be expected from. 
a Perfon concerned in every evil Machination and 
Change of Government fince the Di Ablution of Mo- 
narchy to this Time, we (hall give this alfo in its 
own Words : 

* Upon the 7th of February, being the Day ap- 
pointed, the Bill for recognizing the Prote&or was 
read a fecond Time, and a great Debate enfued. 
The Petition and Advice was pleaded, by the 
Court Party, as the Foundation of his Title, but 
by thofe that flood for the Commonwealth it was 
denied to be a Law 1 and that not only from the 
Inconfiftency, Lamenefs, and Inefficiency of it, but 
alio from the corrupt Manner of its Procurement „ 
that AiTernbly that made it being no Parliament, but 
a Faction, in that the Members were never fuf- 
fered to meet, but fo many of them kept out, even 
by htm who called them, as he judged would hin- 
der the Execution of his Wilt ; befides, that at the 
Creation of that Monfter, there were, of 460 chofen, 
but 104 in the Houfe; whereof 51 were agatnft it, 
and it was carried meerly by the Strength of Sc ?f* and 
Jrtjh Members, who had no Right to fit, but were 
Ufurpera in the making Laws for England. It was 
further (hewn, that KC&far Burgh t Pope Alexan- 
der VI. and Madriavely had all laid their Heads to- 
gether, they could not have framed a Thing more 
deftructtve to the Liberties of the People, and for 
abfolute Tyranny, giving away all that our Ances- 
tors had fought for ever fince the Conqueft, than the 
Petition and Advice ; as the Negative Vote, the 
Power of u involving Parliaments, the Purfe of the 
People, and in that all the Security they had for 

their 
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Inter- reg nunc, their Rights and Liberties ; for give the Single Per- 
'S** fon your Purfe, and you give him the Militia; and 
if he have that, all Bounding* of him by Laws fig- 
nify no more than binding of a Lion with Paper 
Chains, But the Courtiers being refolved of no- 
thing lefs than a Tur&ijJi Power, would iufter no 
Strength of Reafon to prevail with them, to the 
making of the Petition and Advice unauthentic, but 
would by Force have it allowed for a good Law; 
which provoked the demanding the Purluance of that 
Law to be proved, and that the Pre tender\ c Designa- 
tion was according as it is there directed j but tho* 
this was prefied by divers Pe rions of great Abilities, 
never any Anfvver was given unto it ; thofe of that 
Party knowing that, by the Strength of their Mem- 
bers, they could over- rule the Strength of Reafon ; 
It was, from fuch Silence in the Point of Defigna- 
tion, argued, that if Providence had prevented the 
Ufurper from keeping to the Rules of the Petition 
and Advice, and that it was thereby fallen to the 
Ground, all Government was reverted to its Original, 
the People ; and ought by them, affembled | n Par- 
liament, to be derived whenever it mould be fought ; 
which would readily have been done to the Gentle- 
man in PoffefOon, if he and his Party would, upon 
thofe Terms, have accepted of it. 

* This Debate, no Man fpeaking twice to the 
Matter, held eight Days, in which Time fuperla- 
live Excellency, and good Affections to the Public, 
appeared in feveral Gentlemen ; yet the beft End 
they could bung this Debate unto, was to conclude 
with the two following Votes, as previous to the 
Commitment of the Bill : 

Feb. 14. Refolved, as before , * That it be Part 
of this Bill to recognize and declare his Highnefc 
Richard Lord Prote&or, to be Lprd Protector an4 
Chief Magistrate of the Comnionwf a!th of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, and the Dominions and Ter- 
ritories thereunto belonging.' 

* Re- 

« Thii is the firft Time that we have met with thl* Tide for (tifll 
Clitrlti II. which prove* it to be older £Ju& rail mty think.. 
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Refolved, * That, before this Bill be committed, inter-regnum. 
this Houfe do declare fuch additional Claufes to be l6 S 8 - 
Part of this Bill, as may boimd the Power of the .V ~*~ "T* 
Chief Magiftrate, and fully fecure the Rights and Febiu "y- 
Privileges of the Parliament, and the Liberties and 
Rights of the People ; and that neither this nor any 
other previous Vote that is, or fhall be, palled* in 
order to this Bill, is, or fhall be, of Force, or bind- 
ing, unto the People, untill the whole Bill be pafs'd.' 

* This laft previous Vote paffed the Houfe with- 
out one Negative more than the Secretary ; but 
when the Courtiers knew the Senfe of Whitehall 
upon it, from that Time forward they owned them- 
felves fuch flavifh Executioners of a Pretender's Will 
and Luft, that they never appeared in the leaft for 
the making good one Word of it. 

' During this Debate, feveral Complaints Were 
made, reflecting upon the Court's Defigns, as that 
the Affiles (without Precedent, upon no greater Oc- 
cafion) were put off, to the common Wrong of the 
'whole Nation; defiring, therefore, that, to the end 
that the People might receive no Prejudice by the 
Sitting of Parliament, nor have Caufe to be out 
of Love with Parliaments, the Protector might be 
moved to command the carrying on of the Affizes ; 
Out the Courtiers being refolved not to lofe fo con- 
fiderable a Part of their Strength as the Lawyers, 
. they Would have the whole Nation to fuffer in the 
Want of Juftice, rather than they would want one 
of their Members. 

* That Whitehall had wrote eighty Letters for the 
making Members of Parliament, moft of which had 
their Effect : That Mr. Howard* a Papift, and Bro- 
ther to the Earl of Arundel, boafted that, at the In- 
ftance of the Prote&or and Secretaty, he had fent 24 
Members to Parliament : That feveral Tables were 
kept at Whitehall, at the vafl Charge of the Public, 
on purpofe to corrupt and deboift Members by great 
Entertainments ; all which was acknowledged to be 
againft the Orders of the Houfe, and particularly for 
any Members, not menial Servants, to go to White- 
hall during the Sitting of the Parliament.'

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To proceed with the Journals. 
The Houfe continued to debate the additional 
Claufes to the Recognition Bill for feme Days more, 
without coming to a Commitment or it. In the In- 
terim, this Day, Feb, 17, the Houfe had all the 
public Accounts of the National Receipts and Debts 
laid before them from the feveral Offices, raid ordered 
thefe Accounts and Papers to be audited by a Com- 
mittee of twelve Members. 

We have yet met with no Mention of the Other 
Houfe, in the Jsurnah of the Commons, till this 
Day, Feb. 1 8, when a Queftion was propofed in 
that Houfe, That they fhould proceed to determine 
the Power of the Negative Voice, in the Chief 
Magiftrate, in the paffing of Laws, before the Con- 
stitution of the Parliament, as to two Houfes, be 
firft refolved on. On this Queftion the Houfe 
ilivided, when the Numbers were found to be 86 
Yeas, and 217 Noes; whereupon it was refolved, 
That the Houfe do take into Confideration the 
Constitution of the Parliament as to two Houfes, 
the firft Bufinefs the next Morning, and nothing 
elfe to intervene. 



Accordingly this Day, Fib. ig, the Houfe went 
upon that Affair; and, after much Debate, they 
came to two Refolutions ; 1, That it ihall be Part 
of this Bill to declare the Parliament to confift of 
two Houfes. 2. That the Bounds and Power of 
another Houfe, in relation to the former Vote, fliall 
be taken into Confideration, the firft Bufinefs, on 
the 2 2d In riant. 



Feb. 21, According to an Order of this Houfe, 
Mr, Secretary Tburloe made a Narrative, and gave 
the Houfe an Account of the State of the War, and 
of the Affairs of the Kings of Sweden and Denmark* 
in relation to the Baltic Sea and to the Command 
of the Sound - t and how far, and in what Manner, 
as well his late Highnete the Lord Protector, de~ 
ceafed, and alfo his now Highnefs the Lord Pro' 

tC&OJi 
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te£tor, had frveraJJy intercftcd thcmiclvcs in their i n ter-rte 
refpeftive Differences by way of Mediation. He 1658, 
farther gave the Houfe an Account of the Shipping *"'""y""™ 1 ^ 
and Forces of the States General of the United Pro- *■*"** 
vincesy now in the Sound \ and what further Prepa- 
rations, as is informed, they are now making: And 
that his now Highnefs, and his Council, had di- 
rected fuch Shipping and Forces to be prepared here* 
as, he apprehends, may be for the Security of this 
Commonwealth, in thefe Times of fo great Action.' 

The next Day, Feb. 22, the Houfe went into a 
Debate, according to Order, of the Bounds and 
Power of another Houfe, and continued in it all that 
Day, without coming to any other Refolution, than 
to order the Debate to be adjourned to the 24th* 

Feb. 23, A Petition having been prefented to the 
Houfe, two Days before, from George Duke of 
Buckingham^ then Prifoner in Windfor-Csflle^ pray- 
ing an Enlargement 3 and, this Day, the Houfe be- 
ing informed that, in purfuance of the Order of this 
Houfe of Monday lair, the Duke of Buckingham 
attended, to make his Engagement to this Houfe ; 
he was called in, and was brought to the Bar by 
the Serjeant at Arms, ftanding by him without the 
Bar ; and by his Keeper, a Servant to the Governor 
of IVindfar-Caflte, coming with him into the Houfe. 

* Mr. Speaker acquainted the Duke, That a Peti- 
tion having been delivered from him to this Houfe on 
Monday laft, by aPerfon of Honour, one of the Mem- 
bers thereof, and nearly related to him ; the Houfe 
had taken into a due Confederation the Duke's De- 
merits, which had been very great to ibis Common- 
wealth ; bur had over-balanced them with the high 
Merit of his Relations •> and, of their Goodnefs, 
had ordered, That, upon his own Engagement upon 
his Honour, and of the Lord Fairfax in 20,000/. 
that he flioukl not abet any the Enemies of thi r . 
Commonwealth, either at home or abroad, he 
(hould have his Enlargement j which Engagement 
they now expeScd from him. 
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* The Duke, Sanding at the Bar, faid, He ac- 
counted it his great Happinefs to come before this 
Aflembly \ and that, in purfuance, and according 
to the Order of this Houfe, he did now here engage 
himfetf to this Houfe, upon his Honour, to demean 
himfelf peaceably and quietly* and not to join with, 
or abet, or have any Correfpondence with, any the 
Enemies of this Commonwealth, either at home or 
abroad, for the future: And, further, gave the 
Houfe his moft humble Thanks for their high Fa- 
vour towards him 5 and profcfTed, he Ihould be 
ready to lay down his Life and Fortune for their 
Service. 

* After the Duke's Engagement, made as before, 
he was commanded to withdraw; and withdrew 
accordingly. 

« Refolved* &c. Tliat George Duke of Bucking- 
ham, upon this his Engagement upon his Honour, 
made to this Houfe this Day at the Bar, be forth- 
with freed and difcharged from the Imprifonmcnt 
and Reftraint he is now under.' 



The Debate on Secretary Tburk/s Report, on 
the State of foreign Affairs, was entered into* and 
this Refolution made upon it, * That a very confi- 
derable Navy be forthwith provided and put to Sea, 
for the Safety of this Commonwealth, and the Pre- 
fervation of the Trade and Commerce thereof/ 
The further Debate of this adjourned to the next 
Morning. 

The next Day, Feb. 24, it was again entered 
into, but referred to the Afternoon of the fame Day ; 
when, after a Divifion of 177 againft 1 19, Whether 
Candles or no Candles ? the main Queftion was 
put, after another Divifion of 176 againft 98, and 
carried* That it be referred to his Highnefa the 
Lord Prote&or to put the Vote of this Houfe, con- 
cerning the preparing and putting to Sea a consider- 
able Navy, for the Safety of this Commonwealth, 
»nd the Prefervation of the Trade and Commerce 
thereof, in Execution fa^ng" the Litcreft of this 

H<wfe 
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Houfe in the Militia, and in making Peace and Inttr-regmtm, 
War. Ordered, alfo, * That Mr. Secretary Tburke ,e 5 8 ' 
be defired to carry this Vote to his Htghnefs.' * b *M V T" 

The two laft Days of this Month were again 
employed in debating the Power and Bounds of the 
Other Houfe, without coming to any Refolution, but 
to adjourn it to the Day following; and there being 
nothing dk to be met with in the Journals, {except 
we mention that the Houfc rclcafed two Prifoners, 
Mr, Robert Overton and Mr, John Psrtfman, com- 
mitted by the late Protestor, one to the Ifland of 
Jsrfty, and the other to the fotuir, and voted their 
Imprisonments illegal and unjuft) weihall conclude 
the Affairs of this Month. 

March 1. The Bufinefs relating to the Other 
Houfe was again entered into j and, after fome 
Time fpent therein, a. Qyeftion was propounded, 
Whether it (hould be the Matter of Debate on the 
next Morning, that this Houfe will tranfae/t with 
the Perfons now fitting in the Other Houfe, as an 
Houfe of Parliament? the Houfe divided, and it 
was carried in the Affirmative, by 177 againft 113. 

The Houfe continued in this Debate every Day 
they fat, to the 8th Inftant; when a further Que- 
ftion was propofed, by way of Addition to the other, 
w/z. ' And that it is not hereby intended to exclude 
fuch Peers as have been faithful to the Parliament, 
from their Privilege of being duly furnmortcd to be 
Members of that Houfe;' another Divifionhappen'd 
on this, and was carried, affirmatively, by 195 
againft 188 j the greateft Number, and the neareft 
Divifion, we have yet met with in this Parliament, 

Immediately after Prayers the next Day, March 9, 
Mr. Speaker, being; in the Chair, and very much 
indifpofed in his Health, acquainted the Houfe, 
That he came to the Chair with a great Defire to 
fcrve the Houfe ; but their Sittings had been fo 
extraordinary, and their Bufmcfs fuch, and fo 
T 3 requiring 
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requiring it, that he was utterly difabled to ferve 
them, as he would, for the prefent : That it was a 
great Grief of Mind to him to retard the Public 
Bufinefs, though but for one Half Hour, or more, 
as it had been this Morning : That he found him- 
i'elfgrow weaker and weaker, and therefore humbly 
prayed he might be totally difcharged \ or otherwife 
that he might have fo much Refpite, at leaft, granted 
to him, as that, by the Bleffing of God, he might 
recover fome better Meafure of Health, and be 
enabled to return again to their Service : Where- 
upon, by the Leave of the Houfe, he left the 
Chair, and went home to his own Houfe ; and the 
Serjeant attended him, with the Mace, out of the 
Houfe, to his Coach ; and afterwards brought the 
Mace back, and placed it below, under the Table. 
The Members of the Houfe, fitting in their 
Places, confidering of appointing another of their 
Members to take the Chair, and fupply the Speaker's 
Place during his Abfenee, by reafon of his Indifpo- 
fition of Health ; and Sir Lijlebong Lsng y Knt. 
Recorder of London^ being firft named, by the 
general Confent of the Houfe was called, and 
brought to the Chair by Sir Walter St. John and 
Mr, Francis Gerard., and being there placed, and 
fet in the Chair, and the Mace placed on the Table 
by the Serjeant, as is ufual, it was ordered, * That, 
in refpeet of Mr. Speaker's prefent Indifpofition of 
Body, and at his earneft Requcft, Sir LiJIebone Long 
be defired to fupply the Speaker's Place during h'u 
Abfenee, occafioned by his prefent Indifpofition of 
Health, and no longer.' 

Tn the Interval of the other Debate, another Caufe 
came on to be tried, concerning the Sitting of the 
Members, return *d for Scotland, in the Houfe. It was 
begun on this Day, March 10, and continued to the 
2ift, without coming to any eonclufive Refolution, 
or any Divifion, except one or two about Candles or 
no Candles ; but, on the Day laft mentioned, a Que- 
ftion was propofed, That the Members, return'd to 
ferve for Scotland^ (hould continue to fit as Members 
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during the prefent Parliament; and the Queftion 

being put, That this Queftion be now put, the 

Houfe divided, and it was carried in the Affirmative, 

211 againft 120 ; fo, the main Queftion being put, 

the Houfe divided again; but the Yeas, going forth, . 

appeared fo numerous, that the Noes gave it up, b e « MhTtofit 

and the Scots were allowed to fit and vote during in the Houfe, 

this prefer t Parliament, 

But, whilft this Affair was debating in the Houfe, 
two Things happened belide worth Notice ; the 
firft was j That their Speaker, Mr. Chute, continu- 
ing fttll fo indifpofed that he was unable to ferve, 
the Houfe fent a Deputation * of their Members to 
vifit him ; which, Mr. IVbithcke fays, was a very 
great Honour to him. The Anfwer return'd was, 
That Mr. Chute was ftill fo infirm, that he could 
not attend the Serving of the Houfe ; and Sir Lifte- 
bsne Long b , who was chofen to execute the Office 
for him, being actually dead, the Houfe was obliged 
to go to another Election, when nomas Bamffidd r 
Efq; was unanimously agreed upon to fucceed him; 
and Chahmr Chute , Efq; dying alfo foon after, the 
other continued Speaker to the End of this Parlia- 
ment. 

We have before flight] y mentioned the Releafe~ 
rnent of Mr. Robert Overton^ committed Prifbner 
to the Tfland of Jerfey^ by Warrant from the late 
Lord Protector: But the Houfe did not only vote 
his Difcharge, but ordered him to be brought up 
from thence to their Bar, and the Deputy- Governor 
with him. Accordingly, on the j6th Inftant, they 
both appeared before the Houfe y when the Speaker 
afked him by what Authority he detained Major- 
General Overton his Pri Toner ? He anfwered, It was 
by Warrant from his late Highnefs. Being com- 
manded to produce the Warrant, he did: fo, and it 
was delivered to the Speaker. Then the Major - 
General being afked if he had any thing to fay con- 
cerning his Imprifonment, anfwered, * That he did

interregnum, acknowledge it the great Mercy of God, that, aftef 
r6 59- four Years Imprifonment, he was now brought to 
this Bar : That, as he had been in a fufFcring Con- 
dition for four Years, fo he denied to be paffive ftijl : 
And that, when any Charge fh.it 1 be brought it 
againft him, he hopes he fhall give fuch Anfwer to 
jt as fhall fatisfy, and clear him from any former 
Miftak.es and Mifapprehenfions concerning him 
That he hoped he had not done zny thing contrary 
to what he' had at firft engaged and fought for : 
That he defires not to live or die, but by the diftri- 
butive Juftice of this Houfe : And tho' he knows 
nothing by himfclf, and that he hopes he hath done 
nothing worthy of Death, or of Bonds, yet he will 
not j unify hlmfelf; but moft humbly leaves himfelf, 
his Caufe, and his Condition, to this Houfe.' And 
then, by the Command of the Houfe* the Deputy- 
Governor and Major-General Overton withdrew; 
the Houfe ordering him to be dilcharged without 
paying any Fees. 

We chofe to give ibis whole Affair, at Length, 
from the Authority of the JaurnaU^ to fhew the 
arbitrary Proceedings of the late up ft art Tyrant, 
over thofe that he but barely fufpected to have any ill 
Defign againft h.im\ 

March 23. The Houfe was now employed, for 
two or three Days, in hearing Reports from their 
Committee, and regulating of Elections. The next 
Thing they went upon was to try the Merits of the 
Aiarc thslrffl.lrijb, in regard to the Right to fit in the Houfe : 
But this was ended the very Day it was begun ; for* 
after fome Debate, the Queftion being called for, 
it was carried for their Sitting, 156 againft 106. 

This Day, March 28, the Houfe refumed the 
Debate on the Queftion of trail fading with the Per- 
fons now fitting in the Other Houfe, and the Addi- 
tions to that Queftion. This Debate lafted the 
whole Day, and two Divifiaris of the Houfe were 
made before the main Queftion was put ; one was, 
That, after the Word Parliament , thefe Words, 

when 
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it/hen they Jhull bt approved by this Houfe, might be 
added j which was carried negatively, 183 to 146. 
Another Queftion was to alter the Word approved 
to bnunden ; hut this went alfo in the Negative, with- 
out a Divifion. Then the Houfe being informed 
that divers of the Members, who had attended 
the Debate on the main Queftion, were in the 
Speaker's Chamber, the Serjeant was commanded 
to caJl them down ; and a Queftion was put, To 
adjourn the Debate for an Hour j which, on another 
Divifion, 169 agalnft 8g, was rejected. After this 
one more Queftion was put, which was, That, 
after the Word Parliament in the main Queftion* 
during this prtftnt Parliament fhouM be added, it 
went in the Affirmative. Then the main Queftion The bjjj („ 
being at laft put, the Houfe divided upon it; when irmfaftijig Ba- 
it was carried for the Queftion, 198 to 125: So it* 1 ^ ^V** 
was refolved, isfc. ' That this Houfe will tranfa& Mrtiei j t 
with the Perfons now fitting in the Other Houfe, 
as an Houft of Parliament ', during this prefent Par- 
liament ; and that it is not hereby intended to 
exclude fuch Peers, as have been faithful to the 
Parliament, from their Privilege of being duly 
fummoned to be Members of that Houfe,' 

But before we difmifs this Affair, in which the 
true Republican Party were the greateft Sticklers 
againft recognizing the Other Houfe, we think it 
not amifs to give our Readers a Speech, faid to be 
fpoken on the fame Occafion. We do not warrant 
the Authenticknefs of it, for we think it too bold 
for the Time; but that it is as old, is clear from all 
Appearances. We fhaH therefore give it a Place 
here, without any further Ceremony. c

Sir, if it be true, and that we now begin to fee aright, 
I heartily wifh our Eyes had been fooner open; an J , 
for Three Nations Sake, that we had purchafed our 
Conviction at a cheaper Rate. We might, Sir, in 
1643, have been what we thus contend to be in 
1659^ and our Confeiences have had much lefs to 
anfwer for to God, and our Reputations to the 
World. 

' But, Mr. Speaker, I wifh, with all my Soul, I 
did ftate our Cafe to you amifs % and that it were 
the Queftion only, Whether we would voluntarily 
relapfe into the Difeafe we were formerly poffefled, 
with, and, of our own Accords, take up our old 
Yoke, that we, with Wearing and Cuftom, had 
made habitual and eafy ; and which, it may be, it 
was more our Wantonnefs than our Preffure, that 
jnade us throw off. But this, Sir, is not now the 
Queftion ; that which we deliberate, is not, Whe- 
ther we will fay we do not care to be free, we like 
our old Matters, and will now be content to have 
our Ears bored at the Door-Pofts of their Houfe, 
and fo ferve them for ever : But, Sir, as if we were 
contending for Shame as well as Servitude, we are 
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carrying our Ears to be bored at the Doors of ano- laier-r^num. 



ther Houfe j a Houfe, Sir, without Name, and there- 
fore it is but congruous it fhould confift of Members 
without Family ; a Houfe that inverts the Order of 
Slavery, and fubje&s it to our Servants j and yet, 
in Contradiction to Scripture, we do not only not 
think that Subje&ion intolerable, but are now plead- 
ing for it. In a Word, Sir, it is a Houfe of fo in- 
congruous and odious a Compofition and Mixture, 
that certainly the grand Architect would never have 
fo framed it, had it not been his Defign as well to 
Ihew the World the Cdntempt he had of us, as to 
demonstrate the Power he had over us. 

1 Sir, that it may appear that 1 intend not to be 
fo prudent, as far as my Part is concerned, as to 
make a voluntary Refignation of my Liberty and 
Honour to this excellent Part of his late Highnefs's 
Laft Will and Tcftament, I (hall crave, Sir, the 
Leave to declare, in a few Particulars, my Opi- 
nion of this Other Houfe ; wherein I cannot but 
promife myfelf to be favourably heard by fome, but 
patiently beard by all : For thofe Engtijhmen that 
are againft this Houfe will certainly, with Content, 
hear the Reafons why others are fo too ; thofe 
Courtiers, that are for it, give me Evidence enough 
to think that there is nothing in Nature which 
they cannot willingly endure, 

* Firit, Sir, As to the Author and Framer of this 
Houfe of Peers : Let me put you in Mind, it was 
he, that, with reiterated Oaths, had often fworn to 
be true and faithful to the Government without it ; 
and not only fworn fo himfclf, but had been the 
chief Inftrument both to draw and compel others to 
fwear fo too. So, Sir, that the Foundation of this 
noble Fabric was laid in Perjury, and was begun 
with the Violation and Contempt, as well of the 
Laws of God as of the Nation. He, Sir, that cal- 
led Monarchy Antkbrtjlian in another, and, indeed, 
made it fo in himfelf : He that voted a Houfe of 
Lords dangerous and unnecclTaiy, and too truly 
made it fo in his Partifans : He that, with Fraud 
and Force, deprived you of your Liberty when he 
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was living, and entailed Slavery upon you at his 
Death ; 'tis he, Sir, that hath left you thefe worthy 
Overfeers of that his Laft Will and Teftament; 
who, however they have behaved themfelves in 
other Trufts, we may be confident they will en- 
deavour faithfully to difcharge themfelves* in this. Li 
a Word, Sir, had this Other Houfe no other Fault 
but its Institution and Author, I ftiould think that 
original Sin enough for its Condemnation : For I am 
of their Opinion that think that, for the Good of 
Example, all A£s and Monuments of Tyrants are 
to be expunged and erafed, that, ifpoflible, their 
Memory might be no longer livM than their Car- 
caffe3. And the Truth is, their good Laws are of 
the Number of their Snares, and but bafe Brokage 
for our Liberty. 

* But, Sir, to impute to this Other Houfe no other 
Faults but its own, you may pleafe, in the firft 
Place, to confider of the Power which his Highnefs 
hath left it, according to that Humble Petition and 
Advice, which he was pleafed to give Order to the 
Parliament to prefent unto him. For, Sir, as the 
Romans had Kings, fo had his Highnefs Parliaments 
amongft his Instruments of Slavery : And I hope, 
Sir, it will be no Offence for roe to pray that his 
Son may not have them fo too. But, Sir, they 
have a Negative Voice, and all other Circum fiances 
of that Arbitrary Power, which made the former 
Houfe intolerable j only the Dignity and Quality of 
the Perfons themfelves is wanting, that our Slavery 
may be accompanied with Ignominy and A/Front. 
And now, Mr. Speaker, have we not glorioully 
vindicated the Nation's Liberty ? Have we not 
worthily employed our Blood and Treafure to abo- 
iifh that Power that was fet over us by the Law, to 
have the fame impofed upon us without a Law : 
And after all that Sound and Noife we have made 
jn the World, of the People's Legislative Power, 
and of the Supremacy and Omnipotency of their 
Reprefentativcs ; we now fee there is no more 
Power left them, but what is put in the Balance, 
and equalled by the Power of a few Retainers of 
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Tyranny, who arc fo far from being of the People's inter- ^ num. 
Choice, that the rnoft Part of them arc only known «G59' 
to the Nation by the Villanies and Mifchiefs they 
have committed in "it. 

* In the next Place, Sir, you may pleafe to con- 
fider, that the Perfons inverted with this Power arc 
all of them nominated and defigned by the Lord 
Protector j, for to fay by him and his Council hath, 
in Effect, no more DiftincTion, than if one fhould 
fay, by Oliver and Cromwell. By this Means the 
Protector himfelf, by his own and his Peers Nega- 
tive, becomes, in Effect, two of the three Eftates ; 
and, by Confcquence, is poffefTed of two Parts of 
the Legiflatlve Power. I think this can be a Doubt 
to no Man, that will but take the Pains to read 
over that fair Catalogue of thofe Nnble Lords : For 
certainly no Man that reads their Names, can poul- 
bly fancy for what other Virtues or frond Qualities 
Juch a Composition {liould be made Choice of, but 
only the Certainty of their Compliance with wliar- 
foever fhould be enjoyned them by their Creator : 
Pardon, Sir, that Name, for 'tis properly applica- 
ble where Things are made of nothing. Now, Sir, 
if, in the former Government, Increafc of Nobility 
was a Grievance, becaufe the new Nobility, having 
frefh Obligation to the Crown, were the e after lead 
to Compliance with it: And if one of the main 
Reafons for Exelufion of the Bi/bops out of the 
Houfe of Lords, was becaufe that they, being of the 
King's making, were, in Effect, fo many certain 
Votes for whatever the King had a Mind to carry 
in that Houfe : How much more affiired will that 
Inconvenience now be, when the Protector, thdt 
wants nothing of the King, but, in every Senle, the 
Title, (hall not only make and nominate a Part, 
but, of himfelf, constitute the whole Houfe ? In a 
Word, Sir, if our Liberty was endangered by the 
former Houfe, we may give it up for loll in the 
Other Houfe. And 'tis, in all Reipects, as advan- 
tageous and fecure for the Liberty of the Nation* 
which we come hither to redeem, to allow this 
.Power and'Notion to his Highnefs's Officers, it 
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to be great Impediments in the Way of Honour, 
and fuch as nothing but extraordinary Virtue and 
Merit can well remove. The Scripture reckons it 
among Jerobeam'% great Faults, that he made Priejlt 
ef the meant ft of the People : And fure it was none 
of the Virtues of our Jersb&am (who hath fet up 
his Calves too, and would have our Tribes come 
up and worfliip them) that he obferved the lame 
Method in making of Lords. 

■ One of the few Requefts the Portugueft made 
to Philip the Second of Spain, when he got that 
Kingdom (as his late Htghnefs did this) by an Ar- 
my, was, That he would not make Nobility con- 
temptible, by advancing fuch to that Degree, whofe 
Quality or Virtue could be no way thought to de- 
fer ve it. Nor have we formerly been !efs appre- 
henfive of fuch Inconveniences ourfelves : It was, 
in Richard the FirfFs Time, one of the Bifhop of 
Ely's Accufations, ThatCaftles and Forts of Tiuft 
he did, objeuris & ignatis Hominibus tradere^ put 
into the Hands of obfeure and unknown Men. But 
we, Mr* Speaker, to fuch a Kind of Men are deli- 
vering up the Power of our Laws, and, in that, the 
Power of all. 

* In the 17 th of Edward IV. there pafTed an Acl 
of Parliament, for the degrading of John Nevil y 
Marquis Montague, and Duke of Bedford : The 
Reafon exprefs'd in the Act, * Becaule he had not a 

* Revenue fufheient for the maintaining of that 

* Dignity.' To which is added, l That when Men 

* of mean Birth are called to hi^h Efhne, and have 

* no Livelihood to fupport it, it indueeth Bribery, 

* Extortions, and all Kinds of Iniuftices that are fol- 

* lowed by Gain,' And in the Parliament of 2 Ca- 
rol, the Peers, in a Petition againft Scots and Irij 
Titles, told the King, * That 'tisa Nove!: 

* out Prefident, that" Men fhould pofTefs Hon 

* where they po flgfc n othing elfe » and that the 

* fhould have^J ^BPr 
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had this been an important Objection? To con- 
clude, Sir, it 'hath been a very juit and reasonable 
Care, amongil alt Nations, not to rentier that dc- 
ipifed and contemptible to the People, which is de- 
iigncd for their Reverence and their Awe; which, 
Sir, bare and empty Title, without Quality or Vir- 
tue, never procured any Man, any more than the 
Image in the Fable made the Afs adored that car- 
ried it. 

* After their Quality, give me Leave, Sir, to 
fpeak a Word or two of their Qualifications ; which 
certainly ought, in Reafon, to carry ibme Propor- 
tion with the Employments they dellgn themfr 
The Houfe of Lords, Sir, are our Kings Here- 
ditary great Councils ; they are the higheft Court of 
Judicature ; they have their Part in judging and l!l*- 
termiiiing of the Reafons of making new Laws, and 
of abrogating old : From amongft them we take our 
great Officers of State ; they are commonly our 
Generals at Land, and our Admirals at Sea. In 
Conclufton, Sir, they arc both of the Lffence and 
Conflitution of our old Government \ and have, Lt - 
iides, the greateft and nobteft Share in the Admini- 
stration. Now certainly, Sir, m judge according 
to the Dictates of Region, one would imagine f 
i'maJl Faculties and Endowments to be net , 
the dilcharging of fuch a Calling; and thole fuch 
as are not uluaOy acquired in Shops and Warchr i 
nor found by following the Plough. Now, what 
other Academies mq(t of their Lordfliips have I 
bred in, but their Shops ; what other Arts they 
have been vcrfed in, but thofc which more require 
good Anns and good Shoulders than good Hcadi, 
I think, Mr. Speaker, we are yet to be informed. 
Sir, we commit net the Education of our Children 
to ignorant and illiterate Maflreis ; nay, we I 
not our very Horles to unfkilful Grooms. I bef 
leech you. Sir, let us think it belongs to us to have 
oCc Hands we commit the Ma- 
nonwealth; and if wee. 
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Iirtfi-regnum. bcfeech you, Sir, for our Credit and Safety's Sake, 
let us feek Men, at leaft, of" Parts and Education, 
to whofe Abilities we may have fume Rcafon to 
give Way, If, &' r » a Patient dies under a Phy- 
ikian's Hand, the Law efteems that not a Fe- 
lony, but a Misfortune in the Phyfician ; but if 
one that is .no Phyfician undertakes the Manage- 
ment of a Cute, and the Party niifcarries, the Law 
makes the Empiric a Felon ; and fure, in all Men's 
Opinion, the Patient a Fool, To conclude, Sir, 
for great Men to govern, it is ordinary ; for able 
Men, it is natural ; Knaves many Times come to 
it by Force and Neceffity> and Fools fometimes by 
Chance ; hut univerfal Choice and Election of Fools 
and Knaves for Government, was never yet made hy 
uny who were not themfclves likethofe they chofe. 

*■ But methinks, Mr. Speaker, I fee, ready to rife 
after me, lb me Gentleman that fhall tell you the 
great Services that their New Lordfhips have done 
the Commonwealth ; that fhall extol their Valour, 
their Godlinefs, their Fidelity to theCaufe: The 
Scripture too, no doubt, as it is to all Puvp 
fhall be brought in to argue for them ; and we fhall 
hear of the IVijigm of the pssr Man that fovtd the 
City, of the fist many v/ifi, net many mighty : Attri- 
butes I can no way deny to be due to their Lord- 
fhips. Mr. Speaker, I fhall be as forward as any 
Man to declare their Services, and acknowldge 
them ; tho' 1 might tell you, that the fame Honour 
h not purchafed by the Blood of an Enemy, and of 
z Citizen ; that for Victories in Civil Wars, till 
our Armies marched through the City, I have not 
read that the Conquerors have been io void of 
Shame as to triumph, Cafttr, not much more in- 
dulgent to his Country than our late Protector, did 
not fo much as write public Letters of his Victory 
at Pharfal'tSy much lefs had Days of Thankfgiving 
to his Gods, and Anniverfary Feafts for having 
been a profperous Rebel* and given Juftice and bis 
Country the worft. 

* But, Sir, I leave this Argument, and, to be as 
good as my Word, come to put you in Mind of 
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ionic of their Services, and the Obligation you owe lotH-mpra, 
rhem for the fame. To Ipeak nothing, Sir, of one 
of my Lords Comrniffioners Valour at Brr/lol, nor of 
another Noble Lord's brave Adventure at the Bear- 
Garden ; I muft tell you, Sir, that moft of them 
have had the Courage to do Things, which, I may 
boldly fay, few other Chriftians durft have fo ad- 
ventured their Sou la to have attempted : They have 
not only fubdued their Enemies, but their Matters 
that railed and maintained them ; they have not 
only conquered Scotland and Ireland^ but rebellious 
England too* and there fupprefVd a malignant Party 
of Magistrates and Laws. And that nothing mould 
be wanting to make diem indeed compleat Conque- 
rors, (without the Help of Philofophy) they have 
even conquered themfelves. All Shame they have 
fubdued, as perfectly as all Juftice ; the Oaths they 
have taken, they have u eafily digeftcd as their 
old General could himfelf j public Covenants and 
Engagements they have trampled Under- foot: In 
Conclufion, fo intire a Victory they have over 
themfeJves, that their Confciences are as much their 
Servants as, Mr, Speaker, we are. But, Sir, give 
jne Leave to conclude with that which is more 
admirable than all this, and {hews the Confidence 
they have of themfch'es and us : After having many 
Times trampled on the Authority of the Houfe of 
Commons, and no lets than five Times diffulvod 
them, they hope, for thofc good Services to the 
Houfe of Commons, to be made by the Houfe «jr" 
Commons a Houfe of Lords, 

* I have been over long, Sir, fiof which I crave 
your Pardon ; therefore in a Word I conclude. I 
befeech you let us think k our Duty to have a Cars 
of two Things : F'trjl, That V illanies be not encou- 
raged with the Rewards of Virtue ; Sccsmily, Thar 
the Authority and Majefty of the Government of 
this Nation be not defiled, and expofed to Con- 
tempt, by committing fo confukrable a Fart of it to 
Perfons of as mean Quality as Parts, 

* The Thfib&ts did not admit Merchants into Go- 
vernment, till they had left their Traffic ten Years : 
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Sure it would have been long before Coblcrs and 
Draymen would have been allowed. If, Sir, the 
Wifdom of this Hoiife fhall find it neceflary to be- 
gin where we left, and {hall think we have been 
hitherto like the Prodigal, and that now when our 
Neceftities perfuade us, i. e. that we are atmoft 
brought to herd it with Swine, now 'tis high Time 
to think of a Return : Let us, wirhout more ado, 
without this motley Mixture, even take our Rulers 
as at the firft, fo that we can be but reafonably fe- 
cured to avoid our Counfellors as at the Beginning. 
* Give me Leave, Sir, to releafe your Patience 
with a fhort Story. Livy tells us, there was a State in 
Italy in an AriftoCraey, where the Nobility ftretchM 
their Prerogative too high, and prefumed a little 
too much on the People's Liberty and Patience ; 
whereupon the Dtfcontents were fo general and fo 
great, that they apparently tended to a Diflblutton 
of Government, and the tinning of all Tilings into 
Anarchy and Confufion. At the fame Time, be- 
fides thefe Diftempers at home, there was a potent 
Enemy ready to fall upon them from abroad, that 
had been an Over- match for them at their befi 
Union ; but now, in thefe Diforders, was like fo find 
them a very ready and very eafy Prey ; A wife Man, 
Sir, in the City, that did not at all approve of the 
Infolency of the Nobility, and as little liked popu- 
lar Tumults, bethought himfelf of this Stratagem 
to couzen his Country into Safety : Upon a Pre- 
tence of Counfel, he procured the Nobility to meet 
all together ; which when they had done, he found 
a Way to lock all the Doors upon them, goes away 
himfelf, and takes the Keys with him : Then im- 
mediately he fummons the People ; tells them, that, 
by a Contrivance of his, he had taken all the Nobi- 
lity in a Trap ; that now was the Time for them to 
be revenged upon them for all their Infolencie* ; that 
therefore they feould immediately go along with 
him and difpatch them. Sir, the Officers of our 
Army, after a Faft, could not be more ready for the 
Villany, than this People were : And accordingly 
they made as much Hafte to the Slaughter *as their 
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Lord Protector could deftre them. But, Sir, this fn(er . 
wife Man 1 told you of, wz$ their Lord Protector 
indeed : As (bon as he had brought the People where 
the Parliament was fitting, and when they but ex- 
peeled the Word to fall to the Butchery, and take 
their Heads, * Gentlemen, fays he, tho' I would 
not care how foon this Work of Reformation were 
over, yet, in this Ship of the Commonwealth, we 
rnuft not throw the Steersmen over board, till we 
have provided others for the Helm ; Let us confi- 
der before we take thefe Men away, in what other 
Hands we may more fecurely truft our Liberty, 
1 and the Management of the Commonwealth." 
And (b he advifed them, before the putting down of 
the former, to bethink them lei ves of conftituting an 
Other Houfe. He begins and nominates one, a. 
Man highly ctied up in the popular Faction, a con- 
fiding Man, one of much Zeal, little Senfe, and no 
Quality j you may fuppofe him, Sir, a zealous 
Coblcr, The People, in Conclufion, murmured 
at this, and were loth their Fellow-Mutineer, for 
no other Virtue but Mutinying, fhould come to be 
advanced to be their Matter ; and, by their Looks 
and Murmur, fufficiently exprcfied the Diftafte they 
took at fuch a Motion. Then he nominates ano- 
ther, as mean a Mechanic as the former ; you may 
imagine him, Sir, a bullling rude Drayman, or the 
like : He was no fooner named, but fome buril out 
a-Iaughing, others grew angry and railed at htm, 
and all detefted and fcorn'd him. Upon this a third 
was named for a Lordfhip, one of the fame Batch, 
and every wny fit to fit with the other two. The 
People then fell into a confufed Laugh and Node, 
and inquired, If fuch were Lords, who, by all the 
Gods, would be content to be the Commons ! 

* Sir, Let me be bold, by the good Leave of the 
Other Houfe and yours, to afk the fame Queftion ; 
But, Sir, to conclude this Story, and with it 1 hope 
the Other Houfe ; when this wife Man I told you of 
perceived they were now fcnfible of the Inconveni- 
ence and Mikhief they were running into, and faw 
that the pulling down their Rulers would prove, in 
U 2 the 
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ioter-rcEijoin, the End, but the fetting up of their Servants ; he 
6 59* thought them then prepared to hear Rcai'on, and 
told them, * You fee, faith he, that, as bad as this 

* Government is, we cannot, far any thing 1 fee, 

* agree upon a better : What then, if after this 

* Fright we have put our Nobility in, and the De- 

* monftration we have given them of our Power, we 

* try them once more, whether they will mend, and, 

* for the future, behave themfelves with more Mo* 

* deration ?' That People, Mr, Speaker, were (6 
wife as to comply with that wife Proportion, and 
to think it eafier to mend their old Rulers, than to 
make new : And J wifh, Mr. Speaker, we may be 
fo wife as to think fb too.' 



Having fifted the Journals to March a8, 1659*. 
for all tbey mention material to our Defign, we fhall 
look back a little, and endeavour to explain them 
further from the Hiftories of the Times. 

Mr, Ludlow acquaints us, ' That the next Thing 
that they, of the Republican Party, endeavoured to 
do, after being worftcd in the Affair of Recognition, 
wan to get rid of the Scots and Irtjb Members, who 
had introduced themfelves into the Houfe. Thefe 
Men, no doubt, were Time-Servers, and never pro- 
poied to come out of their own to ferve this Coun- 
try for nothing ; fo, confequently, were due Voters 
and Penfioners to the Court.' Our Author fays, 
* The Way they propofed to have them removed, was 
to put the Queftion, firft, Whether thofe Members 
chofen by Scotland ought, by the Law of the Land, 
to fit as Members of this Parliament. The Reafons 
ufed to jtiftify the Wording of the Queftion in thi* 
Manner, were, i. That there was no Colour, by 
the antient Law of the Land, for their fitting as 
Members of the Parliament of England, having 
always been a diftintt Kingdom from it. 2. That 
there had been no Diftribution of Powers to ek£r, 
as was required by the Humble Petition and Advice, 
The Court would by no Means permit the Queftion 
to be put In the Manner before- mentioned ; but 
pioved that it might be thus propofed in the follow- 
ing 
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ing Words: Whether the Houfe thought fit that Inter-rcgnum. 
thole returned for Scotland fhould fit as Members 
of this Parliament: By this Means turning a Que- 
stion of Right into a Queftion of Conveniency. 
However* becaufe our Qucftiori was firft propofed, 
we infifted that it might alio be firft put*, and like wife 
moved, that thofe fent from Scotland and Ireland t 
being the Pcrfons concerned in the Queftion, might 
be ordered to withdraw, and not be permitted to fit 
Judges of their own Cafe; And this we thought we 
might with more Reafbn demand, becaufe their 
nwn Party had already waved the Legality of their 
Election, by the Form of Words they had ufed in 
the Queftion they prupofed : But the pretended 
Members fur Scotland and Ireland, except only 
Mr. Sivintsn, who modcftlv withdrew, as they had 
debated their own Cafe with much Confidence-, fa, 
by the Support of the Court, they refolved to decide 
it in their own Favour. 

1 When we faw ourfclves thus overpowered by 
Violence and Number, we had the Queftion put for 
leaving out the Words, by the Law of the Land ; 
which being carried in the Affirmative, and there- 
fore to be entered in the Journal, we let fall Words 
in the Houfe to infinuatc that they were not a legal 
Parliament, having no Countenance from the Au- 
thority by which they acted : And as to their pru- 
dential Way of admitting the Sects and Jrifli on the 
Account of Conveniency, we faid it would weaken 
all that fhould be done by this Afiembly, whofe 
Adtions would be weighed and duly confidered by 
thofe that fhould come into Power when they were 
gone : That the Laws of this Afiembly, though it 
were granted that they were a legal Parliament, 
would not bind the People of Scotland, who arc not 
governed by the common Law of England ; and 
thcreibre that it was unreafonable that thofe ehofen 
by that Nation fhould have any Part in making 
Laws for the People of England} and that it was 
intolerable that they, who had fought againft a 
Commonwealth, fhould be confulted with in the 
framing of our Constitution, and fo vote us out of 
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now altered, and the greateft Part of the Lands of I»«»;«g«a^ 

FMvtand devolved upon the Commons, they, inftead 
of wearing the Lords blue Coats, did now . 

-os to molt of thofe who pretended to be Mem- 
bers of the Other Houfe. Hut, notwtthitanding all 
that could be fuid, the Confederacy for them was 
llrong enough to carry all before them, the Cava- 
Ik-riOi Pai tv, who were very numerous, joining with 
them, in Lxpeclation that it might prove a good 
Step towards the Return of the former Peerage : So 
the Queftion was put, Whether this Houfe mould 
tranfact with the Other Houfe, and carried in the 
Affirmative. 1 

The Author of the Narrative of this Parliament 
is yet more explicit than Lmlfeiv, in all the Affairs 
which we have already mentioned from the y eur ~ 
r.ah: We (hall therefore copy him throughout ; 
obferving, That both thefe laffc quoted Writers are 
no farther to be trufted, than as they tally With 
thofe undoubted Authorities, the yourmh. 

The Narrative begins with telling us * That 
afterwards the Secretary gave an Account of foreign 
Affairs, as is already mentioned, on the 21 ft of Fe- 
bruary r , acquainting the Houfe, that a Million of Mo-

* The Houfe was called upon to make good their 
Vote of bounding the Power of the Chief Magiftrate, 
and fecuring the Rights, Privileges, and Liberties of 
the Parliament and People ; and that, as they had 
filled the Hearts of all Men with Joy, in Expecta- 
tion of having their Rights ascertained, they would 
not render themfeives Jugglers, in promifing what 
they never intended to perform j but to take the 
feveral Parts of the previous Vote into Con ft dera- 
tion ; and as bounding the Chief Magiftrate is full 
in Order, fa to begin with it. Yet fuch was the 
Difmgenuity of the Court Party, being made up of 
Houfhold Servants, Officers of Profit, Suiters for 
Offices, Lawyers, (the corrupt Part of whofe Trade 
cannot be maintain 'd but by a corrupt Government J 
Scots and hijh Members, chofen by the Pretender's 
Intereft, that no Arguments of Honour or Honefty 
could engage them to be faithful to their Countiy j 
fuch as were moft open confeffing plainly, that they 
were fo far from bounding the Chief Magiftrate, 
that they defired to give him as much, nay more 
Power than any King or Prince of England ever 
had, Teeming to caft Dirt upon the famous Long 
Parliament, (whofe Succefles and great Atchieve- 
ments will, by Pofterity, be had in Admiration) for 
aflerting the Rights of the People againft the King'& 
own Perfon, not flicking to charge them with Mur- 
der for that War j and that without Reproof, but 
rather Countenance from them. But others, more 
prudent, waved bounding of the Chief Magiftrate, 
under Pretence of firft fettling the Conftitution of 
the Government; and fo falling upon the Debate 
of that, after fome Days fpent in it, at laft voted, 
That it mould be Part of the Bill for Recognition, 
to declare the Parliament to confift of two Houfes. 
After this the Houfe was again put in Mind of their 
Duties to the People, and urged to fall upon bound- 
ing the Power of the Chief Magiftrate ; which, 
as it was firft in Order, ought to have been firfi

in Debate. But the Courtiers commanding all by rnfwrepium. 



Strength of their Members, wared the Chief Ma- 
gistrate, and fell upon conftituting the Other Houfe, 
in which fomc Days were fpent in Difputes betwixt 
the new and old Royal iits, the Coromonweakh's- 
Men remaining ftlent, to fee what the Strength of the 
other's grains would produce. The firft was for 
the new Creation of Lords, with the Mixture of the 
old, upon fuch Limitations as they might not over- 
top the new : The other for the okl, with a Mix- 
ture of the new, and for the full Privileges of the 
antient Houfes of Peers : But after it appeared that 
they could make nothing of the Debate, not daring 
to truft one another, the Cammonweahb's-Men; 
fell in, and fhewed that, where the Caufe is taken 
away, the Effedt muft ceafe : That m the Houfe of 
Lords had antiently a natural Right to a fuperioi 
Jurifdiction, in that their Property was five Parts of 
i\x of the whole Nation ; fo is it now more natural 
for the Commons to have that Superiority, their 
Proportion of Property being ninety-nine Parts, or 
more, of a hundred ; And therefore moved, That, 
if they would have another Houfe, it might be fo 
bounded as might fuir. with the People's Intereft : 
Whereupon they proceeded to the Debate of the 
Bounds and Powers of the Members fitting in the 
Other Houfe of Parliament, in which fome Days 
were fpent, they being hut for Life j for that it is 
ngainft the Common Law for any one to be a Judge 
for him and his Heirs for ever. Then foe their be- 
ing firft allowed and approved of by the Parliament : 
Then upon their having Negatives only in fome 
Matters : Yet ended none ; but, at laft, difmgenu- 
oufiy laid all afidej and, inftead of bounding and 
approving them, a bare Qu eft ion was brought on 
Foot, Whether the Members fitting in the Other 
Houfe, as then corrftttuted, fhould be tranfa&ed 
with or no ; thereby to let them at once into the 
full Privileges of the antient Lords : And, to make 
it pafs the fmoothlier, a plaufrbte Claufe, to fave the 
Rights of the antient Peers, was added by the 
Courtiers, which was done only to gain the Cava* 
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iiers in that Voce, and not with any Intent to let in the 
Lords i they otr i effing, occaiionailv, that the Rights 

: ha antieat Peers could be nothing, fo long 33 
the Act for taking of them away was in being, and 
pealed. Againft acting with the Members fit- 
ting in the Other Houfe, as then constituted, was 

-ged the InconfUtency of it with the Rights and 
Liberties of the People, which they bad fwom to 
maintain : As t j:rjl t in that they were moil Depend- 
ents upon the Single Perfon, by way of Salaries, 
and fo likely to be his Mercenaries. Sicsndly, For 
that the Militia, both by Sea and Land, was in the 
Hands of the Perfons then fitting in that Houfe. 
*Tbirdljy That all the Chief Judges were Members; 
as, the three Keepers of the Seal, two Chief Juitkcs, 
Mailer of the Rolls ; and that it might be well 
thought that the Lord Chief Baron would be ac- 
counted as worthy to be one as the reft : And 
then the People, in all Cafes of Appeals, could do no 
more than appeal from the Judges in Wtfivanfier- 
Hall to the fame Perfons fitting in Parliament : 
And that the chief Judicature being in that Houfe, 
and having the Militia to maintain it, that Houfe 
might wrong the Commons as they pleafed, and 
they remain without Remedy. Fourthly , That alt 
the Privy Council, the Chief Judges, and General 
Officers, both by Sea and Land, being Member?, 
the Lawyers and Officers of Profit (of whom the 
Body of the Houfe of Commons would be made up) 
would be the Creatures and Mercenaries of one Of

The Debate concerning the Scots and Ir'tjh 
Members came on, and run fevcral Ways. This 
Narrative Writer gives it in this Manner: c The 
Courtiers, after they found the Want of Law, flew 
to Prudence ; arguing, that, for obliging the Sects 
and Irijh Nations, their Members ought to be ad- 
mitted : To which was anfwered, That nothing 
could be more provoking to thofe two Nations, than 
fraudulently to give them the Name of having Mem- 
bers in Parliament; when, in Truth, by the late 
Elections, they had few or none, moft of them be- 
ing chofen at Whitehall^ whereof fame had hardly 
been ever nearer Scotland than Gray's-Itw. But, 
befides this Anfwer to the Courtiers Arguments of 
Prudence, the Commonwealth's-Mcn argued againft 
their fitting, as having no legal Right or Title n» 
fit, and that, without keeping to legal Rules, Foun- 
dations could not be maintained ; for, other' 
they that fent 60 now might fend 300 next Time, 
no fo make Parliaments of what Number and Tem- 
per they pleafed ; and therefore deftred that the 
Members of both Nations might withdraw, anil 
e afterwards brought in upon legal and equal Feet. 
at Whitehall being refolved not to part with any 
of their Strength, (tho*, after they had done their 
"Work, they intended to have caft them off) would 
• nothing to do with Law or Right: And there- 
.s the Queftion fiiculd have been, Whe- 
|C Scats and Irijb Members had any legal 
t to fit, the Words legal Right were thrown 
}ion put, Whether the Scsts 
>uld fit i And, by the Help 
vhj^were fuffereil, contrary 
■(it in their own Cafe, 
in Parliament.

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ister.wfciium. In which Vote the Parliament may be faid to have 
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betrayed their Truft, in taking in Strangers, with- 
out Law, to make Laws for the Enghfli Nation ; 
and in not puiulhing the Keepers of the Seal,, who 
jirel'umptuoufly took upon them, without and againft 
Jjaw, to fend 60 Strangers us Members to Parlia- 
ment. 

* After this the main Queftion, for t ra n fact i rig 
with the Other Houfe, before bounded or appro- 
ved, which had been interrupted by the Debate 
about the Scots and Irijb Members, came on again. 
It was endeavoured to get the Words bounding and 
approving the Members into the Queftion ; but they 
Were thrown out by a Vote, and the hare Queftion 
put, Whether they fhould be transacted with or no, 
as then conftituted ; only the Commonwealth 's- 
Men got the Words during- this prtfeni Parliament 
into the Queftion : And then, by the Help of the 
Scot* and Irijb Votes, by whofe Number all Que- 
ftions were carried hi Favour of the Court, it was 
lefolved to tranfacT: with the Perfons then fitting in 
the Other Houfe of Parliament, during this prefent 
Parliament.' 

Thus having cleared up thefe Matters, as well as 
the 'Journals and the Iliftorians of thefe Times will 
allow, we {hall go on with the former ; which tells 
us, That on this Day, March 31, was read, a fe- 
cond Time, A Bill far taking away ail Laws , Sta- 
tutes, and Ordinances^ concerning the Excife and 
new Intpo/I, afltr Tears , and concerning 

Cujlomsy Tsnnage, and Poundage, after 
Manths, after the Death ef bis Hightufs the now 
Lord P rote clot. 

This Bill Was debated in the Houfe for fome Days, 
without any Commitments \ in the mean Time a 
Declaration for a public Fail was ordered to be 
drawn, by a Committee appointed for that Purpofe; 
and this Day, April 2, it was brought and read in 
the Houfe, Paragraph by Paragraph ; which, with 
Tome Additions and Alterations, was contented to. 

The 
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The Narrative before quoted tells us, * That this 
Faft thro' the Three Nations was voted, and a De- 
claration for the fame, from the Commons and the 
Protector only, was ordered to be brought in : But 
the Court Party, to the end to engage the tranfadting 
with the Other Houfe , brought in the Declaration, 
in the Form of a Bill, to be made an Ac! ; which 
caufed the Expence of fome Days, in debating m 
what Manner and Form to fend it to theOther Houfe, 
for that the firft Tranfaclion would be the Rule for 
the future : It was, in order thereunto, voted, That 
the Commons would not fhew the Other Houfe any 
other Refpe£t than they Ibouid fhew to thenr. 
Secondly, That they would fend Members or" their 
own to the Other Houfe, and that they would receive 
no Meflages from them but by Members of their 
own Number. This was all the Votes of publ.c 
Concernment that was carried in the whole Time 
of the Parliament, which was either honourable or 
advantageous for the Commons; and yet the Cour- 
tiers, after they had confultcd with fvkiuball^ xverc 
refolved to have unvoted and made it null and void. 
It was under Debate what Ceremony the Meffenger 
fhould ufe at his Approach into their Houfe, and 
what Title to give them ; Mr, Stotaier, My Lord 
Commijjiontr^ and My Lords and -Gentlemen * were 
all feverally fpoken of, but none agreed on j and 
the Courtiers Hade being inch as they could not 
flay, the MelTenger that carried the A£l for the Faft 
down to the Other Houfe, was advifed to give them 
no Title at all; which Directions he followed, an* 
fo left the Bill with them, which was never return'd. 
During this Debate, fomz Exceptions being taken 
at Mr, Speaker's Carriage, as unequal, he was 
accufed of having had Conference at Whitebait 
with the Pretender ; which was contrary to the 
Orders of the Houfe : This Charge put the Houfe 
into a great Heat, fome taking Part with him, and 
tome againft him ; and as the Courtiers were not 
only molt in Number but beft at brawling, fo they 
made the greateft Noife, «ntill they oWenrcd Matter 

of 
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later-regntifo. °f Truth in the Thing ; and then, as the Party 
charging was fatisfied with giving the Reproof, fy 
the Courtiers were willing to have it die. 

* Some Deficiency was observed by the Court in 
the Acls for forcing the Payment of the Excife, and 
therefore a Bill was brought in by one of that Patty, 
under a fpecious Pretence of fettling it but for a cer- 
tainNumber of Years, as the Parliament fliould agree 
on, whereas it was fettled for ever. This Bill, after 
long Debate, was, by Means of Commonwealth's- 
JMen, laid afi.de, and a Declaration brought in by 
them to enjoin the Payment of the Excife during the 
Sitting of the Parliament ; owning clearly their De- 
iign to be, That, if the Laws were not good, the 
afcertaining the Excife no longer than during the 
Parliament, would put a Necetiity upon the Chief 
Magistrate to let the Parliament fit until! they had 
done fome Good for the poor People of England ; 
and, if they were good, the Declaration did not 
prejudice them : But as the Commonwealth's Men 
Jaid afide the Courtiers Bill, f° 'hey laid afrde th;s 
the Commonwealth's -Men's Declaration.' 



After the Declaration fur a Fafl: was finifhed and 
agreed to, much Debate, we find, was had, what 
Title to put to it. A Queftion was propofedj that 
the Title of this Declaration be t A Declaration 
ef the Lord Protector and both Haufes of Pdr 
ment fsr a Day of foletns Fajling and Humllia. 
to be obferved in all Places within the Common- 
wealth js/" England, Scotland, and Ireland, upon the 
eighteenth Day of May, 1659. Another Qyeitiort. 
was put, Whether thefe Words, Both Houfes cf\ 
fliould frand in the Title after the Word and, and 
before the Word Parliament? The Houie di- 
vided ; when the Yeas were found to be 135, and 
the Noes 96. But when this Title was engroiled on 
the Back of the Declaration, and was read a third 
Time, April $ y twoProvifo"s,by way of Salvo's, wertf 
offered to be added to it. The one was, * Provided, 
always, and this Houfe doth dadare, That it is net 

in- 
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intended by this Declaration, that the Houfe of Jnter-regm 
Commons fliall be hereby precluded or debarred to ^**59- 
add, hereafter, fuch Bounds and Limitations either ^^^" 
to the Single Perfbn, or the Other Houfe, as may be p 

j-equifite for the Public Safety and Welfare of thefe 
Nations.' The other Provifo was, ' Provided al- 
ways, and it is hereby declared, That the paffing 
of this prefent Declaration {ball not be intended, 
nor conftrued, to exclude the Houfe of Commons, 
in Parliament aflbmbled, to fei fuch Bounds to the 
Powers and Authorities of the Chief Magiftrate, as 
fhaty confift with the jyft Rights apd Liberties of 
the People, according to the former Vote of this 
Houfe.' 

Thefe two Provifo's, we are told by the Journals^ 
were only read by the Gentlemen that tendered 
them, Handing up in their Places, and were after- 
wards brought up to the Table and delivered : For 
when the Queftion was put, That the firft (bould 
be read there, it was carried in the Negative, on a 
Divi&on, 123 againft 73. The other Provifo was 
Dot fuffer'd fo much as to be put to the Queftion for 
reading it ; but, inftead theceof, the main Queftion 
Was called for, put, and carried by a Majority pi 

S\. againft 34, * That this Houfe doth agree £9 the 
eelaration; and that xhe Concurrence of the 
Qthex Houfe be defired' to k.' The whole, then,

The next Day after this Declaration was agrece 
to, April 6, a Debate arofe in the Commons, 
about the Manner of tranfadttng Biifinefs witi. 
Other Houfe; when they came to a Refo.utjon 
to appoint a Committee to confider and report tbeir 
Opinion of this Matter: But the fame Day the

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Houfe, on the Queftion, rcfolved, « That, in all Inter-regnum. 
MclTages unto, and Conferences with, the Other . _ 5 *' . 
Houfe, the like Refpect, and no Other, be obferved April. 
by the Members of this Houfe, that Is obferved by 
the Perfons fitting in the Other Houfe to them.' 

Mr. Ludlow, on this Head, remarks, * That 
thofe of his Party defired, that feeing the Houfe of 
Commons was undeniably more honourable in the 
Members of it than the Other, and much more in 
relation to thofe whom they reprefented, that the 
Members of this Houfe might not go to them with 
Meffagcs as formerly, unlefs the Members of the 
New Houfe would refpe&ively come to us with their 
Mcflages ; or that the Maftcrs in Chancery, who 
were accuftomed to be the Lords Meflcngers, might 
be divided between the two Houfcs for that Purpofe : 
But this alfo was denied, and we were told, That a 
Feather might hinder the Motion of a Clock as 
well as a Piece of Iron. The Subject, of our firft 
Trarifadtion with the Other Houfe was touching a. 
Declaration for a Faftj which, by fome Expreffions 
Sn it, of taking Shame to ourfelves for neglecting to 
fettle the Government of the Church, and having 
permitted fo many erroneous and heretical Opinions 
to be divulged, with others of a like Nature, dif-» 
covered plainly in what Mint it was forged. This 
Declaration being agreed to, it was ordered to be 
carried to the Other Houfe, for their Concurrence, 
by one Mr. Grove, who was accompanied by divers 
young Gentlemen, and many of the Cavalier Party, 
ail of them attending like to many Lackies at the 
Bar of the Other Houfe, whilft the Ceremonies of 
prefenting it were performed, which were the fame 
that had been formerly ufed to the Peers on the like 
Occafion.

102. The fecond Vote, now reported from the 
Committee, was in thefe Words, * That fuch Mef- 
fages as fhall he lent from the Other Houfe to this 
Houfe fhall not be received, unlefs brought bv 
Members of- their own Number.' This occasioned 
another Divifion on the Queftion, and was carried 
alfo in the Affirmative ; but on a much nearer Di- 
vifion than any we have met with in this Pai liament, 
being only by 127 againft 114.

On the fame Day a Letter from his Higbneis in«r-regnu«. 
the Lord Protector, directed To our Tru/lv and ■*»■

directed To our Tru/ly and 
Thomas Bampfield, Efq t 
Speaker of our Houfe of Commons ; to be communi- 
cated to the Houft. Signed, at the Head, Richard P. 
and dated April 8, 1659, wae this Day read in the 
Houfe. The Journals only add, That, in the faid 
Letter, his Highnefs represented to the Parliament 
the Humble Reprefentation and Petition of the 
General Council of the Officers of the Armies of 
England^ Scotlendy and Ireland, which was alio 
read. 

It is neceilary to ilop here, end explain the Na- 
ture of this Petition a littk further than the "Journals 
do ; fince, as TVhhlscke fays, it was the Beginning 
of Richard's Fall. It was, as the fame Author in- 
forms us, to fet forth, * Their Want of Pay, the 
Infolencies of the Enemy, and their Defigns, to- 
gether with fame in Power, to ruin the Army and 
the Good old Caufe, and to bring in the Enemies 
thereof; to prevent which, and to provide againft 
Free Quarter, they defircd his Highnefs to advife 
with the Parliament, and to provide an effectual 
Remedy.' 

Mr. Whitlocke adds, * That (bis Beginning was fet 
on foot by Richard's near Relations, Dtfioraugh*, 
who married his Aunt, and Fleetwood, who married 
his Sifter, with others of their Party, whilft the 
Parliament was difputing with the Other Houfe, 
and took no Care to provide Money, which exaf- 
perated the Army, and laid the Foundation of all 
their Ruins,' 

Mr. Ludlow tells us, ' That thefe Divifions were 
not confined within the Walls of both Houtes, but 
broke out in the Army itfelf ; the Officers growing 
jealous of one another, and were divided into three 
Factions, neither of thefe much fuperior in Num- 
ber ; that one Party was known to be well affected 
to the Commonwealth, and confifted chiefly of the 
following Officers, viz. Col. jfjbfieid, Col. Lilbum, 
Col. Fitx, Lieut, Col. Ma/on, Lieut. Col. Msfs, 
Lieut. Col, Farley, and Major Creed, With divers Cap- 
Y 2 tains, 
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iriTff-regmire. tains, and other infeiior Officers, A fecond Party 
was known by the Title of the IValltngford-Haufe, 
or Army-Party, who had advanced Mr. Richard 
Cromwell, in Expectation of governing all as they 
pleated : Of thefe were Lieut. Gen, Fleetwood, Col. 
Defborough, Col. Sydenham, Col. Clark, Col. Keifey* 
Col. Berry, Major Humes, Treafurer Black-weft* 
and fome others. The third Party was that of Mr, 
Richard Cromwell 1 who, having call off thofe that 
had taken the Fains to advance him, joined himfelf 
to Men that were more fuitable to his Inclinations; 
fuch were Col. Ingaldfiy, Col. Gsugh, Col. t¥hal~ 
ley ', CoJ. Howard, Col. Goodrich, Lieut. Co!. Kerns, 
with many others, and more particularly thofe that 
were Officers in the Scots and Irijh Forces : But 
his Cabinet Council were the Lord Braghill, Dr. 
IVtlkim, and Col. Philip jfones,' To thefe he might 
have added Mr. Commiflioner Whithcke \ who, as 
himfelf writes, was of this Cabinet Council, and 
always declared his Judgment honeftly, and for the 
Good of Richard) whenever his Advice was requi- 
red.

Now to proceed with the Journals ; 

From the 9th to the 13th of April the Commons 
were again bufy about the Public Revenue, and 
examining the Farmers of it in various Branches, 
which we omit, as not much to our Purpofe ; and 
becaufe all their Inquifitions ended in doing nothing. 
Some other Bufinefs was alfo entered into, but of as 
little Confequence as the other, till 

April 14. When It was refolved, * That a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe be appointed to carry the Decla- 
tion, concerning the Public Faft, to the Perfons fit- 
ting in the Other Houfe, for their Concurrence.* 

Mr. Gnve was the Member agreed on for that 
Office ; but, before he went up, a Queftion was 
put, * Whether Mr. Greve^ when he had delivered 
this Menage to the Perfons fitting in the Other 
Houfe, fhall return to this Houfe without fhiying 
for any Anfwer i' The Houfe divided, and the 
Numbers were found to be 100 for, and 144 againft 
it. 

Mr. Grove being returned from the Other Houfe, 
gave this Account of his Embafiy, • That, in Obe- 
dience to the Commands of this Houfe, he had de- 
livered to them in the Other Houfe, the Declara- 
tion for a Public Faft, for their Concurrence there- 
unto ;

unto : That, a little Time after hirafclf and other 
Members of this Houfe, who accompanied him to 
deliver his Mefiage, and went with him into the 
Other Houfe, were withdrawn, they were called 111 
a<*ain, and received this Anfwer from them of the 
Other Houfe, * That they would fend an Anfwer 
by Meflengers of their own/ 

April 15* The Members being met in the Houfe 
this Morning, and the Mace placed below, under 
the Table, they were informed. That Mr. Chaloner 
Chute \ who, at the firft Meeting of the Parliament, 
was chofen their Speaker, was dead, Mr. Cooper, 
the Minifter appointed to perform the Duty of 
Prayer with the Houfe on Mornings, was called in 
to Prayers j and Prayer being ended, and the Mini- 
fter withdrawn, the feveral Members, fitting in 
their Places, confider'd of the Choice of a new 
Speaker : And, upon Conftderation of the Expe- 
rience the Houfe had of the great Integrity and 
Ability of Mr. Thomas Batnpfeid > who was called 
to the Chair, to fupply the Speaker's Place during 
the Abfence and Indifpofition of Mr. Chute , the late 
Speaker, now dead, and what good Service he had 
done the Houfe, efpecially in the Preservation of the 
antient Orders thereof, it was propounded to the 
Houfe, That Mr, Bamffisld might be continued in 
their Service, and that he might be chofen Speaker 
accordingly. 

Mr, Bampjicld, {landing up in his Place, firft ac- 
knowledged to the Houfe the great Honour that was 
put upon him, in calling him to the Chair before, 
upon Mr, Speaker Chute's Sicknefs and Indifpoiitioii ; 
and endeavoured to excufe himfelf, upon the Reafons 
of the Experience the Houfe had of his Unfitnefs for 
their Service, and defired Mr. Edward Turner, a 
Perfon of great Abilities, and Fitnefs for their Ser- 
vice, might be chofen their Speaker : But Mr, Tho- 
mas Batnpfietd being generally call*d on by the Houfe,

A P*per, written on the Outfide there- 
of with thefc Words, Fsr the Speakir of the Corn- 
mom effentbUd in Parliament t tbtfe ar* for him t9 
r'esd to the Houfe of Common r, was this X)ay re2d ; 
and, upon the Reading thereof, the fame, amongft 
other Things, referred to another Paper, intituled , 
A Declaration is the Parliament , &e, delivered tbt 
6th Day ef the fetottd Month , called April, 1659, 
U the then Speaker of the [aid Houfe* The faid 
Papers were prefented by eefrain Perfons, who ate 
commonly called Quakers. 

* Refoived, &t\ That the Anfwer to be given t<* 
the Paper now read, and the Paper thereby referred 
to, be asfolloweth, Bra. That this Houfe hath read 
their Paper, and doth declare their Diflike of the 
Scandals thereby cart upon Magiftraey and Miniftry, 
and doth therefore order, That they do forthwith 
refcrt to their refpedtive Habitations, and there ap- 
ply themfelves to their Callings, arid fnbmit them- 
ti-lves to the Laws of the Nation, and the Magiftra- 
cy they Jive under. 

The Queftion being put, That the Serjeant at 
Arms attending this Hourfe do return the aforefaid 
Anfwer to the Perfons that prefented the aforefaid 
Papers to the Houfe, it pafi'cd with the Negative, 

The; Serjeant, by the Command of the Houfe, 
was directed to call in Thomas Moore^ ffohn Croek y 
and Edward Byltyug^ three of the Perfons that 
figned the Paper mentioned to be delivered the 6th 
of this Inftant Aprils to receive the faSd Anfwer at 
the Bar of the Houfe j and to take off their Hats be- 
fore they come within the Door of the Houfe : And, 
Thomas Moore being abfent, the faid fohn Crook and 
Edward Byllyttg were brought in to the Ear, with 
their Hats off: And Mr. Speaker, by the Command 
of the Houfe, declared to them, ffanding at the Bar, 
the aforefaid Anfwer accordingly.

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The Army now began to be formidable to the 
two Houfes at Wejlminjhr y and therefore the Com- 
mons thought proper to attack them in their Way, 
and prevent, if pofiible, their being turned out of 
Doors, as their Predeceflbrs had been before them, 
by thofe Red -Coat Patriots, who carry always the 
j/irgumtnlum Baculinum along with them. 

April 18, This Day, being Monday, the Houfe, 
immediately after Prayers, ordered their Doors to 
be (hut in, and none of the Members fuffered to go 
out without Leave, A Queftton was then propofed 
and put, * That, during; the fitting of the Parlia- 
ment, there fhall be no General Council, or Meet- 
ings, of the Officers of the Army, without the Di- 
rection, Leave, and Authority, of his Highnefs the 
Lord Protestor and both Houfes of Parliament.* On 
this Queftion the Houfe divided, and it was carried 
in the Affirmative, 163 to 87. Another Refolution 
was alfo agreed to, without any Divifion, * That 
no Per fon mall have, or continue, any Command or 
Truft, in any of the Armies or Navies of England % 
Scotland^ or I r eland ', or any the Dominions or Ter- 
ritories thereunto belonging, who fhal] refufe to 
fubferibe, That he will not difturb, nor interrupt* 
the free Meetings in Parliament, of any the Mem- 
bers of either Houfe of Parliament or the Freedom 
in their Debates and Counfels.' Refolved, alfo, 
* That the Concurrence of the Other Houfe be de- 
fired to thefe Votes ; and that Mr, John Stephens do 
carry them to that Houfe/ 

The Commons next voted, That they would 
take into Confideration how the Arrears of the 
Armies and Navies might be fpcedtly fatisfied the 
next Morning. They likewife ordered in a Bill, 
For indemnifying all luch as had a£tcd under the 
Parliament and Common wealth. The Attorney 
and Solicitor General to prepare and bring in the 
fame. And the Houfe being then informed, That 

divers 
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divers People, who had been in Arms againft the itter-wgnunu 
Parliament, and other dangerous Perfons, had retort- 
ed of late to the City of London^ and Parts adjacent, 
the Houfe referred it to a Committee, then named, 
to propofe fame effectual Way, how his Highnefs, 
the Parliament, and Nation, might be fecured 
againft any Attempts from them. To meet about 
the fame, at Six o'Clock this Evening, in the Speak- 
er's Chamber. 

The next Day, April 19, Mr. Jntiejtey, from 
the aforefaid Committee, delivered in a Declara- 
tion, ready drawn, to the Houfe, requiring all fuch 
dangerous Perfons to depart the Cities of London 
and Weftminjlet^ and late Lines of Communica- 
tion, to the Diftance of twenty Miles. This was 
read firft, intirely, and afterwards, in Parts % and it 
was after, with lbme Amendments and Alterations, 
agreed to by the Houfe. 

Mr. Stephens reported the Anfwer from the Other 
Houfe to the Votes he carried up to them, the 
Day before, * That they would take the fame into 
Confederation > and return an Anfwer thereunto by 
Meflcngers of their own.* But no Anfwer to any 
of thefe Matters, fo fent up to the Other Houfe, 
ever came from them again j for, 

April 20, and the Day after, we find nothing of 
it in the Journals ; the Commons bufying thernfelves 
in fettling the Public Revenue ; except agreeing up- 
on a Title to a late Declaration, which feems to 
have been forgot befcie; and, 

April 21. After appointing a Committee to at- 
tend his Highnefs to defire him to pay Mr. Camper, 
their Miniiter, Fifty Pounds, for his great Labour 
and Pains in performing the Duty of Prayer daily 
in the Houfe> fmce the Meeting of this Parliament, 
the Houfe feems to be in a great Buftle. But what 
is faid of it in the "Journals is only this, * That the 
Houfe taking Notice, that fome of their Members 

went 
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went out of the Houfe, it was ordered , That thofe 
Gentlemen, who now went out, fhould be called in 
agatn to give their Attendance in the Houfe. Alto, 
That none of the Members do depart without Leave 
of the Houfe ; and that all Strangers he commanded, 
forthwith, to depart out of the Lobby, or outward 
Room, before the Parliament Door ; and that none 
but fuch as are Members be fufFered to cume in, 
and the Door of the faid outward Room be kept 
fhut. Lartly, it was refolved, That this Houfe be 
adjourned untill Monday Morning next, the 25 th 
Inftant ; and was adjourned accordingly.' 

In the mean Time the following Proclamation 
was pubiifhed for their Diflblution.

Thefe confufed Hints are all the ^Journals \ 
m relating to the DhTolucion of this Parliament;

Cataftiophe, which absolutely put an End to Rich' 
ard's fhort-liv'd Empire, and greatly paved the Way 
for the enfuing Reiteration of the Royal Family. 
A particular Inquintion, therefore, is very neceflkry, 
in this Place, into the Memorialing, Hiftorians, 
and old Pamphlets of thofe Times, in order to clear 
up thefe obftrufe Affairs, never yet thoroughly in- 
veftigated. 

To begin then : The Heats and Animofities be- 
tween the two Houfes were the principal Caufe of 
this fmall Revolution j for had the Houfe of Com- 
mons gone upon railing of Money, to fatisfy the 
greedy Appetites of the Soldiery, inftead of quarrel- 
ling with one another, and difputirtg the Legality of 
the Other Houfe, the Army would never have re- 
belled again ft them, and, once more, turned them 
out of Doors. Jp'bitkcke tells us, *Tbat it wasi/a- 
fdriggt and Nevile* and their Party, who laboured 
to overthrow the Government by a Protect or and 
two Houfes of Parliament, and Wing in, what they 
called, a free Commonwealth : Thatfeveral Officer-; 
of the Army, particularly Dejborough^ Fleetwood* 
and Lambert^ joined with them in this Work. He 
adds, That Richard advifed with him, and others 
of his Privy Council, whether it was fit to diffohe 
this Parliament or not. Moft of them were for it, 
but IPhitUtke doubted the Succefs of it, and wifhed 
a little longer Permiffion to their Sitting ; efpecially 
now they had begun to confider of railing Money, 
whereby they would foon engage the Soldiery, and 
link them faft to their Intereft. But the Majority 
was for diffolving the Parliament, urging for it the 
prefent Dangers from the Cavaliers, who now flock'd 
to London t and, under-hand, fomented Di villous in 
the State : So that, by Commiffion under the Broad 
Seal to Fitnna and other?, this Parliament was 
dillblved, and a Proclamaticn afterwards publ'tfhcd 
to declare it ; which caufed, he fays, much Trou- 
ble in the Minds of many honeft Men ; but the Ca- 
valiers and Republicans rejoiced at it. 

Thus fpeaks this very honed Man Mr. Whitlockt ; 
and it is cafy to fee by it, That he dreaded any more 
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Convulfions in the State, left the Government of ft 
(houtd be at taft thrown on its old Hinges, and he 
lofe the lucrative Polls he had fo long enjoyed. But, 
now hear what his Antagonift, in Politics, though 
equally avejfc to the Royal Caufe, fays in this Mat- 
ter. 



Ludhvjy after giving the Names of the principal 
Leaders of the three Parties, Et this Time, as is al- 
ready mentioned, proceeds to tell us, * That the 
Differences between thofe Parties, being very great, 
were yet much increafed by the following Acci- 
dents. 

5 Col. Whalley, whom Richard had lately made 
CommifTary- General of the Horfe, meeting with 
Col. Ajhjield in ff^e/imni/isr- Hull., and difcourfing 
with htm concerning the Other Houfe, about which 
their Sentiments were very different, the Com- 
miffary- General fell into 1'uch a Pailion, that he 
threatened to ftrike the Colonel ; who thereupon 
daring him to do it, Wballey chofe rather to make 
his Complaint to Mr. Richard Cremwell. Col, 
jfjkfidd being fummoned to appear, the pretended 
Protestor threatened to cafhier him as a Mutineer, 
for fpeaking in fitch a Manner to a General Officer 
of the Army. But the Colonel defiring a fair and 
equal Hearing by a Council of Officers, he was or- 
dered to attend again. At the Time appointed it 
was contrived that Col. Gough t Col. Introldjby-, Col, 
Howard, Lieut. Col. Gsodrick, and other Creatures 
of the Court fhould be prefent to decide the Matter 
in Difpute, who unanimously enjoined Col. Jjhfield 
to acknowledge his Fault, and to afk the Com- 
miJTary-General's Pardon for the fame : But their 
Endeavours herein proved ineffectual, for the Colo- 
nel denying that he had offended the CommifTary - 
General, refufed to defire his Pardon. Another 
Thing happened about the fame Time that proved 
very disadvantageous to the Inteieft of Mr. Richard 
Cromwell ; For a certain inferior Officer having 
publickly murmured at the Advancement of fame, 
that had been CavaJiets, to Commands in the Army, 
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he was carried to Whitehall to anfwer for the fame. 
Mr. Richard Cromwell, be fid en other reproachful 
.Language, afked him, in a deriding Manner, Whe- 
ther he would have him prefer none but thofe that 
were godly I Here^ continued he, it Dick Ingoldiby, 
•who can neither pray nsr preach, and yet 1 "will tru/1 
him befere you all, Thofe imprudent, as well as ir- 
religious Words, fo dearly discovering the Frame 
and Temper of his Mind, were loon publifhed in 
the Army and City of Lsndon, to his great Preju- 
dice. And from this Time all Men among them, 
who made but the leafi Pretences to Religion and 
Sobriety, began to think themfelves unfafe whilit 
he governed, and thereupon foon formed a Refolu- 
tion to ufe their utmoft Endeavours to divide the 
Military from the Civil Power, and to place the 
Command of the Army in Lieut. Gen. Fleetwood^ 

Our Memorialifr. goes on with a long Account of 
his own Tranfaclions with the Army at IVaUingford- 
Moufe^ not much to our Purpofe, but it tended al- 
together, to iorm a Party, on the old Republican 
Scheme, who were working Richard's Downfall. 
Then he proceeds, and fays, * In the mean Time 
Mr. Cromwell and his Party Were exceedingly 
alarmed at thefe Proceedings ; and, not daring to 
truft to their own Authority in this Matter, they 
contrived it fo as to engage the Parliament in their 
Defence. Accordingly fome Members of the 
Commons Houfc charged the Council with muti- 
nous Words there fpoken againft the Government, 
and againft the Refolutions of the Parliament itfelf. 
This Accufation was fo well feconded, that the 
Houfe rcfolved to diffipate the Storm, and to that 
End parted a Vote, That the Officers of the Army 
fhould no more meet as a General Council. Yet 
for all this they met again at the Time appointed, 
in order ro proceed in their Dcfign : But the Houfe 
having Notice of it, and being very defirous to 
enable Mr. CrcmweiltQ make their Vote effectual, 
declared him to be General of their Army, auth 
iting him to diiperfe the Officers to their refpecHve 
Charges; to remove from their Commands JulIi as 
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Infer- tegnutn. ftioulc! difobey, and to place others in the room of 
them. They alfo voted it to be High Treafon m 
the Officers to meet in Council contrary to their 
Order, and promifed to cauie the Arrears of thofe 
that mould yield Obedience, to be forthwith paid, 
with Amirances to take Care of them for the 
future, Mr. Richard Cromwell having; Notice of 
thefe Votes, immediately went to the Place where 
the Council of Officers was aflembled ; and having 
informed them of what had puffed, he told them that 
he expected their prefent Obedience. The Officers 
not being then prepared to difpute his Commands, 
withdrew thcmfelves j but the chief of them conti- 
nued their Meetings in a more private Manner, 
making Ufe of all Means imaginable to oblige Mr. 
Richard Cromwell to a Compliance with them \ but 
he relying on the Strength of his new Friends, re- 
futed to hearken to them j fo that they perceived it 
to be high Time to provide for the Security of 
themfelves. Information being given at Court that 
fomcthing extraordinary was in Agitation, the Pro- 
tector Richard fent a Meffage to Lieutenant-General 
Flutivssd to come to him j but the MefTenger re- 
turned without an Anfwer. Then he ordered fome 
of the Guard to be fent for him ; but they defired to 
he exeufed. The Lieutenant General having No- 
tice of this Dcfign, retired to St. Jama's, where 
many Officers of the Army reforting to him, it was 
concluded between them, that the whole Army 
fhould rendezvous at St, James's. The News of 
this Refolution being brought to Mr.CremvJclt, he 
alfo appointed a Counter -Rendezvous to be at the 
ia me Ti m e at Whitehall. A ccord in g I y Co ! . Gough 
fent Orders for his Regiment to march to Whitehall \ 
but the Major had already prevailed with them to 
draw to St, Jama's* Three Troops of Col. /«- 
goldjhy's Horfe marched alfo to St. Jama's, wtth 
part of two more j fo that he had only one entire 
Troop of his Regiment to ftand by him. Col. 
IVhdhy's Regiment of Horfe for the moft part left 
him, and went off to St. Jama's ; which he feeing, 
opened his Breaft, and defired them to fhoot him, 
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Col. Hacker's Regiment of Horfe being drawn up Inter-regnuin. 
near Cheapjide, Mr. Crsmwdl fent a MefTage to the 
Colonel, with an Order to require him forthwith to 
inarch to Whitehall \ but he excufed himfclf, and 
faid he had received Orders from Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Fleetwood to keep that Foftr. Many alfo of 
Richard's own Guard went to St. yantes\ and 
moft of thoie that ftaid with him, declared they 
would not oppofe any that fhould come to them by 
Order from Lieutenant* General Fleetwood. Thus 
here was a General without an Army, and divers 
great Officers without Soldiers; who, having boafted 
of their Intereff. in the Army, and having thereby 
led the Houfe into their late raih Proceedings, now 
being utterly difappomted in their Hopes and Ex- 
pectations, knew not what to advife, or what to do- 
About Noon CoL Dejbvrwgh went to Mr. Richard 
Cromwell, at Whitehall ', and told him that if he 
would dijTolve his Parliament, the Officers would 
take Care of him j but that, if he refuted fo to do, 
they would do it without him, and leave him to 
ihift for himJelf. Having taken a little Time to 
coniider of it, and finding no other Way left to do 
better, he confented to what was demanded. This 
great Alteration was made with fo little Noife, that 
very few were alarmed at it. The ne.\t Morning 
the Houfe met, and divers Members made extrava- 
gant Motions, rather, as was fuppofed, to vent their 
own Paflions, than from any Hopes of Succels : For 
whatever were the Refactions that had been made 
by the Court Junto, they could not fuddenly be 
brought to a Vote, becaufc the contrary Party was 
confiderably increafed by this Change of Affairs, 
Few of the Houfe knew of the Refolution taken to 
put a Period to them, or, if they did, were unwilling 
to take Notice of it ; fo that when the Ufher of the 
Black Rod, who attended the Other Houfe, came 
to let the Serjeant at Aims know that it was the 
Pleafurc of the Protector that the Houfe of Com- 
mons fhould attend him at the Other Houfe, many 
of them were unwilling to admit the Serjeant into 
the Houfe to deliver the Meilagej but the Com- 
Z 2 mon wealth 
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l.itw.regnum. monwealrh Party demanded, and obtained, that he" 
lfi S9* flioutd give the Houfe an Account of what the Gen- 
tleman of the Black Rod had fold to him. The 
AiFembly being under this Confufion, adjourned 
themfelves till Light o'Clock the next Morning; but 
Care was taken to prevent their meeting again, by 
publishing a Proclamation, declaring them to be 
diflblved, by fetting a Padlock on the Door of the 
Houfe, and by placing a Guard in the Court of 
Requefts, with Orders to refufe Admittance to all 
thole that fhould demand it.' 

Amongft the many Pamphlets, printed and pub- 
lished in thefe Times, and are in our Collection, 
two of them give faccinft and clear Accounts of 
thefe Proceedings. The one of them called A true 
and impartial Narrative , is before quoted ; and we 
beg Leave to add another Quotation from the fame 
Authority. 

4 On the 22d of April the Black Rod came to the 
Door to have Entrance. The Serjeant, who fhould 
have done no more than acquainted the Houfe that 
fuch a Meffenger was at the Door, acquainted them 
with his Meflage, viz. That, by Order of the Pro- 
tector, the Speaker of the Other Houfe fent to the 
Houfe of Commons to come with their Speaker to 
them in the Other Houfe ; which the Houfe recei- 
ved generally with great Indignation and Scorn, 
fome faying, They were the Upper Houfe ; and fo» 
without receiving the Meflenger, the Houfe ad- 
journed till Monday the 25th of April : But the 
next Day the pretended Protestor diffolved the pre- 
tended Parliament by a Proclamation/ 

The other old Pamphlet is called England's Cen- 
fujian, £sV. and, though not fo tedious as the former 
Account, is as circumstantial in the Matter to the 
full. 

1 Whilft the Houfe fpent the reft of their Time 
in conficiering how to provide Money, without lay- 
ing new Burdens on the People, great Contefb 
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grew between the Protestor and the oppofite Officers 
of the Army, both Sides keeping Guards Night and 
Day againtt one another, the Protector having, in 
purfuance of the Votes of the Houfe, forbidden the 
Meetings of the Officers. 

( In this divided Pofture, Affairs continued untill 
Friday the 22d of April ; on which Morning early 
Fleetwood the Protector's Brother, Dejhrsugh his 
Uncle, and the reft of the mutinous Officers, carry- 
ing the greater Part of the Army after them, and the 
Protestor's Party flinching, the Conqueft was made 
without one Drop of Blood, which, fays our Autho- 
rity, was ftrange in fo antient, hereditary, juit, and 
undoubted a Title) and the Protector forced to con- 
fent to a Commiffion and Proclamation ready prepa- 
red, giving Defiarougb and others Power to diffblve 
the Parliament, contrary to the belt Advice, and his 
own Intereft and Promife. And accordingly, the fame 
Day, the Black Rod was fent twice to the Houfe of 
Commons (from Ficrines, Speaker of the Other 
Houfe) for them to come thither; but they admitted 
him not in* and much fcorned the Motion, having 
ever looked upon that Mufhroom Houfe as the 
Lower Houfe and their own Creature, the Language 
being to fend down to the Other Houfe, when they 
fent the Declaration for a Faft for a Trial of trans- 
acting with them : And therefore, undeHlanding there 
were Guards of Horil- and Foot in the Pahce-Tard t 
after fome Motions made by Mr. Knight Iy y Sir Ar- 
thur Hajiiri^g?* and others, wherein Sir Arthur ex- 
ceeded, That the Houfe fhou Id firft declare itTreafon 
for any Perfons whatfoever to put Force upon any 
Members of the Houfe ; and, next, That all Votes, 
A6ts, and Refolutions, paffcd by any Members of 
Parliament, when the reft were detained from, or 
taken out of, the Houfe by Force, fliould be null 
and void j and other Motions becoming EngUJhmem 
to thatFnd \ judging themfclves under a Force, and 
finding they were very unanimous, though near 400 
in the Houfe, in the Things propofed, they refolved 
on no Queftion ; but adjourned till Monday Morn- 
ing the 25th of April, and attended the Speaker, ii\

To clofe up all we can give relating to this 
ftrange and fuddcn Revolution,, take what follows 
from the Memoirs of the Life and Death of Roger 
BoyU f Lord Bregbillf afterwards created firft Earl of 
Orrery. * 

4 Richard Cromwell fuccecded his Father for fome 
Time, and called a Parliament. While the Par- 
liament was fitting, he likewife gave a Commiflion 
to FUetuissd and Dejborsugh, to hold a Council of 
War at Walling ford- Hoitfe, to which Lord Brog- 
bHl received a Summons to come, as being a Ge- 
neral Officer in the Ir'tjh Army. He had no fooner 
received the Summons, than his Lordfhip went to 
Richard CromwtU, to know whether he had con- 
f en red to call a Council of War, Cromwell told 
him he had. My Lord replied, He feared he would 
repent it. Cromwell afked, Why? Becaufe they 
would certainly work fome Mi (chief again ft him 
and his Friends ; but as yet he knew not what it 
was. Cromwell then defired his Lordlhip to do 
what he could to prevent it. My Lord replied, 
He would go amongft them, and fee what might 
be done. 

* The Day of the Council of War being come, 
they all repaired to Waiting for d~Haufe % where were 
above five hundred Officers j and, after a long 
Prayer, (I think made by Dr. Owen) Col. Dejbttrwgb 
ftood up, juft over-againft Lord Broghill, {who, 
with the other General Officers, fat at a Table by 
themfelves) and made a Speech of an Hour long ; 
reprefenting how gracious the Lord had been to 
them, and how profperous their Arms had been ; 
which Profperity he feared would not continue, be- 
caufe there were, fince their Peace and Quietnefs, 
feveral Sons of Belial crept in amongft them, for 
whofe Sakes there would be great Judgments upon

the Army : And therefore he thought it would be Intxt-Tegnum, 
convenient fotne effectual Means ihou'd be made l6 S9« 
ufe of, to purge the Armyof them ; and the Means 
that he propoied was a Teft, which every Perfon 
in the Army ihould take; and they who refufed 
fhould be turned out. The Teft was this, * That 

* every one ihould fwear, they did believe, in 

* their Coniciences, that the putting to Death the 
' late King, Char la Stuart y was lawful and juft.* 
This was the main Dehgn of his Speech j which 
when he had ended, he fat down, and a great many 
cried out, Well moved I Lord Braghill^ who was 
not to be furpi if'til an this or any other Occafioa, as 
foon as Dejisrsugb had done, ftood up and decla- 
red, he muft oppofe all Tefls put upon the Army, 
both as a Thing that would enflave them, and as a. 
Thing they had poittively declared againft ; for it 
they once put Tefts upon themfelves, others would 
quickly impofe Tefts upon them, and they would 
be obliged to a£t againft their own Liberty of Con- 
ference, which they had fo much fought and pleaded 
for : But he was againft the Teft; in particular that 
was then propofed, becaufe it was unjuft and un- 
xeafonable, to require Men to fwear to the Law- 
fulnefs of an Action, at the doing of which they 
were not prefent ; for many, befides tumfdf, were 
not prefent when the late King was tried and put 
to Death ; and how could they fwear to the Juftice 
or Lawful nefs of that which they did not, nor 
could not, know ? But if they woujd have a Teft to 
purge the Army, he thought he had as good a Right 
to propofc one as another ; and therefore he offered 
one more reasonable and lawful, which was, * That 

* all mould be turned out of the Army, who would 

* not fwear to defend the Government, as it is now 

* elbbl iflicd under the Protestor and Parliament.* 
Tliia was reasonable and lawful, becaufe it was to 
maintain the prefent Government. In fine, he de- 
clared, he was againft all Tefts, and for the Conti- 
nuance of the Liberty of the Army : But if they 
would be for a Teft, he was for that which he had 

now 
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!n«r-regnum. now offered ; and if they would not pafs it in that 
Council, but rather have the other, then he would 
move it the next Day in Parliament, of which he 
was a Member, and there he was confident it would 
pafs. Upon this all cried, Weil moved! And while 
they were bi fome Kind of Murmur upon the Mo- 
tion, my Lord, having Goffe on the one Side of 
him, and Major IVbaihy on the other, firft whifper'd 
one in the Ear, and then the other, knowing they 
were both of a hot Temper, and eafily moved; 
and did his Bufmefs fo effectually with them, that 
they both fpoke fucceffively agaitift Dejiorough's. 
Teft, and declared for Lord Bregbtll's. Upon 
which Fleetiveedf Dejborough^ and others of the 
Gang, went to confult by themfelves what was 
beft to be done 5 and, after a little Confutation, 
came again and told Lord Brogbill, they had con- 
sidered what his Lord [hip had faid, and had not fec/i 
the ill Confcquenccs of impofing Tells on the Army, 
till he had hinted them, but were now convinced ; 
therefore they would not put it to the Vote which 
of the two lhould pafs, but defired both might be 
withdrawn ; which, with fome Reluctance, Lord 
Brsghiil conferred to. 

' His Lordihip foon after gave Richard Cromwell 
an Account of all that nailed, at which he was 
overjoyed. My Lord then told Cromwell^ That 
certainly the Council of War would do Mifchief, 
if it fat any longer, and therefore advifed him forth- 
with to diffolve it. Cromwell afked how he might. 
My Lord told him, if he plcafed he would draw up 
a fhort Speech for him, which he fliould the next 
Morning fpeak to them : This Cromwell promifeJ 
he would do. My Lord then drew up a Speech for 
him to this Effect : That he accepted their Service 
with all Thankful nefs ; that he had confidered what 
did mod aggrieve them ; and that he thought the 
beft and propereft Way to redrefs what was anufs 
among them, was to do it in the Parliament then 
fitting, of which moft of them were Members ; and 
therefore declared his Commiffion of holding that 
Council null and void, and defired them all to go 
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to their feveral Commands. This Speech my Lord 
gave to GrdmiveU that Night, who conn'd it over, 
and had his Leflbn perfect the next Day; and 
accordingly, by Ten of the Clock, came to iVal- 
iingfard-liouft^ and fat in a Chair of State among 
them* which pleafed fome and troubled others ; 
and within an Hour he rofe up, and delivered his 
Speech ; which, though it was very mild, yet gave 
great Di Matte to Fleetwood and his Party. But it 
feems they guefTed who was the Author of their 
Diflolution J and therefore, about three Days after, 
Fleetwood and the General of the Army, with Def- 
borottgh and the reft of the Gang, came in a Body 
into the Parliament, and, in the Name of the Army, 
complained how much they had been abufed and 
affronted by a certain Lord in that Aflerobly, (look- 
ing ftedfaftly upon Lord Brsghill) defiring that they 
might have Satisfaction; requefting that an Addrefs 
might he made to his Highnefs the Lord Prore^or, 
intreating him to declare who it was that advifed 
him to diflblve the Council of War, during the Sit- 
ting of the Parliament, without the Parliament's 
Knowledge or Content. AH then began to look 
upon my Lord as the Party concerned, and fome 
beckoned to him to be gone; bot he fat ftil) to let 
the Murmur be over ; and at J aft rofe up, and 
moved that, at the fame Time when this Addrefs 
was made, another alfo might be prciented, to 
know who advlfed the calling a Council of War,, 
without the Knowledge or Confent of Parliament; 
For If he be guiJty, who advifed the Diffolution of 
the Council without the Parliament's Confent, he 
muft be much more guilty, who advifed the calling 
of that Council without it. At this Motion they 
all cried, Well mmed I and Fleetwood with the others 
•went their Way. 

e Lord Brsghill finding the Army were refolved 
to ruin Richard Cromwell^ his Lordihip advifed 
Cromwell to eaft himfelf upon the City, and declare 
for the King and a free Parliament; alluring him 
he would find the City favour him that Way, and 
by it he would make his Family for ever; But 
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Ijiter-MpiBia. Cromwell would not comply with this Advice j fo 
1G59. went on his own Way, till the Army depofed him, 
and fet up for themfelves, '

Thefe Accounts from various Writers, we hope, 
Will fatisfy our Readers as to the main Circumftances 
relative to the DiAolution of the laft Meeting. We 
now proceed to fhew how Richard fleered his 
Courfe without them ; and we find that he and his 
Council fat clofe to Bufinefs for fome Time, to 
confult what was fit to be done : Though even 
amongft thofe of his own Council 5 Mr, Wkitfucke 
allures us, he had many Enemies both to himfelf 
and Government. Deferred and forfaken thus by 
both his Friends and Relations, what could poor Ri- 
chard do to extricate himfelf from thefe Difficulties, 
and maintain his Sovereignty f* No, he was entirely 
laid afide, though his Enemies were fo kind to him 
as not to call him to Account for his ill Govern- 
ment; but probably this Mercy proceeded more 
from the defpicable Opinion they had of his Abili- 
ties, than from any Mildncis or Companion to him. 

Ricbard t 'tis confidently faid, lived many Years, 
after this in a private Station, both at home and 
abroad, and reached fo advanced an Age as only to 
to make his Exit in the Reign of the late Queen 
Jnne. But fome further Notice is taken of him in 
the Sequel. 

And now, as we have faid, the Army having once 
more made themfelves Matters of the whole King- 
dom, it was expected that another Oliver would 
have ftarted from amongft them, and have governd 
thefe Nations by Court-Martials and Major* Gene- 
rals, as formerly. But no fingle Perfon could be 
found equal to this Work ; and therefore the Re- 
publican Party perfuaded the General Officers to 
join with them and recall the Members of the old 
Parliament, whom they themfelves had forcibly 
turned out in the Year 1653. Mr, IVhitlocke tdls 
us, * That the- Officers were advifed to confide r 
better of this Defign ; for that thofe Members were 
much dilcoqtented at their Proceedings under Crsm- 
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well t and whether this Step would not probably 
create more Divifions, and end in bringing in the 
King. 

But this Advice would not prevail j the Officers 
were refolute to join with the Republican Party, in 
rclta ring the Long Parliament and another Council 
of State to their Rule and Governance) without & 
Single Peifon. How this Affair was brought about, 
the following Quotations and Abftrafts from the 
tore-cited Authors and Papers will beft fhew : 

LttdiQw tells us, * That before the Coalition was 
entirely perfected between the principal Officers of 
the Army and his Aflociates, they had a Meet- 
ing at Sir Henry Van?* Houfe, at Charing-Crofi j, 
the Pcrfonii of and from the Army were Major-Ge- 
neral Zarrtbert, Colonels John jones, Kelfey, Berry, 
&c, Thofe of the Parliament were Sir Henry Vane, 
Sir Arthur Hafilrigge, Major Salway, and himfelf. 
The Things demanded by thofe of the Army were, 

1. 6 To be fecured by an Act of Indemnity for 
what was pafh 

a. * That fome Provifion of Power might be 
made for Mr, Richard Cromwell, as well as for the 
Payment of his Debts, and future Subftftence in a 
plentiful Manner, they having promifed to take 
Care of him in thefe Particulars. 

3. * That what fhould ftand In Need of Regula- 
tion, both in the Law and Clergy, fhould be re- 
formed and amended. 

4., < That the Government of the Nation fhould 
be by a Reprefentative of the People, and by a feleft 
Senate. 

* For the firfti it was thought reafonable that 
fomething of that Nature fhould be done, as well 
to gratify thofe who fhould contribute to our Return, 
as for our own future Peace and Quiet. 

* Touching the fecund Propofition, concerning a 
Provifion to be made for Mr, Richard Crtmwill, we 
(aid, that though the Parliament and Nation had 
been greatly injured by the Interruption they had 
received, yet feeing thofe that were at prefent in 
PolTeffion of the Power had engaged to make fome 

Provifion 
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Provifion for him, we were contented, for ourfelves, 
that thofe Debts which he had contracted on the 
Public Account fhould be paid, that fo he might be 
enabled to fubfift comfortably : But that we could 
by no Means confent to continue any Part of his 
Jate-aflumed Power to him \ neither could wc be- 
lieve that fuch a Propofition would ever be heark- 
ened to by the Members of the Parliament, if they 
fhould come together, 

* The third Propofition was eafily agreed to, all 
of us declaring that we would ufe the utmofl of our 
Endeavours to rectify and reform whatibever fhould 
appear to be arnifs either in Church or State, 

* In the fourth Propofition we found a greater 
Difficulty, not being all of the fame Opinion with 
refpect to that Part of it relating to the Senate. 
Whereupon finding that, out of a Defire to avoid 
any thing that might prove an Obffru&ion to the 
Return of the Parliament, or poffibly from an In- 
clination in fame to the Thing itfelf, there was an 
Intention, by a general Silence about that Matter, 
to give them Hopes of our Compliance j therefore, 
lhat they might have no juft Occafion to fay here- 
after that we had dealt doubly with them, keeping 
fair in that Particular before our Admiffion, and 
after we were admitted declaring againft it, I thought 
It my Duty to let them know, that if, by a felecb 
Senate, they understood a lading Power, co-ordi- 
nate with the Authority of the People's Rcprefenta- 
tive, and not chofen by the People, I could pot 
engage to promote the Eftablifhrnent of fuch a 
Power, apprehend inor that it would prove a Means 
to perpetuate our Differences, and make it neccflary 
tn keep up a Handing Force to fupport it: But if 
they propofed to crcit fuch an Authority only for a 
fhort Time, and in order to proceed with more 
Vigour to an equal and juft Eftabtifhment of the 
Commonwealth, I prefumed it might be very ufeful, 
and that the People would readily acquicfee, when it 
fliould be evident that it was dcfigned to no other 
End than to prevent them from deftroying them- 
felves, and not to enflave them to any Faction or 

Partv. 
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Party. After four or five Hours Debate concerning inUT.tt%num, 
thefe Particulars , we defired them to confider, that l0 59- 
whatfoever had been faid by us in this Conference, 
ought only to be taken as proceeding from private 
Men, and that we durft not piefume to promife any 
thing on the Part of the Parliament : However, we 
encouraged them to hope that, if we four joined in 
propofing any thing in the Houfe for the Publk 
Good, we might probably bring it to Effect. 

* At the Conclufion of our Conversion, Major- 
General Lambert affured us, that he would reprefent 
to the General Council what had paffed between us 
as fairly, and with as much Advantage, as we could 
defire. 

' After three or four Days the fame Company 
met again at the fame Place, where thofe that were 
Employed by the Council of Officers declared the 
Refolution of themfelves, and of thofe they repre- 
fented, to be, That the Parliament fliould be re- 
ftored -, and thereupon preffed us that the Members 
might meet with all poffible Expedition, being per- 
fuaded that Delays, in a Matter of fuch Importance, 
might hazard the Succefs of al! : Therefore it wa3 
refolved that Notice fliould be given to fuch Mem- 
bers as were in Town to meet, on the Thar/day 
following, at Mr. LenthaU their Speaker's Houfe, 
and that the Officers of the Army fliould come 
thither, and there acquaint us with the Defires of 
the Army, 

* At the Time appointed about fixteen of us went: 
to the Speaker's Houfe, and having informed him 
of the Caufe of our coming, he began to make 
many trifling Excufes, pleading his Age, Sicknefs, 
and Inability to fit long. Soon after the Committee 
from the General Council came, and Major-General 
Lambert , in the Name of the reft, acquainted the 
Speaker, That, in order to reconcile our Differences, 
and to unite all thofe that were well affedled to the 
Public, it was the Defire of the Army that the 
Parliament would return to the Difcharge of theu* 
Duty, according to the Truft repofed in them by 
the People of England; promifing to flan d by them, 

and 
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and ferve them to the utmoft of their Power. The 
Speaker had been lately at Court, where they 
had prevailed with him to endeavour to render this 
Defign, which they feared above all Things, inef- 
fectual j and, on the other Hand, being unwilling 
to lofe his late- acquired Peerage, renewed his for- 
mer Excufes; with this Addition, that he was not 
fully finished that the Death of the late King had 
not put an End to the Parliamenr. To this it was 
anfwered, That, by a Law made by an undifputed 
Authority, the Parliament could not be diftolvcd 
without their own Confent, which had never yet 
been given : And therefore they defired him, as he 
valued the Peace and Happinefs of the Nation, to 
fend his Letters to fuch Members as were about the 
Town, requiring them to meet the next Morning in 
the Houfe of Lords, in order to refume their Places 
in the Houfe of Commons, Co foon as they might 
make up a Shiarum* He replied, That he could by 
no Means do as we defired, having appointed a 
Bulinefs of far greater Importance to himfelf, which 
he would not omit on any Account, becaufe it 
concerned the Salvation of his Saul. We then 
preffed him to inform us what it might be : To 
which he anfwered, That he was preparing himlblf 
to participate of the Lord's Supper, which he 
refolved to take on the next Lord'j Day. Upon 
this it was replied, That Mercy is more acceptable 
to God than Sacrifice, and that he could not better 
prepare himfelf for the forefaid Duty, than by con- 
tributing to the Public Good. But he refolving to 
perform fame Part of his Promife to Mr. Richard 
CramweU) would not be perfuaded to fend Letters 
to the Members, as it was defired : So that we found 
ourfelves obliged to tell htm, That the Service of 
the Public had been too long obftru£ted by the Will 
of fingle Perfons j and that, if he refufed to iffue 
out his Letters to the Members, we would caufe it 
to be done by other Means : And thereupon gave 
Orders to fuch Ckrks as we then had there ready 
for that Purpofe, to draw Directions for the Mef- 
fengera who were to fummun th* M*mb«», and m 
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divide the Lift amongft them, in fuch a Manner as Inter- reguuin. 



might beft provide for the Exped ition of the Bulinefs. 

« In the Morning about thirty Members being 
come, and the Number increafing continually, the ptl ' 

Speakers who had appointed Spies to bring him 
Word whether we might probably make up a 
Houfe or not, being informed that we wanted not 
above three or four, notwith (landing the Salvation 
of his Soul, thought it Time to come to us, and 
foon after the requifite Number was compleated, 

* About Twelve o'Clock we went to take our 
Places in the Houfe, Mr. Lenthall y our Speaker, 
leading the Way, and the Officers of the Army 
lining the Rooms for us as we patted through the 
Painted -Chamber, the Court of Requefts, and the 
Lobby itfelf, the principal Officers having placed 
themfelves neareft to the Door of the Parliament- 
Houfe, every one feeming to rejoice at our Rcftitu- 
tion, and promifing to live and die with us.' 

But this lait Author does not acquaint us, that, 
the Day before the old Members went to take their 
Places in the Houfe, the following Declaration \v?r.

To the foregoing Prynne adds, * That, of thefe 
Members, there entered only forty-two Into the 
Houfe at firft; that the reft came in to them by 
Degrees, either to keep their old Preferments, gain 
new, or regain the Places they had formerly loit, 
efpecially the Lawyers ; who, notwithstanding their 
former Compliances^ were tuin'd quite out of Office, 
and dif-judged : That eight, or more of them, 
came in by new Writs, iflued in the Name of the 
Keepers of the Liberties of England, after the King's 
Beheading, and were no Members of the Long 
Parliament : That there weie never fixty of them 
together in the Houfe at once whilft they fat, and 
hut fifty-feven on the nth and 12th of Oflober laft, 
upon the great Debate between them and the Army 
Officers : And fome that fat formerly with them., as 
the Lord Fairfax, John Cary, and others, refufed to 
fit with them now, as having not the Ieaft Colour of 

Law 
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Law to fit or a£r, as a Parliament. Yea, their Speaker, Inter-regnum. 
Mr. Lenthall, told the Officers of the Army and 
Members, who came to invite him to fit again, 
May 6, That he had a Soul to fave ; and that he was 
not fatisfied, in Point of Law, Confcience, or Pru- 
dence, that they could fit again : But at laft, when 
he confidered he had an Eftate to fave, as he told 
another Friend, that over-balanced all his former 
Objections ; and made him and other Members aft 
againft their Judgments and Confciences, and to for- 
get our Saviour's fad Queries, Mat. xvi. 26. What 
is a Man profited if he Jhould gain the whole World 
andlofe his own Soul? Or, JVhat Jhall a Man give in 
Exchange for his Soul? 

May 7. The Journals of this Houfe of Com- 
mons'now begin without any Preamble, and with- 
out any Notice taken of the laft Breaking-up ; and, 
after appointing Henry Middleton, Efq; their Ser- 
jeant at Arms, and John Phelpes, Efq; their Clerk 
of Parliament, the Speaker acquainted the Houfe, 
* That the Lord Lambert, with divers Officers of'' 
the Army, in the Name of the Lord Fleetwood, and' 
Council of Officers, upon the 6th of May, 1659, 
came unto him, many of the Members being then 
prefent, and delivered unto him a Declaration, 
which was then read in the PreferlCef of the faid; 
Members : The faid Declaration the Speaker now 
tendred ; which was read, and is the fame as be- 
fore given. a 

After this a Committee of five Members, Major 
Salway, Comm\ti\oxi&rWhitlocke, Sir Henry Vane, 
Secretary Martin, and Sir Arthur Hafilrigge, were 
ordered to prepare a Declaration, to the prefent Pur- 
pofe, upon the former from the Army. Likewife 
another Committee of twelve, Scott, Hafilrigge, 
Commiffioner LiJIe, Ludlow, Lechmere, Holland, 
Yane, Martin, the Attorney General, Harrington^

The fame Day another Committee was named, 
of much the fame Peribns, who were to repair to the 
Lard Fleettussd, and acquaint him of the Parlia- 
ment's good Acceptance of the Affections of the 
Officers of the Army to the Parliament and 
Commonwealth, manifefted in their Declaration 
delivered to the Speaker, and by him communicated 
to this Houfe. That they have exprcfled their In- 
tentions thereupon, in another Declaration now 
parted, which the Parliament have appointed to he 
forthwith printed, and to be published by the She* 
tiffs of the Several Counties throughout the Nafio.u 

They nest proceeded to constitute a Commit: -•

Difcretion, (hall think fit ; and are to continue for 
the Space of eight Days, and no longer. 

Ordered, That a true Copy of the Declaration, 
concerning the Parliament's being rcftored to the 
Exercife of their Truft, be fent to the Lord Mayor 
of London, to be by him publiflied within the City 
and Liberties thereof. And that the Lord Mayor 
be defired to take efpecial Care of the Prefervation 
and Peace of the City. 

The Lord Wbitlocke, Mr. Attorney- General, 
Lechmere, Corbet,, Say, Commiffioner Lijle, Chief 
Baron Wylde, and Mr. Martin, were made a Com- 
mittee, to confider how the Adminiftration of Ju- 
ftice may be, for the prefent, carried on in this 
Commonwealth, by Authority of Parliament, and 
to prefent a Bill for this Purpofe, on Monday next, 
if they think fit. 

Laftly, and to crown the Work of this long Day, 
it was ordered, That the Parliament meet To- 
morrow Morning, being Sunday, in that Place, to 
feek the Lord for his Guidance and Bleffing on the 
Parliament and their Proceedings j and that Dr. 
Owen be defired to be affiftant in carrying on the 
Duty of the Day. This Ceremony will beft ap» * 

pear in the Words of the Journals. 

Lord's Day, Stb of May, 1659. 

' The Houfe met this Morning, and fpent it in 
Prayer and hearing the Word, Dr. Owen praying 
and preaching before them. 

' Mr. Speaker took the Chair. 

•Ordered, That the very hearty Thanks of the ,<» 
Parliament be" given to Dr. Owen, for' his great 
Pains in that feafonable Word the Lord had enabled 
him to deliver, in a Sermon preached this Morning ' 
before the Parliament, in this Place j and that he be 
defired to print his Sermon' with all convenient 
Speed : Arid that Cols John-Jones, and Major $&~ 
-'•-' way 
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jm. way t do acquaint him therewith, and give him the 
Thanks ot the Parliament accordingly.' 

Major Sakuay reported from the Committee of 
Safety, *That, havingendeavoured.ro inform them- 
pelves of the State of Affairs, in reference to the Peace 
of this Commonwealth, they have received good 
Intelligence, That CharUs Stuart intends a fpeedy 
Jnvafion, having for that Purpofe 1300 Men, al- 
ready on their March, 500 of which are come to 
Bruges ; And that there are lately come over from 
Flandert into England very many of Charles Siucirt'a 
Party, feveral of which are excepted from Pardon j 
as Capt. Titus and Col. MaJJiy; and that there 
were Endeavours ufed to draw over fome of the 
Army of this Commonwealth to theirs : That, 
upon Search laft Night, they found that Titui and 
Majfty were flipp'd away, but fume others, newJy 
come from Flanders^ were apprehended ; a Lift of 
whofe Names they hoped to give in the next Morn- 
ing. They dehred alio, that Lambert , Defierougb^ 
and Col, Bury, might be added to their Committee ; 
which was granted** 

It was ordered alfo, s That it be referred to the 
Members of Parliament, that are of this Committee 
of Safety, to inform themfelves of the Powers of the 
late Council of State, by Authority of Parliament, 
and to confider of a fit Number of Perfons of 
which the Council of State may hereafter confift, 
and to make Report thereof to the Parliament.'

Letters from General Monck in Scotland and 
from the Army in Inland^ were read; the Effect 
of which was, to give an Account that the Annies 
in both Places were in great Peace and Qmetncb, 
and were well pleafed with the prefent Alterations in 
the State. — A new Great Seal tndejed to be iu 
and a Committee appointed to infpeit into the Trea- 
furies of the Commonwealth, and the public Reve - 
nue. 

May 10. Two Petitions were prefented to .the 
Houfe, one from the City of Lsndon, and the other 
from Southward : They were ufher'd in byjbrmal, 
canting Speeches, congratulating the Parliament's 
Return to Power, and jellifying their Affeclions to 
the Good old Caufe.

y * ftop here, not only to give the Meaning, if poffible, 

of this very uncommon Thing, but alfo of fome 

late Votes, which want Explanation. 

Wbitlocke and Ludlow arc both filent as to this 
whole Affair, and we fliould have been much at 
a Lofs, was it not for the old Pamphlet, before quo- 
ted, called England's Con fufian, &c. It feems there 
were many Members of the old Parliament then in 
Town, who would have taken their Places in the 
Houfe, at this Time, had they not been firft kept 
out by Force, and afterwards formally precluded 
by fome of the late Votes from fitting. But as 
this whole Proceeding is at large in the aforefaid 
Pamphlet, we chufe to give it the Reader in its 
own Words : 
Some Account cf * Upon Notice of their fitting, there being double 
Mr. Pryane's their Number, Members of the fame Parliament, in 
Aftions at this Town, anc | man y G f them in the Hall ; to prevent 
the Mifchiefs of a furreptitious pack'd Parliament, 
they agreed among themfclves in the Hall, (though 
they were doubtful that Parliament was diflblved) 
that about a Dozen or fourteen of them fhoulcf im- 
mediately go to the Houfe ; and the Perfons that 
did fo were thefe, viz.

Who, though with much ado they got into the 
Lobby, were not fuffcred by the Officers of the 
' Army to go into the Houfe, tho' they difputed their 
Privilege of fitting (if the Parliament .were yet in 
being) ; but Reafon, as well as the Laws, muft be 
filent amongft Men of War; and therefore, after they 

' had 
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bad fairly made their Claim, and found the Houfe 
under Force, they retired, and refolved by Letter to 
acquaint the Speaker, and thofe Gentlemen affem- 
bled with him, what Ufage they had received. 

* And accordingly, on, Monday the 9th of May t 
they went to Wsjiminfier \ where, underitanding 
that there were no Guards upon the Houfe, Mr. 
Anmfiey^ Mr. Prynne, and Mr, Hungtrford went up 
to the Houfe, and had free Admittance, receiving 
the Declaration of the 7 th of May at the Door, 
which was pubiifhed this Dayj but Mr, Anmjley 
walking afterwards into the Hall, (the Houfe not 
being ready to fit) to Jet the Members know, that, 
tho' they were repulfed by Force on Saturday, the 
Houfe was open for honeft Men this Day. At his 
Return, Capt, Lew/on^ of Gaffe'* Regiment, (as he 
conrefled himfelf) and other Officers, denied hint 
Entrance. He aiking them, Whether they were a 
Committee to judge of Members without Doors ? 
They faid, No 5 but they were, commanded by their 
fuperior Officers to let none in that had not fat tilt 
April t 1653, After fome reafonmg the Cafe with 
them, the Captain told Mr. Anntflty^ That if he 
would give his Parole to return without fitting, he 
might go in and fpeak with, whom he pleafedj fo, 
upon his Parole paffed to the Captain, he was per- 
mitted to go in the fecund Time, and foon after re- 
turned, telling the Captain, as he came out, that 
he had kept his Parole, and wifhed he and the Sol- 
diers would do the like. Mr, Prynne continued iriH 
there, and refolvcd fo to do, finct he faw there was 
Force again upon the Houfe. The Difcourfe Mr* 
Prynm had within Doprs, and how he made them 
lofe that Morning, and adjourn by reafon of his 
Prefence, without the Speaker's taking the Chair, 
you may expeir. from another .Pen \ and how he 
attempted to fit again in the Afternoon, but found 
there a Troop of Horfe,and two Companies of Red - 
Coats, Keepers of the Liberties of England ', and fo 
bid them farewell. Immediately after which, to 
prevent further Interruption in their Works 0! 
Darknefs from honeft Men, they barred the Door 
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Inter-reenum. acainft three Parts oF four of the Members of <;he 
,659- Houfe by the following Vote :

* Whereupon Sir George Booth) Mr. Annefey y Mr. 
Knightly, Mr. Prynnt) and the reft who had agreed 
on a Letter W be fent to them, finding them in their 
old Temper of trampling rhe Privileges of Par- 
liament Under-foot, and judging without hearing, 
refolded to make no Application to them. 

But a Copy of the Letter coming to my Hands, 
adds the Author, I judge it fo worthy of the Perfons 
that fubferibed it, and of the public View, that I 
have here inferred it.

* fpective Counties, Places, and all the People for 

* which we ferve in this Way, to claim our own 

* and the People's Right of having their Reprefenta- 

* tives freed from Force, and admitted to the Houfe, 

* unlefs it be legally diKblved, and unlefs in a Parlia- 

* mentary Way, by a full and free Houfe, and not 

* by any without Doors, any thing can be charged 

* againft them to dilable them, which we are ready, 

* as Members in our Places, to arifwer and quit 

* ourfelves of. And having no more at prefent to 

* fay, but to defire that this our Claim may be coin- 

* tnunicated to the Houfe, we remain 
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By this Account we fee plainly ihe Reafon for inter-iTgnnm, 

Eaffing one of the late Votes, and fixing it on the 
)oor of the Parliament Houfe, which was to ex- 
clude fitch Members as they did not like ; tho'they 
needed not that Precaution, when their Guards were 
a much grcaier Security againft them : And thai Mr. 
Pry rtne's flipping into the Houfe one Day, and 
talking away at his ulual Rate, fo difturbed them as 
to occafion an abrupt Breaking-up, without any 
Notice being taken of it in the "fwrnah. But the 
Account of this Matter is heft given by Mr. Prymse 
himfelf ; as we find it in a Pamphlet of thefe Times, 
written and publifhed by him, tho' he hzs not put 
his Name to the Title, called A true and per- 
feEl Narrative^ £sY, Where having mentioned, 
* That he and feveraj others of the feduded Mem- Mr. Prune's 
bers met and confulted together ih IPyiminJier' ^^^ 1 et 
Hall j and after taking fome Refolutions, he went to 
the Lobby-Door of the Commons Houfe, accom- 
panied by Sir George Baatb^ Mr. Arthur Annejhy, 
Sir "John Eve I'm, Mr. 'Thomas Gezuen, Mr. Charles 
Richy Mr, Montague^ Mr, Richard Knightly^ Mr. 
Hungerfordy and one or two more ; which being 
fliut to keep out the People crowding on the Stairs 
to get in, through whom, they could hardly pafs, 
Mr. Prynne knock'd twice or thrice, but could get 
no Admittance, till the Door being opened to let 
out Mr, jVYf, and fome other Minifters, Mr, Prynne , 
With Sir George Boeth and Mr. Annejley y being fore- 
moft, prefled into the Lobby j and then the Door 
being £hut and bolted again, Mr. Prynne unbolted 
and held it open till the reft came in, where they 
finding Mr. 'John and Mr. James Herbert {landing 
in the Lobby, acquainted them with their Inten- 
tions to go then into the Houfe, who refolved to go 
in with them. Coming all up towards the Houfe 
Door, which was (hut and kept guarded, as it pre- 
sently appeared, by fome Officers of the Army, 
Mr. Prynrtt required them to open the Door to let 
them in, being ail Members of the old Parliament, 
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inter- r«grum» who thereupon demanded, Whether they had con- 
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tinued fitting in it fince 164.8 to 1653 1 Mr. Prynrv 
and the reft all anfwered,That, being Memhers of 
the old Pailiament, they would give no Account to 
them or any others, of their Sitting, but only to the 
Houfe itfelf, whereof they were Members, being 
contrary to the Privilege of Parliament, which they 
and others were obliged inviolably to maintain ; 
Upon which, demanding their Names, they fatd, 
That if they would fend in a Note of their Names 
to the Houfe, and they ordered them to come 
in, they fhould be admitted. Whereto Mr. Prynnt 
replied, We yet knew not who were within the 
Houfe, nor whether they were yet fitting, nor upon 
What Account they fat ; nor was it agreeable with 
the Cuftom or Privilege of Parliament for one Mem- 
ber to fend Tickets to his Fellow-Members for free 
Ad million into the Houfe, being all Equals, and 
having an equal Right freely to enter into it at all 
Times, as well as they j nor was it their Duty thus 
to capitulate with Members, but obey their juft 
Commands in opening the Door ; Which they ftill 
f efufing, Mr. Prynne demanded. Who and what they 
were, Ueing all Strangers to them, and by whofe 
Authority, or Order, they thus forcibly kept them 
out : They anfwered, They were Officers of the 
Army, and had fufficient Authority to keep them 
out, if they had not fat fince 1648 till 1653. Mr. 
Prynne demanded from whom they had their War- 
rant, fince they could have none from thofe within, 
being but newly entered ; and none clfe could give 
them fuch a Warrant, nor they within before they 
heard them, and gave good Reafon for it; demand- 
ing them to produce their Order, if they had any, 
in Writing, that they might know by whofe Au- 
thority they were thua forcibly kept out; demanding 
their feveral Names twice or thrice, wherewith they 
refufed to acquaint them. Upon this Mr, Prynnt 
told them, They doubted of their Authority, or 
Orders, thus to feclude them, becaufe they were 
either afhamed or afraid to tell them their Names, 
When as they cold thdm theirs ; That they knew not 
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Whether they were Officers of the Army or not, 
unlets they knew their Names, that fo they might 
inquire the Truth of it, or fee iheir Commiflions: 
And, if they were Army Officers indeed, they had 
pub timed a printed Declaration, in all their Names, 
that Morning, inviting, as they conceived, all the 
Members they formerly fecluded, to return and fit 
again in the Houfe to difcharge iheirTrufts ; wherein 
they profeffed their former Force upon, and Seclu- 
fion of, them, to be a Backsliding, and wandering 
into unrighteous Paths j which they feemingly re- 
pented of, promifing to yield their utmofl Affiftance 
to them to fit in Safety, and praying for the Prefence 
and Bleffing of God upon their Endeavours: And 
if now, within few Hours after this Remonftrancc 
puKRfhed, they thus highly and publickty violated 
it in the View of all there prefent, by returning to 
their former Backflidings and unrighteous Paths, 
in fecluding thofe who were Members afrefh, and 
violating their own Declaration, none would hence- 
forth credit them or it. Upon which one of them 
told Mr. Prynnsi He knew he was none of them 
who fat fince 1648 till 1653; therefore they were 
not hound to let him in, being not within their 
Declaration: Who retorted, He thought their Re- 
pentance had been univerfal, not partial, of all their 
Forces upon the Houfe and Members, efpecially of 
their greatest, December 6, 1648, when they not 
only fecluded, hut fecured and imprjfoned him and 
forty more in Hell and other Places, and forced 
away three Times as many more for difcharging 
their Trufts, and anerting the true Good old Caufc s 
againft their Commiffions, Trufts, Proteftations, 
and printed Remonftrances ; which if they would 
look back upon, and well confider, as they proclaim 
they had done in their new Declaration, they would 
find to be one of their greatelt Backflidings where 
they firft turned out of the Way, which caufed God 
to withdraw his Prefence and good Spirit from them 
ever fince, and give them up to the Profecution of 
a new Rom'ijh Good old Caufc, which had brought 
us into that Pofture, and occafioncd thofe ViciJli- 
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Inter-regnnm. tudes of Dangers, and caufedGod, in his Providence, 
to make all 'Mays to fettle us utterly ineffe&ual, to 
convince them of, and reclaim them from, their 
Error, which they now purfued afrefh as vigoroufiy 
as ever : That, for his own Part, after his Impri- 
fonment by them, againft both Law and Privilege, 
in 1648, in fundry Places, he was again forcibly 
feized by forhc of the Army, m his Houfe, in 1650* 
and kept a clofe Prifaner near three Years, under 
armed Guards of Soldiers, in three remote Caftles, 
far difiant from thofe then fitting ; therefore they 
could not make their unrighteous Imprifohment of 
him then, without any Caufe or Hearing, a juft 
Ground to feclude him from fitting now. But 
alt thefe Expo {halations of Mr, PrynnSs and others 
not prevailing, they defired all prelent to take No- 
tice and bear Witnefs of this high Affront and 
Breach of Privilege, in this their forcible Seclufion: 
And fo departing, Mr. Knightly meeting Major- 
General Lambert in the Lobby, complained to him 
of this forcible Seelufion, who gave him a civil 
Anfwer to this Effect: That Things were now in 
a Hurry, and their entering nt this Time into the 
Houfe might caufe fome Disturbance ; but doubted 
pot fuch Courfe would be taken by the Officers of 
the Army in a few Days, that none fhould be for- 
cibly fecluded ; and fo they went from the Lobby 
into the Hall from whence they came, acquainting 
thofe Members they left there with the Premifles. 

* After fome Conference with one another, it 
was thought fit they fiiould meet about Fouro'CIock 
in the Evening, under L'masln's-lnn Chapel j and, in 
the mean Time, that every one mould inquire 
what old feduded, or fecured, Members were now in 
Town, and how many Members of the Long Par- 
liament were yet living, chofen or fitting before De- 
cember 6, 1648, when they were firft forcibly fedu- 
ded by the Army, Some met accordingly, and, upon 
Conference, found there were about eighty fecluded 
Members now in Londm and Wtjlminfltr^ being 
rjear double the Number of thofe fitting that Day, 
and above three hundred Members of all Sorts yet 
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living, chofen or fitting in the Commons Houfe be- Inter- rtgfluiH. 
before Dtiember 6, 164.8, over and above thofe that 
now fat ; all which they conceived aught, in Juftice, 
to be fummoned by the Speaker's Letter, freely to 
meet and fit in the Houfe, at a convenient Time to 
be agreed upon.' In order whereunto fome ten ot 
them met in the Council Chamber of Lincoln's- Inn , 
as the fkteft Place to write down a Catalogue of all 
the furvlving Members Names, by the Help of their 
Memories and the printed Lift of them ; which 
laving finifhed, they departed,; agreeing to meet in 
WejhninjUr-HaU about Nine o'clock on Monday 
~ lorntng, whither Mr. Prynne carried the Lift of 
the Names formerly written, digefted into an alpha- 
betical Order, to communicate it to other Membdrs. 

^hofe that fat at the Meeting on the Lord's flay, 
adjourned their Houfe till Ten o'Ctack on Monday 

lorning j but the Court not fitting In IVeJfmmjler^ 
Halt that Day, Mr, Prynne found the Hall very thin, 
and few Members in it ; Whilft he was {landing 
in the Hall, expecting thofe who prornifed to meet 
there, he was twice informed, one after another. 
That there were no Guards at all at the Houfe 
Door ; that any Perfon might freely go into it with- 
out Examination, there being but few Members 
within, and the Doors ftan ding open. Whereupon 
he fpoke to four or five Members there met, to go 
along with him into the Houfe j and, if they were 
freely admitted, to give Notice of it to the reft to 
follow after if they pleafed. Some of them were 
unwilling to go, being formerly repulfed, thinking it 
better to make a Narrative of their former forcible 
Seclufion on Saturday, and to fignify it by a Letter 
directed to the Speaker, fubferibed with their 
Names j which Mr. Pr,nne conceived fuperfluous, 
fmce the Door now ftood freely open to all, with- 
out any Guards to feclude any; and that, as he 
apprehended, in purfuance of Major- General Lam- 
bert's Promife to Mr. Knightly j and it would be 
idle to complain of that Force by Letter, wherewith 
they might now acquaint thofe then fitting by their 
own Mouths, if there were Caufe. Upon which 
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laWf-teeBum. Ground Mr. Prynnt^ Mr. Annejley^ and Mr, Hun- 
1659. gtrford % about Ten o'Clock went to the Houfe, 
where the Doors of the Lobby and Houfe were 
firft knock'd open to them by the ordinary Doa 
keepers, upon their telling them they were Mem- 
bers, (there being no Guard at either Door) deli- 
vered to each of them, as Members, a printed Pa- 
per, intituled, A Declaration of the Parliament aj 
jtmbtti at Weltminfler, Saturday, May 7, 1659. 
They found not above nine or ten of thofe who fal 
wijthin the Houfe, who courteoufly faluted them 
After fame fliort Difcourfes, Mr. Annejley and Mr 
Hungtrford leaving Mr. Prynne in the Houfe, (ou 
of which he refolded not to ftir upon any Occafion, 
for fear of a new forcible Seclufion) went back into 
the Hall to acquaint the Members in it, they might 
freely enter if they plcafed. Mr. Annejley returning, 
was forcibly kept out from re-entering by fome Sol- 
diers fent thither, as he conceited, for that Purpofe. 
Wherewith he acquainted Mr. Prynne by aNote,de- 
firingto fpeak with him at the Houfe Door ; whi 
being opened, Mr. Annejley prefTed to go in to fpea 
with him ; but was denied Entrance, unlefs he woul 
give his Parole p relent I y to come out again, and 
itay in : Whereupon he faid, Tbo* they had ofte 
broken their Paroles with them, yet he would n 
break his Parole, but would come forth fo foon 
he had fpoken with Mr. Prynne ; which he accord 
ingly performed. After this Mr. Prynne had Con 
ference with divers Members as they came in, who 
faid they were glad to fee him in Health, and meet 
him there again. The Houfe being thin, Mr. 
Prynne turned to the Statute 17. Carotid cap, vii. 
reading it to himfelf; and after that to two other 
Members, telling them it was a Doubt, whethe 
the old Parliament was not determined by the King' 
Death, notwithstanding that A£l j which was fit t( 
be ftrft freely debated in a full Houfe, before augh 
elk was done. Upon which they demanded, Wfe 
he came amongft them, if he made a Scruple, o: 
thought it to be diflblved f" Who anfwered, To hav 
it fully debated and refolvcd in a full uid'free Houfe 

After 
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/iftcr which, Sir Arthur Hajtlrigge coming in, Mr. Inter-rtgiium. 
Pjyttni faluted and told him, He was glad to meet 
fiim again in this Place : Who prefently anfwered, 
He had nothing to do to fit there as a Member, 
being formerly fecluded. Whereto he replied, He 
had 35 good a Ki^ht to fit there as himfelf, or any 
pther Member whatsoever, upon the Account of the 
old Parliament, if in Being, having acted, written, 
and fufFerM more in Defence of the Rights and Privi- 
leges of Parliament, than himfelf, or any fitting with 
him. Upon which Sir Henry Vans coming in, and 
ftepping up to him, laid, in a menacing Manner, 
Mr. Prynne t What makes you herer You ought 
Hot to come into the Houfe, being formerly voted 
out: I wifh you as a Friend quietly to depart hence, 
elfe fome Courfe will be prefently taken with you 
for your Prefumption : Which Sir Arthur feconded, 
telling him, If he refufed, that there would be a 
fpcedy Courfe taken, and a Charge put in againft 
him, for his Meetings on Saturday , and A clings 
againft the Houfe. To which he replied, He had 
as good, if not a better Right to fit than either of 
them ; That he knew of no Vote to feclude, nor of 
any there who had Right or Power to vote him out, 
being equally intrufted with themfelves. for the whole 
Nation, and thofe he reprefented : That he was 
never convicted of any Breach of his Parliamentary 
Truft, and hoped they would have both the J u ft ice 
and Patience to hear before they voted him out : 
And then he doubted not to make it appear them- 
fdves were greater Infringers of their Trufts, a,nd 
more worthy to be voted out, than himfelf : As for 
their Charge and Menaces, he was no way affrighted 
with them, it being as free and lawful for him and 
other Members to meet and advife together, both 
as Members and Freemen of England^ for Prefer- 
vation of themfelves, the People's Rights, and the 
Parliament's Privileges, when forcibly fecluded, as 
they did on Saturday j as for themfelves, or the 
Army Officers, to meet privately and publicity, both 
in and out of the Ho.ufe, to deprive them of their 
Privileges, as they had oft Times done of late :

Iflter.rejjnafli. That thefe high menacing Words were a very ill 
Performance of their new-publifhed Declaration, 
deliver'd him at the Door: That they were refolv'd, 
by the gracious Affiftance of Almighty Gad, to 
apply rhemfelves to the faithful Difcharge of their 
lejii Truft; to afTert, eftablifh, and fecure the Pro- 
perty and Liberty of the People, in reference unto 
all, both as Men and Christians ; which jf they 
fhould publkkly violate and null, by any unjuft 
Charge or Proceedings again ft him who had dif- 
fered fo much, boih as an Engfijh Freeman, Chri- 
stian, and Member too, (by their three Years c!ofe 
Imprifonment of him, without Caufe or Hearing) 
under their new Free State, when firft erected, 
and now again upon their very firft reviving of it, 
though a Member, only for coming into the Houfe, 
and meeting with other Members, to claim their 
Rights, it would highly reflect upon their intended 
new Free State, and make all out of Love with it. 
After which, they going up with other Members 
Into the Committee-Chaniber, to confult how to 
difpofe of, or get him out of the Houfe, about Half 
an Hour after they a!t came down into the Houfe, 
where Mr. Prynne continued fitting. The Speaker 
being come in the Interim, they firft concluded to 
go to Prayers, then to fit as an Houfe : Whereupon 
all taking their Places, Mr. Prynne took his Place 
too, where he ufually fat before, refolving not to fttr 
' thence $ which Sir Arthur and Sir Henry obfcrving, 
after fomeWhifperings with the Speaker and others 
next them, though the Cufhion was laid, and Order 
given to call in the Chaplain to pray, yet they 
countermanded it, telling the Speaker, It was now 
fomewhat late, and they could difpatch little before 
Dinner} therefore they would, by Agreement, 
without any Adjournment, prefently rile and go to 
Dinner, and then fit in the Afternoon about One 
o'Clock; and the Speaker, in the mean Time, 
might difpatch a Bufincfs he faid he rnuft needs 
do : Upon which they all rifing, Mr. Prynnt 
continued in the Houfe till moft of them (being 
about forty -two with himfelf, in his Computation)

were gone out, left they fhould return and fit fa Inter-Tegmim. 
foon as he was gone, his Prefence there being the 
fcle Caufe of their not fitting. Mr, Prynne then 
going out after them, found a Guard of Soldiers 
with Halberts at the Door, and a Troop of Horfe 
in the Palace-Yard y which, were purpofe]y fent for 
to keep out the other Members, and Mr. Prymt % 
if he returned, as the Sequel proved, Mr. Prynne 
having acquainted fame Included Members in the 
Hall with thefe Paffages in the Houfe, who agree- 
ing to fend a Letter to .the Speaker, touching their 
forcible Secluiion on Saturday, he returned to Lhi- 
tvln't-lnn, where he dined in the Hall. Imme- 
diately after Dinner he repaired to fP'fftfidnjler^ vvitli 
a Refolution to go into the Houfe, if admitted ; or 
proteft againft the Force, if feci tided by the Army 
Guards there placed. He found a whole Troop of 
Horfe in the Palate-Yard^ and a Company of Foot 
on the Staifs and Court of Reqifefts, drawn thither 
to keep him, and other Members oiat;' whereupon he 
walked in the Hall til) paft, Three 6'Clock, expecting 
the Speaker's coming, with whom he intended to 
enter. At laft, beins informed that he went the 
Back-way without the Mace, and was gone Into 
the Houfe, Mr. Prynne^ to avoid a Tumult, (a 
Company of unknown Perfons in the Hali goinfc 
after to fee the Iffiie) went purpofcly-' forth towards 
the Abbey, till all were gone from the Steps; and 
then going up only with one of his Acquaintance, 
no Member, he found the Door and Stairs before 
the Lobby ftriftly guarded with Red -Coats 5 who, 
with their Halberts, crofled the Door and Steps fc> 
thick that none could pafs: Whereupon Mr. Prynne _ 
demanded Entrance, faying he was a Member * ' 
and they, being ignorant who he was/ permitted 
him to pafs through their Pikes into the Lobby, but 
lecluded his Friend from going up with him. When 
he came at the Houfe-Door to enter, feveral Offi- 
cers of the Army there placed, one of them fitting 
in a Chair, told him, That he mull not enter, and . 
that they had fpecia.1 Order to keep him out of the 
Houfe : Whereupon he protefted againft this their 
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forcible double Seclufion of him as an high Con* 
tempt and Breach of Privilege, contrary to theii 
own and the Sitting Members Declaration pubhuVd 
that Day) demanding, in the Name of all the 
Commons of England, and thnfc for whom he wa 
elected, free Admiffion for himfelf and other Mem- 
bers they kept out by a vifible Force of Horle ant 
Foot ; which was a worfe and more real Levying 
of War againft the Parliament, than the beheaded 
King or his Party were guilty of.' 

After this he goes on with a long Dialogue he 
held with the Officers that were of the Guard ir 
the Lobby, which we omit, ; having given enough 
{hew, that his emhufiaftic Zeal got the better of any 
Fear, and made him face the greatcft Dangers, 

But to proceed with our Journals: - 

May 11. This Day a Bill for enabling and au- 
thorizing certain Perfons to be Juitices of the Peace 
and Sheriffs, was read a third Time -, and, witr 
forne Amendments, paiTcd. This Bill was, at the 
fame Time, ordered to be printed and published, 
but we are not able to learn the Purport of it ; for 
tho* it was then ordered to be printed and published, 
yet fince the A&s of this Seffion were never collected 
together, after the Manner of Scabell^ we have not 
been able to meet with any of them. 

Upon Report from the Committee of Safety, 
renewed Information given them of Endeavours, 
by difaffecled Perfons, to raife Disturbance in feve- 
ial Parts of the Nation, it was fit ft ordered, * Tha 
<he (aid Committee do take Care for fearching, fei- 
zing, and fecuring fuch Perfons, and their Horfes 
and Arms, for the preventing of the prefent Danger, 
and Security of the Commonwealth.' Auxiliary 
Forces were alfo ordered to be raifed, and a Militia 
constituted in each County, and Arms to be put 
into fuch Hands as had given Teftimony of their 
Faithfulnefs to the Parliament and Commonwealth. 
And now 
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Col, Jena, from the Committee of Safety, pre- 
fented a Draught of an Aft for conftttuting a Coun- 
cil of State, with Inftruclions ; together with the 
Opinion of the faid Committee, That the Number 
thereof fhould be only twenty -four Perfons. 

May 13. Mr. Scott reported from the fame, the 
Names of the following Perfons, who were to be 
Commiflioners for nominating Com miffion- Officers, 
in the Army, viz. Lord Charles Fleetwood* Lord 
John Lambert » Sir Arthur Hajilrigge^ Major-General 
Dejbornughy Col. James Bury, Sir Henry Fatte f and 
Lieutenant- General Ludhw. And that Lord Charles 
Flertiw&d be Lieutenant-General and Commander 
in Chief of the Land Forces in England and Scotland, 
All which were agreed unto by theHoufe ; and the 
Time for the Continuance of the faid Commiffioncra 
be limited for one Year j and that the CommiffioJi 
to be Lieutenant-General, (fc. be from the Parlia- 
ment, 

The Houfe being informed that there were di- 
vers Officers of the Army at the Door, the Speaker, 
by Direction of the Houfe, ordered them to be cal- 
led in. Whereupon General Lambert , Col Def- 
isrougby and divers other Colonels and Officers of 
the Army, being come to the Bar, Lambert expref- 
fed himfelf thus : 

Mr. Speaker? 

' "\XZ"^" are c mman ded, by the Officers of the 
V V Army, to prefent before you their Humble 
Petition and Addrefs. There are feverai Things 
contained in it, which have been a long Time upon 
their Hands, and no vifible Way of Redrcfs. find- 
ing, to their great Joy and Satisfaction, that you 
are returned, in Difcharge of their T/uft, they 
thought fit not to neglect this Opportunity, but have 
commanded us to prefent this Petition.' 

He then exhibited a Petition, which, when tbe 
Officers were withdrawn, was read ; and, being caJ- 
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Jnter-rtjnuro. led in. again, the Speaker, -by Pircttion of the Par- 
liament, gave them the following Anfwer : 

I Am commanded by the Houfe to tell you, 
That they have read youf Petition, the Peti- 
tion and Addrcfs that you have made here to us : 
They have commanded me likewife to tell you, 
That, as they found youi' Atkcnnns before they 
came hither, lo they find that Affection continuing. 
For the Things contained \n the Petition, they are 
Things of great Weight ; and many more Things 
of great Weight are, lying before* ihe Houfe. And 
it i» concerning that Settlement, for which the Di- 
vine Providence of God hath brought us hither, 
vho, we hope, fhall never depait from us, — The 
Houfe find in your Advice rnuch Love and Affcc- 
tion -, and have commanded me to acknowledge that 
Love and Affection you have fhewn, and to give 
you Thanks, very hearty Thanks, for your Love and 
Expreffions of it : And accordingly, in their Name, 
J do give you very hearty Thanks.' 

There is no further Notice taken of this Petition 
n the Journals j and we fhould have been inrurely 
in the Dark, as to the Purport of it, if another old 
Pamphlet had riot reftored it to our View. . We 
fhall now fee, therefore, what thefe Lords and 
Matters wanted to be done at this Time, and it 
will explain, alfo, much of our connective Hiftory 
which is to follow ; 

fht Humble Petition and Address e>f the 
Officers ef the Army, to the Parliament of 
the Commonwealth *?/ England, &c.

Sir Henry Vent, from the Committee, reportec 
the State of foreign Affairs in regard to England, 
and that they were Matters of great Confequence 
fit for the Consideration of the Houfc. 

Firfty * That this Commonwealth was in Amity 
with all States except Spain : That there had been 
an annual Treaty with France , hut expired laft Lady- 
Day : That there was alfo a Treaty with Flan- 
ders: That Dunkirk was yielded to England for their 
AfTiftance to France : That there is no Peace be- 
tween Spain and France, but two Months Truce, in- 
cluding Dunkirk within that Truce : That the Eng- 
UJb Fleet in the Sound arrived there a Month fince, 
to whom Inftf uction had been given on the Ground 
of Amity between this Commonwealth and the two 
Kings of Sweden and Denmark, to be as Mediators 
between both : That Treaties have been between 
England and Holland in this Affair ; that fo, when 
the Fleets of both Commonwealths meet in the 
Ssund, they may meet as Friends : That the Htl- 
land Fleet is now gone like wife to the Sound \ but 
with Direction to mew all fair Rcfpe£bj and Actions, 
of Kindnefs to England \ but it is not difcemed, 
that a Peace is concluded between the two King- 
doms. 1 

Thefe Confederations moved the Houfe to pro- 
ceed fpeedily in fettling their new Council of State ; 
and the Bill for constituting of it, with Inftrudlions, 
was then read a firft Time ; and fome Alterations 
being made, it was refolved, * That the Time for 
the Continuance of the Council of State be till the 
firft Day of December next 3 and that the Number 
of them confift of thirty- one.* But a Qucftion be- 
ing propofed, That ten of the faid Number be of 
Perfons that are not Members of Parliament ; the 
Houfe divided, and it was carried in the Affirma- 
tive, 25 again ft 19.

Accordingly, May 14, after fome other Bullnefs 
done, of fniall Moment, the Houfc proceeded in 
the Eleflion of the Twenty-One to be chofen of 
the Members of the Houfe, and of the remaining 
Three of the Ten, to be chofen of thofe out of the 
Houfe, to be of the Council of State. 

' Mr. Speaker appointed Colonel Sydney and Sir 
Arthur Hofdrigst to tell the Number of the Houfc j 
which is by them reported to Mr. Speaker, and by 
him publimed to the Houfe, to be Seventy- fe ven ; 
and Dr. Palmer came in after the Report made» 
which made up Seventy-eight. 

* Two Glalles were prepared ; the one, for each 
Member to put in his Paper of the Names of 
Twenty-one Members of the Houfe, whom he 
would have to be of the Council of State j the other, 
for each Member to put in his Paper of the Names 
of the Three Perfons, which are not of the Hoale, 
to be elected Members of the Council. 

* The Clerk thereupon went to each Member, 
with one of the GlafTes, and received from him, in 
the Glafs, hi3 Paper of Names for the faid Twenty- 
one Membeis ; and the Clerk-Affiftant went to the 
fame Members, and received from each of them, 
in the other Glafs, a Paper of Names for the Three j 
and fo they both brought their feveral Glares, and 
fct them upon the Table.

This Day the Houfe alfo pafTed an A£t, for the 
Continuance of the prefent Eafler Term, and it 
was ordered to be forthwith printed and pufalifhed, 
The late Great Seal, made by Oliver , was brought 
into the Houfe and broken, and a Bit!, for efrablith- 
ing a new Great Seal, was read three Times toge- 
ther j and, upon the Queftion, pafTed. This fbort 
Aft is entered in the Journals^ and runs in thefe 
Words ;

Lenthetl, their Speaker, was made Keeper of 
this Great Seal for the Space of eight Days only ; 
four Judges were created ; and a large Committee 
appointed to bring in an Act of Indemnity and Par- 
don for what hath been a<3ed or done during thefe 
late Times, with fiich Qualifications as fhall be fit 
for the Confideration of Parliament. 

We (hall here flop again a little to review the 
late Tranfa&ipns of this Piece of a Parliament, in 
a different Light from what the Journals fbew them 
in ; and a Piece, or Fagg End, of a Parliament they 
muft be allowed to be, fince their whole Number, 
when collected together, at the late Election of 
their Council of State, did not amount to more than 
78 Perfons ; However, they muit be allowed to 
have been hitherto very active and induftrious, finte, 
in the Space of one lingle Week, they feem to have 
fortified and barricaded thcmfelves a gain ft all At- 
tacks of their Enemies, both at home and abroad. 
But yet they were far from being the roughly eafy 
in their Stations % they had a Viper in their Bofoms 
of a moft malignant Nature, the Bite of which they 
had great Occafion to dread ; this was the Army, 
who, by their late Addrefs to them, plainly fttewed 
they thought themfclves their Matters, and that they 
were raifed, and fat where they did, only by their 
Power and Authority. But hear what Mr, Lud- 
low himfelf lays on this Occafion s when, after gi- 
ving 
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ving a particular Account of the Members who L-utr-regnmn. 
composed the Council of State, he proceeds to tell l6 59* 
us, * The Officers of the Army were not all plea- ^""7^"""" 
fed with this Election, perceiving they fhould not '*** 

be permitted to ail arbitrarily, as they defircd, and 
therefore feldom came to the Council ; and when 
they condelcended to come, carried themfelves with 
all imaginable Perverfcnefs and Infolence, They 
templed to take the Oath is be true and faithful to 
the Commonwealth^ in Oppofttsn to Charles Stuart, 
cr any Single Ptrfin f which the Parliament had ap- 
pointed to be taken by every Member of the Coun- 
cil before he took his Place : And becaufe they 
were afham*d to own themfelves difFatisfted with the 
Sublkncc of theOath, they pretended to be unwil- 
ling to take any j yet profeffing a Readinefs to pro- 
mile as much as the Oath required. This Diftinc- 
tion feemed very nice to moil of us ; but that there 
might be no Difference about Ceremonies, the Par- 
liament was prevailed with to grant Liberty to the 
Council to alter the Engagement into fuch a Form, 
aa might give them Satisfaction. Notwithstanding 
all which Condelcermoii they were hardly perfuajJed 
to take it ; and when they had done it, they feldom 
came to difcharge their Duty at the Board. Things 
being in this Pofture, the Enemies of the Government 
thought it a proper Time to attempt fomething, be* 
fore a good Agreement might be made between the 
Parliament and Army ; in order to which great 
Numbers of Arms were bought up by them in L»n~ 
dan, whereof Notice was given to a Committee of 
the Council of State,' 

May 16. Col. Sydenham, from a Committee* re- 
ported the Exigencies of the Army for Want of Pay, 
and the great Arrears now due to them. As it was 
the fole Intereft of this Parliament to keep well with 
thefe Locufts, they immediately came to a Relblu- 
tion to take effectual and Jpeedy Care to pay off all 
Arrears due bath to the Army and Navy ; and to 
afcertain the better Payment of them for the future. 
In order to this it wa& referred to the fame Com* 

mittee 
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mittee to make Inquiry where, and in whofe Hand;, 
any Monies belonging to the Commonwealth arc j 
and to require them forthwith to bring all fuch Sums 
into the Public Treafury. 

* Ordered > alfo, That IVhitthaU and Semerfet- 
Hottfty with all their Appurtenances, be forthwith 
expofed to Sale for the Advantage of the Common- 
wealth, and towards the Satisfaction of the great 
Arrears of Pay due to the Army.* 

All this Time we hear no News what was be- 
come of Richard Cremivetl - t till this Day, we are 
told by the Jsurnah^ a Committee was appointed 
to take into Confideration the prefent Condition of 
the eldeft Son of the late Lord -General Cromwell ; 
and to inform themfelves what his Eftate is, and 
what his Debts arc, and how they had been con- 
tracted : Likewife how far he doth acquiefce in the 
Government of this Commonwealth, as it is now 
declared by Parliament ; and to offer, upon the 
whole, what they conceive expedient, in his Behalf, 
to the Houfe. 

May 1 8. The ftrongTown of Dunkirk had noAi 
been in Poffeflton of the Englijh for fome Time. 
It was taken from the Spaniards by the French, 
and, by Treaty, delivered to the Englijh in the 
Time of Oliver the late Protector. Lechhart, the 
Governor of it, who was made one of Cromwell's 
Lords, had been fent to for his Recognition of the 
prefent Powers in Parliament i and this Day his 
Anfwer was reported to the Houfe by Sir Hex 
Vane : 

« That my Lord Leckkart declares his Freedom, 
and promifes his utmoft Induftry to maintain aq<f 
defend Dunkirk , and the Forts thereupon depending, 
for the Commonwealth of England t till further Order 
from thofe that adminifter the faid Common wealth : 

* To keep the Officers and Soldiers thereof, as 
alfo of the three Englijh Regiments now in the 
French Service, in due Obedience and Submimon 
to the prefent Government, fo long as he fhall 
remain in Com/nand over them : 
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* To deliver up the faid Place and Forts, with 
all Things thereto belonging, to fuch Perfon or 
Perfons as the faid Supreme Power fliall appoint* 
whensoever it (hall he judged convenient fo to dif- 
pofe thereof, 

* Hoping this State will keep Dunkirk, wherein 
the Honour and Intereft of England is fo much 
concerned, he further promtfes, That if ever it be 
in Danger, in what other Condition foever he be, 
he will readily accur to its Defence, though only as 
a private Man, with a Mufket on his Shoulder* 

* He humbly defires that fufficient Ammunition 
may be forthwith fupplied to that Place and Forts, 
together with Provifions for one whole Year j that, 
while the old is I pending, the Magazines may be 
conftantly replenifhed with new : 

* That fome fundamental Courfe may be taken 
to continue the Soldiers Subfiftence, and keep up 
the Spirits of the Officers, twUh fome Refreshment 
of Arrears at prefent, and Aflu ranee of the reft in 
due Time, according to the Eftabliihment made in 
December la.ft. 

* He will fend the Accounts of the Garrifon, with 
the ju'ft State of the Officers Arrears, whensoever 
demanded ; together with his own Advances for 
paying the Soldiers, carrying on neceflary Works, 
and recruiting the Horfe; alfo his Engagements for 
furniftiing the Garrifon with Coats, Hay, Oats, &c. 

* He makes it his earneft Requeft, that his Salary 
as Ambaflador (run in Arrears to near upon 5000/,) 
may be paid j his Debts, upon that Account, being 
*cry great, and his Credit almoft funk. 

■ * For the better fecuring Dunkirk, and the Forts 
thereabout, from all Attempts during this Inftability 
of Things, he hath prevailed that the three Regi- 
ments at Amitns may be placed in fome French 
Quarters sear Dunkirk. They were ordered to 
march towards Flanders, Monday the ilth of May 
Inftant. 

' The Truce for two Months between France 
And Spain, beginning the firft of May; wherein 

Dunkirk 
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DuaUrk is alio comprized, (If the Stato of England 
pleafes) he will obferve till further Order, 

* Lefttyt He humbly intrearj that two Bills of 
Exchange he was lately forced to draw, to fupply 
the Neceffities of the Garrifon, amounting to lyooL 
may be difeharged.' 

* Ordered, That the Confideration of this Re- 
port, for fo much thereof as concerns the Safety 
and preftnt Supply of the Garrifon, be referred to 
the Council of State, to do therein as they (hall 
think fit : And, for the Reiidue of the faid Report, 
that it be alio referred to the Council of State, to 
examine the Bufinefs, and to report their Opinion 
therein to this Houfe.' 

The fame Day, alfo, a Letter from General 
Monkey and other Officers of the Army, in Scotland, 
was read in the Houfe ; when it was ordered, * That 
the Council of State, or any five of them, fhould 
prepare a Letter of good Acceptance and Thanks 
from this Houfe, to be figncd by the Speaker, in 
Anfwer to the faid Letter from Scotland', which was 
ordered alio to be printed and publifhed. JVhitUcks 
has prefer ved a Copv of this Letter, probably as a 
Teftimony againft Monkt and his Army, for their 
Defection afterwards; but we fhali give it in its 
own Words, as taken from a Pamphlet of thpfe 
Times, printed by Authority of Parliament.

TH A T a Nation may be born in a Day* is a

May 19, A Vote was p-uTcd this Day, to refer 
to the Council of State the Conftderation of How 

Vol. XXI, D d far 
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Littr-iegnuBi. far this Commonwealth is concerned, either in 
i*S9- Peace or War with foreign Nations, by the Tranf- 
a£tions thai have happened fince the Interruption; 
nf this Parliament, April 20, 1653; and to take 
Care in what is done, from Time to Time, by the 
Council, in puifuance of their Inftrucliorrs, in re- 
ference to foreign States ; thai this Commonwealth 
be not engaged in a War, without the Confcnt of 
Parliament. 

The Adt for fettling a Council of State was read 
a third Time, with fome Amendments ; and, upon 
the Queftion, pafled. 

May 20, A Faft-Day was appointed to be kept 
in the Houfe, on that Day Se'nnight *, and that Dr. 
Owefiy Mr. Addtrky % and Mr. Griffith^ be defired 
to aflift in carrying on the Work of Humiliation 
and Prayer, and feeking the Lord, for a BJeiEng 
Upon the Councils of this Houfe on lhat Day. 

* Ordered, That it be referred to a Committee to 
prepare a Declaration, to fatisfy the Nation how 
Affairs flood with the Commonwealth, when this 
Houfe was interrupted, and how Affairs ftand at 
prefent j' and a Committee was named accordingly. 

May 2.1. The Bufinefs of the Army's Petition 
and Reprefentation was this Day, and not before, 
debated in the Houfe ; it was firft read altogether, 
and afterwards Paragraph by Paragraph ; and every 
Article of it agreed to by the Houfe, except the 9th, 
13th, 14th, and 15th, of the Petition, which were 
referred to a grand Committee of the whole Houfe.

RICHARD CROMWELL/ 



By the Schedule annexed it appeared, that, on 
the Death of Oliver, his Father, there was due unto 
fevcral Perfons 28,000 /. which he had reduced to 
Hit Debts, 311*123,550/. but that there had been advanced for 
th= Onkr* ^nCloatbing of the Soldiers, out of the Monies af&Wd 
to the Family, 3700/. and borrowed by him, upon 
his Perfonal Security, for the Supply of Dunkirk., 
6090/. which made the Total of his Debts amount 
to 29,640 /. 

His Real Eftate, by the Schedule, appeared to 
be, after paying his Brother Henry looii. 17s. qd. 
on his Marriage, his Sifter Frances tzaol. his Mo- 
ther 2Q00A and other Annuities, 818/. he had only 
remaining 1299/. 12s. q.d, which was incumber'd 
with a Debt of 3000/. contracted by him in his Fa- 
ther's Life-time, and yet unpaid. 

The Parliament having read and confidered the 
above Paper, wherein Richard Crtmwell cxprefled 
his free Acquiefcence in the prefent Government 
of thefe Nations ; expecting, with other Men, Pro- 
tection from the fame; and holding himfelf obliged 
not only to demean himfelf with all Peaceablenefs 
under it, but to procure, to the utmoft of his Power, 
that all in whom he had Intereft do the fame ; they 
thereupon declared, that they accepted in good Part 
what was exprefled in the faid Paper ; ana, in Te- 
stimony thereof, put in Oblivion all Matters paFed 
in reference to Richard Cromwell, and took upon 
them his juft Debts, not exceeding the Sums con- 
tained in the above- menti on 'd Schedule, and thought 
it fit that he mould retire from Whitehall, and dif- 
pofe of himfelf as his private Occafiorts fhould re- 
quire, demeaning himfelf peaceably under the Pro- 
tection of the Parliament ; and ordered that it be 
referred to the Committee for Infpe&ion of the 
Treafury to confider in what Manner his Debts 

fhould 
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fhould be paid : They alfo refolved that 2000 /, be lnter-«fnurn* 
forthwith advanced for his prcfent Occafion; and t _ 5 ^ 
that it be referred to a Committee to confider what 
was fit to be done as to a Settlement of a comfort- 
able and honourable Subfiitence upon him. 

May 26. Several Petitions, from Counties, were 
prefented to the Houfe ; which, by the Anfwers to 
them, are fuppofed to be no more than Addrefles of 
Recognition of the Parliament's Sovereignty, and 
fuch, mutatis mutandis, as were carried to Richard 
but a few Months before. 

The Houfe had been alfo about a Bill for Com- 
mtfiloners for ordering and managing the Affairs of 
the Admiralty and Navy \ and this Day a Queftion 
was put, That the whole Number of them, nine, 
be Members of that Houfe : On a Divition, it 
palled in the Negative, 32 againft 23. So it was 
agreed, That fix of thefe Com miffi oners fhould be 
Members, and the reft not. Commiffioners for le- 
vying and bringing in the Arrears of the Cuftoms, 
lixcile, and Prize -Goods, were alfo appointed. 

May 27. This was their FafiVDay; when, he- 
fides praying and preaching in the Houfe, there was 
little etfe of Moment done upon it. The Miniftcrs 
had Thanks returned them -for their «great Pains- 
taking, CsV. 

This Month concluded without doing any mare 
Eufmefs of Confequence ; except on the three 
laft Days of it, when the Houfe went into a grand 
Committee on the remaining Articles of the Army's 
Petition and Addrefs, and on the Bill of Indemnity 
and Oblivion, without coming to any Refolution 
about them. 

It was alfo ordered, e That Mr. Speaker do, 
every Morning, conftantly take the Chair by Eight 
of the Clock; and that the Council of State and 
Committee of this Houfe do forbear to fit in Coun- 
cil after Bight, and do then give their Attendance 
on the Service of this Houfe, That the Houfe do 
D d 3 fiib 
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infM-rcgnant. rife every Day at Twelve of the Clock; no Motion 
to be made after that Time ; but the Speaker was 
hereby enjoined to rife.* 

As all thefe laft Affairs fufficientty explain them- 
felves, there needs lefs connective Hitlory to do it 
after them, fome Matters relating to foreign Trans- 
actions excepted. In the preceding Pages there is 
an Account that a Dutch Ambaffador had had Au- 
dience of the Parliament, between whom and the 
Council of State a Treaty was fet on Foot to main- 
tain a good Correspondence between the two Com- 
monwealths, in order that their different Fleets, now 
fent up into the Sound,, might, by their In tcrpofm'on, 
make an Agreement between the two Kings of 
Denmark and Sweden upon equitable Terms, or elfe 
to impofe them upon theRefuier. This, Mr. Ludlow 
writes, they were in hopes to accomplifh, the ra- 
ther, beeaufe neither the Dutch nor they pretended 
to any more than a Freedom of paffing and repaffing 
the Sound i which could not well be, if the Com- 
mand of it was folely in the Hands of either of thofe 
Princes. 

The EngHJb Fleet was large and well provided, 
and the Command of (t given to Admiral Montague, 
It was fitted and fent out under Richard's Govern- 
ment j but the Parliament had difpatched a MeiTen- 
ger to acquaint the Admiral and the reft of the Of- 
ficers with the Diffolution of the former, and the 
Reftitution of the Parliament. Upon which the 
Officers aflembled, and fent an Acknowledgment 
of their Authority, with all poffible Demonstration 
of Satisfaction. Notwithstanding this, we find they 
equipped another fmaller Fleet, under Pretence of 
preventing an Invalton from Flanders? from the 
Cavalier Party, and gave the Command of it to 
Law/on^ as Vice- Admiral ; but it was, in Reality, 
to he a Check to Montague* and his Party in the 
Fleet j who, Ludlaw fays, they all knew was no 
Friend to the Commonwealth. This Mark of Jea-

'June. Some of the firft Days of this Month fcem 
to have been almoft wholly taken up in debating a 
Bill, then before them, for an Aft of Indemnity 
and Oblivion ; but no Refolution yet made upon it, 
Two Plenipotentiaries a were appointed, and full 
Power given them to treat about, and conclude, a 
Peace between the two Northern Kings. The 
Cuftody of the Great Seal was given to the Serjeants 
Bradjhaiv, Tyrrill., and Fountain, asCommiffioners, 
to the 20th of Qfiaber next ; but Eradjhaw being, 
about this Time, fallen into a very ill State of 
Health, the Houfe difpenfed with his Attendance 
on the fatd Office.

Another Letter 
from General 
Mmkt. 




The fame Day, according to former Order, the 
Speaker began to deliver out Commiffions to the 
Officers of the Army and Navy ; and a long Lift of 
Officers Names next follows, which muft needs be 
fo, when they are all mentioned, either on this or 
the fucceeding Days, from a Lieutenant* General 
and Vice- Admiral, to the Jo weft Commiuion Offi- 
cer in the Land or Sea Service. This Precaution, 
we are told, they took, as well to make thefe Offi- 
cers own who were their Mafters, as to fecure them 
the more to their Interefts, by giving away all thefe 
Commiffions gratis, not fo much as taking any 
thing for the Tranfcripts of them. 

It was almoft the whole Eufmefs of the Houfe for 
fome Days following, to give out thefe Commif- 
fions ; but in the midft of them a Letter from Gen, 
Mon&ew&s read in the Houfe. The Letter itfclf* 
not being entered in the Journals^ we know not the 
Purport of; but by the Aufwer to it, which is 
there, we imagine it was to know what they weie 
then doing with the Southern Army, for it was w 
thefe Words : 

SIR, Weflminfter t June 10, 1659.

' X true ) *he Parliament have under their Con*

We fha.ll leave this fecming artful Letter to the 

Reader's own Comment, and proceed. The Jour- 
nals are now ftufPd full of Officers Names, and lit- 
tle or nothing elfe in them, except mere Petitions 
or AddreffeSj from different Places, with the Anfwers 
to them from the Houfe, Judges were appointed 
to go the different Circuits ; the Council of State 
were ordered to nominate fuch Perfons, in different 
Counties, as were fit for Juftices of the Peace, and 
then to apply to the Commiffioners of the Great 
Seal for their Commiflions. Some EmbafTadors and 
Envoys from foreign States had alfo Audience ; 
Which was all the Bufinefs of this Parliament, till 

June 18. When the Bill for laying an AiTefT- 
ment or Tax upon the whole Nation, was read a 
third Time, and palled } immediately upon which a 
a Committee was appointed to confider how, upon 
the Credit of this Bill, or any other Way, Money 
might be borrowed towards the prefent Pay of the 
Soldiery, and to treat with fome monied Men of 
the City, or elfewhere, for that Purpofe. Other 
Ways and Means were propofed i as, ordering their 
CommifEoners and Collectors of divers Duties to 
pay in their Arrears fpeedily; enforcing an old A£t 
for the Sale of the Caftles, Houfcs, Parks, Lands, and 
Hereditaments, belonging to the late King, Queen, 
or Prince, which, tho* exempted from Sale by a 
later A£r, were now all ordered to be dlfpofed of, 
and the Profits ariiinn; from the fame to be refer- 
red for the Ufe of the Commonwealth. 

There 
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There appears to be a very great Want of Mo- 
ney at this Time ; for this Day, June 20 } Sir Ar- 
thur H&ftlr'fgge reported from the Council of State, 
* That they found the Commonwealth likely to be 
greatly inconvenienced for want of Monies, the 
Neceflities both of the At my and Navy being very 
great, and the Weekly Income bearing no Propor- 
tion to the conftant Charge : That there was not 
Money in the public Receipt of the Exchequer, iuf- 
iicient to anfwer the Charge of fending the Plenipo- 
tentiaries to the SjtttH^, notwithffanding great Arrears 
are in the Hands of particular Perfons, due to the 
Government; therefore they defired the Parliament 
•would pleafe to take into their Confederation the 
Jbeedy bringing in of all Monies due, and give fuch 
Urders therein as may be effectual.' 

Upon this Remonftrance from the Council} the 
Parliament refolved, * That five Commifljoners be 
appointed to manage the whole Revenue of the 
Commonwealth, and to take Care the fame be duly 
brought in, and to give Allowances as they fhould 
fee Caufc. Four of thefe Commiflioners to be Pcr- 
ibns out of the Houfe, and one within, Laftly, 
That it fliould be referred to the Council of State 
to draw up Inftruftions for thefe Commiflioners, for 
managing the Revenue; to confider of their Sail- 
ries, and to report all thefe to the Houfe/ 

This is all we can pick out of the Journals rela* 
tive to the more public Transactions of this Month. 
The Bill of Indemnity was (till on the Anvil ; but 
it took a great deal of hammering Work before it 
could be brought to Perfection. Ludh-vj writes, 
* That divers warm Motions were made for except- 
ing fome Perfons from the Benefit of it, who had 
fotien great Eflates by their Compliance with the 
Jfurpatlon of Oliver Creniweii^ and abetting the 
Advancement of his Son : Likcwifc to except thole 
who had fold Places, and got the Money for them. 
So that tho' the Houfe was as dcfiious to difpatch

IJuly i. This Month begins with the Bill of In- 
demnity again, which was debated, in a grand 
Committee, on the firft Day of it ; but no Refolu- 
tion come to, but defiring Leave to fit again. They 
went on atfo with delivering out CommifEons as 
ufual ; the Plenipotentiaries for the Northern Courts 
were alfo difpatched with their Letters of Credence j 
and IVtlliam Lockhctrt^ Efq; Governor of Dunkirk^ 
was made Agent, by the Parliament, to the Court 
of France. 

July 4, Sir Arthur Hqfilrigge, from the Council 
of State, reported the humble Opinion of that 
Council, * That the Parliament would be pleafetl, 
by their Order, to exempt and feeure the el deft Son, 
of the late Lord-General Cromzuell, for the Space of 
fix Months, from all Arrefts from any Debts ; to 
the end fomeCourfe might, in the mean Time, be 
fettled concerning the Payment of the fatd Debts, 
aecording to a Declaration of Parliament.' Which 

»was agreed to, and an Order made accordingly. 
A Queftkm being put, That it mould be referred 
to a Committee, to confider what was due for 
Mourning for the late Lord General Cromwelf\ 
and how the fame might be paid, without Prejudice 
of Charge to the Commonwealth, the Houfe di- 
vided into Noes 19, and Yeas 36; fo a Committee 
I was appointed for that Purpofe. 
Lieutenant-General Fleetwood acquainted the 
Houfe, That Co!. Henry Crsmwell was- in Town, 
and attended to give them an Account of the Ma- 
nagement of Affairs in Ireland. Hereupon it was 
ordered, * That it mould be referred to the Council 
of State to hear Col. Henry CrtmwelFs Relation as 
touching the Management of the faid Affairs j and 
to do therein as they mould think fit.* By the fame 
Order, Col. Henry Cromwell had Liberty given him 
to retire himfelf into the Country, where he mould 
think proper, on his own Occafiona 3 and he went 

into 
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into Cambridge/hire % (probably to Huntingdon > 9 
the Place where his Father was born) for that Pur- 
pofe. 

Here is fuch an Infhmce of a fudden Fall, of al- 
moffc as fuddenly raifed Greatnefs, as fcarce ever was 
heard or read of before, Oliver^ that Tyrant of 
this Nation, and Bully to all the reft, was no fooner 
dead, than his very Funeral Expences were difputed 
the Payment of i and, indeed, never were paid. His 
eldcft Son Richard outed of his Proteclorfliip, and 
forced to have an Order of Parliament to fecure 
him from Arrefts ; his youngeft Son Henry recalled 
from his Lieutenancy in Inland* difmifs'd, and fent 
to wander where he pleafed j and all this in lefs than 
a Twelvemonth's Time. 

July 5. The Houfe read a third Time a Bill for 
fettling the Militia of London.

The Houfe began with fending out the 
Judges with Commiffions and Inftru£tions to keep 
the Summer Atfizes in different Counties : And 
then proceeded with delivering out Commiffions 
to Officers, as before ; and this Day they ordered, 
That their own Life-Guard, which they had ever 
fince they fat, mould be reduced to one Troop 
of 120 Horfe, at 3,1. per Diem each Man, over 

whom proper Officers were then appointed. 

Lieutenant-General Ludlow received his Commif- 
iion as Commander in Chief over all the Foices 
in Ireland ; and when he had put the Affairs there 
in good Order, Leave was given him to come back 
to England* and fettle his private Concerns at 
home. 

This Gentleman, in his Memoirs, acquaints ua 
with this Preferment ; and, on his preparing for his 
Journey to Ireland, he gives an Account of his ta- 
king Leave of his Friends here, which is too remak- 
afale to be omitted, and we {hall infert it in his own 
Words ; 

* And now I began to think it Time to hafteji 
my Journey to Ireland, where my Station was af- 
figned to me for fonie Time; and, in order to my 
Departure, I received four Commiffions from the 
Hands of the Speaker, as the Parliament had di- 
rected. By the firft I was appointed Commander 
in Chief of all the Forces in Inland ; the fecond 
was for a Regiment of Horfe ; the third was for a 
Regiment of Foot ; and by the fourth I was made 
Lieutenant -Genera I of the Horfe: Which laft 
Comrmffion being read before the Committee of 
Nominations by Sir Arthur Hafilrtgge^ who, in this 
whole Affair of regulating the Army, had ferved the 
Parliament for Secretary without any Salary, CoL 
Defioraugb defired that it might be explained how 
far it ftiould extend, fufpeittng that it might intrench 

upon 
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twut-mgiumu upon the Command of the Horfe in England and 
Scotland^ which fome thought he deftgned for him> 
felf. But Sir Arthur Hajilrigge- declined to give 
him nny other Antwer, than that it was well enough. 
In this Commiflion a CUafe was inferted, which 
had been omitted in the other three, becaufe not 
thought of before, requiring me to obey not only 
fuch Orders as I fhould receive from the Parliament 
and Council of State, but alio all fuch as lhould bs 
fignified to me, from Time to Time, from the 
Commiflion era of the Parliament for the Affairs of 
Inland. This I was Co far from diflikmg, that I 
procured another Order to be made, that the Pay of 
the Army fhouid be iffued out by the Commiflion- 
ers ; and that no Money, except only for Contin- 
gencies, lhould be iffued out by the Commander in 
Chief. 

* Having prepared myfelf for my Journey, I 
took Leave of the principal Officers of the Army j 
and, on that Occafion, moft earneftly requeued of 
Lieutenant - General Fleetwood, Major - General 
Lambert, Col. Dejborough^ Col. Sydenham, Col. 
Bury Y and others, that, as they valued the Good of 
the' Public and their own Safety, they would be care- 
ful not to violate the Authority of the Parliament ; 
who I perfuaded mylejf were more ready to do any 
thing that might tend to the Prefervation of our 
Liberties, than we were to afk it : And, at my part- 
ing with Sir Arthur Hnfi!rigge f Sir Henry Vunt, Mr. 
Henry Nevitl, Mr. Scstt % Major Salway % and the 
reft of my good Friends that were Members of the 
Parliament, 1 took the Liberty to beg of them not 
to put any unneceffary Hardships upon thofe of the 
Army j but rather to gratify them in whatfoever tbey 
could ; that if, after all thcCondefcenfions and Fa- 
vours of the Parliament to them, they filould be (o 
unjuft and ungrateful as to offer Violence to the 
Houfe, they might be left inexcufable in the Sight 
of God and Men.'

of the Forces, raifed and to be raifed, in Ireland j a 
Commiffion to be Colonel of a Regiment of Foot, 
and Captain of a Company of Foot in the faid Regi- 
ment ; and alfo another Commiffion to be Colonel 
of a Regiment of Horfe, and Captain of a Troop of 
Horfe in the fame Regiment, the Pay of all which 
jnuft amount to a very great Sum.

A£t of Grace left us, which took fo much dreffing 
up, and bringing to Perfection. We prefume it was 
tofs'd up and chang'd like a French Difti, till no 
one could tell what to make of it ; the Heads of the 
numerous Provifoes in the Journals, offered and 
added, importing no lefs. By one of thefe Provi- 
foes, which was taken into the Bill, all the Royal 
Party were entirely cut out from making any Benefit 
of it : For, by this, it was enacted, * That no Per- 
fon, who fhould claim or demand Benefit of In- 
demnity, or Pardon, by Virtue of this A£t, be ad- 
mitted thereto, untill it appear to fuch Perfon or 
Perfons, before whom fuch Claim or Demand is 
made, that the faid Perfon, fo claiming, hath made 
and fubfcribed, or {hall then fubfcribe, this Declara- 
tion following :

After the finlflitng of this laft tedious Affair, there 
is little to be pick'd out of tlie Jsurnats, except their 
going upon Bills for fettling Militias in divers Places; 
giving Audience to an Ambaifador from the Queen 
of Portugal y authorizing the Council to take up 
fame fufpicious Perfotis j and ifibing out a Procla- 
mation, prohibiting all Horfe-Races, Cock-Match**, 
Bull-Baitings, Gut-Hurlings, public Wreftlings, and 
other Meetings of fuch like Nature, till the lft of 
QGsber next. 

The Parliament had appointed a Committee to 
inquire into the State of Riihard Cromwell^ to whom 
they yet paid fome Regard ; for we find, by the 
Jsurnalt of this Day, July 16, that Colonel "Jones 
reported from the Committee appointed to confider 
what was fit to be done for the Settlement of a 
comfortable and honourable Subftftence for Richard 
Cromwell, that they were of Opinion, that the 
prefent clear yearly Revenue of Richard Crovnvell, 
(which, according to the Schedule prefented to Par- 
liament, amounts to 1299/, i2J - 4^* over an< ^ 
above the Jointure and Annuities mentioned in the 
faid Schedule) be made up unto him io } 000/. per 
Jnn. during his Life: And, in order thereto, that the 
Sum of 8700/, per Jnn. be fettled upon the faid 
Richard Cromwell during his Life, to be iflued and 
paid to him monthly, by equal Portions, out of the 
Revenue of the Letter or Packet-Office ; and that 
the whole Revenue of the faid Office be charged 
with the Payment thereof: That Lands of Inherit- 
ance, of the Value of 5000/. per Jnn. of the Lands 
in the Difpofal of the Commonwealth of England 
and Ireland,, be fettled upon the faid Richard and 
his Heirs, in Fee : That when the faid Richard 
ihall be in aclual Poffeffion of the faid Lands of 
Inheritance, that then the Sum of 5000/. per Jan. 
Part of the forefaid 8700/. per Jnn. charged on the 
Packet: Office as aforefaid, be abated, and the laid 

Offic- 
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Office difcharged thereof for the future : That the inter-reg^m. 
firft monthly Payment be made unto the faid Richard 
upon the 6th Day of June, 1659, commencing 
from the 6th Day of May tail ; and that the faid 
monthly Payments continue to be made every 6th 
Day of every Month for the future : That as the 
Jointures and Annuities in the fore faid Schedule 
mentioned {hall abate, by the Deceafe of any of the 
refpettive Perfons to whom the fame are refpec- 
tively payable, whereby the Income of the faid 
Richard Cromwell fhall be inereafed, the faid yearly 
Charge of 8700/. be proportionally abated. 

Then it was refolved, * That the Debt {rated, 
and undertaken to be paid by the Parliament for 
Rithard Cromwell, be 29,640 A which was ordered 
to be fatisfied by the Sale of the Plate, Hangings, 
Goods, and Furniture in Whitehall and Hampton- 
Court y belonging to the State, which {as the jour- 
nals fay) may be conveniently fpared ; and the 
Committee were ordered to examine what Goods 
in Whitehall, Hampton-Court* &c. belonged to the 
State, and what were bought with the State's Mo- 
ney ; and that they bring in an Ac! for the Sale of 
the faid Plate, &t\ in Whitehall and Hampton-Court ; 
And if was referred to the faid Committee to take 
a true Survey of the Manors and Lands of the faid 
Richard Cromwell % and to report the true Value 
thereof, together with the Act for the Sale of the 
Plate and Goods on Tburfday Morning next.' 

Then it was alfo refolved, * That the faid Ri- 
chard Cromwell be abfolutely difcharged from the 
Payment of the faid Debt of 29,640/. and from all 
AcYions, Suits, or Demands on account thereof; 
and that the State will fatisfy the Perfons to whom 
the fame is due.' 

About this Time we find, by the Entries in the 
Journals, that the Parliament began to be alarmed 
with the breaking out of fome Plot, or an Infurrcc- 
tion. The firfl Notice given of it is the Hint before- 
mentioned, That the Council of State bad taken up 
£ e 2 fome 
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fame fufpedled Perfons ; which the Parliament ap* 
proved of. Next, we find Order J were given to 
raife fix Troops of Horfe within the City of London ; 
and a Notification made to the Citizens, That the 
Parliament expected the Magistrates and other good 
People of the City would give all Encouragement 
and Furtherance to what might conduce to the 
Safety and Good of this Commonwealth, in this 
Time of imminent Danger. 

But we hear no more of this Plot for fome Timet 
in the mean while the Journals are filled with no- 
thing but the Names of Officers of the Army and 
Militia, who received their Commiflions from the 
Parliament, The famous Prefident Bradfbaw was 
fo well recovered of his late Itlrtefs as to appear in 
the Houfe, take the Oath appointed for a Keeper 
of the Great Seal, and accept of that Office.

Augufl 27, The Bill, called An Afl fsr Reqtteflra- 
t'tsuy was read a third Time* and fomc Amendments 
made to it, particularly one, That the Time for 
fequeftering of Perfons, for abetting, aiding, con- 
tributing, or shifting oiCharlti Stuart^ fbail be from 
1684. Which Bill, fo amended, being put to the 
Queftion, pafled ; and it was ordered ro be printed, 
publifhed, and fent into the feveral Counties of the 
Commonwealth, 

An Embaifador from the King of France had 
public Audience in the Parliament Houfe , and was 
conducted to and from it, befides their Mailer of 
Ceremonies, Sir William Fleming, by the Earls of 
Pembroke 2nd Salt/bury, the only two apostatizing 
Peers that fat as Commoners in the Other Houfe. 

As this Month began, fo it ended, with the De- 
bates on the Bill for legulating the prefent Govern- 
ment, In a grand Committee, without coming to 
any Refolution, except defiring Leave to fit again 
en this Buftnefs, on that Day Se'nmght.

Letters from their PJempo- 
lentiaries, dated £IJJnsre I Augu(l 25, 1659, and 
from Admiral Montague, were n;id, but their Con- 
tents not given: However, the Houfe being inform- 
ed, That the whole Fleet was come back from the 
Sound, it was referred to the Council of State to re- 
turn fifteen of the faid Ships to the fame Station, if 
they faw Caufe.' — As Affairs then flood, the Houfe 
thought proper to order J$hn Iretotti Kfq; to conti- 
nue Lord Mayor of the City of London for another 
Year; but on a humble Petition from the City after- 
wards, representing, That they could not do this, 
without Breach of their Charter, the Houfe gave 
them Leave to Chufe a new Mayor according to 
their Charter. But this was not done without a Di- 
vifion of the Houfe, upon the Queftinn s though it 
was carried for the City 38 againft 13 ; Yet at the 
fame Time that Body was admonifhed, and required 
to obferve the Qualifications made by the Parlia- 
ment, May 9, 1659, in the Election of all their 
Officers in the faid City, 

Letters from General Lambert, with a Lifrinelo- 
jfed of fiich Perfons, who were fit to be Sequellrators, 
in Cbeflnrty Lancafoirt^, and N$rth~IVshs, were re- 
ferred to the Council of State to go upon, with all 
Expedition, for the Good and Advantage of the 
Commonwealth.-— -Thefe Scqueftrator3, to make 
them more terrible, had Power given them, to ex- 
amine upon Oath. The Members of the Houfe 

were enjoined to attend the Service at Eight the 
next Morning. Accordingly, 

September 3. We find that the Bufinefs of this I } 
ran wholly on the Bill of Afleffment, and m 
Amendments were made to it. After which they 
ordered their Houfe to be called on the 6th Inftanc j 
but it was afterwards put off t^ a longer Time.

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In the Afternoon of this Day, for the Houfe very Inter-regRum, 



often fat on both Ends of it, the Form of an 
Engagement was tendered to the Houfe, to be taken 
and fubferibed by the Perfons nominated to be Com- 
miilion-Officers of the Militia, which run in thefe 
Words :

This Engagement, or Declaration, was read 
thrice, pafled, and ordered to be fubferibed by all 
all thofe chat fha.ll be Officers and Soldiers of the 
Militia. 

Another Proclamation was ordered to be pub- 
K fried, againft fthn Mor daunt, E% Son to the late 
Earl of Peterborough % and Major-General Msffey, 
and 100/. Reward offered for the taking of either of 
them. The latter was taken, but efcaped miracu- 
loufly % and lived to fee the Reftoratbn. 

We meet with nothing now, of public Matters, 
for fome Days ; Debates on the Bill for an Union* 
and Amendments to the Affeffment Bill, excepted. 
Peter Brook, Efq^ a Che/hire Gentleman, and a 
Member of this Parliament, a Prifoner, was order'd 
to be brought to the Bar of the Houfe, this Day, 
Sept. 13; where appearing, and being afk'd fome 
Queflions, he had the Courage there to own, That 
he confented to the Defign of Sir George Booth, was 
with him at Chejhr, was named one of the Council 
of War, and fat once at it : That he, and half a 
Score of his Tenants, went to IVarr'wgtou in the

abled and difcharged from being a Member of Par- 
liament ; and that, as a Criminal to this Common- 
wealth, he be committed to the Tower of London, 
for High Treafon, in levvinj War againft the 
Parliament and Commonwealth, in order to his 
Trial.' a 

Stpt. 14. Refolved, * That this Houfe doth agree 
with the Council of State \ and doth declare, That 
Sir Anthony AJhley Cooper is clear from the Accufa- 
tion laid againft him j and that there is not any jufl: 
Ground of Jealoufy or Imputation upon him/ 

Stpt* 16. The Parliament had feveral Letters 
and Papers read in the Houfe relating to their 
Agencies between the two Northern Kings, with a 
Narrative of Admiral Msntague^ &c* Upon all 
which the Houfe ordered, * That thefe Papers fhould 
be referred back to the Council of State for their 
Conftderation : And that the Council do alfo coti- 
fidcr of the Infrrutlions. given to the Fleet when they 
were fent to the Sound ; and alfo the Ground of the 
coming home of the Navy, not having Directions 
from this Houfe/ This is a fecond ftrong Hint of 
their Jealoufy of Admiral Afetiiague. 

Stpt, 21. The Council of State reprefented to 
the Houfe the State of the Excife on Bttr, Ale, £?<:, 
and defired fome effectual Courfe might be taken 
for fecuring the Commonwealth, as to the Monies 

due from the feverai Farmers of this Revenue.

The next Day, Sept. Z2, the Houfe feem to 
have taken fome Alarm, by ordering their Doors to 
be kept fhut, and no Member to go out till further 
Order ; After which the Houfe was made acquaint- 
ed with the Nature of an Addrefs, intended to be 
made to Parliament by fome Officers of the Army. 
Upon which Col. Pierfon y Col. Afbfield, and Coh 
Cobbett, were ordered to bring the original Paper, 
or Addrefs, intended to be preferred to Parliament 
that Afternoon ; and that Lieut. Gen. Fleetwood do 
give Notice of this Order to them. 

Accordingly, in the Afternoon of this Day, the 
Lieu ten ant- General did deliver in a Paper, or Letter, 
iigned by many Perfons of the Army, and fuper- 
fcribed, Ta the Supreme Authority sf thefe Natiom t 
the Parliament of the Camm/mtvsath of England, &r, 
Ube Humble Petition and Prepsfals of the Officers of 
the Army, under the Command sf the Right Honsur- 
ahle the Lord Lambert, in the late Northern Ex- 
pedition* After reading of this Paper, the Houfe 
fell into a great Debate about it ; but growing late, 
it was adjourned to the next Mornings the firft Bu- 
fuiefs, and nothing to intervene. 

The Door of the Houfe was ordered to be again 
kept fhut, and no Member fuffered to go out without 
Leave j the Lobby to be cleared of all Strangers, 
and that Door fhut alfo. After this the Debate be- 
gan on the late Petition and Propofals of the Of- 
ficers, Ijfft but what was faid in it we cannot learn 
from the Journals ■, only it was refolved, * That this 
Debate be kept under Secrefy,' 

But at the Conclufion of the Debate, which took 
up the whole Day, we find the Houfe came to the 
followingRefolution, ( That this Houfe doth declare, 
That to have any more General Officers in the Ar- 
ray, than are already fettled by the Parliament, ia 
needlefs, chargeable, and dangerous to the Com- 
monwealth.' But a Queftion being propofed, * That

The Humble P(!ttion t &c. are unfeafonable, and of 
dangerous Confequence.' And the Queftion being 
put, that this QuelUrm be now put, the Houfe di- 
vided ; when it palled in the Negative, 31 againft 25. 
After which, Lieut, Gen. Fleetwood was ordered to 
communicate the former Vote of this Houfe to the 
Officers of the Army, and to admoniih them of 
this irregular Proceeding, and to take Care to pre- 
vent any further Proceedings therein by the Sol- 
diery. 

Sept, 24. Sir Henry Vane made a Report of two 
Examinations of Sir George Booth, in the Tower j 
one taken Auguji 29., and the other September, 1659, 
1 hefe Examinations are not entered at Length in 
the Journals ; but the Titles of fome Papers, which 
we fuppofe were taken with him, are there j and 
we fliall give them, with the Proceedings of the 
Houfe thereupon, in the Words of the Journals.

* Ordered, That a Letter be written to the Duke 
of Venice^ to fecure the Karl of Arundel in his Ter- 
ritories, untill he could be fentfor by the Parliament, 
In the mean Time, the Eftate of the faid £arl to 
be fecured for his Ufe, in the Hands of fuch Per- 
form as the Council of State fliould nominate, till 
Ills Return from, beyond the Seas into England. 

Sept. 30, The Debate on the A£l of Union be- 
gan again this Day, but without coming to any Re- 
flation on the Matter, except only to fit again on 
this Bufincfs this Day Se'nnight.

Neither has any Hiftorlan of thefe 
Times, that we have met with, hft us aught 
concerning it, excepting fome very flight Notice. 
Whiilocke only faying, That in this Petition were 
feveral Matters difpleafing to the Houfe, as infrin- 
ging their Privileges, and feeming to impofe Things 
upon them. We have been fo fortunate, however, 
as to recover it from utter Oblivion, in a Pamphlet 
in our Collection, printed at this Time, along with 
the Parliament's Anfwers to the Proportions, and 
the further Proceedings thereon, to the Time of their

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being turned out of Doors, once more, by the Army 

This Pamphlet was certainly taken from the Jour- 
nals ihemfelves, and published by fame Member of 
the Parliament, in order to fhew the World the 
Fairncfs of their Proceedings, and how unjuftly 
they had been deprived of their affumed Dignity 
ana Power. There are, befides, in this Pamphlet, 
two Ails of Parliament, at Length, the Titles of 
which are but mentioned in the Journals, the Ef- 
fect of which was, to raife ftill greater Animofities 
amongft the Soldiery, and hajlen on their own De- 
ftrudtion. The whole we fliall give from this old 
Pamphlet, compared with the Journals - t and then, 
withfome Recapitulations of what has lately paffed, 
and fome Reflections on the then prefent State of 
Affairs, we fhall conclude our Account of this Epi- 
tome of a Parliament, with its own DitlbJutbn.

remain conffant to them ; and make it our hum- 
ble Prayer to God, that he wouSd incline your 
Hearts effectually to profecute the fame, and make 
you inftrumental in bringing forth iuch a Foun- 
dation of Government, whereby all the good 
People of thefe Nations may rationally expect 
that fuch Liberties and Rights iball be prefer ve J 
to them and their Pofterities. And we can truly 
fay, that it is in our Hearts earnelily to defire, 
that God would crown you with the Honour of 
making thefe Nations happy by iuch a Settlement, 
as may not be liable, at every Change of Gover- 
nors, to have the Peace thereof difturbed, by in- 
troducing new Governments, 

3. * Whereas a Petition and Propofals were lately 
drawn up, by the Officers of the Brigade under

The firft Propofal n being read, u was refolved Anfwei to die 
that the following Anfwer be given to it : * That Propofitions of

The fame Day, in the Afternoon, the Seconl 
Propofal was rend, to which 'he fallowing Anfwer 
was refolved to be given : That it is the Duty of 
all Perfons, efpecially of the Members of Parlia- 
ment, to inform the Houfe of any thing which, in 
their Apprehenfion, may concern the Public Safety : 
And it ts the undoubted Ri^lit of the Parliament to

Oileber 11. The Third Propofal was read, to 
which the following Anfwer was refolved to be gi- 
ven : ' The Parliament deelareth, that every Mem- 
ber of the Army, as Freemen ol England, have Right 
of petitioning the Parliament 1 but with all thinks 
fit to let them know, that the Petitioners ought to 
be very careful, both in the Manner and in the

The fame Day, in the Afternoon, the Fourth 
Propofal was read, and the following Anfwer was 
refolved to be given to it : ' That two Months Pay 
be forthwith paid to the Officers and Soldiers of the 
Army in England, out of the fix Months AflelTment 
of 35,000/. per Month, now due.; and that the 
Council of State do give Order that the fame be paid 
accordingly. Refolved, ' That two Months Pay be 
alfo paid forthwith to the Officers and Soldiers, in 
Scotland and Ireland ; and that the Council of State 
do give Order for the Payment thereof accordingly.* 

And it was ordered, ' That the former Votes for 
making Provifions for Officers and Soldiers, and 
wounded and ma'rncd Soldiers, be alfo Part of the

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Anfwer to this Fourth Propofal j and that the Coun- ljner- re3 mun. 
cil of State ilo take Care the Monies formerly or- 
dered to he paid, to the Vie of the wounded and 
maimed Soldiers, Widows and Orphans, at Ely- 
Ihufe and the Savoy, be forthwith paid unto the 
old Office i> there ; and that they pay it according to 
the Regulation made by the Truftees and Contract-

It was alfo ordered, ' That it be referred to a 
Committee to bring in a Bill for faving to fuch Ap- 
prentices, as have ferved the Parliament in the late 
War, their Time, and to compel their Mailers to 
grant them their Freedom, as iF they had been in 
their Mailers Service during the Time they were 
in the Parliament's Service.* 



Then the Fifth Fropofal was read, to which the 
following Anfwer was refolved to be given : * That 
fuch Pcrfons as have been faithful and active for the 
Parliament in the Jate Infurre&rOn, the Parliament 
will take Care to give them all due Encouragement, 
as Occafion fhall be offered,' 

Then it was ordered, ' That the further Debate, 
on the Army's Propofals, he adjourned untill the next 
Morning, and to be the firft Bufineii. 

This Day the Hcufc alfo palled the Act again ft 
ra'ifing of Monies upon the People, without their 
Confent in Parliament, which was as follows ;

Httmbls Repfefentaticn and Petition of the Officers if 

the Army to the Parliament of the Cmmonwealtb cf 

England, prefented to them OLlobtr the 5th, by 

Major- General Defbsroughy accompanied with the 

Field Officers of the Army, and fuhferibed by 23c* 

Commiflion Officers in and about London^ together 

with the Parliament's A nfwer thereunto. ~,, 

I hen 
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Then they refolvcd, * That the feyenl Com mi f- lnter-re^num. 
fious of the following Perfons, viz. Colonels John ^ ' sg_ • 
Ltimbtrt, John Dejborcugh, "Jama Bury, Thomas aa b* 
Kclfey, Richard Ajbjkld, Ralph Cobbeil, William 
Packer, Roltrt Barrow, and Major Richard Creed, 
who have fubferibed the faid Letter, mould be made 
void and null, and every of them be difeharged from 
all Military Employment.' 

They alfo refulved, ■ That the Army fhould be 
governed by feven Commiffioncrs -, whereupon a 
JJill was drawn up, impowering feveral Perfons 
Therein named Commilfioners for the Government 
of the Armv, which, after thrice reading, upon the 
Queftion, pa/Ted as folbweth : 

BE it enacted by this prefent Parliament, and Aft for govern- 
the Authority Thereof, and it is hereby in B the Army by 
enafled, That one Aft made this Parliament, Cotnim " 1(mcrs ' 
intituled, An Aft conftituting Charles Fleetwood, 
Eh\ Lieutenant -General and Commander in Chief 
of the Forces raifed, and to be raifed, by Authority 
of Parliament, within England and Scotland ; 
And all Powers and Authorities thereby given,

After which the Houfe came to the following

* That it be referred to the Commiflioners for 
Commanding the Army, to bring in the Names of 
the next fqperior Officers in every of the Regiments 
late of Colonels John Lambert, John Defi)«rougb t 
James Bury, Thomas Kdfey, Richard dfhfield, Ralph 
Cebbett, William Packer, Robert Barrow, and Ma- 
jor Richard Creed, and preterit them to the Parlia- 
ment the next Morning : That Co!. Dixwett be 
Lieutenant of Dover Caftlc, and that his Commif- 
fion be brought in alfo at rhe fame Time/ 

Then it was referred to a Committee to confider 
of an Anfwer to be given to the Sixth, Seventh, and 
Eighth Propofals of the Officers of the Army, and 
report it to the Houfe, 

After which it was ordered, * That the Com- 
fniffioners for the Management of the Army, be 
enjoined forthwith to meet and give Order, that 
the Forces may be difpofed of as may be for the 
Peace of the Commonwealth, and Safety of the 
Parliament/ — » — Thus fac the Pamphlet, 

Ocloher 13. The Journals tell us, * That this 
Day the late principal Officers of the Army whofe 
Commiffions were vacated, drew up Forces in and 
about Weflminjltr^ obftructed all Paflages both by 
Land and Water, ilopp'd the Speaker in his Way, 
placed sund continued Guards upon and about the 

Doors 
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Doors of the Parliament-Houfe, and fo interrupted inter- r^rum. 
the Members from coming to the Houfe, and at- 
tending their Service there.'

Having thus gone through with the Story of lhefc 
laft Words of a. dying Parliament, we fhall next 
proceed to tell the Manner of its Exit, and how it 
was brought about, extracted from the Hiftorians of 
thofe Times. 

General Ludlow* though he was then abfent in 
Inland when this Affair was bringing to a Crifis j 
yet he tells us, 'That, before he went, he had great 
Keafon to fufpe£r. the Fidelity of his Brother Lam- 
bert to the Parliament i and more fc for the follow- 
ing Reafons : 

* The late Aclt of Indemnity, which hung fo long 
in the Houfe, had a Claufe in it to reftrain the Fa- 
vour of the Parliament in regard to thofe who, under 
the Ufurpation of Other % had received exorbitant 
and double Salaries, to the great Difcontent of di- 
vers confiderable Perf'ons, who feared they might 
be hurt by this Claufe. Amongft thefe, he add?, 
Major-General Lambert bitterly exclaimed againft 
it ; faying, amongft other Things, That tho' there 
was no Security given, by the Adt, to indemnify 
rhem for what they had done, yet the Parliament 
had taken Care to make them anfwerable for what- 
soever they had received. This Converfatlon hap- 
pened between Ludkw and Lambert themfclves j 
and Sir Arthur Hafilrigge joining them, and the 
Dtfcourfe (rill continuing on the fame Topic, Sir Ar- 
thur avowed the A£t was as full and comprehend ve 
as could juflly be defired : But Lambert ftili urging 
that it lefl them at Mercy ; you are, replied Sir Ar- 
thur > only at the Mercy of the Parliament, who are 
your good Friends. 1 know not, added Lambert, 
why they fhould not be at our Mercy, as well 
as we at theirs. Thefe Words founded harfh in the 
Ears of the other two, and gave them a ftrong Sufpl- 
cion of the Heart of him that fpoke them.' 

In another Part of his Memoirs, the fame Author,, 
fpcaking of General Lambert, after his Defeat of 

Sir 
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Sir Gisrge Bsstb^ fap, * That, on this and other 
unfuccefsful Attempts, the Cavalier Party, and thofe 
that Tided with them, began to defpair, and to give 
up their Caufe for loft; unlefy, adds he, by Divi- 
sions aniongft ourfelves, we {hould render our Vic- 
tories uielefs to us; which fell out fooner than they 
expected : For, purfues he, the Officers of the Ai- 
roy, whom nothing could fatJsfy lefs than abfolute 
Tyranny over the Nation, notwithstanding the fo- 
lemn Engagement they had taken before the Parlia- 
ment at the Time when they received their Com- 
miflians from the Hands of the Speaker, and a'l 
their Kxpreflions of Sorrow for their former Apo- 
ftacy, fc often repeated in. their laft Declarations j 
thefc wretched Men, I fay, contrary to their Faith, 
and the Duties of common Honefty, refolved to 
deftroy the Parliament; and, in Imitation of their 
late Maiter Oliver > to iacrifice the Common Cauil 
to their infatiable Ambition. In order to thi -, 
Lieutenant -General Fleetwood moved the Houfe, at 
the Time when they had received the Account of 
Sir George Bwtb's Defeat, that they would appoint 
Col. Lambert to be Major-General of their Army; 
and this was done upon certain AflTurance that Sir 
Arthur HejMrigge and other Members would endea- 
vour to obftru£t it j whereby they doubted not the 
Colonel would be fo far difobliged, as to be ready 
to join with them in their deteltable Defign, And 
it fucceeded according to their Expectation : For 
Sir Arthur Hafilrigge^ well knowing that, in a free 
Commonwealth, no Man ought to be tiufted with 
too great Power, and efpecially inch as had nude 
very ill life of it before, prevailed with the Pailiu- 
ment to declare that they would not create any more 
General Officers than thofe thrt were fo already j 
which Method they took, that they might not feem 
to put a Negative upon him in particular. The 
Licutenant-Gcneral, having attained hia End in the 
firft Motion, was encouraged to move again, that, 
feeing the Houfe had not thought fit to do as he had 
propofed, they would be pleated to prefect the Sum 
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of 500^. or 1 000/, to Col, Lambert* as a Mark of inter »ejncm, 
their Favour to be conferred on him, in Confide ra- **59* 
tion of his late Service. This Proportion was moft 
Wtltingly entertained, Sir Arthur Hrtjilrrgge Concur- 
ring with rhofe who were for the greater Sum ; 
which was paid to him accordingly. But the Par- 
liament's Rcl'ufal to gratify him with the Title be- 
iore-mifiitioned was aggravated to that Degree, that 
he, together with many Officers more, amonglt 
whom he had an Inteieft, became moft implacable 
Enemies to the Parliament .* 

Our other contemporary Memorialiit, IWnthckt* 
we have faid, grows fa very lenteiuious, and makes 
fuch Paufes, as he comes nearer his End, that little 
can be made or his Meaning; fave, that he was ftill 
ready to fervc alt Changes in the Government bur 
the right one- This Author acquaints us, ' That, 
when the Debate on the Representations of the Of- 
ficers began, lome Members made iharp Invectives 
agamft them ; and that Hafilrtgge and his Party, 
being jealous that the Soldiers might break up the 
Parliament and raife Money without them, pafled 
an Aft againft levying any Money without Confent 
of Parliament; which Aft only ferved to raife ftdl 
more Difcontent ;:moi)jft the Soldiery* efpectally 
when they knew the Penalty thereof was High 
Troalbn. That the Ditbanrfing of the General 
Officers added yet more, and further cKafperatsd 
Lambttt and his Party, and moft of the old Officers, 
then irt Lsvtisn\ efpecialry thofe who had lately 
done fuch gf>od Service to the State, as urged them 
to follow their own Intcreft, and aft the Part they 
did.' Our Author is more particular than ordinary 
in his Account of that Affair, which take in his own 
Words. 

He tells us, < That this Morning, 0&. 13, the 
Soldiers drew out of Sestiind Yard, Part of them to 
JVtjiminJigr* and poficfled themftlves of the Hall, 
the Palace Yards, and Avenues; and thefe were 
iiich as Hfiftl-r!'^', Aihrlr.) nrtd their Parti' had to 
feckta fa: the Parliament, and to be Guards to 
them. 

* Evttyn 
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* Evefyrt, who commanded the Life-Guards or 
the Parliament, marching forth with his Troop 
to do his Service, was met by Lambert at Scot- 
land-Yard Gate, and Lambert commanded Eveljn 
to difrnount, who thought it fafeft to obey: And 
though Lambert was on Foot, and none with him, 
yet Evslyrty at the Head of his Troop, difmounted 
at his Command, and bis Troop alio obeyed Lam- 
bert ; who drew together fome other Forces, and pla- 
ced them along in Ki/ig's-Street t ajid near the Abbey 
Church and \ ard ; and when the Speaker came by 
in his Coach they ftopp'd him, and caulcd him to 
return back ; and fo the Houfe did not ftt. 

4 The Council of State fat, where were both 
Parties of the cppofitc Soldiers, Lambert^ Dejbo- 
roughs and Mafdriggt^ Marley y and others j and they 
had a long and frnart Debate. Some of the Mem- 
bers had got into the Houfe, but the Speaker was 
.kept from them, and moft Part of their Members. 
Thofe in the HouJe were lent to from the Council 
of State, and eonfuhed with about an Accommoda- 
tion j and, in the mean Time, the feveral Parties 
of the Soldiers kept their Stations, expe&ing Orders 
to fall on. 

* But the Council of State fo managed the Bufi- 
nefs, and In periuaded with all Parties, that at the 
laft they came to an Accommodation to fave the 
Effufion of Blood, and the Parliament was not to 
ftt; but the Council of Officers undertook to pro- 
vide for the Prefervation of the Peace, and to have 
a Form of Government to be drawn up for a new 
Parliament to be fhortiy fummoned, and fo to fettle 
aJl Things. 

* This being agreed upon, (and it could not be 
obtained otherwifc) the Council of State, in the 
Evening, fent their Orders, requiring all the Soldiers 
of each Party to draw off, and to depart to their 
ieveral Quarters; which was obeyed by them.' 

Mr. Lurfhw r again, is frill more explicit in his Ac- 
count of this bold and daring Attempt \ the Execution 
Whereof had like to have ccft 3 great deal of BJood- 
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flied. He tells us, * That though the late Votes inter-rtguuou 
iu the Hotife were carried wi:h much Secrefy, the 
Door bcfng kept fait lock'd, yet they came to the 
Ears of the Officers without j who, being fur prized 
;it the Refaction of Parliament, and convinced that 
the leafr. Delay might prove dangerous, uled all Di- 
ligence in drawing together their Party, and prepa- 
ring themfelves for their dcfigned Work, 

4 In the mean 'lime the Parliament ordered the 
Regiments of Col, Morley and Col. Aiojs to march 
forthwith to Wejimhjier for their Security, and feat 
for the reft pf the Troops that were about the Town 
to draw dgwn to them alio with all convenient Speed. 
In purfuancc of which Order Col. Ohy endeavoured 
to bring down his Regiment of Horfe, but thegreateft 
Part of them defertcd him : For moft of the old Offi- 
cers whom Crsmwlt had, by his Example, corrupted 
with the horrid Vices of Ambition and Treachery* 
found it eafy to delude the inferior Officers and pri- 
vate Soldiers, who had either utterly forgot their 
Trades, or were unwilling to return to an induftri- 
ous Life, into a Compliance with any Defign, m 
order to get a Living. Col. Lambert was the Per- 
fon that made the firft Attempt againft the Parlia- 
ment's Guard ; endeavouring, at the Head of a 
Party of Horfe, to break in upon that Part where 
Col. A'Icrley was polled with his Regiment : But 
the Colonel advancing, and affiiring him that, if he 
perfiitcd, he would fire upon him, Lambert anfwer'd, 
I will then go ihe other Way i which he did, after 
he had given Orders to block up the Avenues by the 
Mill-Bank with Carts and other Impediments, to 
prevent the Guards of the Parliament from Fall v ring 
out upon them by that Way. The Army had alfo 
placed a Party of theirs in King , s-Street % and in 
the Church-Yard near the Abbey, fome of Col. 
Afar ley's Regiment having already poflefied them- 
felves of the Old Pa bee -Tan}, In this Pofture they 
continued all Night, 

■ The next Morning that Guard of the Arm) 
which lay in the Church-Yard advanced, with one 
Major Grimes at the Head of them, towards tbofe 
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of Col. Mirltys Regiment, who were in the Palace- 
1 ard; Of which Motion the Colonel being inform'd, 
drew gut thofe that he had with him, and haftened 
to their Relief. Both Parties being come within 
Piftol-fhot, and each of them ready to fire, thofe 
of the Army began to invite Col. Mvrlcy's Men to 
tome over to them, defiring them to remember that 
they had hitherto fought together, and that it was 
tmreafonable now to become Enemies. In like 
Manner Col, Morky's Party endeavour'd to perfuade- 
thofe of the Army to join with them in the Defence 
of the Parliament, who they faid had been always 
fuccelsful in the Admimfiration of public Affairs, 
und to whom the Officers of the Army had fo lately 
proraifed Obedience, when they received their laft 
CommifTions; who had always taken effectual Care 
for their eonftant Pay, and who were the only Au- 
thority that could do fo for the future. The Chief 
Officers at length interpofing, it was agreed that 
both Parties (hould, for the prefent, retire to their 
former Stations, 

* On the other Side, Col. Lambert being advanced 
near that Party which was commanded by Col. Mefs, 
demanded of them, If they would fuffer nine of their 
old Officers, who had fo often fpent their Blood for 
them, and with them, to be difgraced and ruined 
with their Families t The Colonel anfwered, That 
though that {hould be the Cafe, yet it were much 
better that nine Families fliould be deftroyed, than 
the Civil Authority of the Nation trampled Under- 
foot, who defigncd not the Ruin of any, but only 
to remove from their Commands nine Officers, 
who, by their feditious Carriage, had render'd them- 
felves unworthy of that Truft. But CoJ. Lumber fs 
Oratory was more prevalent with the Perfon that 
commanded the Parliament's Guard of Horfe, who 
perceiving that divers of his Men had left him and 
revolted, by the treacherous Perfuafions of one 
Cathneft, his Lieutenant, dismounted at the Head 
oi his Troop, at the Command of Lambert. Some 
of Col. AUji\ Regiment went oflfalfo, each Party 
ufing their Rhetoric to bring over as many as they 

could. 
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could. On the other Part, fome came over to the fnter-wgnum. 
Parliament 1 ? Party; and particularly three entire l6t 9- 
Companies of Col. Sydenham's Regiment. But at '-'-* ~ ' -* 
I ail the Army gained their Point, and placed Guards, ° fp 

both by Land and Water, to hinder the Members 
of Parliament from approaching the Houfe ; though 
Sir Peter IVent-worth, being rowed by a Crew of 
able Watermen, broke through their Guard on the 
River, and got into the Houfe. In the mean Time 
the Speaker, endeavouring to pafs in his Coach 
through the Guards of the Army, was flopp'd near 
the Gate of the Palace-Yard by Lieutenant-Colonel 
t)uiienjidd\ and being demanded whither he was 
going, the Speaker anfwered, To perform his Duty 
at the Houfe: Then turning himfelf to the Sol- 
diers, he told them, That he was their General, 
and expe&ed their Obedience. But thtfe Men ha- 
ving refolved to deftroy the Civil Authority^ and to 
fet up the Sword in the room of it, forced his 
Coachman to drive back; and, as he parted by 
lVattingf<iri-Roujt % would have compelled him to 
drive in at the Gate, telling the Speaker that he 
muft go to Lieut. Gen. Fleetwood, But the Speaker 
commanded the Coachman to drive home; and 
having told the Officers, That If Lieut. Gen. Fleet- 
Wood had any Enfiueft with him he mitr,htcome to 
his Houfe, they (iefifted from giving him any farther 
Trouble at that Time.* 

The former Hiftorians ktm to date the Refent- Tllt ririiamant 
mentof the Army againft the Parliament to the ill be,ns diiU,ll * d / 
Succefs of their laft Petition; but it certainly rofe 
from a higher Source ; that is, from the Parliament'* 
obliging ajl the Officers to receive their Com miiEons 
from the Speaker in the Houfe: By which Mean* 
they did not only acknowledge the Supreme Power 
to fee in the Pailiameut, hut that they were liable 
to be cafhieieJ by them wherever they pleafctl. A 
Circumllance no ways fuitable to the Tempers of 
thefe preaching and righting Colonels, \who wanted 
tn be as independent in their Stations a** they were 
in their Religion, Befides, the Hardlhip of the 
Thing was vcty gicat upon all the Officers both of
